that  their  proceedings  may  receive  from  Your  Excellency 
the  most  favourable  construction.

The  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  then  said: 

•'Mr.  Speaker,  I  am  commanded  by  His  Excellency  the 
Administrator  to  declare  to  you  that  he  freely  confides 
in  the  duty  and  attachment  of  the  House  of  Commons  to 
Her  Majesty's  Person  and  Government  and,  not  doubting 
that  their  proceedings  will  be  conducted  with  wisdom, 
temper  and  prudence,  he  grants  and  upon  all  occasions 
will  recognize  and  allow  their  constitutional  privileges. 

I  am  commanded  also  to  assure  you  that  the  Commons 
shall  have  ready  access  to  His  Excellency  upon  all 
occasions,  and  that  their  proceedings  as  well  as  your 
words  and  actions,  will  constantly  receive  from  him  the 
most  favouiable  construction." 


And  the  House  being  returned: 


Mr.  Speaker  reported  that  the  House  had  been  in  the 
Senate  Chamber,  and  that  he  had,  in  their  names  and 
on  their  behalf,  made  the  usual  claim  of  privileges,  which 
His  Excellency  had  been  pleased  to  confirm  to  them. 


Mr.  Trudeau,  seconded  by  Mr.  Sharp,  by  leave  of  the 
House,  introduced  Bill  C-1,  An  Act  respecting  the  Admin- 
istration of  Oaths  of  Office,  which  was  read  the  first  time.

"Mr.  Speaker,  His  Excellency  the  Administrator  de- 
sires the  immediate  attendance  of  this  Honourable  House 
in  the  Chamber  of  the  Honourable  the  Senate". 


Mr.  Speaker  reported  that,  when  the  House  did  attend 
His  Excellency  the  Administrator  this  day  in  the  Senate 
Chamber,  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  make  a  speech 
to  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  to  prevent  mistakes,  he 
had  obtained  a  copy,  which  is  as  follows: 
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Honourable  Mevihers  of  the  Senate: 


Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

I  have  the  honour  to  welcome  you  to  the  First  Session 
of  the  30th  Parliament  of  Canada. 

I  am  here  today  in  my  capacity  as  Administrator  of 
the  Government  of  Canada,  duties  which  I  assumed  fol- 
lowing the  illness  suffered  by  the  Governor  General  last 
June.  Canadians  were  saddened  to  hear  of  His  Excel- 
lency's stroke,  but  have  been  encouraged  by  reports  of 
his  steady  progress.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  his  recovery 
is  such  that  providing  all  continues  to  go  well  he  will  be 
able  to  resume  his  role  before  too  long.  I  am  sure  I 
reflect  the  feelings  of  all  Canadians  in  expressing  grati- 
tude that  he  will  be  able  to  give  further  service  to  his 
country  in  the  high  office  which  he  holds. 


This  year  marks  an  event  of  particular  interest  and 
importance  to  all  Canadians — the  celebration  of  the 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  entry  of  Newfoundland 
into  Confederation.  We  anticipate  with  great  pleasure  the 
visit  of  His  Royal  Highness,  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  who 
will  shortly  join  us  to  share  in  this  happy  occasion.  In 
November  the  citizens  of  Ontario  will  welcome  Her 
Royal  Highness  Princess  Anne  and  her  husband  who  will 
attend  the  opening  of  the  Royal  Agricultural  Winter  Fair 
and  other  civic  engagements. 


The  international  economic  situation  is  serious,  with 
a  high  rate  of  inflation,  balance  of  payments  problems, 
lower  growth  rates  and  the  rapid  accumulation  of  large 
currency  reserves  by  a  few  countries.  Canada  is  engaging 
in  bilateral  and  multilateral  discussions  as  part  of  a  con- 
certed effort  to  ensure  that  the  current  fragile  state  of 
the  world's  economy  is  strengthened.  Those  developing 
countries  lacking  the  natural  resources  which  have 
enabled  others  to  benefit  from  high  commodity  prices 
have  been  particularly  hard  hit  by  this  situation.  Canada 
is  contributing  to  international  measures  to  reduce  the 
unjust  and  potentially  dangerous  gap  between  the  rich 
and  the  poor.  This  will  involve  us  not  only  in  increasing 
the  flow  of  financial  assistance  to  developing  countries 
but  in  re-examining  other  policies  which  afTect  our  eco- 
nomic relations  with  the  Third  World. 

Canada  has  contributed  to  many  international  peace- 
keeping operations.  A  source  of  special  concern  at  present 
is  the  instability  in  Cyprus  and  in  the  Middle  East  where 
2,000  members  of  Canada's  Armed  Forces  are  performing 
dedicated  service  with  the  two  peacekeeping  forces  which 
the  United  Nations  has  established  there.  While  these 
forces  have  had  some  success  in  keeping  the  belligerents 
apart,  the  necessary  political  solutions  appear  distant  and, 
unhappily,  civilian  casualties,  as  well  as  casualties  among 
members  of  the  peacekeeping  forces,  continue. 


In  the  context  of  the  United  Nations,  Canada  will  also 
take: 

— initiatives  to  provide  for  adequate  safeguards  so  that 
spreading  nuclear  technology  and  materials  are  not 
perverted  for  military  purposes; 

— initiatives  to  increase  world  food  aid  so  that  the  dis- 
astrous shortages  some  countries  are  experiencing 
may  be  alleviated. 

For  Canada  as  well  as  for  most  of  the  world  the  most 
serious  problem  is  inflation;  it  is  necessary  both  to  deal 
with  its  causes  and  to  mitigate  its  effects.  This  world- 
wide problem  had  its  origins  in  the  largest  increases  in 
food,  energy  and  other  commodity  prices  in  a  generation, 
occurring  at  the  same  time  as  an  upsurge  in  economic 
activity  in  all  major  industrialized  nations.  The  policy  of 
the  Government  on  inflation  has  been  to  pursue  appro- 
priate fiscal  and  monetary  policies,  and: 

— to  increase  the  supply  of  goods  and  services; 

— to  protect  those  least  able  to  protect  themselves; 
as  well  as 

— to  soften  the  impact  of  soaring  oil  prices  on  Cana- 
dian consumers  and  to  cushion  the  economy  against 
disruptive  increases  in  other  commodities. 

It  was  generally  expected,  inside  Canada  and  outside, 
that  the  tide  of  inflation  would  recede  as  conditions  in 
the  international  food  and  commodity  markets  returned 
to  normal,  but  a  new  situation  has  been  created.  The 
major  oil  exporting  countries  have  re-affirmed  their  deter- 
mination to  keep  the  prices  of  their  oil  to  importing 
countries,  including  Canada,  at  a  high  level.  New  adver- 
sities have  fallen  upon  crops  in  Canada,  the  United  States 
and  elsewhere  with  possible  adverse  effects  for  food 
prices.  Industrial  commodities  have  not  generally  fallen 
in  price  as  much  as  some  expected  in  a  world  of  static 
or  falling  industrial  production.  International  interest 
rates  have  been  pushed  up  to  record  levels  and  financial 
markets  have  been  seriously  disturbed. 

Industrial  unrest  has  become  more  prevalent  in  the 
world  as  a  result  of  inflation.  Agreements  reached  through 
collective  bargaining  are  being  abrogated  as  workers  feel 
they  have  inadequate  compensation  to  deal  with  inflation. 
In  some  countries  there  is  a  threat  to  the  cohesion  of  the 
very  fabric  of  society. 

As  various  groups  in  society  try  to  protect  themselves 
against  rising  prices  by  seeking  higher  incomes,  a  stronger 
element  of  cost  derived  inflation  is  created.  It  is  clear  that 
some  groups  are  much  better  equipped  to  protect  them- 
selves than  others.  Corporations,  trade  and  professional 
associations,  labour  unions  and  governments  are  in  most 
cases  all  able  to  adjust  to  inflation,  but  there  are  many 
Canadians  on  fixed  incomes  and  others  lacking  economic 
power  whose  incomes  are  not  rising  as  rapidly  as  the  rate 
of  inflation  and  for  whom  the  consequences  of  inflation 
are  a  cause  for  concern. 
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Canada  has  thus  far  suffered  less  from  inflation  than 
most  other  countries,  but  the  problem  is  serious  and 
urgent.  For  its  part,  the  Government  will  exercise  re- 
straint in  its  own  expenditures  with  particular  emphasis 
on  improving  effectiveness  and  efficiency  in  its  existing 
operations  while  controlling  expansion  of  new  activities 
which,  although  desirable,  would  contribute  to  inflation- 
ary pressures.  The  Federal  Government  will  urge  that 
provincial  and  municipal  governments  take  similar  steps. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Federal  Government  in 
the  1975-76  fiscal  year  are  expected  to  incorporate  the 
costs  of  certain  major  new  measures,  including  payments 
to  equalize  prices  of  petroleum  products  in  Canada. 
Insofar  as  further  new  initiatives  are  concerned,  the 
Government  will  be  conscious  of  the  need  for  restraint 
and  careful  phasing  in  relation  to  the  state  of  the  econ- 
omy. Federal  expenditures  on  goods  and  services,  as 
opposed  to  various  transfer  payments,  have  remained 
relatively  constant  as  a  proportion  of  Gross  National 
Product  for  .^ome  years,  and  their  proportion  was  lower 
in  1973  than  it  was  in   1961. 

The  Government  does  not  intend  deliberately  to  gen- 
erate slack  in  the  economy  in  order  to  combat  inflation. 
Higher  production,  not  lower,  is  essential  to  slowing  down 
price  advances.  The  Government  does  intend  to  ask  all 
Canadians  to  join  with  it  in  a  co-operative  effort  to 
achieve  by  non-inflationary  means  an  equitable  sharing 
among  all  groups  in  the  community  of  the  fruits  of  our 
productive  efforts. 

In  order  to  increase  the  supply  of  goods  and  services, 
which  is  the  first  objective  of  the  Government  in  dealing 
with  inflation,  a  number  of  measures  will  be  proposed: 

— To  increase  food  production — 

— incentives  to  farmers  and  fishermen  including  the 
stabilization  of  incomes  and  markets, 

— continued  international  action  to  ensure  that  Canada 
has  the  right  to  manage  its  coastal  resources  and  en- 
vironment, including  the  conservation  of  fish  stocks; 

— To  increase  construction  of  homes — 

— financial  assistance  in  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
serviced  land  and  to  encourage  land  assembly; 

— To  increase  economic  .productivity — 

— greater  financial  and  other  support  for  small  busi- 
ness, 

— continued  reorientation  of  manpower  activities  so 
that  Canadians  are  trained  and  available  in  the  right 
locations  to  fill  the  increased  number  of  job  oppor- 
tunities, 

— amendments  to  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Act, 

— extension  of  the  Regional  Development  Incentives 
Act; 


— To  increase  the  supply  of  energy — 

— the  establishment  of  Petro-Canada,  the  national 
petroleum  corporation, 

— guarantees  for  domestic  control  of  uranium  and  for 
adequate  future  supplies  related  to  Canadian  needs, 

—steps  to  ensure  that  the  price  of  Canadian  oil  and  gas 
is  regulated  in  a  manner  which  will  encourage  nec- 
essary exploration  and  development  in  Canada; 

— To  ensure  continued  export  of  Canadian  grain — 

— legislation  to  ensure  the  resumed  movement  of  West- 
ern grain,  if  the  current  dispute  has  not  already  been 
resolved, 

— steps  to  facilitate  grain  handling  this  winter. 

In  order  to  help  protect  those  particularly  hard  hit  by 
inflation,  which  is  another  objective  in  the  battle  against 
inflation,  the  following  measures  will  be  taken  or  pro- 
posed: 

— To  monitor  food  prices — 

— renew  the  mandate  of  the  Food  Prices  Review  Board 
until  the  end  of  1975  so  that  it  may  continue  to  report 
regularly  on  trends  in  food  prices  and  analyze  the 
reasons  for  price  changes  in  specific  areas; 

— To  help  home  buyers. — 

— additional  assistance  to  buyers  of  moderately  priced 
housing   who   have   not  owned    a   home   before, 

— ask  financial  institutions  to  continue  to  direct  all  low 
down  payment  high  ratio  mortgages  exclusively  to 
moderately  priced  housing, 

— a  Registered  Home  Owners  Savings  Plan, 

— a  system  of  warranties  which  will  protect  new  buyers 
of  National  Housing  Act  financed  homes, 

— better  disclosure  provisions  for  the  true  interest  rates 
of  mortgages; 

— To  protect  the  consumer — 

— first  stage  amendment  of  the  Combines  Investigation 
Act,  including  measures  dealing  with  unfair  or  un- 
competitive business  practices  such  as  misleading 
advertising  and  pyramid,  referral  or  bait-and-switch 
selling, 

—a  comprehensive  overhaul  of  consumer  credit  legisla- 
tion, including  disclosure  by  all  lending  institutions 
of  effective  rates  of  interest  on  all  loans, 

— a   total   revision   of   our    bankruptcy   law,    including 

special  procedures  to  help  the  consumer  debtor, 
— improved  safety  of  consumer  electrical  products, 
— establishment   of   more   consumer   storefront   offices; 

— To  assist  those  having  difficulty   finding  employment, 
and  in  cooperation  with  the  provinces — 

— a  community  employment  strategy  for  people  who 
experience  chronic  and  particular  difficulty  in  finding 
and  keeping  regular  employment. 
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— special  efforts  on  behalf  of  individuals  and  specific 
groups  who  are  ready  and  willing  to  work  but  tend  to 
experience  particular  difficulty  in  finding  regular 
employment; 

— To  help  older  citizens,  the  needy  and  war  veterans — - 

— provide  for  regular  increases  in  the  Year's  ^aximum 
Pensionable  Earnings  in  1976  and  subsequent  years, 
revise  the  Year's  Basic  Exemption,  and  eliminate  the 
earnings  test  on  retirement  pensions  for  people  aged 
65  to  70, 

— provide  for  the  payment  of  allowances  to  the  spouses 
aged  60  to  65  of  Old  Age  Security  recipients  effective 
October  1975  and  eliminate  certain  hardships  involv- 
ing Canadians  absent  from  Canada  for  limited  periods 
of  time, 

— achieve  equity  as  between  provinces  in  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Canada  Assistance  Plan  in  respect  of  the 
treatment  of  youthful  offenders  in  other  than  welfare 
institutions,  and  in  respect  of  the  care  given  needy 
persons  in  nursing-homes  in  provinces  that  have  in- 
troduced universal  nursing-home  care  programs,  and 

— further  increases  in  war  veterans  allowances. 

The  third  objective  of  the  Government's  policy  to 
combat  inflation  is  to  take  such  specific  initiatives  in  the 
economy  as  are  required  in  order  to  deal  with  unjustified 
increases  in  incomes,  prices  and  profits. 

The  Government  will  introduce  legislation  to  deal  with 
unjustified  price  increases  where  such  increases  are 
identified.  This  legislation  will  be  designed  to  ensure 
that  unacceptable  profit  levels  are  not  being  realized. 

You  will  be  asked  to  approve  the  imposition  of  an 
export  charge  on  crude  oil  and  certain  other  petroleum 
products  to  provide  compensation  for  Canadians  who  con- 
sume imported  oil  and  to  regulate  the  price  of  Canadian 
hydrocarbons  in  interprovincial  trade,  so  that  all  Cana- 
dians pay  the  same  basic  price,  plus  appropriate  transpor- 
tation charges,  no  matter  where  they  may  live. 

There  must  be  a  greater  awareness  of  the  need  for 
restraint  by  everyone  in  what  each  seeks  to  secure  in  in- 
comes, profits,  prices  or  taxes  if  inflation  is  to  be  miti- 
gated. Demands  to  secure  more  than  the  economy  can 
provide,  or  indeed  for  those  who  already  have  a  re- 
spectable return  to  seek  to  benefit  relatively  from  infla- 
tion, must  be  resisted,  and  the  Government  believes  it 
has  a  clear  responsibility  in  this  area.  Just  as  no  one 
group  in  society  should  benefit  at  the  expense  of  others 
from  inflation,  so  should  no  one  group  shoulder  an 
unfair  burden. 

The  Government  has  therefore  initiated  a  series  of 
consultations  with  the  principal  groups  in  our  society — 
business,  professions,  farmers,  labour  and  provincial  gov- 
ernments. They  will  be  asked  what  proposals  they  can 
suggest  and  what  contribution  they  are  willing  to  make  to 
defeat  inflation.  They  will  be  asked  how  productivity  can 


be  increased.  They  will  be  asked  if  improvements  can  be 
made  to  the  basically  adversarial  nature  of  the  collective 
bargaining  system,  leading  toward  a  joint  search  for  solu- 
tions to  mutual  problems.  Representatives  of  the  private 
pension  industry  will  be  asked  to  explore  jointly  with 
Government  ways  of  protecting  pensioners  against  in- 
flation. The  Government  will  ensure  that  these  consulta- 
tions deal  with  the  problems  of  those  lacking  organized 
power  in  the  economy  and  retired  people,  for  in  many 
cases  they  are  the  ones  most  adversely  affected  by  in- 
flation. 

The  Federal  Government  believes  that  it  has  the  re- 
sponsibility of  playing  the  leading  role  in  bringing  Cana- 
dians together  to  discuss  their  common  problems  and 
challenges  and  to  develop  proposals  for  their  solution. 
The  Government  intends  to  fulfill  this  leadership  role 
with  vigour  and  determination.  These  meetings  will  form 
part  of  a  major  effort  by  the  Federal  Government  to 
enter  into  a  dialogue  with  all  segments  of  the  Canadian 
community. 

In  the  inter-related  society  and  economy  of  today,  a 
clear  distribution  of  responsibilities  among  the  different 
levels  of  government  in  a  federal  state  cannot  in  practical 
application  have  the  neat  precision  that  it  has  in  political 
theory.  Few  actions  can  be  taken  by  one  level  of  govern- 
ment without  affecting,  or  taking  into  account,  the  policies 
and  programs  of  another.  In  many  areas  of  government 
activity,  effective  implementation  of  a  government's  policy 
depends  upon  the  cooperation  of  other  levels  of  govern- 
ment. Consequently  the  Government  will: 

— propose  a  number  of  conferences  with  the  provinces 
during  the  coming  year,  including  one  at  the  First 
Ministers  level  early  in  1975;  and 

— take  new  measures  within  the  federal  administrative 
structure  to  improve  the  coordination  of  federal  poli- 
cies and  programs  that  are  of  interest  to  the  provinces 
and  to  make  consultation  with  them  even  more  effec- 
tive. 

*  *  :;' 

A  key  factor  in  increasing  supply  is  transportation. 
More  generally,  transportation  is  vital  to  Canada  provid- 
ing for  the  flow  of  people  and  goods  that  link  and  bind 
our  regions.  It  is  at  the  heart  of  our  ability  to  function  as 
a  domestic  economy,  and  as  a  trading  nation.  Transporta- 
tion must  be  an  instrument  of  national  purpose,  designed 
to  achieve  broad  social  and  economic  objectives.  While 
the  scale  of  Canada  is  one  of  its  greatest  assets,  equally, 
it  poses  challenges  of  distance  and  communication  vir- 
tually unique  in  the  world.  These  problems  are  particu- 
larly real  for  the  provinces  and  regions  away  from  cen- 
tral industrial  Canada.  The  Government  does  not  believe 
the  principles  underlying  the  present  transportation  sys- 
tem or  its  methods  of  management  and  operation  are 
adequate  to  meet  current  and  future  national  aspirations. 

The  Government  believes  transportation  rates  should 
continue  to  be  based  on  the  principle  of  competition 
among  alternative  modes  of  transportation  in  areas  where 
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there  is  effective  competition.  Where  such  competition 
does  not  meaningfully  exist,  transportation  rates  cannot 
be  allowed  to  exact  what  the  market  will  bear.  Considera- 
tion of  costs,  as  reflected  in  the  provision  of  comparable 
services  in  circumstances  where  competition  is  effective, 
is  a  more  acceptable  guide,  and  it  is  toward  the  achieve- 
ment of  equitable  arrangements  on  such  a  basis  that  the 
Government  will  work.  Even  as  so  qualified,  the  principle 
of  effective  competition  may  have  to  be  subject  to  excep- 
tions to  permit  the  achievement  of  national  policies  re- 
lating to  the  reduction  of  regional  economic  disparities 
and  the  encouragement  of  a  more  balanced  distribution 
of  industry. 

The  Government  is  conducting  a  comprehensive  exam- 
ination of  the  ability  of  existing  ground,  air  and  marine 
transportation  systems  to  meet  present  and  growing 
future  demands  for  passenger  and  goods  services.  Also 
under  review  are  the  roles  of  the  various  bodies  which 
manage,  operate  and  regulate  the  transportation  system. 
The  aim  is  to  determine  the  role  of  government  in  both 
the  public  and  private  sectors  of  transportation,  the  most 
rational  use  of  available  capital  resources,  and  the  most 
appropriate  means  of  balancing  existing  regulation  and 
direct  government  intervention.  While  the  cooperation  of 
all  parties  will  be  sought,  these  problems  are  of  a  scale 
that  they  require  Federal  Government  coordination.  This 
work  will  lead  to  the  implementation  over  the  next  sev- 
eral years,  at  a  rate  matched  to  the  Government's  overall 
financial  ability,  of  a  program  of  changes  designed  to 
produce  a  modern,  safe,  efficient  and  coordinated  trans- 
portation system. 

There  are  a  number  of  new  initiatives  that  the  Gov- 
ernment is  prepared  to  undertake  immediately  designed 
to  improve  transportation  services  in  Canada  which  will 
not  in  any  way  prejudice  the  review  of  basic  policy  to 
come: 

— a  program  in  cooperation  with  the  railways  which 
will  lead  to  the  eventual  creation  of  new  Govern- 
ment machinery  to  ensure  the  effective  management 
of  all  ground  transport; 

— immediate  implementation  of  experimental  programs 
designed  to  upgrade  progressively  a  number  of  inter- 
city passenger  train  services; 

— ensuring  an  adequate  supply  of  rail  cars  for  the 
future  and  to  resolve  rail  access  problems  to  all 
major  ports  and  distribution  centres; 

— improved  transportation  to  and  from  remote  areas, 
including  further  assistance  to  airports  in  small 
municipalities,  and  a  new  program  to  fund  airports 
located  in  developing  areas  of  the  country; 

— legislation  to  provide  for  the  most  efficient  port  sys- 
tem for  Canada  compatible  with  local,  regional  and 
national  interests; 

— steps  leading  to  the  creation  of  Canadian-owned  ice- 
breaking  cargo  vessels  for  use  in  the  North; 

— establishment  of  an  Independent  Accident  Investiga- 
tion Board; 


— new  laws  concerning  shipping  and  the  coasting  trade 
in  Canada; 

— ensuring  rail  costing  data  will  be  made  available  to 
provincial  governments  pending  consideration  of  a 
more  comprehensive  transportation  information  act; 

—additional  steps  to  strengthen  the  effectiveness  of 
urban  transportation  systems  and  improvement  of 
commuter  services  compatible  with  regional  and 
provincial  plans  for  urban  development. 

*  *     * 

The  Government  believes  further  steps  must  be  taken 
to  enhance  Canada's  independence  and  sense  of  identity. 
To  this  end  measures  will  be  proposed  to: 

— revise  the  law  governing  corporations  including  the 
introduction  of  a  provision  whereby  a  majority  of 
directors  of  federally  incorporated  companies  must 
be  Canadian; 

— provide  for  Government  intervention  in  cases  where 
a  Canadian  company  may  be  prevented  from  fulfil- 
ling export  orders  by  its  foreign  ownership; 

— enhance  Canadian  processing  of  the  country's  natural 
resources  which  are  exported,  involving  consultations 
with  the  provinces  and  negotiations  with  other  coun- 
tries; 

— ensure  Canadian  technological  innovation  is  encour- 
aged and  available  for  the  benefit  of  Canadian  in- 
dustry; 

— ensure  ownership  of  fishing  vessel  licenses  is  retained 
by  Canadians; 

— produce  a  new  Citizenship  Act; 

— confirm  O  Canada!  as  our  national  anthem; 

— restructure  federally  supported  granting  councils 
which  provide  money  for  university  research  in  the 
humanities  and  social  sciences  as  well  as  the  natural 
sciences; 

- — establish  an  integrated  regulatory  body  for  telecom- 
munications; 

— establish  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  House  and  Sen- 
ate to  consider  questions  relating  to  the  future  of  the 
National  Capital  Region; 

— preserve  the  national  heritage  by  providing  incen- 
tives for  the  purchase  by  Canadian  institutions  of 
works  of  art  which  might  otherwise  be  exported; 
and 

— bring  assistance  to  Canadian  cultural  enterprises  by 
extending  the  provisions  of  the  Foreign  Investment 
Review  Act;  by  promoting  the  sSle  of  Canadian  books 
and  magazines;  and  by  opening  discussions  with  pro- 
vincial governments  about  ways  to  increase  the  ex- 
posure of  Canadian  films  in  commercial  theatres  in 
Canada. 

*  *     * 

The  health  of  Canadians  will  be  a  priority  for  the 
Government,  with  emphasis  being  placed  on  the  proven- 
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tion  of  illness,  which  includes  raising  the  level  of  physical 
fitness  of  Canadians.  A  series  of  major  athletic  events 
including  the  Canada  Winter  Games  in  1975,  the  Olympic 
Games  in  1976,  the  Canada  Summer  Games  in  1977  and 
the  Commonwealth  Games  in  1978,  should  stimulate  all 
Canadians,  and  particularly  youth,  to  higher  levels  of 
participation  and  achievement  in  this  area. 

The  federal-provincial  Social  Security  Review  is  con- 
tinuing on  an  urgent  basis.  Studies  on  alternative  ap- 
proaches to  the  reform  of  the  income  security  system  are 
expected  to  be  sufficiently  advanced  to  enable  federal  and 
provincial  ministers  to  agree  upon  a  preferred  approach 
at  an  early  date.  Similarly  it  is  anticipated  that  proposals 
for  the  reform  of  social  services  will  have  been  agreed 
upon  shortly. 

Stemming  the  despoliation  of  our  planet  and  return- 
ing our  water,  air,  and  land  to  a  more  natural  state  are 
urgent  and  challenging  goals.  Legislative  measures  toward 
these  goals  will  include; 

— greater  protection  from  contaminating  substances  in 
the  interests  of  human  health  and  ecological  stability; 
and 

— curtailment  of  ocean  dumping  through  international 
agreement. 

The  Government  is  also  determined  to  continue  its 
program  of  extending  equality  before  the  law  to  all  Cana- 
dians. To  this  end  wide-ranging  legislation  will  be  intro- 
duced to  guarantee  the  equal  status  of  women  in  areas 
within  the  Federal  Government's  jurisdiction.  In  this  re- 
spect the  Government  is  planning  a  substantial  program 
of  activities  to  mark  International  Women's  Year  in  1975. 

Other  measures  related  to  equality  befoi-e  the  law 
include: 

— human  rights   legislation; 

— substantial  amendments  to  the  Criminal  Code; 

— legislation  to  provide  for  royalty  rates  for  oil  and 
gas  on  Indian  reserves  comparable  to  those  charged 
by  oil-producing  provinces; 

— amendments  so  that  the  Supreme  Court  can  deal 
more  expeditiously  with  cases  which  come  before  it 
and  to  remove  the  right  of  appeal  based  solely  on 
financial  considerations. 

There  has  been  a  rapid  expansion  in  the  numbers  of 
people  seeking  to  come  to  Canada  as  immigrants,  as  stu- 
dents, and  as  temporary  workers.  A  Green  Paper  will  be 
published  shortly  which  will  form  the  basis  for  public  and 
federal-provincial  discussion. 

The  volume  of  public  business  before  Parliament  in- 
creases with  each  passing  year  and  this  Session  will  not 
be  an  exception.  The  view  is  widely  shared  within  and 
without  Parliament  that  the  rules  and  procedures  of  the 
House  of  Commons  should  be  adapted  to  enable  Mem- 


bers on  all  sides — supporting  and  opposing  the  Govern- 
ment— to  discharge  their  growing  responsibilities  more 
effectively.  The  Government  will  seek,  as  a  matter  of 
urgency,  support  on  a  non-partisan  basis  for  the  necessary 
reforms  of  Parliamentary  rules  and  for  measures  to  be 
laid   before  you  dealing  with: 

— redistribution  of  seats  in  the  House  of  Commons; 

— broadcasting  the  proceedings  of  the  House;  and 

— possible  conflicts  of  interest  of  Members  of  the  House 
of  Commons   and   the   Senate. 

Amendments   will  be   proposed   to   the  Public   Service 
Staff  Relations  Act. 

You   will  be  asked   to   consider   other   legislative   pro- 
posals.

You  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  the  funds  required 
to  carry  on  the  services  and  expenditures  authorized  by 
Parliament.

STATEMENT  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  May  I  refer  to  the  practice  which  has 
been  followed  with  regard  to  the  introduction  and  first 
reading  of  Private  Members'  Public  Bills.  On  today's 
Order  Paper  there  are  listed  some  158  bills  standing  in 
the  name  of  various  honourable  Members.

Mr.  Macdonald  (Rosedale),  seconded  by  Mr.  Jamieson, 
by  leave  of  the  House,  introduced  Bill  C-32,  An  Act  to 
impose  a  charge  on  the  export  of  crude  oil  and  certain 
petroleum  products,  to  provide  compensation  for  certain 
petroleum  costs  and  to  regulate  the  price  of  Canadian 
crude  oil  and  natural  gas  in  interprovincial  and  export 
trade,  which  was  read  the  first  time  and  ordered  to  be 
printed  and  ordered  for  a  second  reading  at  the  next 
sitting  of  the  House. 

The  text  of  the  Message  and  Recommendation  of  the 
Administrator  pursuant  to  Standing  Order  62(2)  in  rela- 
tion to  the  foregoing  Bill  is  as  follows: 

His  Excellency  the  Administrator  recommends  to  the 
House  of  Commons  a  measure  respecting  the  administra- 
tion of  interprovincial,  export  and  import  trade  in  petro- 
leum and  petroleum  products;  to  provide  in  the  manner 
prescribed  out  of  moneys  appropriated  by  Parliament  for 
the  payment  of  import  compensation  to  eligible  importers 
for  defined  petroleum  but  provided  that  the  amounts  re- 
quired to  be  paid  from  January  1,  1975  to  March  31,  1975 
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shall  not  exceed  $430,000,000  and  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund;  to  provide  for  transi- 
tional matters  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  respect  of 
payments  to  eligible  importers  for  import  compensation; 
and  to  provide  in  the  manner  prescribed  out  of  moneys 
appropriated  by  Parliament  for  petroleum  supplies  trans- 
fer compensation  in  respect  of  petroleum  to  defined  sup- 
pliers. 


By  unanimous  consent,  it  was  ordered, — That  the 
Agreement  on  an  International  Energy  Program,  done  at 
Brussels,  September  27,  1974,  Tabled  this  day,  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Standing  Committee  on  National  Resources 
and  Public  Works  for  consideration  and  report  back  to 
the  House.

During  its  deliberations  and  the  preparation  of  its 
First  Report  which  dealt  with  recommendations  and  ob- 
servations by  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  that  were 
not  as  yet  implemented  or  dealt  with  (Appendix  1 — 
Report  of  the  Auditor  General  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
March  31,  1972),  the  Committee  agreed  to  follow  up  and 
inquire  into  the  status  of  these  unresolved  problems  when 
the  various  departmental  officials  appeared  before  it. 

In  line  with  this  course  of  action  the  Committee  re- 
viewed the  problem  of  increasing  accommodation  rental 
costs  outlined  in  the  Auditor  General's  1972  Report — 

PARAGRAPH     186 — Increasing    accommodation     rental 
costs 

RECOMMENDATION  NO.  31 — Increasing  accommodation 
rental  costs  {Appendix  I) 


(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues  Nos. 
6,  July  5,  1973  and  8,  July  12,  1973) 

In  its  First  Report,  1970-71  presented  to  the  House  on 
November  26,  1970,  the  Committee  noted  the  increasing 
cost  of  rentals  by  the  Crown  and  had  recommended  that 
accommodation,  repair  and  damage  costs  be  made  a 
charge  to  each  department's  appropriations,  rather  than 
have  the  Department  of  Public  Works  assume  the  costs. 
The  Committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  this  change  would 
make  departments  willing  to  seek  more  modest  accom- 


modation  in   an   effort   to   keep   their   estimates   within 
reasonable  bounds. 

An  inspection  of  a  comparison  of  rental  costs  (see 
Paragraph  186)  over  the  years  1966-67—1971-72  shows 
the  costs  of  rental  accommodation  going  steadily  upwards. 

In  discussing  this  problem  with  the  departmental 
officials  from  Public  Works  the  Committee  was  informed 
that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  was  in  agreement 
with  the  thrust  of  the  Committee's  recommendations. 

It  had  in  fact  instituted  a  shadow  charging  exercise  to 
place  a  market  value  and  therefore  a  rental  value  on  each 
one  of  the  department's  properties. 

Notwithstanding  the  size  and  extent  of  Government  and 
Crown  owned  property,  the  Committee  felt  that  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Treasury  Board 
Secretariat  had  delayed  much  longer  than  necessary  in 
submitting  a  suitable  plan.  A  serious  lack  of  communica- 
tion certainly  appears  to  exist  between  two  of  our  senior 
branches. 

A  further  recommendation  by  the  Committee  as  a  re- 
sult of  this  study,  one  that  could  apply  to  other  Depart- 
ments, is  the  adoption  of  a  system  used  in  the  United 
Kingdom — that  the  Treasury  Board,  which  exercises  the 
control  function,  make  a  statement  or  Minute  in  response 
to  any  recommendation  made  by  the  Auditor  General  in 
his  Report.  This  could  save  the  Committee  and  Parlia- 
ment, money,  time  and  effort  by  having  both  viewpoints 
expressed  at  the  same  time.

The  Committee  is  concerned  at  the  ever  growing  size 
of  Canada's  huge  Civil  Service  complex  of  leased  and 
Crown  owned  buildings,  which  has  grown  to  74  million 
square  feet  of  space  and  is  expanding  at  the  rate  of  4  to  5 
million  square  feet  a  year.  Therefore,  in  view  of  the  high 
rental  costs,  it  is  disturbed  to  discover  cases  such  as  the 
Canadian  Transport  Commission  leasing  office  accommo- 
dation in  excess  of  its  requirements.  Due  to  faulty  fore- 
casting of  actual  space  requirements,  or  delays  caused  by 
alterations  or  delays  in  delivery  of  furniture,  rents  were 
paid  for  unused  or  excessive  office  space:  by  the  Canada 
Council  and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare  in 
Ottawa;  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in  Van- 
couver; and  various  departments  in  Moncton. 
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As  the  Committee  notes,  the  costs  of  excessive  or  un- 
used office  accommodation  are  a  charge  on  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  budget,  whereas  if  these  rental 
costs  were  allotted  to  the  actual  departments  leasing  this 
space,  the  departments  would  be  more  cautious  in  their 
forecasts,  more  modest  in  choice  of  office  building  and 
would  make  a  more  determined  effort  to  avoid  over- 
spending of  their  budget  allotment. 

APPENDIX     I— Auditor  General's  Report  1972 

RECOMMENDATION  NO.  35— Lease  Renewals 

In  its  First  Report  to  the  House,  November  19,  1973, 
the  Committee  had  recommended  that  all  departments 
follow  the  practice  adopted  by  the  Departments  of  Trans- 
port and  National  Defence  by  inserting  a  clause  in  all 
leases  with  renewal  options,  stipulating  that  rental  pay- 
ments accepted  after  the  expiry  of  the  original  term 
would  be  conditional  only,  in  order  to  allow  the  leasing 
department  the  advantage  of  possible  higher  rental  rates 
in  the  interim  period. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  Board  circulate  a  memo  to  all  departments  in 
the  lease-rental  field  as  follows: 

That  departmental  officers  have  developed  an  option 
to  renew  clause  which  provides  that  the  lessor,  the 
Crown,  must  make  known  to  the  lessee  the  rent  for 
the  renewal  period.  If  subsequently  the  execution  of 
the  renewal  document  is  delayed  and  the  lessee  con- 
tinues to  pay  the  lower  rent  the  pasonents  would 
constitute  payments  on  account  only  and  that  when 
the  new  rental  rate  is  established  the  lessee  would  be 
required  to  pay  the  difference  between  what  he  has 
paid  and  what  the  new  lease  calls  for.

INDEPENDENT   COMMITTEE   TO   REVIEW   THE 
FUNCTION   OF   THE   AUDITOR   GENERAL 

During  the  past  years  the  Public  Accounts  Committee 
has  been  concerned  with  the  independence,  freedom, 
staffing  and  function  of  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  General, 
so  that  he  can  carry  out  his  duties  in  the  fullest,  most 
efficient  and  independent  manner  possible. 

The  Auditor  General  has  stated  that  he  wholeheartedly 
supports  the  concept  and  the  principle  of  a  new  Auditor 
General  Act.  Further,  the  Committee  commends  the  selec- 
tion of  the  independent  and  highly  qualified  review  com- 
mittee to  assess  the  measures  required  to  enable  the 
Auditor  General  to  fulfil  his  function  in  the  best  interests 
of  Parliament  and  Canada.  This  Review  Committee  ex- 
pects to  complete  its  report  early  in  1975,  at  which  time 
their  report  will  be  made  public. 

WEAKENING   OF   PARLIAMENTARY    CONTROL 

The  Auditor  General's  1972  Report  referred  to  several 
instances  where  practice  conflicted  with  rules  laid  down 


by  the  Financial  Administration  Act:  Monies  granted  by 
Parliament  for  expenditure  in  the  current  fiscal  year 
were  not  disbursed  and  were  not  returned  to  the  Con- 
solidated Revenue  Fund  and  obligations  of  the  current 
fiscal  year  were  not  paid  and  were  carried  over  into  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  Public  Accounts  Committee  is  seriously  concerned 
at  this  weakening  of  Parliament's  control  of  public  ex- 
penditures by  the  retention  of  moneys  in  programs  such 
as  Revolving  Funds,  Non-lapsing  capital  advances  and 
balances  beyond  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 

The  Committee  questioned  these  exceptions  to  the 
regulations  as  stated  by  Section  20  of  the  Financial 
Administration  Act  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
Board  and  officials  from  the  Auditor  General's  Office. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  these  exceptions  had  been 
approved  by  Parliament  but  the  fact  is,  that  often  Mem- 
bers of  Parliament  are  not  aware,  when  voting  these 
annual  sums,  that  such  funds  already  have  very  substan- 
tial amounts  carried  over  from  previous  years.  There- 
fore, as  one  means  of  control  over  these  funds,  the  Com- 
mittee recommends  that  when  the  Main  Estimates  are 
prepared,  the  Treasury  Board  show  in  the  Estimates 
itself,  the  amount  carried  over  in  the  non-lapsing  account. 
By  this  method,  members  would  know  how  many  dollars 
they  were  voting  to  be  added  to  the  already  established 
account. 

PARAGRAPH  57 — Unpaid  accounts  carried  forward  to 
new  fiscal  year 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues 
Nos.  15  and  16,  November  27  and  28,  1973) 

The  totals  of  these  unpaid  accounts  for  reasons  such  as 
insufficient  funds,  failure  to  get  accounts  in  on  time, 
failure  to  seek  supplementary  appropriations,  totaled 
$45,424,000  on  March  31,  1972.  This  is  a  source  of  grave 
concern  to  the  Committee.  The  non-payment  of  accounts 
due  in  any  fiscal  year  puts  an  undue  stress  on  the  new 
year's  appropriations,  often  resulting  in  the  new  year's 
appropriation  being  insufficient  to  take  care  of  all  the 
accounts  coming  in  course  of  payment  for  the  new  year. 

The  Committee  was  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  Board  that  as  a  result  of  a  study,  these  unpaid 
accounts  at  the  end  of  a  fiscal  year  had  dropped  from 
$82  million  in  1969-70  to  the  present  $45,000,000. 

Although  the  amount  of  unpaid  accounts  has  shown  a 
decrease,  the  Committee  is  still  concerned  that  $45  mil- 
lion of  unpaid  accounts  were  outstanding  for  1971-72 
and  recommends  that  Treasury  Board  insist  on  still 
stronger  commitment  control.  Deputy  heads  of  depart- 
ments are  clearly  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
following  Treasury  Board  guidelines. 

A  guide  on  financial  administration  for  departments 
and  agencies  has  been  completed   and   circulated  to   all 
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departments  and  Treasury  Board  officials  will  make  on 
the  spot  evaluation  checks  to  see  that  all  the  guidelines 
are  being  adhered  to. 

The  Committee  repeats  its  concern,  that  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $217,787,000  as  of  March  31,  1972  were  avail- 
able, without  further  reference  to  Parliament,  to  meet 
expenditures  for  services  subsequent  to  March  31,  1972. 
It  is  the  Committee's  opinion  that  such  practices  seriously 
weaken  Parliament's  control  over  spending  and  the  Com- 
mittee recommends  termination  of  these  practices. 

The  Committee  was  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  Board  that  the  Secretariat  is  conducting  a  task 
force  study  on  the  use  of  revolving  funds  and  working 
capital  advances,  which  should  be  completed  by  the  fall 
of  1974.  As  the  Auditor  General's  Office  and  the  Treasury 
Board  appear  to  have  different  views  on  this  matter, 
the  Committee  recommends  that  the  two  parties  consult 
with  each  other  before  the  report  is  completed  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Public  Accounts  Committee. 

Finally,  the  Committee  is  pleased  to  quote  a  statement 
made  by  the  new  Auditor  General  in  referring  to  the 
role  of  his  Office: 

"I  think  it  exemplifies  ways  in  which  we  propose 
to  do  our  best  to  ensure  that  parliamentary  control 
is  not  weakened.  There  are  three  words  I  jotted 
down,  and  I  think  this  paragraph  exemplifies  each 
of  the  three.  One  is  the  word  "control"  and  that  is 
where  prior  consultation  with  us  before  procedures 
are  introduced  would  ensure  that  we  are  given  the 
chance  to  look  after  our  special  interests  on  youi 
behalf,  which  is  control  of  funds. 

Surveillance  is  the  second  activity.  That,  as  I  see 
it,  is  partially  ours,  but  it  is  shared  with  others  in 
the  government  apparatus  and,  in  specific  terms,  it 
is  shared  with  the  Treasury  Board  Secretariat  who 
have  the  responsibility,  as  I  understand  it,  of  ex- 
ercising surveillance  over  departmental  transactions. 

Third,  1  think  this  paragraph  exemplifies  another 
thing  we  feel  is  part  of  our  responsibility  to  Parlia- 
ment and  to  you,  that  is  to  ensure  there  is  adequate 
and  full  disclosure.  That,  in  our  view,  does  help  to 
make  certain  that  parliamentary  control  is  not 
weakened." 

The  Committee  shared  this  opinion.

New  Clause  7 

Add  immediately  after  Clause  6  the  following  new 
Clause: 

"Notwithstanding  anything  herein  contained,  nothing 
in  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  abrogate  the  rights  of 
Indian  people  or  preclude  them  from  negotiating  for 
oil  and  gas  benefits  in  those  areas  in  which  land  claims 
have  not  been  settled." 

And  renumber  the  present  Clause  7  as  Clause  8.

Motion  numbered  1,  standing  in  the  name  of  the  hon- 
ourable Member  for  Lanark-Renfrew-Carleton  (Mr. 
Dick)  having  been  called,  as  follows:

Business  Development  Bank,  be  amended  in  Sub-clause

(b)  a  corporation  incorporated  in  Canada  with  or 
without  share  capital,  a  co-operative  or  partnership, 
that  is  not  less  than  fifty-one  per  cent  beneficially 
owned,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  a  person  or  persons 
described  in  paragraph  (a);". 


RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  honourable  Member  for  Lanark- 
Renfrew-Carleton  (Mr.  Dick)  has  on  the  Order  Paper  an 
amendment  at  this  stage  of  the  Bill  pertaining  to  the  defi- 
nition clause.  I  am  sure  that  the  honourable  Member  is 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Chair  has  some  very  grave 
reservations  about  the  procedural  regularity  of  the 
amendment.  However,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  amend- 
ment would  appear  to  add  a  totally  new  clause  to  the 
definition  section  which  in  turn  would  add  a  totally  new 
principle  or  concept  to  the  application  of  the  Bill  as  a 
whole,  and  therefore  would  offend  a  couple  of  basic  rules 
pertinent  to  amendments  even  at  this  stage,  I  would  not 
want  to  make  a  final  ruling  without  giving  the  honour- 
able Member  an  opportunity  to  defend  his  amendment 
from  a  procedural  point  of  view.  It  seems  to  me  that  an 
amendment  which  adds  to  the  definition  section  of  a  Bill, 
a  definition  which  was  not  contemplated  in  the  original 
drafting  of  the  Bill,  which  thereby  seeks  not  simply  to 
clarify  the  definition  section  but  to  limit  the  application 
of  the  Bill  to  the  kind  of  activity  that  is  defined  by  the 
proposed  amendment,  would  go  not  only  beyond  the  scope 
of  the  clause  which  is  under  consideration  but  would 
probably  be  outside  the  principle  and  scope  of  the  Bill 
itself.  Under  those  circumstances,  I  have  grave  reserva- 
tions about  the  amendment,  but  I  will  be  pleased  to  hear 
from  any  honourable  Member  who  might  want  to  con- 
tribute to  the  procedural  point  before  we  go  on. 


It  may  be  suggested  that  we  reserve  the  consideration 
of  this  amendment  and  proceed  to  the  consideration  of 
two  others  that  will  be  before  us,  if  the  honourable 
Member  wants  some  time  to  prepare  himself  to  defend 
its  procedural  aspects. 


I  thank  the  honourable  Member  for  Peace  River  (Mr. 
Baldwin)  for  his  contribution.  I  propose  to  hear  other 
honourable  Members  in  order  to  clarify  my  difficulty.  I 
wonder  if  honourable  Members  in  contributing  to  the 
point  might  also  direct  themselves  not  only  to  the  ques- 
tion, as  they  have,  of  whether  the  proposed  amendment 
goes  contrary  to  the  basic  principle  of  the  Bill.  In  other 
words,  by  establishing  that  the  application  of  the  Bill 
would  be  restricted  to  strictly  Canadian  corporations,  as 
it  were,  as  opposed  to  having  a  wide  open  application 
which  was  the  original  intention,  but  in  addition  to  that 
basic  problem  as  to  whether  or  not,  even  accepting  that 
that  is  permissible  and  I  have  some  doubt  there,  but  even 
accepting  that,  going  on  to  the  point  as  to  whether  it  is 
proper  to  endeavour  to  do  that  by  a  change  in  the  defini- 
tion section.  What  is  happening  here  it  seems  to  me  is 
that  by  changing  the  definition  section  an  attempt  is  being 
made  to  make  a  very  important  substantive  change  to  the 
basic  principle  of  the  legislation  itself.  Surely  that  is  not 
the  basic  nature  of  the  definition  section.  That  change,  if 
it  is  to  be  made  by  Vv'ay  of  an  amendment,  ought  really 
to  be  put  forward,  it  seems  to  me,  in  the  form  of  a  very 
substantive  amendment  to  the  basic  principle  of  the  Bill 
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itself  and  to  a  series  of  consequent  amendments  to  all  of 
the  applications  of  the  Bill.  So  my  problem  is  not  simply 
that  the  amendment  seems  to  go  contrary  to  the  principle 
of  the  Bill  but  rather  that  it  also  goes  far  beyond  the 
scope  of  the  clause  in  question,  being  a  simple  definition 
as  opposed  to  a  substantive  clause. 


There  have  been  suggestions  that  we  should  defer  con- 
sideration of  this  matter.  The  Chair  would  be  prepared  to 
accede  to  that  suggestion  or,  alternatively,  to  deal  with 
the  matter  at  once.  Is  it  possible  that  the  House  might  be 
agreeable  to  proceeding  to  consideration  of  motions  num- 
bered 2  and  3  and  allowing  this  matter  to  stand  for  a 
few  minutes  for  further  consideration. 


Frankly,  the  one  aspect  of  this  matter  that  disturbs  me 
is  that  somehow  the  honourable  Member  was  caught  by 
surprise  in  respect  of  the  procedural  acceptability  of  his 
amendment.  That  leaves  the  House  in  the  position  that 
not  only  the  honourable  Member  who  proposed  the 
amendment  but  a  good  many  other  honourable  Members 
who  have  looked  at  the  amendment  and  thought  it  would 
perhaps  give  them  the  opportunity  to  express  themselves 
on  this  very  important  point,  might  now  be  deprived  of 
that,  and  because  of  the  notice  requirements  would  be 
deprived  for  all  time  from  making  that  kind  of  amend- 
ment in  that  procedural  form.  To  a  certain  extent,  rather 
than  making  bad  law  by  accepting  the  amendment  in  a 
form  in  which  it  ought  not  to  be  accepted,  I  would  rather 
somehow  go  back  to  that  last  point  of  view  and  if  possible 
permit  another  amendment  and  a  proper  amendment  to 
be  put  on.  That  would  have  to  be  done  with  the  consent 
of  the  House,  however,  because  the  notice  provisions 
would  have  to  be  abridged.  I  wonder  if  the  House  might 
now  be  in  a  position  to  give  its  consent  to  waive  the 
notice  provisions  in  respect  of  the  introduction  of  this 
amendment  in  another  form  at  perhaps  eight  o'clock  this 
evening.  Would  that  be  agreeable? 


I  am  anxious  to  see  that  Members  of  this  House  have 
an  opportunity  to  do  the  same  thing  as  was  done  in  the 
committee  if  at  all  possible.  Quite  frankly,  I  am  reluctant 
to  do  it  by  accepting  an  amendment  to  a  definition  section 
when  I  feel  so  strongly  that  it  ought  not  to  be  in  the 
definition  section  but  ought  to  be  someplace  else.  If  the 
honourable  Member  can  indicate  that  he  would  be  pre- 
pared to  have  that  amendment  ready  for  eight  o'clock 
and  if  the  House  would  give  its  consent  to  the  retabling 
of  it  I  think  that  might  take  us  out  of  a  rather  awkward 
procedural  position.

Mr.  Speaker:  We  could  proceed  to  the  consideration  of 
motions  numbered  2  and  3.  It  seems  to  me  that  motions  2 
and  3  are  similar  in  purport,  and  priority  might  be  given 
to  motion  numbered  2,  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Hon- 
ourable Minister  of  Industry,  Trade  and  Commerce,  as  it 
was  received  first  by  the  Table.  It  might  be  open  to  the 
honourable  Member  for  York-Simcoe  (Mr.  Stevens)  to 
propose  part  or  all  of  his  motion  as  an  amendment  to 
motion  numbered  2.  On  the  other  hand,  motions  2  and  3 
might  be  discussed  together,  but  a  favourable  vote  on 
motion  numbered  2  must,  of  necessity,  dispose  of  motion 
numbered  3.

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  motion  of  the  honourable  Member 
for  LaSalle-Emard-Cote  Saint-Paul  (Mr.  Campbell)  for 
concurrence  in  the  Second  Report  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Transport  and  Communications  came  into  ques- 
tion some  time  ago,  and,  a  time  having  been  set  aside  for 
discussion  thereof  the  Chair  has  now  had  an  opportunity 
to  consider  all  the  worthwhile  contributions  which  have 
been  made  as  to  its  procedural  acceptability. 

Honourable  Members  will  want  to  understand  clearly 
that  the  difficulty  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  Committee 
had  before  it  Bill  S-11,  a  private  bill  dealing  with  the 
recapitalization  of  the  British  Columbia  Telephone  Com- 
pany. Standing  Order  91  requires  the  payment  of  fees 
prior  to  any  consideration  of  such  a  bill  by  a  standing 
committee.  The  fee  varies  according  to  the  capital  struc- 
ture of  the  company  and  in  this  case  involves  some 
$200,000.  In  compliance  with  Standing  Order  91  the  said 
sum  was  paid  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  while  the  Bill 
was  under  consideration  at  second  reading  and  in  further 
compliance  with  the  Standing  Order,  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  transferred  the  funds  to  the  Receiver  General  upon 
the  passage  of  the  motion  for  second  reading  in  order  that 
the  committee  stage  could  proceed.  The  Committee  there- 
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upon  considered  the  Bill  and  reported  to  the  House  in  its 
Third  Report,  the  passage  of  the  Bill  without  amendment. 
On  November  28,  with  one  amendment  upon  unanimous 
consent,  the  Bill  was  given  third  reading  by  the  House. 

Because  there  is  a  measure  before  the  House  to  change 
the  procedures  applicable  to  this  kind  of  recapitalization — 
Bill  C-29,  An  Act  respecting  Canadian  business  corpora- 
tions— which  would  alter  or  eliminate  such  fees,  the  Com- 
mittee considered  the  question  of  the  refund  of  the  fees  to 
the  applicant  corporation  and  in  its  Second  Report,  the 
subject-matter  of  the  motion  under  discussion,  unani- 
mously recommended  that  the  fees  be  held  in  abeyance. 
The  question,  of  course,  is  whether  it  is  within  the  com- 
petence of  a  standing  committee  to  make  such  a  recom- 
mendation when  its  order  of  reference  is  a  bill. 

The  governing  citation  is  citation  304,  Beauchesne's 
4th  Edition.  There  is,  in  the  view  of  the  Chair,  no  room 
for  doubt  or  question  about  this  citation  and  it  has  been 
reinforced  on  numerous  occasions  both  in  respect  to  bills 
and  the  study  of  estimates.  A  committee  may  only  con- 
sider those  matters  which  have  been  committed  to  it  by 
the  House  and  is  bound  by,  and  does  not  have  liberty  to 
depart  from  the  order  of  reference.  It  is  equally  clear 
that  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  Report  under 
discussion  deals  with  the  application  of  a  Standing  Order 
of  the  House  and  is  totally  outside  the  terms  of  the  Bill, 
and  therefore,  unless  the  arguments  put  forward  by  the 
distinguished  Chairman,  the  honourable  Member  for 
LaSalle-Emard-Cote  Saint-Paul,  can  persuade  me  other- 
wise, I  would  have  to  hold  the  Report  out  of  order. 

I  have  carefully  reread  both  citations  referred  to  by 
the  honourable  member,  Beauchesne's  4th  Edition,  cita- 
tion 304  and  Bourinot's  4th  Edition,  at  page  469  with 
particular  attention  to  the  two  sentences  emphasized  by 
the  honourable  Member,  the  first  being:  "Consequently, 
if  a  bill  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  it  will  not  be 
competent  for  that  committee  to  go  beyond  the  subject 
matter  of  the  provision.". 

This  first  sentence  seems  to  me  directly  to  contradict 
the  honourable  Member's  argument  and  to  support  the 
principle  outlined  in  Beauchesne's  citation  304.  The  sec- 
ond sentence — "No  such  restrictions  apply  to  commit- 
tees on  private  bills  .  .  ."  refers  not  to  the  authority  of 
the  committee  but  to  limitations  by  way  of  direction 
which  may  be  contained  in  an  order  of  reference,  and 
therefore  not  applicable  to  the  present  circumstances. 

The  honourable  Member's  .reference  to  Bourinot  at  page 
603  relates  to  a  number  of  cases  prior  to  the  turn  of  the 
century  in  which  the  committee  to  which  the  bill  was 
referred  recommended  the  refund  of  the  fee.  Quite  a 
number  of  examples  were  cited  and  I  have  taken  the 
time  to  examine  each  one  individually.  The  following 
conditions  existed  in  every  case  which  do  not  apply  to 
the  present  circumstances.  First,  the  Standing  Orders  in 
respect  to  fees  had  been  fully  complied  with.  Second,  the 
committee  had  completed  consideration  of  the  bill.  Some 
special  facts  had  come  to  light  during  committee  stage, 


so  that  the  bill  was  withdrawn  or  materially  altered, 
or,  in  the  alternative,  the  committee  became  aware  of 
special  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  introduction  of 
the  bill,  for  example,  the  fact  that  the  bill  was  not  to 
the  advantage  of  the  proponent,  but  rather  that  it  had 
been  required  by  the  operation  of  law.  Then  and  only 
then  did  the  committee  recommend  the  refund  on  the 
basis  of  an  existing  circumstance  or  condition. 

None  of  these  relates  to  the  present  Bill,  and  to  hold 
that,  by  analogy,  a  committee  could,  prior  to  the  passage 
of  a  bill,  recommend  the  suspension  of  the  Standing 
Orders  as  opposed  to  compliance  with  them  on  the  basis 
of  possible  passage  in  the  future  of  other  legislation 
would,  in  my  opinion,  in  the  existing  circumstances  be 
a  totally  unwarranted  distortion  of  these  precedents. 
1  should  also  add  that  these  distinctions  are  consistent 
with  present  day  requirements  of  Standing  Order  99, 
that  the  refund  motion  cannot  be  moved  until  commit- 
tee stage  of  the  bill  has  been  finalized. 

The  honourable  Member's  reference  to  Bill  C-104  in 
1967  in  respect  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  is  clearly 
distinguishable,  because  in  that  case  the  standing  com- 
mittee had  before  it  a  Bill  which  it  could  not  consider 
by  reason  of  Standing  Order  91  unless  the  appropriate 
fees  had  been  paid.  The  applicant  had  paid  the  fee  in 
the  previous  Session  when  the  Bill  was  introduced  but 
not  finalized,  and  the  committee  simply  sought  the  direc- 
tion of  the  House  that  the  payment  in  the  previous 
session  would  apply  in  respect  to  the  Bill  before  it.  Hav- 
ing obtained  such  direction,  the  committee  then  proceeded 
to  consider  the  Bill,  a  situation  totally  distinct  from  the 
one  before  us  now. 

In  respect  to  the  honourable  Member's  reference  to  the 
Matador  Pipe  Line  Bill  C-16  in  1960,  again  the  commit- 
tee's recommendation  was  necessary  for  the  calculation 
of  the  fees  which  were  required  to  be  paid  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  consideration  of  the  Bill.  It  must  also  be 
noted  that  in  that  case  the  motion  for  concurrence  was 
put  in  the  House  by  unanimous  consent,  which,  of  course, 
eliminates  any  consideration  of  it  as  a  precedent. 

The  honourable  Member  makes  two  further  suggestions. 
First,  he  suggests  there  is  no  precedent  for  setting  aside 
committee  reports  where  this  sort  of  difficulty  exists.  With 
due  respect,  I  would  refer  the  honourable  Member  to 
citatioji  323  of  Beauchesne's  4th  Edition  as  well  as  a  rul- 
ing of  the  previous  Speaker  (Speaker  Lamoureux)  as 
reported  December  20,  1973  and  March  24,  1970. 

Secondly,  the  honourable  Member  suggested  that  to  rule 
against  the  acceptability  of  this  Report  will  deprive  hon- 
ourable Members  of  their  rightful  opportunity  to  express 
themselves  in  committee  deliberations,  both  in  respect  to 
legislation  in  general  and  on  this  particular  suggestion  of 
refund  of  fees  in  particular;  but,  with  respect,  I  must 
disagree  with  both  contentions. 

Honourable  Members  can,  of  course,  influence  the  terms 
of  reference  to  the  committees,   and   in  any   case  have 
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ample  opportunity  to  express  themselves  on  matters  of 
legislation  through  the  introduction  of  amendments. 

In  respect  of  this  particular  case,  far  from  depriving 
honourable  Members  of  an  opportunity  to  bring  about  a 
refund  of  the  fees,  it  seems  clear  now  that  the  Bill  has 
been  passed  that  the  proper  procedures  are  envisaged  in 
Section  16  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  and  out- 
lined in  Standing  Order  99.  Whether  the  House  would 
give  its  approval  pending  or  upon  passage  of  Bill  C-29, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  procedures  exist  for  the 
necessary  motion  either  now  or  at  that  time. 

Accordingly,  I  must  hold  that  the  recommendation  of 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Transport  and  Communica- 
tions, contained  in  its  Second  Report,  is  totally  beyond 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  Bill  S-11  and,  therefore, 
beyond  the  scope  of  its  Order  of  Reference,  and  the 
motion  for  concurrence  cannot  be  put.

RULING  BY   MR    ACTING   SPEAKER 

The  Acting  Speaker  (Mr.  Penner) :  Last  evening  the 
honourable  Member  for  Vancouver  South  (Mr.  Fraser) 
proposed  an  amendment  to  the  Bill  we  are  now  debating, 
Bill  C-25.  At  that  time  the  Chair  sought  the  agreement 
of  the  honourable  Member  and  the  House  to  continue  the 
debate  and  to  reserve  judgment  on  the  acceptability  of 
this  amendment  from  a  procedural  standpoint.  The  Chair 
now  thanks  all  honourable  Members  for  the  co-operation 
extended  to  it  in  this  matter.  Unless  others  wish  to  speak 
further  to  the  point  of  order  which  has  been  raised,  the 
Chair  is  prepared  to  rule  on  the  amendment. 

As  all  honourable  Members  are  aware,  the  possibilities 
of  amending  a  motion  at  the  second  reading  stage  of  a 
bill  are  extremely  limited  because  of  the  very  nature  and 
wording  of  the  motion  itself,  namely:  that  a  given  bill  be 
now  read  a  second  time  and  referred  to  some  specified 
committee. 

It  is  my  impression  that  the  honourable  Member  has 
put  forward  an  amendment  which  he  deems  to  be  a 
reasoned  amendment,  as  referred  to  in  citation  386  of 
Beauchesne's  Fourth  Edition. 

In  the  time  available  to  me,  I  have  had  occasion  to 
review  precedents  dealing  with  reasoned  amendments, 
over  the  years,  which  propose  to  refer  the  subject-matter 
of  a  bill  to  a  standing  committee.  In  no  case  have  I  been 
able  to  find  that  it  was  possible  to  refer  the  subject- 
matter  of  a  bill  while  at  the  same  time  also  proposing 
that  a  standing  committee  undertake  special  studies  which 
may  or  may  not  have  been  covered  by  the  provisions  of 
the  bill  itself. 

In  this  regard  I  need  only  refer  honourable  members 
to  prior  rulings  which  the  Chair  has  given  and  which  are 
to  be  found  at  page  2378  of  Hansard  for  January  13,  1971, 
and  again,  in  the  Journals  for  May  14,  1971,  at  pages  563 
and  564,  and  also  in  the  Journals  for  May  20,  1971,  page 
569. 


It  seems  to  me  that  the  honourable  gentleman  may 
propose  the  reference  of  the  subject-matter  of  a  bill  to 
a  standing  committee,  but  if  he  wishes  to  propose  the 
reference  of  certain  substantive  proposals  which  may  or 
may  not  be  in  the  bill,  it  seems  to  me  that  he  must  give 
notice  of  his  proposals  in  order  that  they  may  come  for- 
ward in  the  ordinary  course. 

In  support  of  my  thinking  in  this  regard  I  again  refer 
honourable  Members  of  the  House  to  the  provisions  of 
citation  386  of  Beauchesne's  Fourth  Edition  and  to  the 
decisions  of  the  Chair,  to  which  I  have  also  made  refer- 
ence. 

All  this  having  been  considered,  I  must  conclude  that 
the  amendment  as  proposed  by  the  honourable  Member 
for  Vancouver  South  goes  too  far  and  attempts  to  do  too 
much  to  be  procedurally  correct  at  this  stage  of  the  Bill.

INTRODUCTION 

1.  It  is  significant  to  point  out  that  of  all  the  witnesses 
that  appeared  before  the  Committee,  not  one  proposed 
the  actual  winding  up  of  CEMA,  or  the  National  PLAN, 
but  rather  expressed  concern,  or  submitted  recommenda- 
tions, designed  to  make  CEMA  and  the  PLAN  work  more 
effectively. 

2.  The  Committee  believes  that  its  recommendations 
will  have  an  impact  beyond  egg  marketing  in  Canada,  as 
many  principles  outlined  in  this  Report  may  have 
application  to  other  commodity  Agencies  set  up  under 
the  National  Farm  Products  Marketing  Agencies  Act. 

3.  The  Committee  through  this  Report  recognizes  the 
special  status  of  marketing  agencies  and  boards  in 
Canada  and  urges  upon  them  and  the  authority  to  whom 
they  report  the  need  to  implement  their  underlying  pro- 
grams in  such  a  way  as  to  assure  the  primary  producer  a 
fair  return,  and  at  the  same  time  assure  the  consumer 
adequate  supply  at  reasonable  prices. 

4.  The  Special  Committee  on  Egg  Marketing  supports 
an  orderly  national  egg  marketing  concept  in  Canada. 


Background  Respecting  "Ministerial  Responsibility" 

The  Committee  fully  recognizes  the  principle  of  minis- 
terial responsibility  which  is  fundamental  to  the  British 
Parliamentary  system  and  therefore  effectively  directs  all 
of  its  observations  and  recommendations  to  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  for  his  consideration,  even  though  they  have 
direct  bearing  on  the  operations  of  the  National  Farm 
Products  Marketing  Council,  CEMA,  provincial  boards, 
Provincial  Governments  and  other  departments  of  the 
Government  of  Canada. 

The  terms  of  reference  of  our  Special  Committee  are 
quite  specific,  requiring  of  us  to  enquire  into  and  to  make 
recommendations  upon  the  operations  of  the  Canadian  Egg 
Marketing  Agency  and  the  performance  of  the  several 
authorities  having  responsibility  with  respect  to  those 
operations.  The  Committee  therefore  views  these  terms  of 
reference  as  being  specific  in  nature,  requiring  observa- 
tions and  recommendations  in  respect  to  these  specific 
bodies. 

The  Committee  further  recognizes  that  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  does  not  have  any  direct  control  over  the 
operation  of  the  Canadian  Egg  Marketing  Agency.  The 
Agency  has  the  obligation  imposed  upon  it  by  Parliament 
to  report  directly  through  the  Farm  Products  Marketing 
Council.  The  Farm  Products  Marketing  Council  in  turn 
has  a  responsibility  and  obligation  to  report  to  Parliament 
through  the  Minister  of  Agriculture.  The  Farm  Products 
Marketing  Council  Act  passed  by  Parliament  does  not 
envisage  that  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  directly  would 
have  responsibility  for  the  day  to  day  operations  of  the 
Farm  Products  Marketing  Council.  These  responsibilities 
rest  primarily  on  the  shoulders  of  the  management  of  the 
Farm  Products  Marketing  Council  itself. 

The  whole  question  of  "Ministerial  Responsibility" 
would  also  apply  to  Provincial  Ministers  of  Agriculture  in 
an  even  more  direct  way  because  of  the  relationship 
between  the  provincial  commodity  boards  and  their  respec- 
tive provincial  Ministers. 

In  respect  to  the  egg  marketing  PLAN  itself,  it  is  impor- 
tant to  bear  in  mind  that  this  PLAN  is  a  federal-provincial 
agreement,  of  which  the  Federal  Minister  of  Agriculture 
and  the  individual  Provincial  Ministers  of  Agriculture  are 
signatories  to  the  PLAN,  along  with  provincial  commodi- 
ties boards  and  the  Farm  Products  Marketing  Council 
itself.  This  means  the  Federal  Minister  of  Agriculture  does 
not  have  the  unilateral  power  to  adjust  the  PLAN  itself  to 
accommodate  and  correct  any  of  its  deficiencies. 

The  Committee  notes  that  under  the  Farm  Products 
Marketing  Agencies  Act,  Section  7E,  the  National  Farm 
Products  Marketing  Council  has  the  power  to  approve  and 
set  aside  any  orders  and  regulations  of  CEMA. 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture,  through  the  Governor-in- 
Council,  Section  18(2C)  also  has  the  power  to  amend  the 
terms  of  a  marketing  PLAN  that  an  agency  is  empowered 
to  implement  or  withdraw  any  of  the  powers  set  out  in 
Section  23  that  were  vested  in  the  Agency. 
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On  the  other  hand,  evidence  was  given  to  the  Committee 
by  the  legal  advisers  to  the  National  Farm  Products  Mar- 
keting Council  that  unilateral  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Minister  or  the  Agency  was  not  possible. 

The  Committee,  however,  notes  that  the  arbitrary  inter- 
vention of  either  the  Minister  or  the  Agency  to  adjust  the 
terms  of  the  agreement  could  have  serious  adverse  effects 
upon  "the  PLAN"  itself.  Such  an  adjustment  to  "the 
PLAN"  should,  of  necessity,  be  worked  out  on  a  co-opera- 
tive basis  with  all  the  parties  concerned. 


Background  Respecting  the  Scope  of  the  Committee's  Inquiry 

The  Committee  notes  that  the  provincial  Ministers  of 
Agriculture  met  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  opera- 
tions of  CEMA  and  brought  forward  a  report  of  recommen- 
dations on  November  25,  1974. 

Your  Committee  would  have  liked  to  have  had  the  op- 
portunity to  call  the  Ministers  of  Agriculture  before  it  to 
discuss  the  contents  of  their  report  particularly  in  light  of 
the  fact  that  their  report  was  not  unanimous.  This  was 
impossible  because  of  the  tight  time  frame  under  which 
the  Committee  operated. 

The  Committee  had  before  it  for  its  consideration,  the 
auditors'  reports.  However,  the  Committee  would  have 
liked  to  have  heard  evidence  directly  from  CEMA's  audi- 
tors in  connection  with  the  problems  they  uncovered  as 
well  as  any  recommendations  they  propose  for  their  resolu- 
tion. In  addition  we  would  have  liked  to  have  had  a  further 
meeting  with  the  B.C.  Marketing  Board  in  respect  to  their 
proposed  withdrawal  from  CEMA.  These  actions  were  im- 
Dossible  in  light  of  the  Committee's  deadline  of  December 
16,  1974. 

Furthermore,  it  is  important  to  note  that  in  light  of  the 
expiry  of  the  Committee's  mandate  on  December  16,  1974  it 
will  be  impossible  for  the  Committee,  itself,  to  perform  any 
follow-up  functions  respecting  its  recommendations.  The 
Committee  therefore  makes  a  fundamental  recommenda- 
tion respecting  the  over-all  operations  of  egg  marketing  in 
Canada,  that  it  is  essential  that  the  National  Farm  Prod- 
ucts Marketing  Council  conduct  a  review  of  the  new 
revised  operations  of  CEMA  no  later  than  the  end  of 
March,  1975  and  that  it  make  a  report  to  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  to  the  public  in  respect  to  its  findings  and 
any  possible  subsequent  recommendations  for  the 
improvement  of  egg  marketing  in  Canada. 

It  is  further  suggested  that  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
after  consideration  of  this  report,  consider  the  advisability 
of  referring  the  report  to  the  House  of  Commons  Standing 
Committee  on  Agriculture  for  consideration  and  report 
thereon. 

It  is  felt  by  the  Committee  that  the  present  enquiry  and 
the  public  discussions  surrounding  it  would,  if  continued, 
delay  the  effective  implementation  of  the  recommenda- 
tions of  this  report.  It  is  believed  that  any  delay  in  this 
report  would  have  an  adverse  effect  upon  CEMA  and  its 
operations  by  compounding  their  difficulties  rather  than 
assisting  them  in  their  resolution. 


Background  Respecting  Consumer  Interest 

The  Committee,  in  making  its  observations  and  recom- 
mendations, was  constantly  aware  of  the  responsibility 
under  the  relevant  legislation  of  the  National  Farm  Prod- 
ucts Marketing  Council  and  CEMA  as  well  as  the  provin- 
cial boards,  to  assure  that  the  interests  of  the  producer  and 
consumer  are  both  protected. 

The  Committee  feels  it  is  important  to  highlight  some  of 
the  points  made  which  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  con- 
sumer interest. 

In  observation  C-1,  the  Committee  recognizes  the  need 
for  public  hearings  by  the  National  Farm  Products  Market- 
ing Council.  Our  recommendation  in  A-5,  proposes  public 
hearings  be  held  from  time  to  time. 


In  our  observation  in  D-2,  respecting  the  Consultative 
Council  of  CEMA,  we  specifically  criticize  the  lack  of 
meaningful  involvement  of  the  consumer  in  the  affairs  of 
CEMA  and  recommend  in  B-5  methods  to  resolve  this 
difficulty. 

In  observation  D-20,  the  Committee  expresses  its  con- 
cern to  possible  barriers  to  interprovincial  trade  which 
could  adversely  affect  the  consumer  and  recommends  that 
any  such  barriers  be  eliminated  through  its  recommenda- 
tion B-11. 

In  order  to  bring  to  bear  on  the  deliberations  of  the 
National  Farm  Products  Marketing  Council,  an  outside 
view,  the  Committee  recommends  in  A-2,  the  appointment 
of  three  (3)  new  members  to  the  Council.  The  Committee 
further  recommends  in  A-3  and  4,  that  the  Council  adopt  a 
policy  of  public  accountability. 

In  recommendation  B-1,  the  Committee  recommends 
appointment  of  two  (2)  new  federal  agency  members  to 
bring  a  national  over-view  to  their  deliberations  which  we 
feel  would  be  in  the  interests  of  the  producers  as  well  as 
the  public  generally. 

In  recommendation  B-9,  the  Committee  recommends 
that  CEMA  give  further  consideration  to  providing  eggs  at 
a  special  price  to  the  disadvantaged. 

In  recommendation  C-11,  the  Committee  recommends  a 
code-dating  system  for  shell  eggs  to  guarantee  fresh  eggs 
on  the  table  market. 

In  recommendation  D-3,  which  deals  with  the  enforce- 
ment of  quotas,  we  believe  that  it  is  in  the  consumer 
interest  that  circumvention  of  the  system  be  eliminated. 

In  recommendation  E-1  and  2,  the  Committee  recognizes 
the  need  to  establish  a  proper  cost  of  production  and 
pricing  policy  which  would  be  open  to  public  scrutiny. 

In  recommendation  H-4,  the  Committee  proposes  an 
identification  s.ystcm  for  imported  eggs  to  insure  that  the 
consumer  will  be  aware  of  the  country  of  origin  of  prod- 
ucts purchased. 
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Recommendations  dealing  with  provincial  and  interven- 
tion pricing  policies  as  seen  in  E-3  and  4  are  designed  to 
insure  that  pricing  policies  remain  tied  to  costs  of  produc- 
tion and  reasonable  return  so  that  the  consumer  can  be 
assured  that  they  will  not  be  asked  to  pay  whatever  price 
the  market  can  bear. 

Recommendation  H-2  dealing  with  import-export  con- 
trols will  also  have  a  bearing  on  the  consumer  in  that  they 
should  under  this  formula,  be  guaranteed  security  of 
supply  and  reasonable  prices  which  will  not  fluctuate  up 
and  down  on  the  basis  of  egg  prices  in  the  United  States. 

A)  General  Observations 

The  Committee  observes: 

1)  That  the  Federal-Provincial  Egg  Marketing  Agree- 
ment was  implemented  during  a  crisis  period  when  egg 
production  and  marketing  in  Canada  were  in  a  state  of 
serious  distress. 

2)  That  the  Canadian  Egg  Marketing  Agency  was 
breaking  new  ground  in  the  operation  of  a  National  Egg 
Marketing  PLAN  and  functioned  without  the  benefit  of 
precedent  or  experience  to  assist  them. 

3)  That  the  implementation  of  the  Federal-Provincial 
Agreement,  commonly  known  as  "the  PLAN",  was 
implemented  under  the  chaotic  marketing  conditions  of 
the  time,  without  having  the  benefit  of  adequate  prepa- 
ration or  trained  and  experienced  staff. 

4)  That  the  signatories*  to  the  Federal-Provincial 
Agreement  in  varying  degrees  failed  to  fulfill  their  com- 
mitment with  respect  to  the  implementation  of  the  Na- 
tional PLAN.  Many  viewed  the  PLAN  as  an  opportunity 
to  maximize  parochial  interests. 

5)  That  the  Committee  recognizes  that  CEMA  inherit- 
ed an  overproduction  condition  at  its  inception,  resulting 
from  provincial  action  to  expand  production  in  anticipa- 
tion of  quota  establishment  but  failed  to  correct  it  in 
sufficient  time. 

6)  That  through  a  change  of  policy  on  the  part  of 
CEMA,  the  Agency  assumed  responsibility  for  existing 
provincially-stored  eggs  to  which  was  subsequently 
added  surplus  eggs  by  CEMA  at  their  time  of  removal 
from  the  market. 

B)  Observations  Respecting  the  Federal-Provincial  Egg  Mar- 
keting Agreement  (The  PLAN) 

1)  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  signatories 
to  the  Federal-Provincial  Agreement  did  not  fully 
appreciate  either  the  short  term  impact  or  the  long  term 
implications,  on  a  regional  level  of  implementing  their 
original  commitments,  or  appreciated  the  amount  of  self- 
discipline  required  within  the  National  PLAN. 

2)  The  Committee  concludes  as  a  result  of  its  investi- 
gation that  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  some  signato- 
ries to  the  Federal-Provincial  Agreement  were  too  nar- 
rowly preoccupied  with  provincial  interests  rather  than 
the  national  context. 


3)  The  Committee  observes  that  the  PLAN  does  not 
contain  within  its  provisions  conditions  whereby  ade- 
quate consultation  can  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  ques- 
tion of  import-export  controls  and  their  implications 
upon  the  PLAN. 

C)  Observations  Respecting  the  National  Farm  Products  Mar- 
keting Council 

1)  That  the  National  Farm  Products  Marketing  Coun- 
cil did  not  succeed  in  finding  or  successfully  implement- 
ing the  means  to  ensure  that  the  actions  of  CEMA  were 
fully  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  the  Egg  Marketing 
PLAN  and  the  Farm  Products  Marketing  Agencies  Act. 

2)  That  the  National  Farm  Products  Marketing  Coun- 
cil in  light  of  the  recognized  operational  difficulties  of 
CEMA  should  have  called  together  at  an  early  date  the 
appropriate  bodies  and  agencies  to  fully  air  the  existing 
and  potential  difficulties  in  order  to  assist  them  in  arriv- 
ing at  appropriate  recommendations  for  the  resolution  of 
CEMA's  problems. 

3)  In  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  the  Council 
should  have  held  public  hearings,  authorized  under  the 
Act,  when  the  difficulties  of  egg  marketing  became  a 
matter  of  public  concern. 


D)    Observations  Respecting  the  Canadian  Egg  Marketing 

Agency  (CEMA) 

1)  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  CEMA,  composed 
exclusively  of  provincial  marketing  Board  representa- 
tives, had  difficulty  in  functioning  with  an  eye  toward 
the  national  concept.  Their  specific  interests  were 
primarily  provincial;  this  had  a  tendency  to  make  it 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  arrive  at  a  national  consen- 
sus, and  thus  made  the  PLAN  even  more  difficult  to 
implement. 

2)  The  Committee  believes  that  CEMA  failed  to  ade- 
quately consider  in  their  deliberations  the  general  con- 
sumer and  public  interest  involved  in  national  market- 
ing as  evidenced  by  1)  the  late  formation  of  the 
Consultative  Committee;  2)  inadequate  consultation 
between  CEMA  and  the  Consultative  Committee  on 
their  terms  of  reference  and  mode  of  operation. 

3)  That  CEMA  failed  to  implement  and  enforce  the 
system  of  provincial  allocations  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
be  able  to  differentiate  between  within  provincial  alloca- 
tion and  outside  provincial  allocation  of  eggs. 

4)  That  when  CEMA  assumed  responsibility  for  eggs 
that  had  been  placed  in  storage  by  provincial  authorities, 
they  did  not  carry  out  adequate  inspection  at  that  time. 
Subsequent  to  this,  additional  eggs  were  placed  in  stor- 
age directly  by  CEMA  and  the  Committee  is  of  the  view 
that  adequate  surveillance  was  not  carried  out  by  CEMA 
to  inspect  these  facilities  on  a  regular  basis.  In  addition, 
proper  steps  were  not  taken  to  rotate  stocks  in  order  to 
keep  them  current.  These  combined  problems  contribut- 
ed to  the  hiehly  publicized  egg  spoilage  situation.

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5)  That  a  collapse  of  the  egg  market  in  the  United 
States  in  March,  1974  during  a  period  of  surplus  in 
Canada  resulted  in  an  accelerated  importation  of  lower 
priced  eggs.  These  circumstances,  plus  a  shortage  of  egg 
storage  facilities,  combined  to  make  the  surplus  removal 
program  extremely  difficult  to  manage. 


6)  That  CEMA's  decision  to  hold  eggs  in  storage, 
rather  than  to  sell  to  processors  at  a  lower  price,  in  order 
to  minimize  the  financial  burden  on  producers,  should  be 
considered  an  error  in  judgment.  The  processors  realiz- 
ing the  high  surplus  position  held  out  for  lower  prices. 
These  resultant  delays  also  contributed  to  the  egg  spoi- 
lage problem. 

7)  That  the  much  publicized  question  surrounding  the 
exportation  of  eggs  to  Austria  was  an  over-simplifica- 
tion, and  that  CEMA  in  light  of  the  unique  circum- 
stances, and  the  conditions  of  a  potential  sale  acted 
under  the  prevailing  circumstances  in  a  manner  con- 
sistent with  good  business  practice. 

8)  That  CEMA  accepted  cost  of  production  figures 
based  on  a  formula  which  failed  to  properly  distinguish 
between  "costs"  and  "prices",  and  these  figures  were 
more  appropriate  to  a  price  determination  than  the  cost 
of  production. 

9)  That  CEMA  operated  in  a  vacuum  in  respect  to  the 
consequences  upon  their  program  of  import-export  con- 
trols, over  which  they  had  no  control  thus  making  the 
problems  faced  by  CEMA  more  difficult  to  resolve. 

10)  The  Committee  notes  that  the  large  volume  of 
imported  eggs  into  Canada  during  a  period  of  domestic 
surplus  aggravated  the  surplus  problem. 

11)  That  in  some  provinces  production  of  eggs  in 
excess  of  individual  quota  but  within  provincial  alloca- 
tion were  removed  by  CEMA  at  the  intervention  price 
which  resulted  in  a  financial  benefit  to  the  provincial 
marketing  boards  at  the  direct  expense  of  CEMA  and  the 
indirect  expense  of  the  producers. 

12)  The  Committee  is  convinced  that  opportunities 
existed  for  circumvention  of  the  PLAN  by  both  the 
provincial  egg  boards  and  individual  producers  and  that 
such  opportunities  were  taken  advantage  of. 

13)  That  as  a  result  of  inadequate  enforcement  ot 
controls  over  quota,  levies  fell  inequitably  on  the  pro- 
ducers, as  those  who  were  within  producer  quota  suf- 
fered the  same  levy  assessments  as  those  who  were  over 
quota. 

14)  That  the  lack  of  fulfillment  of  commitment  to  the 
national  concept  on  the  part  of  provincial  boards  was 
illustrated  by  the  unilateral  action  of  some  provinces 
who  refused  to  pay  levies  in  a  manner,  and  within  the 
time  frame,  prescribed  by  CEMA. 


15)  The  Committee  recognizes  that  in  many  cases,  the 
disputes  between  the  Provincial  Boards  and  CEMA  have 
arisen,  to  a  large  extent,  because  of  improper  and  inade- 
quate bookkeeping  on  the  part  of  both  CEMA  and  the 
Provincial  Boards,  making  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
to  accurately  determine  any  amounts  owing  by  either 
party. 

16)  CEMA  aggravated  its  difficulties  by  resorting  to 
deficit  financing  through  bank  loans  instead  of  estab- 
lishing realistic  levies  based  on  the  short  fall  between 
buying  and  selling  prices. 

17)  Ineffective  supply  management  by  CEMA  in  fail- 
ing to  adjust  supply  in  relation  to  demand  materially 
contributed  to  unmanageable  and  costly  surpluses. 

18)  The  members  of  the  board  of  CEMA  failed  to  carry 
out  all  of  the  directives  as  set  out  in  Part  III  of  the 
Federal-Provincial  Agreement. 

19)  That  in  the  absence  of  adequate  controls  over 
provincial  allocations,  the  intervention  price  for  the 
recovery  of  eggs  provided  an  incentive  for  over-produc- 
tion. 

20)  The  Committee  viewed  with  alarm  evidence  sug- 
gesting barriers  to  free  interprovincial  trade  in  eggs. 
Furthermore,  the  Committee  received  evidence  suggest- 
ing that  the  large  disparities  in  price,  from  province  to 
province  in  eggs,  may  have  constituted  de  facto  evidence 
of  barriers  to  free  interprovincial  trade. 

21)  The  CEMA  auditors,  Touche,  Ross  and  Company 
indicated  in  their  report  of  the  financial  statements 
ending  June  30,  1974,  that: 

"Because  of  our  inability  to  verify  egg  production 
levies,  the  cost  of  egg  surplus  removal  program  and  the 
inventory  and  because  of  the  uncertainties  arising 
from  the  financial  position  of  the  Agency,  we  do  not 
express  an  opinion  on  the  accompanying  financial 
statements  for  six  months  ended  June  30,  1974". 

The  Committee  finds  CEMA  negligent  in  its  administra- 
tive procedures  which  allowed  conditions  to  exist  that 
made  it  impossible  for  their  auditors  to  verify  statements. 

Furthermore,  Touche,  Ross  and  Company,  in  their  letter 
dated  December  6,  1974  to  the  Clerk  of  this  Committee 
forwarded  copies  of  correspondence  dated  May  10,  1974 
from  themselves  to  CEMA  and  October  24,  1974,  dealing 
with  this  problem  which  outline  in  greater  detail,  the 
magnitude  of  the  problems  they  encountered  in  perform- 
ing the  audit.  Copies  of  these  documents  are  attached  to 
this  Report  in  Appendix  "B". 

E)  Observations  Respecting  Processors 

1)  The  Committee  notes  the  evidence  which  it  has 
received  as  to  the  degree  of  concentration  of  ownership 
and  control  in  the  processing  industry. 

2)  Evidence  was  given  before  the  Committee  that  the 
processing  trade,  at  a  time  of  surplus  eggs  in  Canada, 
withheld  purchases  in  the  hope  of  driving  the  price  of 
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breaker  eggs  down  and  this  conibined  with  the  actions  of 
CEMA  as  noted  in  observaiion  D)  6)  had  some  bearing 
on  the  destruction  of  eggs. 

Recommendations 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  consideration  be 
given  to  the  advisability  of  implementing  the  following 
recommendations: 

A)  Recommendations  Respecting  the  National  Farm  Products 
Marketing  Council 

1)  That  the  National  Farm  Products  Marketing  Coun- 
cil should  more  actively  pursue  its  responsibilities  in 
connection  with  the  supervision  of  the  operations  of 
CEMA  and  the  implementation  of  the  provisions  of 
Farm  Products  Marketing  Agencies  Act  so  that  it  is  fully 
satisfied  that  the  spirit  of  the  Act  is  in  fact  implemented 
on  all  levels. 

2)  The  Farm  Products  Marketing  Agencies  Act  pro- 
vides for  a  maximum  of  nine  (9)  members,  50%  of  whom 
should  be  primary  producers.  At  present,  the  Council 
consists  of  five  (5)  members  who  are  all  producer  orient- 
ed. The  Committee  recommends  that  three  (3)  more 
members  be  appointed  to  the  Council  without  further 
delay  to  represent  business,  labour  and  the  consuming 
public. 

3)  The  Farm  Products  Marketing  Agencies  Act  pro- 
vides that  the  Council  shall  have  a  dual  responsibility  of 
ensuring  that  the  best  interests  of  both  producer  and  the 
consumer  be  taken  into  account  in  their  deliberations. 
The  Committee  is  of  the  view  that  the  Council  was  not 
adequately  concerned  with  their  unique  responsibilities. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Council  more  actively 
pursue  this  dual  responsibility. 

4)  Since  accountability  to  the  public  is  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Committee  an  important  aspect  of  the  operations 
of  National  Farm  Products  Marketing  Council,  we  there- 
fore recommend  that  to  the  greatest  extent  possible,  its 
proceedings  and  operations  be  made  open  to  the  public 
and  that  full  public  disclosure  be  made  of  its  substantive 
dealings  with  CEMA.  The  Committee  recommends 
monthly  reporting  to  the  public  by  the  Council. 

5)  The  Farm  Products  Marketing  Agencies  Act  pro- 
vides that  public  hearings  may  be  held  from  time  to  time 
on  subject  matters  of  public  concern  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Council.  The  Committee  believes  in  retro- 
spect that  it  would  have  been  wise  to  have  held  public 
hearings  on  egg  marketing  in  Canada  at  the  time  the 
difficulty  surrounding  this  problem  became  public.  The 
Committee  recommends  that  in  future  the  Council 
should  hold  public  hearings  relating  to  their  actions  in 
areas  where  the  public  concern  is  clearly  evident. 

6)  The  Committee  recommends  to  the  Council  that  it 
convene  at  least  on  an  annual  basis,  a  meeting  of  all 
signatories  to  the  Federal-Provincial  Agreement  and 
other  directly  affected  parties.  Such  a  meeting  to  discuss 
progress  and  achievements  to  date  as  well  as  to  fully  air 
areas  of  concern  to  the  industry  in  order  to  avoid  serious 


problems  that  may  develop  in  the  future.  This  medium 
should  help  achieve  a  consensus,  so  that  the  PLAN  prop- 
erly functions  and  that  the  legitimate  concernof  both  the 
producer  and  consumer  is  adequately  met. 


7)  That  in  light  of  the  responsibility  of  the  Council  to 
operate  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  also  to 
supervise  the  implementation  of  the  PLAN,  it  is  impera- 
tive that  the  Council  review  both  the  legislation  and  the 
PLAN  itself  to  ensure  that  it  has  adequate  and  clear 
powers  to  exercise  the  responsibility  given  to  it  by  Par- 
liament and  that  in  the  event  of  conflicts  that  they  make 
specific  recommendations  for  change  to  the  Federal  Min- 
ister of  Agriculture.  The  Committee  considers  it  the 
responsibility  of  the  Federal  Minister  of  Agriculture  to 
encourage  appropriate  changes  respecting  the  Act  or  the 
PLAN  to  the  appropriate  bodies. 


The  Committee  recommends  that  the  National  Farm 
Products  Marketing  Council  hold  joint  meetings  with 
CEMA  at  least  on  a  quarterly  basis  in  order  to  review 
the  activities  of  CEMA  and  to  assist  them  in  the  fulfil- 
ment of  their  statutory  duties,  and  that  minutes  be  kept 
of  these  meetings. 

B)  General  Recommendations  Respecting  the  Canadian  Egg 
Marketing  Agency 

1)  The  Committee  recognizes  as  an  inherent  difficulty 
the  present  make-up  of  the  existing  Board  of  Directors, 
consisting  exclusively  of  provincial  board  appointees. 
The  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  in  addition 
to  the  ten  provincial  board  appointees  the  Board  be 
expanded  by  two  additional  appointees  who  shall  be 
federal  appointees  made  by  the  Governor-in-Council;  the 
Committee  believes  it  advisable  that  one  of  the  two  be 
the  full-time  Chairman  in  order  to  bring  a  national 
overview  to  CEMA's  operations. 


2)  The  Committee  is  fully  cognizant  of  the  great  dif- 
ficulty that  would  arise  if  an  outside  Chairman  was 
imposed  on  CEMA,  against  their  will.  Therefore,  we 
believe  it  essential  that  the  Chairman  be  chosen  after 
considerable  consultation  between  the  Federal  Minister 
of  Agriculture  and  the  existing  Board  of  CEMA,  to 
assure  all  parties  concerned  that  the  Chairman  is  one 
who  will  have  the  confidence  of  the  Board,  enabling  him 
or  her  to  effectively  discharge  his  or  her  onerous 
responsibilities. 

After  reviewing  the  Act  and  the  Agreement,  the  Com- 
mittee is  convinced  that  it  will  be  possible  for  one  of  the 
two  federal  appointees  to  be  elected  as  Chairman,  pro- 
vided a  basic  policy  understanding  is  worked  out 
between  the  parties  involved. 

The  Committee  recognizes  the  necessity  of  the  Chairman 
maintaining  confidence  of  the  Board  during  his  or  her 
tenure  of  office. 

3)  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  reporting 
system  between  CEMA  and  the  Council  be  formalized  to 
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include  at  least  a  monthly  report  to  the  Council  respect- 
ing its  operations  and  pinpointing  real  or  potential 
difficulties. 

The  Committee  further  recommends  that  the  Agency 
provide  the  Council  a  monthly  report  of  its  activities 
which  will  be  released  to  the  public  by  the  Council. 

4)  The  minutes  of  all  CEMA  meetings  and  related 
documents  should  be  distributed  to  all  other  parties  to 
the  PLAN. 

5)  The  Federal-Provincial  Agreement  provides  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Consultative  Advisory  Committee 
consisting  of  members  representing  the  interests  of  pro- 
ducers, consumers,  the  trade,  and  the  public  in  general. 
The  Committee  notes  that  such  an  Advisory  Committee 
has  been  established  but  in  its  view  has  not  been  given 
adequate  terms  of  reference,  staffing  facilities  or  mean- 
ingful participation.  The  Committee  recommends  that 
steps  be  taken  to  rectify  this  situation  so  that  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  CEMA  will  have  the  benefit  of  important 
input  from  such  a  Committee. 

In  the  view  of  the  Committee,  the  Advisory  Committee 
should  have  referred  to  it,  as  a  matter  of  course,  all 
major  policy  questions  dealt  with  by  CEMA  so  that  they 
would  have  an  opportunity  to  review  such  decisions  and 
report  their  conclusions  to  both  CEMA  and  the  Farm 
Products  Marketing  Council.  This  would  guarantee  an 
effective  and  meaningful  role  for  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee to  perform.  The  purpose  of  this  latter  recommenda- 
tion is  not  to  give  control  over  decision-making  to  the 
Advisory  Committee  but  to  ensure  that  their  views  are 
properly  brought  forward. 

6)  The  Committee  recommends  that  CEMA  take 
immediate  steps  to  seek  out  and  hire  a  General  Manager 
with  the  qualifications  necessary  to  undertake  the  day- 
to-day  management  of  its  activities,  and  to  find  adequate 
marketing  personnel  to  maximize  the  capabilities  of 
CEMA  to  market  eggs  in  an  orderly  fashion,  both  at 
home  and  abroad. 

7)  The  Committee  recommends  that  in  order  to  obviate 
the  problems  created  by  disagreements  between  parties 
to  the  Agreement  in  the  future,  the  Agency  immediately 
take  the  lead  in  establishing  rules  and  procedures  for 
reporting,  consultation  and  the  flagging  of  problems. 
Such  procedures  are  fundamental  to  the  resolution  of 
difficulties  which  have  or  may  arise. 

8)  The  Committee  recommends  that  integrated  pro- 
ducer vendors  be  subject  to  a  more  rigid  system  of 
inspection  than  heretofore  practised.  The  Committee 
further  recommends  that  provincial  governments  be 
encouraged  to  include  more  rigid  penalties  such  as  prod- 
uct seizure  in  order  to  discourage  circumvention  of  the 
national  marketing  system. 

9)  The  Committee  recommends  that  CEMA  continue 
its  studies  into  devising  a  scheme  whereby  surplus  eggs 
could  be  made  available  under  more  favourable  terms  to 
the  disadvantaged. 


10)  To  preserve  free  interprovincial  trade,  CEMA 
should  receive  and  investigate  any  charges  of  improper 
interference  with  free  interprovincial  egg  movement  and 
dumping.  All  such  complaints,  even  if  not  determined  to 
be  justified  by  CEMA,  would  be  required  to  be  reported 
to  National  Farm  Products  Marketing  Council  which 
would  take  such  action  as  might  be  considered  necessary 
including  bringing  the  parties  together  to  discuss  the 
report  and  bringing  same  to  the  attention  of  the  Federal 
Department  of  Justice. 

11)  The  Committee  recommends  that  CEMA  should 
convene  a  meeting  with  their  auditors,  Touche,  Ross  and 
Company  to  discuss  their  bookkeeping  and  control 
procedures  with  them  in  light  of  the  policy  recommenda- 
tions of  this  Report  so  that  procedures  to  be  adopted 
would  be  such  as  to  conform  with  the  auditors'  require- 
ments so  that  in  the  future,  their  financial  statements 
can  be  capable  of  thorough  audit,  and  so  that  the  public 
can  be  assured  that  their  financial  statements  are 
meaningful. 

It  is  further  recognized  that  there  is  a  need  for  conformi- 
ty of  accounting  procedures  on  the  CEMA  and  provincial 
levels  and  that  this  will  require  changes  in  control  and 
accounting  procedures  on  the  provincial  level  as  well  as 
to  bring  it  into  line  with  the  new  procedures  of  CEMA. 

12)  The  Committee  recommends  that  CEMA  adopt  a 
policy  of  rotating  storage  eggs  in  such  a  way  as  to  be 
assured  that  stocks  are  kept  current,  and  further  recom- 
mends that  eggs  be  not  stored  by  CEMA  in  excess  of 
three  weeks.  Eggs  in  storage  beyond  this  period  should 
be  released  into  the  breaker  market  through  normal 
marketing  methods  or  through  a  competitive  bid  or  auc- 
tion or  if  advisable  through  custom  breaking. 

13)  That  CEMA  explore  the  possibilities  of  adopting 
packaging  and  marketing  techniques  in  order  to  take 
advantage  of  all  export  market  opportunities. 

C)      Recommendatioiis     Respecting     CEMA     and     Supply 
Management 

1)  One  of  the  great  difficulties  in  achieving  adequate 
supply  management  has  arisen  as  a  result  of  a  provincial 
allocation  for  production  of  eggs  and  the  subdivision  of 
that  allocation  within  each  Province. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  continuation  of  the  pro- 
vincial allocation  formula  but  that  it  be  adjusted  from 
time  to  time  to  reflect  inventories  and  consumer 
demand. 

2)  The  Committee  recommends  the  implementation  of 
the  proposal  of  the  Ministers  of  Agriculture  that  provin- 
cial authorities  should  delegate  the  enforcement  of  quota 
regulations  to  CEMA. 

3)  The  Committee  believes  that  it  is  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  for  CEMA  to  implement  adequate  supply 
management  programs  without  having  a  consistent, 
coherent  international  import-export  control  policy  so 
that  it  would  be  able  to  adjust  production  of  eggs  in 
Canada  to  accommodate  these  controls. 
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The  Committee  believes  that  if  proper  supply  manage- 
ment is  to  be  forthcoming,  it  is  essential  that  a  perma- 
nent policy  be  enacted — the  implications  of  which  be 
made  clear  to  CEMA  so  that  they  may  take  them  into 
account  in  their  decisions  respecting  supply-manage- 
ment. 

4)  That  CEMA  should  conduct  an  extensive  study  into 
the  question  of  a  global  national  quota  and  adopt  a 
formula  which  would  enable  ready  adjustment  of  this 
quota  to  meet  future  market  requirements. 


5)  That  the  provincial  allocation  should  be  automati- 
cally and  proportionately  adjusted  to  reflect  the  revision 
in  the  global  national  quota. 

6)  That  steps  be  taken  to  eliminate  the  circumvention 
of  the  quota  by  insuring  that  provincial  boards  do  not 
receive  intervention  price  payments  for  egg  produced 
surplus  to  producer  quota. 


7)  That  CEMA  should  purchase  all  within  producer 
quota  surplus  eggs  at  the  intervention  price. 

8)  That  CEMA  should  take  steps  to  guarantee  that 
eggs  sold  to  the  breaker  market  are  adequately  identified 
and  controlled  to  prohibit  their  reentry  into  the  table  egg 
market. 

In  the  Committee's  view,  it  has  been  the  policy  in  the 
past,  but  there  have  been  inadequate  guarantees  to  pre- 
vent this  occurrence. 

9)  That  CEMA  should  encourage  processors  of  dried 
eggs  to  expand  their  facilities  for  the  desugaring  of  eggs 
thus  extending  the  shelf  life  of  powdered  eggs  and  at  the 
same  time,  making  our  surplus  of  powdered  eggs  more 
suitable  to  the  world  market. 


10)  That  CEMA  avoid  the  excessive  deficit  financing 
techniques  employed  in  the  past. 

11)  That  CEMA  should  give  consideration  to  establish- 
ing a  policy  of  code-dating  shell  eggs  for  the  table 
market  to  assist  in  inspection  procedures  in  order  to 
reassure  the  public  that  only  fresh  eggs  are  being  sold  on 
the  table  market. 


12)  That  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  and  the  effects  of  establishing  a  category  of  eggs 
for  table  use  classified  Grade  A  Quality  storage.  These 
eggs  to  sell  at  a  new  price  halfway  between  table  egg 
price  and  breaker  egg  price. 

D)  Recommendations  Respecting  CEMA  and  the  Enforcement 
of  Allocations  and  Quotas 

1)  That  the  authority  for  enforcement  of  quotas  should 
be  delegated  to  CEMA  in  line  with  the  recommendations 
made  by  the  Ministers  of  Agriculture. 


2)  That  CEMA  seriously  consider  alternative  mech- 
anisms to  quota  enforcement  including  the  possibility  of 
establishing  a  national  stamp  program  for  this  purpose 
and  that  its  findings  respecting  this  all  important  area 
should  be  reported  to  the  Council  and  made  public. 


3)  That  CEMA  assure  itself  and  the  public  that  steps 
taken  respecting  the  enforcement  of  quotas  do  not  allow 
for  circumvention  of  the  system  at  any  level. 

4)  The  Committee  recommends  that  consideration  be 
given  to  bringing  more  unregulated  producers  into  the 
regulated  producer  area  and  recommends  that  a  mini- 
mum regulated  flock  be  established  at  one  hundred  (100) 
layers. 

5)  That  steps  be  taken  to  ensure  that  all  eggs  produced 
above  the  producer  quota  be  pooled  at  the  provincial 
level  and  producers  paid  at  recovery  prices  consistent 
with  the  present  policy  but  which  apparently  is  not 
presently  being  adequately  followed. 


6)  That  it  is  important  that  CEMA  apply  its  levies  on  a 
current  basis  reflecting  its  actual  costs  of  surplus  recov- 
ery thus  reducing  the  need  for  financial  over-extension 
and  providing  to  producers  realistic  knowledge  of  short 
and  long  term  costs  of  surplus  removal. 


E)  Recommendations  Respecting  CEMA  and  Pricing  Policy 

1)  That  CEMA  should  establish  a  basic  cost  of  produc- 
tion formula  to  be  used  universally  in  all  provinces.  Such 
a  formula  would  not  include  such  items  as  return  on 
investment  and  would  accommodate  such  variables  as 
feed,  pullet  and  other  fluctuating  costs.  Such  a  formula 
should  be  based  on  an  efficient  production  unit  in  order 
that  an  incentive  is  provided  to  achieve  the  desired 
efficiency.  Such  determination  should  be  made  by  an 
independent  group  whose  findings  should  be  made 
public,  and  public  hearings  could  be  held  so  that  inter- 
ested parties  could  make  representations. 


2)  Based  on  the  above-mentioned  formula,  CEMA 
should  then  establish  provincial  costs  of  production  by 
application  of  the  formula  to  each  province  and  that  this 
procedure  should  be  adjusted  on  a  monthly  basis  reflect- 
ing variations  in  variable  costs. 

3)  CEMA  should  establish  a  Provincial  Pricing  For- 
mula based  upon  individual  provincial  costs  of  produc- 
tion plus  a  universally  agreed  upon  reasonable  return  to 
producers.  Such  a  price  should  not  be  subject  to  outside 
market  pressures  which  would  allow  prices  to  the  pro- 
ducer or  consumer  to  drastically  change,  unless  costs  so 
justify  it.  This  approach  would  guarantee  reasonable 
prices  to  consumers  and  a  fair  return  to  producers. 
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The  Committee  recognizes  some  inherent  difficulties  in 
the  implementation  of  this  proposal  in  that  there  may  be 
insufficient  economic  incentive  or  justifications  for  the 
interprovincial  movement  of  eggs. 

In  this  event,  an  adjustment  in  the  provincial  pricing 
formula  may  have  to  be  made  by  CEMA  to  provide  an 
adequate  economic  incentive  for  interprovincial  move- 
ment of  eggs  to  make  this  proposal  effective.  Otherwise, 
CEMA  would  have  to  cover  transportation  cost  for  such 
movement  in  order  to  achieve  egg  movements  from  sur- 
plus areas  to  deficit  areas. 

4)  CEMA  should  establish  a  new  intervention  price  on 
a  provincial  basis  which  would  be  at  least  2(f  per  dozen 
lower  than  that  which  is  determined  by  the  Provincial 
Pricing  Formula.  This  would  guarantee  to  the  producer  a 
reasonable  return  for  all  within  quota  eggs. 

5)  That  CEMA  shall  remove  from  the  market  all  sur- 
plus to  demand  and  within  producer  quota  eggs  at  the 
intervention  price. 


F)  Recommendation  Respecting  CEMA  and  an  Initial  and 
Final  Paym.ent  Policy 

1)  Inherent  within  the  Committee's  report  is  a  recogni- 
tion of  the  principle  that  producers  would  be  paid  the 
full  price  for  their  eggs  at  the  time  of  marketing  and  that 
losses  to  the  provincial  and  national  boards  would  be 
recovered  from  the  producers  in  the  form  of  levies.  The 
Committee  believes  that  there  may  well  be  substantial 
merit  in  changing  this  whole  concept  and  embarking 
upon  a  system  whereby  producers  would  be  paid  at  the 
time  of  delivery  of  eggs  to  the  market  in  the  form  of  an 
initial  payment  covering  at  least  costs  of  production  and 
that  a  final  payment  would  be  made  to  producers  on  the 
incremental  increase  between  the  initial  payment  and 
the  final  recovery  price. 


G)  Recom.mendations  Respecting  the  Processing  and  Breaker 
Trade 

1)  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  CEMA  conduct  a  study  of  the  egg  proc- 
essing capabilities  within  Canada  so  that  steps  can  be 
taken  if  desirable  to  encourage  the  establishment  of 
further  plants  to  expedite  the  domestic  and  export  use  of 
processed  eggs.  This  recommendation  is  particularly 
relevant  in  light  of  the  Government's  stated  desire  to 
provide  assistance  to  a  protein-short  world.  Such  a  study 


may  result  in  increasing  competition  within  the  breaker 
trade. 

2)  Evidence  was  heard  that  certain  processors,  particu- 
larly the  smaller  regional  ones,  have  not  had  access  to 
supply  of  eggs  for  their  use.  The  Committee  feels  that  it 
is  imperative  that  CEMA  work  closely  with  all  breakers 
to  assure  them  adequate  and  continuous  supply. 

H)  Recommendations  Respecting  the  Government  of  Canada 

1)  That  the  Government  of  Canada  consider  the  possi- 
bility of  arranging  a  federal-provincial  agreement 
whereby  50%  of  the  cost  of  removal  of  within  producer 
quota  eggs  be  shared  equally  by  both  levels  of  govern- 
ment. Such  a  financial  incentive  to  the  operations  of 
CEMA  would  in  the  view  of  the  Committee  provide  the 
necessary  incentive  to  make  the  national  marketing 
system  work. 

2)  That  the  Canadian  Government  adopt  an  ongoing 
policy  of  implementing  import-export  licencing  based  on 
a  monthly  quantitative  basis  over  the  past  five  years  as 
provided  in  the  GATT  Agreement,  and  that  existing 
indicative  price  policies  be  withdrawn. 

3)  That  the  Department  of  Agriculture  consider 
adjusting  its  policy  in  respect  to  implementation  of  the 
Agricultural  Products  Marketing  Act  in  areas  which 
conflict  with  the  operations  of  the  Egg  Marketing 
Agency. 

4)  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  present  policy 
of  identification  of  country  of  origin  of  eggs  brought  into 
Canada  be  expanded  so  that  identification  of  imported 
eggs  is  clearly  shown  on  all  packages  right  down  to  the 
consumer,  thus  eliminating  the  practice  of  importing 
eggs  in  bulk  and  re-packaging  in  Canadian  cartons, 
resulting  in  the  consumer  not  being  able  to  distinguish 
imports  from  domestics. 

5)  That  the  Government  of  Canada  give  consideration 
to  the  advisability  of  encouraging  the  establishment  of 
an  egg  processing  plant  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
processed  eggs  to  the  world  food  bank  as  part  of  Cana- 
da's commitment  to  the  hungry  of  the  world. 

6)  That  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  immediately  con- 
vene a  joint  meeting  of  the  National  Farm  Products 
Marketing  Council  and  CEMA  to  discuss  with  these  two 
bodies  the  contents  of  this  Report  and  agree  upon  a 
means  by  which  recommendations  can  be  implemented. 

7)  That  the  various  Ministries  of  Government  give 
consideration  to  other  recommendations  of  the  Report 
insofar  as  they  are  within  their  purview  of 
responsibility.

Gentlemen: 

We  are  writing  to  you  to  outline  the  problems  that  we 
encountered  during  our  audit  of  the  Canadian  Egg  Market- 
ing Agency  which  gave  rise  to  our  denial  of  opinion  on 
your  1973  financial  statements. 

The  problem  was  that  basically  the  provincial  account- 
ing systems  were  not  set  up  to  control  and  collect  the  levy 
or  keep  track  of  the  surplus  production  of  eggs  and  the 
problem  can  be  looked  at  in  two  phases. 

Levy 

1.  The  levies  order  indicates  that  a  levy  is  to  be  collect- 
ed on  all  eggs  produced  in  Canada.  As  a  practical  matter, 
the  Provincial  Marketing  Boards  only  attempt  tc  collect 
the  levy  from  producers  with  more  than  a  minimum 
flock  size  which  varies  from  province  to  province.  This 


presents  a  problem  for  the  auditor  because,  although  the 
levy  is  due  on  all  production  in  Canada,  there  is  an 
undetermined  amount  of  levy  for  which  no  attempt  at 
collection  is  made. 

We  understand  that  as  a  matter  of  policy  CEMA  does  not 
expect  to  collect  levy  from  unregulated  producers  with 
flocks  of  less  than  minimum  size.  The  various  provincial 
boards  have  not  been  consistently  instituting  legal 
action  for  unpaid  levies  from  registered  producers.  If 
there  are  to  be  exceptions  to  the  policy  laid  down  in  the 
Canadian  Egg  Marketing  Levies  Order  of  May  25,  1973 
and  subsequent  regulations,  we  feel  that  amendments 
should  be  made  to  this  order  to  bring  it  into  agreement 
with  the  practices  of  the  Agency. 


2.  Some  provinces  use  a  stamp  or  seal  system  for 
collection  of  the  levy.  This  presents  two  problems  from 
our  point  of  view  namely: 

a)  the  money  remitted  to  CEMA  is  based  upon  the 
purchase  of  stamps  by  the  producers  so  that  there  is  a 
prepayment  of  levy  to  CEMA  and 

b)  there  appears  to  be  little  or  no  control  over  the 
stamps  revenue  so  that  an  independent  auditor  can 
determine  that  all  the  revenue  from  the  sale  of  the 
stamps  was  recorded  and  reported  as  revenue. 

3.  One  province  remits  the  levy  to  CEMA  based  upon 
an  estimate  of  production  and  no  attempt  is  made  to 
make  any  adjustment  based  upon  the  actual  production 
figures. 

4.  Another  province  bills  the  producers  for  the  levy  on 
a  quarterly  basis  based  upon  records  they  keep  on  the 
number  and  age  of  the  producers'  hens.  If  the  producers 
pay  the  levy  the  province  is  happy  with  the  billing  but 
we  do  not  know  if  they  have  been  properly  billed. 
Because  there  is  no  apparent  adjustment  of  the  levy  to 
actual  production  figures,  this  is  unsatisfactory  from  our 
point  of  view. 

5.  Still  another  province  bases  its  levy  payment  to 
CEMA  on  Canada  Department  of  Agriculture  statistics 
plus  a  constant  figure.  This  procedure  does  not  ensure 
that  CEMA  receives  its  levy  on  all  actual  production. 


Surplus  Removal 

1.  The  main  problem  that  we  encountered  was  the 
impossibility  of  determining  from  the  existing  records  in 
the  provinces  whether  or  not  the  surplus  eggs  were 
within-quota  or  over-quota.  The  operation  of  the  quota 
system  is  not  consistent  among  the  provinces  and  fur- 
ther there  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  understanding  of  the 
CEMA  quota  system  by  some  of  the  Provincial  Boards. 

2.  Some  provinces  used  an  "average"  proceeds  for  the 
disposal  price  of  the  surplus  eggs  rather  than  an  actual 
selling  price. 
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3.  One  province  did  not  segregate  the  surplus  removal 
proceeds  between  within-quota  and  over-quota  surplus 
but  simply  made  an  allocation  of  the  proceeds  between 
the  two  pools. 


These  matters  highlight  the  problems  we  encountered 
during  our  audit.  We  would  require  that  they  be  rectified 
before  we  can  consider  giving  an  unqualified  opinion  on 
the  financial  statements.  Then  too,  there  is  the  problem 
that  almost  5  months  have  passed  in  1974. 

In  addition,  most  of  the  provinces  have  independent 
auditors  who  render  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements 
of  the  Provincial  Boards.  We  would  like  to  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  discuss  with  the  various  provincial  auditors  the 
timing  of  their  audit  reports  and  the  approach  they  will  be 
taking  tu  their  current  year's  audit.  The  timing  of  the 
completion  of  their  audit  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  us 
if  we  are  to  receive  their  report  before  our  final  year  end 
audit.  We  understand  you  are  planning  to  hold  your  annual 
meeting  after  March  31  in  future  although  we  note  that 
your  by-law  15  should  be  given  the  provincial  auditors  to 
give  us  what  we  need  in  time  states  that  your  annual 
meeting  is  to  be  held  within  3  months  of  your  fiscal  year 
end.  Enough  time  should  be  given  the  provincial  auditors 
to  give  us  what  we  need  in  time  for  us  to  meet  our 
deadline.  Could  CEMA  request  the  Provincial  Boards  at 
this  time  to  ask  their  auditors  to  co-operate  in  the  fore- 
going? 

These  were  our  main  problems  although  there  may  be 
some  other  items  arising  which  we  do  not  foresee  at  this 
time.

Levies: 

All  of  the  items  raised  in  our  May  10th  letter  with  regard 
to  levies  remain  unchanged  with  one  exception.  Some  pro- 
vincial boards  have  instituted  legal  action  to  collect  unpaid 
levies  from  producers  although  this  situation  is  still  not 
prevalent. 

The  Province  of  New  Brunswick  has  not  adknowledged 
the  levy  increases  that  have  been  approved  by  the  Agency. 
This  province  has  been  remitting  the  levy  to  the  Agency 
only  on  the  basis  of  1$  per  dozen.  The  Agency's  financial 
statements  at  June  30,  1974  reflect  the  levy  due  from  New 
Brunswick  on  the  authorized  basis  and  hence  contain  a 
disputed  receivable  of  $42,823  from  this  province. 

The  Manitoba  provincial  board  does  not  check  the 
numerical  continuity  of  the  producer  reports.  Hence,  we  as 
auditors,  cannot  determine  that  all  production  in  the  Prov- 
ince has  been  recorded  and  that  the  Agency  has  received 
all  its  levy. 

The  British  Columbia  provincial  board  has  an  internal 
audit  section.  In  some  instances  where  internal  audits  have 
been  performed,  actual  production  was  shown  to  be  in 
excess  of  reported  production. 


Surplus  Removal: 

Our  main  problem  concerning  the  year  ended  December 
31,  1973  was  the  impossibility  of  determining  from  the 
records  in  the  provinces  whether  or  not  the  surplus  eggs 
were  within  or  over  quota.  This  problem  also  existed 
during  the  six  months  ended  June  30,  1974.  In  fact,  most  of 
the  surplus  eggs  in  this  period  were  reported  as  being 
within  quota.  The  surplus  eggs  reported  as  over  quota  were 
minimal. 

The  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  is  claiming  an  additional 
amount  of  approximately  $70,000  for  surplus  eggs  within 
100%  of  quota  for  the  first  10  weeks  in  which  provincial 
allotments  were  reduced  to  90%.

Gentlemen: 

On  May  10,  1974,  we  wrote  to  you  (copy  attached)  outlin- 
ing the  problems  that  we  encountered  during  our  audit  of 
the  Canadian  Egg  Marketing  Agency  which  gave  rise  to 
our  denial  of  opinion  on  your  1973  financial  statements. 
Substantially  all  of  these  problems  existed  during  the 
period  January  1,  1974  to  June  30,  1974  together  with  some 
additional  problems  concerning  inventory  matters. 


During  an  audit  of  the  Manitoba  board  by  the  Agency's 
internal  audit  staff  they  determined  that  the  Agency  had 
been  overcharged  by  this  board  by  approximately  $123,000. 
This  amount  is  made  up  of  various  items  including  dyeing 
charges  not  allowed  by  the  Agency  and  sales  proceeds  from 
eggs  which  had  not  been  credited  on  the  surplus  removal 
claim  form  to  the  Agency.  Manitoba  has  acknowledged 
$90,000  of  this  claim  at  the  present  time  and  this  has  been 
adjusted  in  the  Agency's  June  30,  1974  financial 
statements. 

The  audit  of  the  Quebec  board  by  the  Agency's  internal 
auditors  showed  that  in  several  instances  the  Quebec 
board  charged  twice  at  intervention  price  for  the  same 
deliveries,  thus  resulting  in  an  overcharge  by  the  Quebec 
board  of  $18,846.  This  has  been  agreed  to  by  the  Quebec 
board  and  has  been  adjusted  in  the  Agency's  June  30,  1974 
financial  statements. 
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Inventory: 

We  examined  the  inventory  in  mid-August  at  all  known 
locations.  The  examinations  were  then  reconciled  back  to 
June  30,  1974  based  upon  information  at  the  Agency  and 
the  storage  locations.  The  inventory  records  of  the  Agency 
were  inaccurate  and  not  up  to  date  at  the  time  of  our 
examination  and  we  had  to  work  from  the  Agency's  files  to 
determine  the  location  of  the  inventory.  These  records  are 
still  not  up  to  date  nor  have  they  been  corrected.  There 
were  several  locations  where  eggs  were  stored  and  not 
examined  by  us  because  the  locations  were  not  known  to 
us  or  the  Agency  at  the  date  of  the  examination. 

During  the  six  months  period,  the  Agency  changed  the 
perpetual  inventory  system  and  did  not  forward  the  egg 
quantities  from  the  old  cards  onto  the  new  cards.  In  addi- 
tion all  the  sales  of  eggs  were  not  recorded  on  the  kardex 
system.  This  made  it  impossible  to  compare  our  physical 
examination  with  the  kardex  and  we  found  that  the  kardex 
was  totally  unreliable. 

We  were  unable  to  determine  the  quality  of  the  inven- 
tory at  the  time  of  our  examination  and  we  were  unable  to 
enlist  the  services  of  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified 
experts  in  this  field  to  assist  us. 


We  would  be  pleased  to  discuss  these  matters  further 
with  you  at  your  convenience.

Can  a  clear  audit  certificate  be  given  for  1975? 


Yes,  provided  rectifications  (as  below)  are  made  within 
2-3  months  (maximum)  from  this  date. 


Rectifications: 

See  letters  Touche  Ross  &  Co.  May  10,  1974  and  October 
24,  1974  attached  re  problems. 

Suggested  Solutions; 

1.  Issue  clear  instructions  from  CEMA  setting  forth 
uniform  procedures  to  be  followed  at  the  provincial  level 
re  levy  and  surplus  removal.  It  is  understood  that  CEMA 
will  not  be  carrying  an  inventory  in  future. 

2.  Follow  these  up  with  some  method  of  enforcement 
and  strong  penalties. 


3.  Amend  the  levy  order  to  a  practical  basis  rather  than 
a  levy  on  all  eggs  produced. 


4.  Amend  the  law  so  that  CEMA  has  the  right  to 
control  the  number  of  hens.  As  it  is  now,  the  law  only 
gives  control  of  marketing.  In  addition,  any  production 
formula  for  determining  surplus  removal  costs  for  each 
province  has  to  be  agreed  to  and  adhered  to  by  the 
provincial  boards. 


5.  Have  provinces  keep  records  that  clearly  support 
within  and  over  quota  production. 

6.  The  external  audit  should  be  more  extensive  at  the 
provincial  level  by  CEMA's  external  auditors  and  better 
still  would  be  the  arrangement  that  CEMA's  auditors  be 
appointed  auditors  of  the  provincial  boards.  Alternative- 
ly, CEMA's  external  auditors  could  at  least  be  appointed 
co-auditors  of  the  provincial  boards. 

7.  To  have  records  and  operation  properly  controlled 
there  should  be  much  more  direct  management  and  plan- 
ning at  least  six  months  ahead.  Preferably  strong  central 
control  with  clearly  defined  responsibility  for  planning, 
co-ordination,  control,  operation  and  performance. 


8.  Such  an  organization  as  CEMA  would  require  a 
"within  house"  independent  review  within  the  audit 
function  to  agree  to  a  clear  certificate.  Thus,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  guarantee  a  clear  certificate.  It  depends  upon 
circumstances  at  the  year  end. 

A  copy  of  the  relevant  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evi- 
dence (Issues  Nos.  1  to  16)  is  tabled.

The  House  resumed  consideration  of  a  point  of  order 
in  relation  to  the  language  and  content  of  the  petition 
presented  to  the  House  on  Tuesday,  December  10,  1974 
by  the  honourable  Member  for  St.  Paul's  (Mr.  Roberts); 

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  If  there  are  no  other  honourable  Mem- 
bers who  wish  to  continue  this  interesting  discussion, 
I  would  remind  the  House,  with  respect  to  the  able  and 
experienced  Members  who  have  made  contributions,  that 
the  question  before  us  is,  of  course,  not  one  of  the  ac- 
ceptabilty  of  the  petition.  The  petition  in  its  Written 
form  has  been  accepted;  there  is  no  restriction  with  re- 
spect to   that   of   form   which   applies   to   acceptance   by 
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the  Clerk  of  the  House  and,  in  turn,  by  the  Clerk  of 
Petitions.  Any  petition  which  the  citizens  of  this  country 
wish  to  place  before  the  House  of  Commons  can  be  so 
placed  in  writing  as  long  as  it  is  presented  in  a  form 
acceptable  under  the  provisions.  No  restriction  is  placed 
on  petitioners  or  petitions  in  that  regard. 

The  question  is  whether  we  ought  to  carry  that  process 
one  step  further  and  allow  the  petition  to  be  read.  It  is 
the  right  of  a  Member  presenting  a  petition  to  ask  that 
the  petition  be  read.  However,  before  taking  that  further 
step  I  must  express  some  concern  about  the  contents 
of  any  petition  which  is  proposed  to  be  read,  since  in 
that  case  not  only  does  a  petition  need  to  be  in  the  proper 
form  but,  in  addition,  it  should  refrain  from  expressing 
an  opinion  with  regard  to  the  House  or  the  government 
or  the  positions  taken  by  Members  of  the  House,  but, 
rather,  that  it  should  seek  a  redress  of  grievances.  Peti- 
tions which  have  been  accepted  previously  have  sought 
to  redress  what  might  have  been  a  legitimate  grievance.  I 
was  curious  to  know  whether  or  not  it  was  appropriate 
to  go  further,  having  in  mind  the  very  terms  to  which 
the  honourable  Member  referred,  one  of  which  in  particu- 
lar caused  me  concern — the  one  which  expressed  dismay 
at  absence  of  resolve  on  the  part  of  the  government  in 
respect  to  an  issue  and  followed  by  saying  that  the  gov- 
ernment's abstention  on  this  issue  cannot  be  justified. 

Citation  331  of  Beauchesne,  the  second  paragraph, 
reads  as  follows: 

"The  House  of  Commons  is  a  representative  insti- 
tution. It  only  considers  questions  submitted  by  its 
elected  members.  The  ordinary  citizen  has  no  right  to 
appear  personally  before  the  House  of  Commons." 

The  honourable  Member  for  Windsor  West  (Mr. 
Gray)  said  the  language  ought  not  to  be  objected  to 
because  it  would  be  in  order  if  it  were  used  by  an  elected 
Member  of  the  House.  But  with  the  greatest  respect  to 
that  honourable  and  experienced  Member,  I  would  say 
that  this  is  precisely  the  point.  This  is  a  representative 
institution  and  the  elected  representatives  are  the  ones 
who  should  carry  into  this  Chamber  opinions  or  reflec- 
tions on  the  performance  of  the  government,  not  mes- 
sages from  outside  brought  here  in  some  other  guise. 
A  petition  which  seeks  to  place  before  the  House  the 
opinions  of  people  who  are  not  responsible,  elected. 
Members  ought  to  be  viewed  in  accordance  with  a  strict 
interpretation. 

On  further  examination  of  the  precedents  I  would  draw 
the  attention  of  honourable  Members  to  the  ruUng  to 
which  I  referred  earlier,  that  of  the  previous  Speaker 
(Mr.  Lamoureux)  in  June,   1972. 

Examining  a  similar  petition,  he  went  over  the  same 
ground  and  clearly  came  to  the  same  conclusion.  He  said 
on  that  occasion: 

"In  the  light  of  what  I  have  read  and  stated  I  wonder 
whether  honourable  Members  would  not  agree  that  if 
the  allegations  contained  in  the  document  were  allowed 


to  be  inserted  in  our  record,  another  injustice  would 
be  created." 

I  submit,  therefore,  that  the  Chair  ought  to  take  the 
very  strictest  view.  A  petition  can  be  received  here  so 
long  as  it  has  been  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  petitions  to 
be  in  order  as  to  form;  there  is  no  restriction  upon  that. 
However,  to  carry  it  further  than  that  and  to  have  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  read  it  gives  it  some  force  which,  I 
submit,  ought  to  require  us  to  examine  it  and  to  see  to 
it  that  it  is  free  from  opinion  and  representations  which, 
if  they  are  going  to  be  made  in  this  House,  ought  to  be 
made  by  an  elected  Member,  not  through  people  who 
sign,  in  an  anonymous  sort  of  way,  a  petition. 

I  therefore  submit,  with  the  greatest  respect,  that  I 
should  put  a  very  strict  interpretation  upon  this  petition 
and  find  that  the  words  that  have  already  been  referred 
to  do  cast  a  reflection  and  express  an  opinion  upon  a 
stand  taken  by  the  government.  I  submit  that  this  ought 
not  to  be  done  by  way  of  petition  but  ought  to  be  done 
during  the  course  of  debate  by  elected  Members  of  this 
House. 


Mr.  Fortin,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lambert  (Bellechasse),  by 
leave  of  the  House,  introduced  Bill  C-369,  An  Act  to 
amend  the  Electoral  Boundaries  Readjustment  Act,  which 
was  read  the  first  time  and  ordered  to  be  printed  and 
ordered  for  a  second  reading  at  the  next  sitting  of  the 
House. 


Mr.  Reid,  seconded  by  Mr.  Cullen,  by  leave  of  the 
House,  introduced  Bill  C-370,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Elec- 
toral Boundaries  Readjustment  Act,  which  was  read  the 
first  time  and  ordered  to  be  printed  and  ordered  for  a 
second  reading  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House. 


Mr.  Sharp  having  requested  leave  of  the  House  to 
introduce  a  bill  intituled:  "An  Act  to  amend  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  Act,  the  Salaries  Act  and  the 
Parliamentary  Secretaries  Act"; 

And  a  point  of  order  having  been  raised  by  the  hon- 
ourable Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr. 
Knowles)  with  respect  to  the  irregularity  of  the  Recom- 
mendation; 


RULING   BY  MR.   SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  If  there  are  no  other  honourable  Members 
who  want  to  make  a  contribution  to  this  very  interesting 
point  perhaps  I  might  comment.  The  honourable  Member 
for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr.  Knowles)  has  raised, 
as  always,  a  very  interesting  and,  I  might  also  say,  a  very 
well  informed  and  documented  argument,  as  always. 
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However,  I  have  some  difficulty  with  this  point.  As 
he  and  other  honourable  Members  would  readily  under- 
stand and  appreciate.  The  Recommendation  itself  is  a 
necessary  step  or  prior  condition  precedent  to  the  Intro- 
duction of  this  kind  of  Bill.  If  there  are  substantive  dif- 
ferences between  the  Recommendation  and  the  Bill  or 
if  there  are  other  kinds  of  difficulties  in  the  Bill  which 
might  test  the  authority  of  the  government  to  introduce 
it,  they  may  become  evident  when  the  Bill  is  given  first 
reading  and  distributed  so  that  honourable  Members  can 
scrutinize  it.  However,  the  purpose  of  first  reading  is 
clear,  that  is,  to  see  to  it  that  any  bill  may  be  introduced, 
printed  and  distributed  so  as  to  give  honourable  Members 
an  opportunity  to  study  it.  There  are  procedures  under 
which  that  process  can  be  stopped  and  can  be  voted 
against  if  necessary,  and  I  think  honourable  Members 
are  familiar  with  it.  However,  the  fact  that  that  occurs 
only  in  the  most  extreme  and  rare  circumstances  is  an 
indication  that  regardless  of  the  content  of  any  legislation, 
no  matter  how  controversial  it  may  be,  it  is  the  un- 
doubted right  of  any  honourable  Member,  whether  he 
be  a  government  Member  or  a  private  Member  of  the 
House,  to  at  least  put  in  the  form  of  a  bill  his  views  and 
opinions  before  the  House.  It  is  also  his  right  to  have  the 
bill  printed  and  distributed  in  order  to  ensure  that  all 
honourable  Members  will  have  an  opportunity  to  examine 
and  study  it  and  therefore  discuss  it  in  an  intelligent  way. 
That  process  should  not  be  stopped  except  on  the  clearest 
possible  grounds. 

The  grounds  put  forward  by  the  honourable  Member 
are  interesting,  clear,  and  easy  to  understand.  They  are 
that  the  lower  limit  is  in  error  in  the  Governor  General's 
Recommendation  in  so  far  as  expense  allowances  to  Sen- 
ators is  concerned.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  if  the 
upper  limit  were  in  any  way  in  question  in  terms  of  the 
Bill,  that  would  be  a  different  story.  In  any  event,  since 
it  is  only  the  lower  limit  which  is  in  error,  and  certainly 
if  the  Bill  sought  to  amend  or  change  the  lower  limit, 
there  would  be  considerable  procedural  difficulty.  That 
may  be  in  the  nature  of  the  Bill.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
scales  ought  to  be  tipped  in  favour  of  the  Introduction 
of  the  Bill,  which  in  no  way  supports  it  in  principle  but 
causes  it  to  be  introduced,  printed  and  distributed  so  that 
honourable  Members  will  have  it  in  their  possession 
for  study.  Certainly  if  it  was  another  stage  of  the  Bill, 
it  would  be  a  different  matter,  but  at  this  stage  of  the 
Bill,  unless  the  grounds  are  absolutely  clear,  the  process 
of  first  reading,  printing  and  distribution  should  not  be 
interfered  with. 

Therefore,  I  should  ask  the  House  whether  the  Minister 
has  leave  at  this  time  to  introduce  the  Bill. 


Mr.  Sharp,  seconded  by  Mr.  Drury,  by  leave  of  the

(h)  to  increase  the  allowance  paid  to  a  Member  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  other  than  the  Prime  Minister 
or  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition,  who  is  the  leader  of  a 
party  that  has  recognized  membership  of  twelve  or 
more  persons  in  the  House,  from  $4,000  to  $8,000  per 
annum; 

(i)  to  increase  the  allowance  paid  to  the  Chief  Gov- 
ernment Whip  and  Chief  Opposition  Whip  in  the  House 
of  Commons  from  $4,000  to  $6,000  per  annum; 

(j)  to  provide  for  an  additional  allowance  to  the 
Opposition  House  Leader  in  the  House  of  Commons  in 
the  amount  of  $6,000  per  annum; 

(k)  to  increase  the  allowance  paid  to  the  Leader  of 
the  Government  in  the  Senate  from  $10,000  to  $16,000 
per  armum  provided  that  such  allowance  shall  not  be 
paid  if  the  person  occupying  that  position  is  in  receipt 
of  a  salary  under  the  Salaries  Act; 

(0  to  increase  the  allowance  paid  to  the  Leader  of 
the  Opposition  in  the  Senate  from  $6,000  to  $10,000  per 
annum; 

(m)  to  provide  for  an  additional  allowance  of  $5,000 
per  annum  to  the  Deputy  Leader  of  the  Government 
in  the  Senate  and  for  an  additional  allowance  of  $4,000 
per  annum  to  the  Deputy  Leader  of  the  Opposition  in 
the  Senate; 

(n)  to  increase  the  expense  allowance  paid  to  Mem- 
bers of  the  Senate  from  $3,000  to  $6,000  per  annum; 
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(o)  to  increase  the  expense  allowance  paid  to  Mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Commons 

(i)  if  the  Member  represents  an  electoral  district 
in  Schedule  III  to  the  Canada  Elections  Act  other 
than  the  electoral  district  in  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tories, from  $8,850  to  $13,275  per  annum; 

(ii)  if  the  Member  represents  the  electoral  district 
in  the  Northwest  Territories,  from  $9,650  to  $14,475

Mr.  Speaker:  The  question  concerns  the  relationship 
between  the  provisions  of  Bill  C-40,  An  Act  to  amend  the 
Excise  Tax  Act  and  the  Excise  Act,  and  the  Ways  and 
Means  Motion  tabled  by  the  Government,  and  concurred 
in  by  the  House  on  December  2,  1974. 

The  motion  deals  with  proposed  taxation  of  boats  as 
follows: 

"17.  11.  Boats,  other  than  naval  vessels,  designed 
to  be  propelled  primarily  by  motors  exceeding 
twenty  horsepower  (including  drive  assemblies)  for 
boats ten  per  cent."." 

The  bill  deals  with  proposed  taxation  of  boats  as 
follows: 

"Clause  21   (1)    (11) 

"Boats,  other  than  boats  purchased  or  imported  by 
Her  Majesty  in  right  of  Canada  for  use  exclusively 
by  the  Government  of  Canada,  designed  to  be  pro- 
pelled primarily  by  motors  exceeding  twenty  horse- 
power; and  motors  exceeding  twenty  horsepower 
(including  drive  assemblies)  for  boats  other  than 
boats  purchased  or  imported  by  Her  Majesty  in  right 
of  Canada  for  use  exclusively  by  the  Government  of 
Canada ten  per  cent."." 

The  question  is  an  extremely  important  one  because  it 
relates  to  the  financial  initiative  of  the  Crown  and  to  one 
of  Parliament's  most  basic  processes — Ways  and  Means. 

Examples  prior  to  1969  are  of  little  assistance,  because 
they  relate  to  circumstances  under  which  the  Ways  and 
Means  process  was  begun  by  a  resolution  and  continued 
in  a  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  both  of  which  were 
eliminated  in  the  1968  rule  changes.  Since  that  time  there 
have  been  similar  questions  raised,  but  none  dealt  di- 
rectly with  the  precise  problem  before  us. 

Certain  things  however  are  quite  clear. 


First,  that  the  Ways  and  Means  motions  which  follow 
the  budget  presentation  are  by  virtue  of  time  honoured 
practice  and  tradition,  the  very  expression  of  the  financial 
initiative  of  the  Crown  and  therefore  a  most  important 
aspect  of  our  procedure. 

Second,  S.O.  60(11)  establishes  the  relationship  between 
the  Ways  and  Means  motion  and  the  bills  which  follow. 
"The  adoption  of  any  Ways  and  Means  motion  shall  be  an 
order  to  bring  in  a  bill  or  bills  based  on  the  provisions  of 
any  such  motion." 

Third,  the  critical  words  are  "based  on".  It  must  be 
assumed  that  if  it  was  intended  that  the  bills  be  required 
to  be  identical  to  the  motion,  the  rule  would  say  so. 

Fourth,  I  am  further  unable  to  find  any  support,  either 
in  the  Minutes  of  the  Procedure  Committee  of  1968  which 
recommended  the  rule  changes,  the  debates  on  those  new 
rules,  or  even  in  analogous  precedents,  for  the  proposition 
that  the  bills  must  be  identical  to  the  Ways  and  Means 
motions. 

It  is  equally  clear  that  the  taxing  power  of  the  Crown 
is  limited  by  the  Ways  and  Means  motion,  and  any  bill 
which  sought  to  extend  such  power  beyond  the  provisions 
of  the  Ways  and  Means  motion  would  be  out  of  order. 

In  the  case  before  us,  the  bill  differs  from  the  Ways  and 
Means  motion  in  the  clause  related  to  the  proposed  taxa- 
tion of  boats. 

The  specific  difference  relates  to  those  craft  which 
would  be  excepted  from  the  tax. 

In  the  motion  the  exception  is  for  naval  vessels. 

In  the  bill  the  exception  is  for  "boats  purchased  or  im- 
ported by  Her  Majesty  in  the  right  of  Canada  for  use 
exclusively  by  the  Government  of  Canada". 

By  my  understanding  of  the  terms  involved,  the  bill 
widens  the  class  of  Federal  Government  craft  that  would 
be  excepted. 

The  tax  remains  the  same. 

The  rate  of  tax  remains  the  same. 

The  change  relates  to  one  of  degree  of  exclusion,  but 
remains  within  the  general  description  of  Government 
purchases. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  cannot  see  how  I  could 
hold  that  the  bill  is  not  "based  on  the  provisions  of  the 
Ways  and  Means  motion". 

I  must  therefore  find  that  the  point  of  order  of  the  hon- 
ourable Member  for  Okanagan  Boundary  (Mr.  Whittaker) 
subsequently  dealt  with  by  the  Honourable  Member  for 
Edmonton  West  (Mr.  Lambert)  has  not  been  established. 

I  wish  to  repeat  and  emphasize  however  that  the  terms 
of  the  Ways  and  Means  motion  are  a  carefully  prepared 
expression  of  the  financial  initiative  of  the  Crown  and 
frequent  departures  from  them  can  only  invite  deteriora- 
tion of  that  most  important  power. 
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Furthermore,  I  have  considerable  sympathy  for  the 
argument  that  once  the  Ways  and  Means  motions  have 
been  adopted  by  the  House,  changes  of  a  nature  any  more 
substantial  than  the  one  before  us  now,  ought  to  be  made 
by  the  House. 

Obviously,  the  most  desirable  practice  is  for  the  bill  to 
adhere  strictly  to  the  provisions  of  the  motion,  and  de- 
partures, if  any,  ought  to  be  the  subject  of  the  strictest 
interpretation.

RULING    BY    MR.    SPEAKER 

Mr.  Spe.\kek:  As  1  indicated  earlier,  I  have  had  a 
moment  to  reflect  on  the  very  interesting  arguments  and 
precedents  which  were  quoted  to  me  about  the  orderliness 
of  the  amendment  put  forward  to  the  second  reading 
motion  of  this  Bill.  Examination  of  the  precedents  only 
requires  a  cursory  study  to  realize  that  it  is  most  difficult 
to  draft  a  procedurally  acceptable  amendment  to  a  second 
reading  motion.  The  reason,  of  course,  is  simply  that  the 
motion  is  that  the  Bill  progress  one  step,  and  the  oppor- 
tunity to  resist  that  step  is  given  to  honourable  Members 
simply  by  the  casting  of  a  negative  vote  against  that 
motion. 

In  addition,  I  repeat  an  earlier  remark,  that  the  oppor- 
tunity not  only  to  resist  that  step  but  to  comment  on  the 
reasons  for  resisting  that  step  or  suggestions  that  might 
come  forward  with  respect  to  the  subject-matter  under 
consideration  occurs  during  debate. 

I  have  examined  the  precedents  quoted  to  me  and  a 
good  many  others  and  I  cannot  overlook  the  most  basic  of 
all  principles  that  seem  to  recur  in  all  the  comments  on 
second  reading  amendments,  and  that  is  that  a  second 
reading  amendment  must  not  introduce  a  new  proposition 
or  new  principle  to  the  bill  under  study. 

I  do  not  know  of  any  variants  to  some  of  the  views 
expressed  by  many  learned  participants  on  procedure  in 
previous  parliaments,  but  I  feel  most  strongly  that  the 
concept  of  retarding  the  progress  of  a  bill  in  what  has 
been  referred  to  frankly  by  those  who  have  supported 
the  argument  and  the  amendment  as  "this  most  sovereign 
body" — the  idea  to  me  of  retarding  the  progress  of  a  bill 
in  this  Parliament  until  such  time  as  some  outside  body 


has  examined  the  subject-matter  or  examined  some  of 
the  elements  of  the  subject-matter  and  dealt  with  it  is, 
to  me,  the  most  fundamental  expression  of  a  new  concept 
in  relation  to  the  Bill  that  this  Parliament  seeks  to  deal 
with. 

However,  I  must  recognize  that  against  that  back- 
ground certain  forms  of  second  reading  amendments 
have  become  accepted — for  example  that  the  bill  be  not 
now  read  a  second  time  but  that  the  subject-matter — and 
those  words  are  words  of  careful  preparation — be  referred 
to  some  existing  body. 

It  is  not  for  me  to  speculate  on  why  the  amendment 
put  before  us  does  not  use  the  words  "the  subject-matter 
of  the  bill"  but,  rather,  chooses  to  use  some  other  lan- 
guage— a  point  which  the  honourable  member  for  Timis- 
Ivaming  (Mr.  Peters)  said  was  a  picayune  objection  to  it. 
However,  it  is  more  than  simply  the  language  that  is 
in\'olved.  In  order  to  broaden  the  acceptability  of  a 
second  reading  amendment  by  permitting  the  mover  of 
a  second  reading  amendment  to  use  his  or  her  descrip- 
tion or  impression  of  what  is  the  subject-matter  of  a 
bill,  rather  than  to  use  the  specific  term  "the  subject- 
tnatter  of  the  bill",  can  only  open  the  question  of  what 
is  in  fact  the  subject-matter  of  the  bill  to  interpretation, 
discussion,  and  in  fact  disagreement. 

I  would  have  to  hold  that  the  term  "the  subject-matter 
of  the  bill"  is  a  very  important  term  indeed.  Secondly, 
precedents  have  been  discussed  in  the  recent  past,  as 
referred  to  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Peace  River 
(Mr.  Baldwin),  with  reference  to  the  subject-matter  of 
a  bill  being  not  now  read  a  second  time  but  that  the 
subject-matter  be  referred  to  some  existing  committee. 
The  fact  that  the  commission  which  is  described  in  the 
motion  is  not  in  existence  may  not,  to  me,  be  as  im- 
portant as  the  fact  that  the  words  "independent  commis- 
sion" raise  again  a  question  of  interpretation.  For  indeed, 
when  is  it  possible  to  satisfy  Members  of  the  House  that 
the  commission,  if  it  were  to  be  appointed  in  the  future, 
is  in  fact  really  an  independent  commission?  It  may  be 
capable  of  definition;  on  the  other  hand  it  may  not.  What 
might  in  the  opinion  of  one  Member  of  the  House  be  a 
totally  independent  commission  might  not  be  satisfactory 
in  the  mind  of  another  Member. 

Both  the  term  "subject-matter  of  the  bill"  and  the 
words  substituted  therefor,  "independent  commission", 
raise  questions  which  would  have  to  be  agreed  upon  and 
decided.  The  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North 
Centre  (Mr.  Knowlcs)  made  reference  to  one  precedent 
where  the  second  reading  amendment  was  accepted  when 
the  resolution  contained  in  it  was  that  a  referendum  on 
the  principle  of  the  bill  be  held.  I  would  refer  him  to 
Erskine  May's  procedure,  the  eighteenth  edition,  page 
510,  subparagraph  (10),  which  will  indicate  to  him  that 
while  he  may  be  able  to  point  to  occasions  on  which  that 
kind  of  second  reading  amendment  has  been  accepted, 
this  paragraph  points  to  occasions  on  which  the  very 
identical  amendment  to  which  he  has  referred  has  been 
rejected. 
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Therefore,  I  would  hold  that  the  notion  of  a  new 
description  of  what  is  the  subject-matter  of  a  bill  and 
the  notion  of  an  independent  commission,  which  would 
be  the  subject,  I  would  think,  of  discussion  and  perhaps 
disagreement  as  to  composition,  both  introduce,  in  my 
opinion,  a  new  concept  to  the  Bill  which  did  not  pre- 
viously exist. 

I  will  not  go  on  to  deal  with  the  other  very  interesting 
point  raised  by  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Privy  Council  (Mr.  Reid),  namely  that  the 
establishment  of  an  independent  commission  might  in- 
deed call  for  additional  financing — and  I  can  hardly 
think  of  anyone  who  would  be  more  sensitive  to  that 
problem  than  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg 
North  Centre,  who  I  am  sure  would  conclude,  on  the 
basis  of  that  very  possibility,  that  the  recommendation 
contained  in  the  Bill  would  have  to  be  altered  for  that 
very  purpose  alone. 


For  at  least  three  reasons  therefore,  I  have  to  hold 
that  the  amendment  that  has  been  put  forward  intro- 
duces on  at  least  three  grounds  a  totally  new  proposition, 
and  offends  all  the  precedents.

RULING   BY   MR.   SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  Yesterday,  I  indicated  I  would  give  some 
consideration  to  the  amendment  moved  by  the  honour- 
able Member  for  Edmonton  West  (Mr.  Lambert),  in 
respect  of  which  very  valuable  contributions  were  made 
during  the  discussion  as  to  the  procedural  acceptability 
by  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre 
(Mr.  Knowles),  in  support  of  the  motion,  and  by  the 
President  of  the  Privy  Council  (Mr.  Sharp)  and  the 
Minister  of  Finance  (Mr.  Turner),  in  opposition  to  it. 

In  spite  of  invitations  by  honourable  Members  to  go 
into  an  extensive  review  of  the  procedural  acceptability 
of  second  reading  amendments,  I  prefer  to  stay  on  this 
particular  topic  only  at  this  time. 
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I  think  the  background  of  the  matter  is  clearly  estab- 
lished in  the  1971  ruling  of  my  predecessor,  which  was 
referred  to  in  the  discussion  yesterday.  It  seems  to  me  to 
establish  beyond  any  question  that  the  practice  which 
has  long  been  prevalent  in  the  United  Kingdom,  of  per- 
mitting the  attachment  to  a  second  reading  amendment 
of  a  declaration  of  principle,  was  accepted  in  that  ruling, 
and  remains  a  subject  of  future  change  as  part  of  our 
practice. 

The  question  is,  what  type  of  declaration  in  that  situa- 
tion is  acceptable?  To  put  it  another  way,  what  are  the 
limits  of  that  declaration?  The  very  statements  and  the 
precedents  demand  in  the  very  clearest  of  terms  that  it 
be  a  declaration  of  principle,  not  simply  a  description  of 
some  opposition  to  the  Bill. 

I  have  examined  carefully  the  honourable  Member's 
proposed  amendment  in  that  regard,  and  I  read  it  and 
interpret  it  to  be  a  statement  of  opposition,  or  a  descrip- 
tion of  opposition  to  certain  of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill.  I 
do  not  interpret  it  as  being  a  statement  of  some  principle. 

In  any  case,  I  would  go  on  to  state  that  if  it  does  state 
a  principle,  which  I  am  unable  to  appreciate,  as  opposed 
to  simply  stating  some  opposition  to  the  Bill,  it  would 
seem  to  me  that  the  precedents  are  equally  clear  that  the 
statement  of  principle  cannot  simply  oppose  portions  of 
the  Bill  but  must  oppose  either  the  "principles"  or  the 
"provisions",  both  in  the  plural,  of  the  Bill  and  not  some 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill. 

Whether  or  not  this  is  a  statement  of  principle,  it  is 
abundantly  clear  that  the  honourable  Member's  amend- 
ment opposes  only  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill.  I 
think  that  is  beyond  dispute.  Just  to  make  that  abun- 
dantly clear,  the  honourable  Member's  amendment 
specifically  recites,  not  only  in  the  second  part  of  the 
amendment,  those  portions  of  the  Bill  to  which  it  is 
opposed,  but  in  the  first  part  of  the  amendment,  those 
portions  of  the  Bill  which  are  acceptable.  That  makes  it 
clear  beyond  any  question  that,  aside  from  the  difficulty 
in  respect  of  doing  that  very  thing,  the  amendment  is 
not  opposed  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  Bill. 

I  submit  that  in  this  situation  the  precedents  are  that 
if  such  a  declaration  in  principle  is  acceptable,  it  must  be 
opposed  to  the  principles  or  provisions  of  the  Bill,  and  I 
cannot  find  any  authority  which  permit  it  to  be  opposed 
only  to  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  as  the  honour- 
able Member's  amendment  is,  and  I  therefore  cannot  find 
any  authority  to  extend,  and  I  think  it  would  be  an  un- 
warranted extension  of  a  declaration  of  principle  to  a 
second  reading  amendment  to  allow  a  declaration  in  this 
case  which  purports  to  approve  some  provisions  of  the 
Bill  and  therefore  disapprove  of  only  some  provisions  of 
the  Bill.  In  other  words,  I  think  that  a  strict  condition  of 
such  a  principle  must  be  opposed  to  the  provisions  plural 
of  the  Bill  and  the  principles  of  the  Bill  and  not  some  of 
them. 

For  that  reason  I  cannot  accept  the  honourable  Mem- 
ber's amendment  as  being  in  order. 


Debate  was  resumed  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Turner 
(Ottawa-Carleton),  seconded  by  Mr.  Sharp, — That  Bill 
C-49,  An  Act  to  amend  the  statute  law  relating  to  income 
tax,  be  now  read  a  second  time  and  referred  to  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole.

RULING  BY  MR.  DEPUTY  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Deputy  Speaker:  Honourable  Members  must 
understand  that,  taking  into  account  an  earlier  decision 
by  Mr.  Speaker,  which  was  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  House  by  the  honourable  Parliamentary  Secretary 
to  the  President  of  the  Privy  Council  (Mr.  Reid),  I  may 
be  off-balance  in  looking  at  this  amendment,  although  I 
must  do  so  with  the  most  fairness. 

The  honourable  Member  for  Northumberland-Durham, 
(Mr.  Lawrence)  has  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Chair 
some  very  valid  points  regarding  the  opportunity  for  an 
honourable  Member  to  move  a  second  reading  amend- 
ment other  than  a  six  or  three  months'  hoist.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  the  honourable  Member,  on  behalf  of  his 
party,  has  gone  out  of  his  way  to  find  some  way  to  meet 
the  requirements,  not  only  of  the  Chair  but  of  the  pre- 
cedents, in  moving  an  amendment  that  is  acceptable. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  honourable  Parliamentary 
Secretary,  as  I  said  earlier,  drew  the  attention  of  the 
Chair  to  a  previous  ruling  by  Mr.  Speaker  this  afternoon 
which  rejected  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  honour- 
able Member  for  Edmonton  West  (Mr.  Lambert) .  He  did 
not  I'eally  further  his  point  very  much,  but  he  also  added 
that  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  honourable  Member 
for  Northumberland-Durham  would  have  the  effect  of 
putting  a  burden  on  the  Crown  by  reducing  ipso  facto 
governmental  revenue. 

In  addition  he  suggested  that  what  the  honourable 
Member  was  trying  to  achieve  at  this  time  could  be 
achieved  at  a  later  stage.  I  am  not  sure  that  this  could 
be  achieved  easily.  In  looking  at  the  amendment  before 
me,  with  a  feeling  in  respect  of  what  honourable  Mem- 
bers in  the  House  seem  to  be  trying  to  do  at  this  stage  of 
second  reading  of  this  Bill,  I  wonder  if  I  should  not  look 
at  the  amendment  with  a  more  open  view,  and  without 
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trying  to  be  as  restrictive  as  one  might  by  just  looking 
at  the  rule  book  or  the  precedents. 

To  my  mind,  although  the  amendment  before  us  at  this 
time  might  not  be  drafted  in  the  best  way  to  show  a 
clear  and  strong  opposition  to  the  general  principle  of 
the  Bill,  it  is  opposed  to  the  passage  of  the  Bill  and  docs 
oppose  the  basic  principles  of  taxation  within  the  Bill. 
As  I  said  earlier,  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  easy  for  the 
honourable  Member  who  proposed  the  amendment,  or 
any  other  honourable  Member,  to  move  a  comparable 
amendment  at  a  later  stage  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Although  there  might  be  some  fault  in  respect  of  the 
wording  of  the  amendment,  in  meeting  the  entire  require- 
ments noted  and  enumerated  in  May's  Eighteenth  Edition 
at  pages  487  and  488,  to  my  mind  the  purpose  the  hon- 
ourable Member  is  trying  to  achieve  is  to  move  an 
amendment  which  attacks  the  substantive  taxation  parts 
of  the  Bill,  and  for  these  reasons  I  would  have  the  ten- 
dency at  this  time  to  accept  the  amendment  in  its  pres- 
ent form.  So  I  will  put  the  amendment  to  the  House.

the  Board  to  enter  into  agreements  with  provinces  and/or 
producers  to  provide  for  a  greater  prescribed  price  that 
would  otherwise  apply  and,  for  any  increased  costs  to  be 


borne  by  the  province  and/or  producer;  to  empower  the 
Governor  in  Council  to  make  regulations  establishing 
ceilings  on  the  quantity  or  value  of  an  agricultural  com- 
modity eligible  for  price  stabilization;  and  to  provide  for 
consequential  matters.

RULING   BY   MR.   SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  While  on  the  subject  of  questions  of 
privilege,  I  indicated  earlier  I  would  endeavour  to  deal 
with  two  very  important  questions  of  privilege  that  are 
before  the  House  at  the  present  time. 

The  first  is  that  raised  by  the  honourable  Member  for 
Laprairie  (Mr.  Watson)  which  relates  to  the  facts  as 
described  by  the  honourable  Member.  They  are  simply 
that  in  a  matter  before  a  federal  tribunal,  namely  the 
Canadian  Labour  Relations  Board,  a  federal  Crown 
corporation,  namely  Air  Canada,  had  made  representa- 
tions that,  at  least  on  the  honourable  Member's  inter- 
pretation which  I  accept.  Members  of  Parliament  ought 
not  to  interfere  personally  in  the  relationships  between 
employee  and  employer  in  that  corporation  and,  more 
particularly,  in  the  proceedings  before  that  Board  and,  I 
assume,  even  by  their  presence  at  the  hearings. 

Following  the  description  put  forward  by  the  honour- 
able Member,  which  I  accept,  the  stance  would  be  one 
that  is  contrary  not  only  to  what  a  Member  of  Parlia- 
ment is  free  to  do  or  entitled  to  do  but  it  would  seem, 
in  addition,  to  refer  to  what  he  might  find  himself 
obliged  to  do  by  virtue  of  his  capacity  as  a  Member  of 
Parliament. 
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If  there  was  any  doubt  about  that  the  honourable 
Member's  reference  to  the  Freedman  Report  and  the  re- 
lationships in  that  industry,  which  is  a  well  known  and 
famous  report,  where  the  presence  of  a  federal  Member 
of  Parliament,  intervening  in  a  most  meaningful  way 
in  those  deliberations,  was  dealt  with  by  the  chairman, 
and  was  adequately   laid  to  rest. 

There  seems  to  me  to  be  no  question  that  whatever 
the  relationship  between  the  Minister  of  Transport  and 
the  Crown  corporation.  Air  Canada,  there  should  be  no 
doubt  that  there  would  exist  that  element  oi'  ministerial 
responsibility  which  would  compel  an  explanation  through 
that  Minister  to  this  House.  It  would  further  seem  that 
however  one  describes  the  relationship  between  the 
Minister  of  Labour  and  the  Canada  Labour  Relations 
Board — which  again  is  not  one  of  control  but  surely  of 
sufficient  ministerial  and  parliamentary  responsibility 
that  if  the  Board  were  to  be  persuaded  to  accept  that 
proposal  which  had  been  made  to  it  by  the  council,  as 
described  by  the  honourable  Member — the  House  would 
want  an  explanation  from  that  Minister  of  the  Board's 
stance  in  that  respect. 

What  that  means,  of  course,  is  a  verification  that  the 
honourable  Member  has  raised  a  grievance  of  most  serious 
proportions.  The  question  I  have  to  decide  is  whether  it 
is  a  question  of  privilege  along  the  lines  of  the  classic 
definitions  of  that  particular  aspect  of  our  procedures 
that  have  been  adopted  in  the  past.  As  honourable  Mem- 
bers well  know,  that  has  always  been  defined  in  the 
strictest  and  most  narrow  terms.  This  was  nowhere  more 
clearly  or  precisely  expressed  than  by  my  immediate 
predecessor  in  dealing  with  a  proposed  question  of  privi- 
lege by  the  then  honourable  Member  for  Skeena.  The 
question  touched  upon  that  honourable  Member's  dif- 
ficulty in  gaining  permission  to  tour  one  of  the  federal 
penitentiaries.  In  his  reasons  the  Honourable  Mr.  Speaker 
Lamoureux  said  on  April  29,  1971: 

"On  a  number  of  occasions  I  have  defined  what  I 
consider  to  be  parliamentary  privilege.  Privilege  is  that 
which  sets  honourable  Members  apart  from  other 
citizens  giving  them  rights  which  the  public  do  not 
possess.  I  suggest  we  should  be  careful  in  construing 
any  particular  circumstance  which  might  add  to  the 
privileges  which  have  been  recognized  over  the  years 
and  perhaps  over  the  centuries  as  belonging  to  Mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Commons.  In  my  view,  parlia- 
mentary privilege  does  not  go  much  beyond  the  right 
of  free  speech  in  the  House  of  Commons  and  the  right 
of  a  Member  to  discharge  his  duties  in  the  House  as  a 
Member  of  the  House  of  Commons." 

Bearing  in  mind  that  very  concise  reasoning,  it  seems 
to  me  that  improvement  upon  it  is  impossible  and, 
furthermore,  unnecessary.  The  consequences  of  ex- 
tending the  definition  of  privilege  to  innumerable  areas 
outside  this  Chamber  into  which  the  work  of  a  Member 
of  Parliament  might  carry  him  and  particularly  to  the 
greater  number  of  grievances  he  might  encounter  in 
the  course  of  that  work  would,  in  terms  of  that  definition, 
run  contrary  to  the  basic  concept  of  privilege. 


The  Honourable  Mr.  Speaker  Lamoureux's  decision  is 
a  reaffirmation  of  the  representative  value  of  this  Cham- 
ber and  also  of  the  doctrine  of  ministerial  responsibility 
whereby  such  grievances  can  be  and  should  be  laid  di- 
rectly at  the  feet  of  the  Minister  responsible. 

On  that  definition  of  privilege  I  cannot  find,  despite  the 
seriousness  of  the  grievance,  that  it  qualifies  within  the 
terms  of  a  question  of  privilege. 

With  respect  to  the  point  raised  by  the  honourable 
Member  for  Montreal-Bourassa  (Mr.  Trudel),  that  ques- 
tion is  in  fact  somewhat  less  difficult.  Here  there  seems 
to  be  an  evident  breach  of  either  the  law  or  of  a  policy 
quite  simply  put  forward  by  the  government  but  in  fact 
adopted  by  this  entire  House. 

There  is,  in  addition,  a  very  clear  and  direct  line  of 
ministerial  responsibility,  and  indeed  this  was  confirmed 
by  both  Ministers  who  took  part  in  the  discussion  yester- 
day and  accepted  final  ministerial  responsibility  for  the 
complaint  put  forward  by  the  honourable  Member.  The 
honourable  Member's  complaint  is  not  unique  to  Mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Commons  but  in  fact  is  common  to 
members  of  the  public,  and  for  those  reasons  it  would 
not  appear  to  qualify. 

May  I  add  that  it  may  be  fortunate  that  these  two 
points  have  come  together.  Because,  indeed,  if  we  were 
to  extend  the  definition  of  "privilege"  to  the  situation  put 
forward  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Laprairie  which, 
after  all,  has  intricate  and  complex  circumstances  sur- 
rounding it,  then  having  done  that  it  would  be  difficult 
to  stop  short  of  covering  the  question  put  by  the  hon- 
ourable Member  for  Montreal-Bourassa.  In  the  final 
analysis,  it  would  be  almost  impossible  for  the  House  to 
say  that  the  complaint  against  government  services 
would  not  qualify  as  a  question  of  privilege.  I  hope  hon- 
ourable Members  would  be  unanimous  that  questions  of 
privilege  are  not  suitable  for  that  kind  of  grievance. 

On  the  other  hand,  all  of  us  must  recognize  that  the 
role  of  a  Member  of  Parliament  extends  far  beyond  his 
work  in  this  Chamber,  that  more  and  more  each  day  in 
modern  times  a  Member  is  not  only  invited  but  in  fact 
compelled  to  become  involved  in  many  activities  outside 
the  House. 

In  the  course  of  that  work,  he  will  inevitably  find  some 
opposition  to  his  activities  or  some  criticism  of  them. 
Some  of  them  will  amount  to  legitimate  grievances  that 
ought  to  be  brought  to  the  doorstep  of  the  Minister 
responsible.  Therefore,  the  only  vehicle  we  have  now  is 
the  question  of  privilege. 

If  we  accept  a  question  of  privilege  in  its  classic  terms 
as  not  suitable  for  doing  this,  then  we  must  surely  begin 
to  ask  ourselves  if  we  ought  not  now,  in  recognition  of 
the  many  important  areas  into  which  Members  have  to 
bring  themselves,  to  be  examining  new  effective  and 
direct  procedures  to  air  those  grievances  that  are  legiti- 
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mate   grievances   outside   the   House   but   which   do   not 
qualify  as  a  question  of  privilege. 

It  is  all  very  well  for  the  Chair  to  say  that  this  is  a 
grievance  that  ought  to  be  laid  directly  at  the  doorstep  of 
the  Minister.  But  it  is  not  sufficient  to  do  that  in  a  pri- 
vate way  because  it  is  something  that  other  Members 
share  in  common  if  the  grievance  is  established.  In  addi- 
tion, it  is  not  something  that  ought  to  be  kept  private 
between  the  Minister  and  the  Member,  because  if  it  is 
true  the  public  has  the  right  to  know  about  it. 

Therefore  I  put  forward  this  question  to  the  House.  Is 
it  time  to  consider  other  procedures  for  enabling  Mem- 
bers to  bring  forward  directly  to  a  Minister,  in  some  way 
other  than  that  which  we  know  now,  those  grievances 
that  are  indeed  legitimate  but  which  fall  short  of  being 
questions  of  privilege?  In  the  interim  may  I  say  to  both 
honourable  Members  who  have  put  forward  these  very 
important  and  interesting  grievances  that  until  such  pro- 
cedures are  developed,  if  it  is  their  intention  to  seek 
recognition  today  in  order  to  put  a  question  with  respect 
to  those  grievances  to  the  Ministers  responsible,  then  I 
will  have  no  difficulty  in  seeing  them;  and  if  they  are 
not  satisfied  with  the  answers  given  by  the  Ministers,  I 
will  see  that  their  question  will  arrive  on  the  late  show 
tonight  at  ten  o'clock. 


Debate  was  resumed  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wagner, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Macquarrie, — That  this  House  deplores 
the  Government's  secrecy  in  the  operation  of  the  Canadian 
International  Development  Agency  which  casts  public 
doubt  on  the  quality  of  management  and  effectiveness  of 
Canada's   international   assistance   program. 

After  further  debate,  proceedings  on  the  motion  ex- 
pired.

Consideration  was  resumed  on  a  question  raised  by  the 
honourable  Member  for  Kenora-Rainy  River  (Mr.  Reid), 
28303—21 


on  Wednesday,  February  19,  1975,  in  relation  to  the  at- 
tendance of  Members  of  this  House  before  committees  of 
the  other  place. 

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  On  Wednesday,  February  19  last  the 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  President  of  the  Privy 
Council  (Mr.  Reid)  rose  on  a  question  of  privilege  re- 
garding the  matter  of  Members  of  this  House  appearing 
before  committees  of  the  other  place  to  make  representa- 
tions to  them  on  legislation  which  has  gone  through  the 
stages  of  consideration  in  this  Chamber.  The  matter  was 
raised  subsequently  and  the  question  that  was  put  by  the 
honourable  Parliamentary  Secretary  was  whether  a 
Member  can  go  to  the  other  place  and  raise  doubts  about 
a  piece  of  legislation  on  which  this  House  of  Commons 
has  already  taken  a  stand.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  hon- 
ourable Parliamentary  Secretary  has  raised  two  ques- 
tions. First,  can  a  Member  appear  before  a  committee  of 
the  other  place?  I  suppose  that  amounts  to  a  question  of 
whether  a  Member  of  this  Chamber  can  be  prevented 
from  so  doing.  In  examining  the  precedents  that  were 
cited  and  examining  the  Standing  Orders  I  can  find  noth- 
ing which  bears  directly  upon  the  point  of  an  honourable 
Member  of  this  House  voluntarily  going  to  appear  before 
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a  Senate  committee.  In  any  case,  those  precedents  which 
would  appear  to  offer  some  assistance  are  very  early 
precedents  which  seem  to  me  to  have  been  overriden  by 
usages  common  to  the  practices  of  this  House  since  1946 
whereunder  Ministers  have  appeared  in  assistance  of 
legislation  and  where  Members  have  appeared  in  assist- 
ance of  their  own  bills.  While  exceptions  are  provided  in 
this  case  under  the  Standing  Orders  of  the  other  place 
they  are  not  referred  to  in  the  Standing  Orders  of  this 
Chamber.  Accordingly,  whatever  precedents  there  were 
that  might  have  supported  the  proposition  that  a  Member 
of  this  Chamber  could  have  been  prevented  from  appear- 
ing before  a  committee  of  the  other  place,  seem  to  have 
been  overriden  by  recent  practices.  Accordingly,  I  am  not 
able  to  conclude  that  there  is  any  authority  whereunder 
the  Chair  could  prevent  such  a  thing  being  done  by  a 
Member  of  this  Chamber. 

The  second  question  is  whether  in  so  doing  a  Member 
can  cast  doubts  upon  legislation  that  has  already  been 
dealt  with  in  this  Chamber.  It  seems  to  me  that  is  hypo- 
thetical. No  suggestion  is  made  that  such  an  event  has 
taken  place  and  no  specific  evidence  of  any  occurrence  is 
offered  in  support  of  such  an  allegation.  In  fact,  no 
motion  or  inquiry  seeking  any  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Chair  is  appended  to  the  honourable  Member's  question 
of  privilege.  I  would  therefore  conclude  that  no  evidence 
is  offered  to  support  the  contention  that  in  any  recent  or 
specific  case  a  breach  of  the  privileges  or  Standing 
Orders  of  this  House  has  taken  place  and  therefore  I 
cannot  find  that  a  prima  facie  question  of  privilege  is 
involved. 

I  should  add,  however,  that  much  of  the  comment  that 
was  made  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  on  this  very 
important  point,  which  was  very  long,  was  valid  com- 
ment. I  refer,  for  example,  to  the  remarks  of  the  hon- 
ourable Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr. 
Knowles)  to  the  effect  that  it  is  a  curious  anomaly  that 
the  other  place  takes  sucli  a  grave  view  sufficient  to  in- 
scribe in  their  Standing  Orders  the  punishment  and 
penalties  that  ought  to  be  visited  upon  one  of  their 
members  who  might  condescend  to  come  to  this  place  and 
appear  before  this  House  or  emanations  and  it  is  a  curi- 
ous anomaly  that  the  other  place  can  take  a  different 
attitude  toward  the  presence  of  Members  of  this  Cham- 
ber appearing  before  that  Chamber  or  its  committees. 

In  addition,  I  am  troubled  by  the  fact  that  a  committee 
of  the  other  place  having  received  in  any  particular 
proceeding  one  Member  of  this  Chamber  as  a  witness 
might  find  it  most  awkward  to  refuse  others  who  wanted 
to  appear.  I  cannot  help  but  wonder  if  one  day  we  may 
see  this  in  a  question  of  privilege  of  quite  another  form 
when  a  Member  or  Members  who  of  course  could  be 
considerable  in  number  indicate  that  because  one  Member 
of  this  House  has  appeared  before  a  Senate  committee 
to  comment  on  legislation  that  has  been  passed  by  this 
House,  surely  that  ought  to  be  a  privilege  or  a  right 
extended  to  all  other  Members  who  hold  different  views. 
While  that  would  be  an  action  outside  this  Chamber  it 


might  pose  a  thorny  question  about  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  Members  of  this  House. 

Finally,  from  our  own  Members'  point  of  view,  it 
would  seem  to  me  that  in  doing  so  obviously  Members 
are  putting  themselves  in  a  situation  where  they  are 
inviting  a  breach  of  Standing  Order  35  which  prohibits 
comments  or  reflection  upon  decisions  of  this  House  by 
Members  of  this  House  and  they  are  inviting  potentially 
grave  affronts  to  Parliament. 

They  are  inviting  breaches  of  the  privileges  of  the 
House.  In  fact,  it  seems  to  me  that  great  care  is  needed 
on  the  part  of  honourable  Members  appearing  before 
committees  of  the  other  place  in  order  to  avoid  these  pit- 
falls. I  can  perhaps  summarize  these  sentiments  by  saying 
that  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  neither  Members  of  this  Cham- 
ber nor  of  the  other  place  will  want  to  see  that  practice 
greatly  encouraged.

From  the  Auditor  General's  Report  1973 — 

PARAGRAPH  92 — Higher  cost  of  procurement  in  Canada. 
(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues  Nos. 
2  and  3,  October  31,  1974  and  November  5,  1974) 

This  factor  has  been  referred  to  in  a  previous  Auditor 
General's  Report  (1972)  where  the  Department  of  Supply 
and  Services  has  paid  a  high  premium  for  Canadian 
content  as  a  means  of  ensuring  a  Canadian  contractor's 
industrial  defence  capability.  In  this  present  instance,  the 
Auditor  General's  Report  notes  that  the  premium  of 
$805,000  is  80%  of  the  difference  in  foreign  content.  This 
would  appear  to  be  a  high  premium  indeed,  as  it  has 
been  stated  Government  policy  in  recent  years  to  pay  a 
premium  for  Canadian  manufacture  of  not  more  than 
10%  of  the  difference  in  foreign  content.  The  Auditor 
General's  Report  also  questioned  the  propriety  of  charg- 
ing the  premium  costs  to  a  National  Defence  Appropria- 
tion because  the  stated  objective  of  ensuring  the  major 
Canadian  contractor's  industrial  defence  capability  is  a 


responsibility  of  the  Minister  of  Supply  cuid  Services  by 
Section  10  of  the  Defence  Production  Act. 

The  Department  of  Supply  and  Services  officials  take 
the  stand  that  the  question  of  exceeding  the  10%  differ- 
ence in  foreign  content  was  not  the  total  answer,  as  it 
was  felt  necessary  by  both  the  Department  of  National 
Defence  and  the  Department  of  Supply  and  Services  to 
have  a  Canadian  source  for  these  rocket  motors  as  soon 
as  possible,  as  the  Americans  were  fully  committed  at  the 
time.  This  gives  the  general  background  as  to  why  the 
Departments  of  Supply  and  Services  and  National  De- 
fence decided  to  re-institute  a  capability  in  Canada.  The 
Deputy  Minister  (Supply)  avers  that  it  goes  beyond  the 
10%  foreign  content  rule  and  is  more  an  aspect  of  the 
government's  policy  to  maintain  a  defence  capability  in 
Canada.  The  Deputy  Minister  (Supply)  also  stated  that 
historically  the  customer  departments,  in  this  case  Na-  _ 
tional  Defence,  who  benefit  from  this  kind  of  production,  ■ 
are  the  ones  who  traditionally  have  paid  for  the  cost  of  ^ 
this  additional  undertaking. 

Your  Committee  having  heard  both  sides  in  this  prob- 
lem is  of  the  opinion  that  if  a  stated  Government  policy 
has  to  be  laid  aside  (in  this  instance,  the  10%  foreign 
content  policy),  the  reasons  should  be  clearly  stated  and 
supplied  to  the  Auditor  General's  Office. 

During  the  questioning  on  Paragraph  92,  the  Auditor 
General  enunciated  a  new  procedure  with  respect  to  his 
future  reports,  commencing  with  the  1974  Rei>ort,  which 
is  hereby  quoted: 

"The  new  procedure,  which  I  hope  I  can  deal  with 
very  briefly,  sir,  is  this.  That  this  year  we  have  invited 
comments  and  explanations  from  departments,  and  par- 
ticularly what  are  they  going  to  do  about  the  deficiency 
we  comment  about.  The  purpose  of  that  change  is  to 
make  the  report,  we  feel,  more  valuable  to  Parhament 
and  to  this  Committee,  and  instead  of  boring  into 
something  that  we  have  reported  upon  and  which  has 
already  been  corrected,  we  want  to  inform  the  Com- 
mittee of  what  action  has  been  taken,  if  action  has  been 
taken.  I  think  by  doing  this  we  can  concentrate  the 
time  of  this  Comnaittee  on  those  places  where,  in  our 
judgment,  insufficient  or  inadequate  action  has  been 
taken  and  provide  you  with  opportunities  to  follow 
directly  through.  In  any  event,  present  you  with  two 
points  of  view;  our  view  and,  what  is  a  different  view, 
the  department's  view,  so  you  have  both  to  judge  be- 
fore you  take  up  the  time  of  your  Committee." 

The  Committee  approves  this  new  procedure  as  it  will 
assist  the  members  in  their  deliberations  and  allow  a 
speedier  and  closer  examination  of  practices  and  pro- 
cedures. 

PARAGRAPH  95 — Late-delivery  penalty  clauses. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues  Nos. 
2  and  3,  October  31,  1974  and  November  5,  1974) 

Your  Committee  investigated  the  problem  of  late- 
delivery  penalty  clauses  not  being  invoked  in  contracts 
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entered  into  by  the  Department  of  Supply  and  Services 
for  the  purchases  of  sonobuoys  for  the  Department  of 
National  Defence  and  also  the  Auditor  General's  state- 
ment, that  the  Financial  Administration  Act,  Section  17, 
allows  that  any  relief  from  the  penalty  to  be  paid  by  the 
contractor  should  have  been  provided  by  the  Governor  in 
Council. 

Examination  of  the  departmental  officials  brought  out 
the  fact  that  many  of  the  delays  on  the  contracts  werei 
unavoidably  caused  by  testing  facilities  of  the  Department 
of  National  Defence  being  severely  stressed,  also  condi- 
tions in  the  North  Atlantic  caused  further  delays.  In  other 
words,  the  customer  in  this  case,  the  Department  of  Na- 
tional Defence  was  part  of  the  problem. 

Your  Committee  reconamends  that  consideration  be 
given  to  changes  to  the  late-delivery  penalty  clauses  in 
tender  solicitations  and  in  contracts. 


modification  and  overhaul  of  aircraft  engines  of  the 
Department  of  Transport.  Without  first  inviting  com- 
petitive tenders,  the  contract  was  awarded  following  a 
review  of  proposals  requested  of  two  companies  which 
had  been  indicated  by  the  Department  of  Transport  as 
being  able  to  undertake  all  or  part  of  the  contract.  This 
contract  was  awarded  without  inviting  tenders,  in  spite 
of  the  requiremnt  in  the  Government  Contract  Regula- 
tions that  tenders  must  be  invited,  except  when  the 
contracting  authority  considers  the  invitation  of  tenders 
not  to  be  in  the  public  interest.  The  tender  system  ap- 
plies to  contracts  for  servicing  and  repair  of  aircraft,  the 
same  way  as  other  service  contracts. 

Questioning  of  the  departmental  and  Auditor  General's 
officials  revealed  that  certain  factors  influenced  the  De- 
partment of  Supply  and  Services  in  awarding  this  contract 
without  tender. 


PARAGRAPH  115 — Acquisition  of  electric  typewriters. 
(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No.  3, 
November  5,  1974)  ^^^    ^^.^,  rqAHDAH/ 

In  1972,  as  a  result  of  a  complaint  from  a  supplier,  the 
Department  of  Supply  and  Services  undertook  a  study  to 
determine  which  electric  typewriters  would  best  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Government.  The  study  revealed  an 
increasing  tendency  on  the  part  of  government  depart- 
ments and  agencies  to  buy  electric  typewriters  with  inter- 
changeable type,  a  feature  that  the  complaining  supplier 
charged  and  the  study  substantiated,  could  be  justified  in 
less  than  10%  of  t3T)ing  situations.  The  Auditor  General's 
Report  reveals  the  fact,  that  the  Treasury  Board  was 
concerned  with  this  matter  as  early  as  1969  and  that  de- 
mand for  the  most  expensive  machine  was  increasing 
steadily.  The  study  also  revealed  that  normally  there  was 
no  real  advantage  to  acquiring  this  more  expensive,  inter- 
changeable-type machine  and  recommended  that  the 
Treasury  Board  be  informed  so  that  purchases  of  these 
machines  would  be  controlled  and  authorized  only  where 
the  customer  department  could  justify  their  use. 

Your  Committee  in  this  matter  directs  its  criticism  not 
to  the  Department  of  Supply  and  Services  but  towards 
the  Treasury  Board  and  the  customer  departments  them- 
selves. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1973,  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral's Office  estimated  that  about  2,300  additional  inter- 
changeable-type machines  were  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
$1.5  million.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Treasury  Board  should  issue  a  control  measure  directive 
to  the  Departments,  stating  that  these  machines  can  only 
be  purchased  when  the  departments  can  justify  their  use. 

PARAGRAPH   117 — Contracting  for   aircraft   repair  and 
overhaul  without  competition. 
(See  Minutes  oj  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No.  3, 
November  5,  1974) 

In  April  1971,  the  Department  of  Supply  and  Services 
entered  into  a  contract  for  one  year  covering  the  repair, 


1. — The  Department  of  Supply  and  Services  took  the 
contract  midway  through  the  year  and  because  of  this, 
and  in  order  to  avoid  an  interruption  of  '•.ei.ice,  it  de- 
cided to  continue  the  contract  after  the  Department  of 
Supply  and  Services  had  in  fact  analyzed  alternative 
prices,  again  on  the  advice  of  the  Minisitry  of  Transport, 
as  to  what  would  have  been  an  alternative  possibility. 

2. — The  Ministry  of  Transport  was  very  keen  on  ensur- 
ing that  the  service,  first  of  all,  would  be  given  in  the 
Ottawa  region  to  reduce  the  turn-around  time  and  to 
facilitate  liaison  with  the  contractor  during  all  phases 
of  the  repair  process. 

3. — The  Department  mentioned  that  all  tearing  down  of 
aircraft  is  done  in  Ottawa  and  therefore,  the  engines 
would  have  to  be  shipped  to  Winnipeg  or  Montreal  and 
shipping  to  Montreal  is  a  shorter  distance,  resulting  in 
reduced  cost. 

4. — As  the  Auditor  General's  Report  1973  stated,  the 
Department  of  Supply  and  Services  awarded  similar  con- 
tracts to  the  same  contractor  without  competition  in 
1972  and  1973,  even  though  it  was  aware  that  his  prices 
for  material,  which  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  contract 
values,  were  considerably  in  excess  of  prices  charged  by 
another  company  and  that  a  number  of  companies  would 
be  interested  in  competing  for  the  work. 

The  cost  of  the  work  was  $110,000  in  1971-72  and 
$180,000  in  1972-73  and  the  Auditor  General's  Office  esti- 
mates that  the  premium  cost  to  the  Crown  of  awarding 
these  contracts  without  competition  is  estimated  to  be 
about  10%  of  the  contract  values. 

The  Auditor  General's  Office  also  mentioned  that  the 
Deputy  Minister  of  Supply  and  Services  indicated  that  for 
1974-75,  the  contract  became  competitive  but  from  its 
point  of  view  until  1974-75  it  really  was  not  competitive. 
The  1972-73  contract  was  awarded  to  this  contractor  not- 
withstanding a  premium  of  $15,000  and  even  in  1973-74 
there  was  a  premium  factor  involved  in  the  work. 
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Taking  into  consideration  the  various  aspects  of  this 
case,  your  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  concern 
about  the  application  of  the  contract  system  in  general. 

Your  Committee  strongly  recommends  that  the  Govern- 
ment Contract  Regulations  be  adhered  to.  If  situations  arise 
whereby  invitation  to  tender  is  decided  not  to  be  in  the 
public  interest,  then  a  careful  review  should  be  maintained 
over  such  contracts  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  renewal 
of  such  contracts  be  ready  for  invitation  to  tender.  In 
this  particular  case,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion, 
that  the  Department  of  Supply  and  Services  was  tardy  in 
reopening  this  contract  for  open  tender  to  other  con- 
tractors. 

FROM    THE    DEPARTMENT    OF    INDUSTRY,    TRADE 
AND  COMMERCE 

PARAGRAPH   54 — Weakness   in   control  of  defence   in- 
dustry productivity  program. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No.  4, 
November  7,  1974) 

Under  this  program,  the  Department  of  Supply  and 
Services  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Industry,  Trade 
and  Commerce,  has  entered  into  agreements  providing  for 
Crown  contributions  to  approved  projects  on  terms  and 
conditions  approved  by  the  Treasury  Board.  Although 
not  required  by  the  text  of  the  Vote  providing  funds,  the 
agreements  generally  include  a  repayment  provision 
whereby,  in  certain  circumstances,  the  Crown  may  re- 
coup its  contribution  from  profits  realized  by  the  con- 
tractor on  production  resulting  from  the  project  assisted. 
The  Auditor  General  in  his  observations  stresses  that 
there  is  a  weakness  in  the  administration  of  this  program 
concerning  the  determination  and  collection  of  amounts 
which  become  due  to  the  Crown  under  the  agreements 
and  mentions  two  cases  where  the  agreements  omitted 
without  authority,  standard  terms  and  conditons  ap- 
proved by  Treasury  Board,  respecting  the  sharing  of  pro- 
ceeds of  sales  of  prototypes.  The  Auditor  General  cited 
two  cases  where  the  omission  resulted  in  a  loss  to  the 
Crown  of  revenue  estimated  at  $1.4  million  and  $62,800 
respectively,  to  which  it  otherwise  would  have  been  en- 
titled. 

The  Department  of  Industry,  Trade  and  Commerce 
officials  explained  that  in  general,  the  participation  of 
their  department  is  not  in  purchasing  products  for  the 
government  or  other  governments,  but  its  contracts  are 
involved  with  assisting  companies  in  this  kind  of  situation 
to  develop  a  product,  to  share  the  risk  with  them  in 
developing  a  product  that  involves  a  significant  risk  in 
research  and  developonent,  as  one  element.  Besides  these 
research  and  development  agreements,  another  form  of 
participation  is  called  "the  industry  modernization  for 
defence  exports"  whereby  the  department  advances  the 
cost  of  purchasing  capital  equipment  by  means  of  in- 
terest-free loans.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  this  equip- 
ment is  provided  by  the  Crown  on  the  basis  of  an  in- 
terest-free loan  which  is  repayable  over  five  years.  The 


other  fifty  per  cent  is  a  grant  for  which  no  repayment 
is  required. 

The  Department  of  Industry,  Trade  and  Conunerce 
position  appears  to  be  that,  to  ensure  Canadian  participa- 
tion in  high  technology,  it  did  not  call  up  prototypes  in 
the  contracts  and  therefore  the  Department  of  Supply 
and  Services  did  not  include  the  prototype  clause  in  the 
contract,  feeling  that  they  were  protecting  the  Crown's 
interest  by  exercising  the  profit  sharing  clause  that  is  in 
the  contract. 

The  Auditor  General's  position  is  that  if  the  Department 
had  inserted  the  usual  clauses  and  agreements  approved 
by  the  Treasury  Boeurd  respecting  the  sharing  of  proceeds 
of  sale  of  prototypes,  the  Crown  would  have  received 
the  revenue  of  $1.4  million  and  $62,800  from  the  two 
cases  noted. 

Your  Committee  strongly  recommends  that  in  the 
future  these  standard  clauses  remain  in  all  such  con- 
tracts. 

PARAGRAPH  56 — Shared    costs    under   assistance    con- 
tracts not  verified. 
(See  Minutes  oj  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues  Nos. 
4  and  5,  November  7,  1974  and  November  12,  1974) 

In  the  Auditor  General's  1972  Report  two  cases  are 
mentioned  of  the  Audit  Services  Bureau  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Supply  and  Services  being  unable  to  give  an 
opinion  as  to  the  costs  of  contracts  providing  Crown 
Assistance  to  Canadian  manufacturers.  Also  in  the  Au- 
ditor General's  1973  Report  were  four  more  cases  where 
the  Audit  Bureau  was  unable  to  give  an  opinion  on  costs 
claimed  by  contractors  under  assistance  contracts.  In 
these  last  four  cases  the  acceptance  of  these  unverified 
costs  amounted  to  $269,000. 

It  is  a  usual  provision  of  these  forms  of  assistance 
contracts  that  claims  for  progress  payments  submitted  by 
the  contractor  be  accompanied  by  such  vouchers, 
invoices,  payrolls  and  other  documents  as  the  Audit 
Bureau  may  require. 

These  accounts  were  paid  even  though  the  Audit 
Bureau  was  unable  to  give  an  opinion  on  the  costs 
claimed  by  the  contractor.  In  one  case,  the  Department 
accepted  them  on  the  basis  that  the  costs  were  "fair  and 
reasonable"  and  the  other  case  that  the  total  cost  was 
utidorstood  to  be  considerably  in  excess  of  the  finan- 
cial limitation.  This  certainly  appears  to  be  an  unsat- 
isfactory and  unbusiness-like  manner  of  procedure. 

In  its  First  Report  to  the  House,  November  26,  1970, 
the  Public  Accounts  Committee  of  that  Parliament  was 
faced  with  a  similar  issue  "Paragraph  84 — Shared  costs 
under  a  research  contract  not  verified"  and  the  Committee 
expressed  the  view  "that  the  Department  or  any  depart- 
ment, should  not  pay  any  moneys  to  any  firm  or  indi- 
vidual unless  there  are  available  adequate  supporting 
records  of  the  transaction".  Your  present  Committee  con- 
tinues to  hold  these  views  and  is  pleased  to  report  that 
the   Department  of   Industry,  Trade  and  Commerce  of- 
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ficials  stated  that  the  Audit  Service  Bureau,  who  do  the 
cost  audit  on  all  these  contracts,  has  instigated  procedures 
where  they  visit  the  company  and  ensures  that  the  com- 
pany has  proper  recording,  reporting  and  cost  accounting 
capability,  to  provide  for  an  effective  audit. 

PARAGRAPH  83 — Taxation    of   recaptured   capital  cost 
allowance  with  respect  to  vessels  sold. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No.  5, 
November  7,  1974) 

This  program  dates  back  to  1949  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Income  Tax  Act,  R.S.  1952,  C.  148,  (Section 
13  of  1970-71-72,  C.  63)  a  company  which  ordinarily 
becomes  liable  for  income  tax  on  the  excess  of  the 
amoimt  realized  on  the  sale  of  a  vessel  over  its  book 
value  (for  taxation  purposes)  may,  in  lieu  of  payment  of 
the  tax,  deposit  an  equivalent  amount  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Industry,  Trade  and  Commerce.  AH  or  part  of 
the  deposit  may  be  paid  out  to  or  on  behalf  of  any 
person,  who  under  conditions  satisfactory  to  the  Minister 
acquires  a  replacement  vessel  or  incurs  conversion  costs 
before  1974.  It  also  appears  to  be  the  intention  of  the 
Minister  of  Finance  to  amend  the  legislation  to  permit 
acquisition   of   replacement   vessels   in    1974. 


In  his  Report,  the  Auditor  General  states  that,  with 
the  total  overall  program,  the  readily  identifiable  cost  is 
about  $80  million,  but  this  is  not  apparent  in  the  Pubhc 
Accounts  because  the  several  major  elements  are  not 
brought  together. 

The  witnesses  revealed  that  the  development  of  this 
plane,  the  DHC-7  by  the  Crown-owned  de  Haviland 
Corporation  is  practically  on  schedule  and  the  Depart- 
ment officials  report  that  three  prototype  models  are 
underway,  two  of  which  will  be  flying  models.  The  two 
flying  models  should  be  serviceable  and  in  the  air  by 
January  (1975).  The  company  has  sold  almost  500  of  the 
forerunner  of  the  DHC-7,  the  Twin  Otter,  80%  of  the 
sales  outside  Canada. 

Your  Committee  agrees  with  the  concern  of  the 
Auditor  General  that  the  costs  of  this  development  are 
not  readily  identifiable. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  an  attempt  be  made 
to  focus  programs  of  this  type  and  that  moneys  granted 
be  grouped  in  the  estimates  of  one  department  making 
an  overall  view  of  the  estimates  and  expenditures  more 
readily  identifiable. 


This  program  was  aimed  to  stimulate  shipbuilding  and 
provide  employment  in  Canadian  shipyards  and  the 
customary  procedure  of  a  person  or  company  wishing  to 
use  the  program,  is  to  send  in  plans,  state  the  shipyard 
where  they  plan  to  have  the  work  done  and  how  much 
work  is  to  be  done  in  Canada  and,  if  satisfactory,  the 
Department  gives  the  necessarj'  approval.  In  the  seven 
years  during  which  the  Department  of  Industry  ad- 
ministered the  program  there  were  600  cases  involving 
a  total  amount  of  $65,082,000. 

In  view  of  the  Auditor  General's  Report  questioning 
whether  arrangements  of  this  nature  have  the  full  eflfect 
desired,  your  Committee  reconunends  that  the  Minister 
of  Industry,  Trade  and  Conmierce  make  a  report  as 
soon  as  possible  on  the  operations  under  this  legislation 
and  its  effectiveness. 


FROM     THE    DEPARTMENT    OF    MANPOWER     AND 
IMMIGRATION 

PARAGRAPH  86— Local  Initiatives  Program. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues  Nos. 
7  and  8,  November  19,  1974  and  November  21,  1974) 

The  objectives  of  this  program  were  to  provide  jobs 
in  the  months  of  high  unemployment  for  unemployed 
members  of  the  labour  force  and  to  contribute  to  the 
betterment  of  communities.  Municipalities,  community 
organizations,  private  persons  or  groups  were  invited  to 
participate  in  development  and  management  of  the  pro- 
jects. Manpower  and  Immigration  Vote  10  provided  $259 
million  for  payments  under  the  Local  Initiatives  Program 
for  which  $195,047,000  was  disbursed  during  the  year. 


PARAGRAPH  84 — STOL  Aircraft  Development. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues  Nos. 
5  and  8,  November  12,  1974  and  November  21,  1974) 

In  December  1968,  the  Department  of  Supply  and 
Services  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Industry,  Trade 
and  Commerce  entered  into  an  agreement  with  a  con- 
tractor to  share  equally  the  $930,000  estimated  cost  of  a 
program  definition  study  for  the  design,  development, 
certification  and  production  of  a  four-engine  short  take- 
off and  landing  (STOL)  aircraft.  By  successive  amend- 
ments approved  by  Treasury  Board,  the  authority  had 
grown  by  October  1972  to  $58  miUion  and  the  cost- 
sharing  ratio  had  been  changed  to  a  ratio  of  $52  million 
to  $6  million  with  the  goverrunent  paying  the  greater 
share. 


The  1972-73  projects  were  to  meet  certain  criteria  and 
fulfil  certain  requirements  but  the  Auditor  General's 
examination  revealed  serious  weaknesses  in  the  admin- 
istration of  this  Program,  including  the  approval  of  many 
projects  which  did  not  comply  with  the  established 
objectives  and  criteria,  and  twenty  cases  of  fraudulent 
or  irregular  practices  that  required  investigation  by  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police. 

If  the  criteria  had  been  adhered  to  by  the  participants 
in  the  projects,  much  of  the  adverse  criticism  engendered 
by  this  program  would  have  been  avoided. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  if  programs  of  this 
nature  are  to  continue,  the  Department  of  Manpower  and 
Immigration  must  maintain  a  closer  and  more  thorough 
check  on  them. 
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PARAGRAPH  1 13— Opportunities  for  Youth  Program. 
(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues  Nos. 
5,  8   and   10,  dated  November   7,   1974,  November   21, 
1974    and   November   28,    1974) 

The  Opportunities  for  Youth  Program  for  the  1972-73 
fiscal  year  was  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  but  both  staff  and  program  were 
transferred  to  the  Department  of  Manpower  and  Im- 
migration on  December  20,  1973.  The  Deputy  Minister 
of  Manpower  and  Immigration  stated  that,  as  the  staff 
of  the  Program  were  mainly  term  or  casual  employees 
and  only  one  senior  person  was  transferred  to  the 
Department  of  Immigration,  there  is  a  certain  lack  of 
continuity  in  knowledge  of  the  program. 

And  from  a  review  of  837  projects,  680  by  the  Audit 
Service  Bureau  and  157  by  the  Auditor  General's  Office, 
some  of  the  irregularities  are  listed: 

(a)  On  129  projects  adequate  accounting  records  and 
documentation  were  not  available. 

(b)  In  addition,  14  projects  were  not  available  for  audit 
either  because  the  participants  could  not  be  located  or 
the  records  were  missing. 

(c)  In  14  projects,  salaries  were  paid  to  participants  in 
excess  of  the  guidelines  and  six  projects  employed  a 
total  of  nine  persons  holding  positions  elsewhere  at  the 
same  time. 

id)  The  mileage  rate  of  5  cents  per  mile  for  operating 
a  motor  vehicle  was  exceeded  in  31  cases  and  repair 
costs  on  rented  vehicles  were  paid  in  two  projects. 

(e)  Despite  the  guideline  stipulation  that  there  were 
to  be  no  payments  for  capital  costs  of  any  kind,  there 
were  25  projects  that  expended  funds  on  such  items 
as  canoes,  photographic  equipment,  musical  instru- 
ments, tape  recorders,  tents,  etc.  As  well,  there  was  no 
accounting  for  most  of  the  capital  items. 

(/)  In  28  projects  where  expenses  other  than  salaries 
exceeded  the  approved  amount,  only  verbal  acquiesence 
was  given  by  departmental  officers  to  a  reallocation  of 
funds  between  salaries  and  other  expenses. 

In  15  of  the  837  projects,  more  particular  observations 
were  made  in  the  Auditor  General's  Report.  In  nine  cases 
listed,  the  major  part  of  the  contribution  was  paid  before 
cancellation  of  the  projects  for  various  reasons,  such  as 
dissension  among  project  participants,  failing  to  function 
as  a  group,  poor  administration,  participants  appeared  to 
do  little  or  no  work,  failure  to  fulfil  the  contract  require- 
ments, poor  supporting  documentation,  and  lack  of  inter- 
est. On  one  cancelled  project,  where  sums  were  consid- 
ered to  be  improperly  expended,  the  Auditor  General 
reports  that  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  had  the 
matter  under  investigation,  and  the  Deputy  Minister  men- 
tioned that  other  projects  had  been  investigated  by  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police. 

Other  projects  were  cited  for  questionable  management 
of    funds,    weakness    in    financial    controls,    inadeguate 


records  and  documentation,  improper  administration  and 
questionable  use  of  funds.  In  one  project,  two  partici- 
pants, wives  of  project  representatives,  each  received 
$1,440  for  a  period  of  16  weeks  beginning  on  May  15,  but 
both  were  employed  as  teachers  up  to  June  30th.  A  num- 
ber of  participants  stated  that  these  two  people  did  no 
work  on  the  project  while  others  maintained  that  they 
did  contribute.  As  attendance  records  were  not  kept  and  a 
detailed  payroll  register  was  not  available,  it  was  impos- 
sible to  verify  either  contention. 

The  Deputy  Minister  of  Manpower  and  Immigration 
stated  that  efforts  had  been  made  to  tighten  the  control 
of  the  program.  An  information  booklet  had  been  issued 
to  all  project  participants  for  the  1974  program  and  the 
control  of  the  purchase  of  capital  goods  has  been  tight- 
ened. 

The  Auditor  General  officials  stated  that  there  has  been 
a  decided  improvement  in  the  operation. 

Your  Committee  recommends  the  project  evaluations  be 
more  thorough. 

CANADIAN  COMMERCIAL  CORPORATION 

PARAGRAPH   47 — Reduction   of   contract   cost   over-run 
by  application  of  revenue. 

(See  Minutes  oj  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues  Nos^: 
9  and  12,  dated  November  26,  1974  and  December  5, 
1974) 

The  Canadian  Commercial  Corporation  provides  pro- 
curement services  in  Canada  for  governments  of  other 
countries  and  for  international  organizations  since  this 
Crown  Corporation  was  first  set  up  in  1946.  ^  ^>' 

In  1964,  the  Corporation's  functions  were  transferred 
to  the  Department  of  Defence  Production,  now  the  De- 
partment of  Supply  and  Services,  but  it  still  remains  as  a 
legal  entity.  About  the  same  time,  it  was  proposed  by 
the  Minister  of  Finance,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  then 
Ministry  of  Industry,  that  having  in  mind  the  Corpora- 
tion's dependence  on  parliamentary  appropriations,  its 
miscellaneous  income,  such  as  interest  on  funds  advanced 
to  suppliers,  should  be  annually  paid  into  the  Consoli- 
dated Revenue  Fund. 

It  is  a  vai  iance  with  this  principle  that  the  Committee 
is  faced  with  now.  In  1972-73,  the  Canadian  Commercial 
Corporation  applied  substantial  interest  and  other  rev- 
enue earned  to  reduce  a  cost  over-run  on  another  con- 
tract. 

In  the  view  of  the  Auditor  General,  the  Canadian  Com- 
mercial Corporation  having  in  mind  its  dependence  on 
parliamentary  appropriations  and  consistent  with  the 
proposal  enunciated  above,  the  Corporation  has  in  recent 
years  charged  its  administrative  costs  to  the  parliamen- 
tary appropriations  provided  for  that  purpose  and  trans- 
ferred its  miscellaneous  income  to  revenues  of  Canada. 
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In  the  Auditor  General's  view,  the  same  procedure 
should  have  been  applied  in  the  present  case  and  the 
revenues  classed  as  miscellaneous  income  should  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 

The  Department's  viewpoint  presented  by  the  President 
of  the  Canadian  Commercial  Corporation  is  that  the 
Auditor  General's  view  is  not  supported  by  arrangements 
that  have  been  made  between  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  the  Corporation  or  between  the  Treasury  Board  and 
the  Corporation.  He  also  stated,  "It  has  been  the  Cana- 
dian Commercial  Corporation's  normal  practice  to  apply 
revenues  realized  from  part  of  a  program  of  offset  losses 
on  other  parts  of  that  program  and  to  deposit  the  rev- 
enues in  excess  of  the  operational  needs  of  the  Corpora- 
tion to  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  and  then  to  seek 
additional  appropriations  as  necessary  to  offset  significant 
losses."  The  President  also  mentioned  that  they  had  re- 
ceived a  legal  opinion  from  a  representative  of  the 
Department  of  Justice  in  relation  to  the  differing  opinion 
of  the  Auditor  General,  which  reads: 

"I  do  not  believe  that  this  is  the  correct  interpretation 
of  the  statutory  provisions  that  control  the  operation 
of  CCC.  I  believe  the  Corporation  may  offset  gains  and 
losses  over  the  full  spectrum  of  its  business  activities, 
and  only  if  there  is  a  net  excess  which  the  Minister! 
considers  to  be  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  for 
the  purposes  of  the  act,  will  he  give  direction  to  pay 
any  part  of  the  moneys  administered  by  the  Corpora- 
tion over  to  the  Receiver  General  or  to  the  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund.  I  do  not  believe  that  this  situation  has 
occurred,  and  hence  no  money  is  as  yet  required  to  be 
paid  over  to  the  Receiver  General  for  Canada." 

This  Corporation  in  brief,  was  established  as  an  agency 
to  assist  foreign  governments  to  buy  things  in  Canada  and 
the  President  stated  that  one  of  the  basic  reasons  for  such 
an  agency  is  that  it  follows  the  practices  and  procedures 
of  the  Canadian  Government  in  its  buying  practices  and 
the  CCC  can  assure  the  foreign  governments  that  they 
are  going  to  be  treated  in  a  fair  fashion  in  Canada. 

Under  further  questioning,  the  President  of  the  Cana- 
dian Commercial  Corporation  also  informed  the  Commit- 
tee that  the  Corporation  had  a  basic  authority  under  Sec- 
tion 8(c)  of  the  Act  that  says: 

The  Corporation  shall  retain,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act,  all  moneys  received  by  it  in  the  course  of  its  busi- 
ness. (S.C.C.  40,  S.8(2)) 

However,  the  Auditor  General's  official  mentions  that 
basically  for  all  practical  purposes  now,  you  might  say 
that  the  CCC  is  a  shell.  Its  staff  is  provided  by  the 
Department  of  Supply  and  Services  now  and  the  costs  of 
the  staff  are  borne  by  parliamentary  appropriation.  He 
further  mentioned  that  it  seems  to  the  Auditor  General's 
Office,  that  the  legislation  must  be  interpreted  in  the 
light  of  the  circumstances  which  exist  today.  When  Sec- 
tion 8  was  originally  passed,  the  Corporation  was  self- 
sustaining,  in  that,  it  used  to  make  a  surcharge  on  the 
contracts  with  the  foreign  government  which  in  effect, 
paid  for  the  administrative  expenses  of  the  Corporation. 


This  is  no  longer  operative  because  the  Corporation  no 
longer  makes  the  surcharge.  So,  the  administration  ex- 
penses of  the  Corporation  have  to  be  borne  by  parlia- 
mentary appropriation. 

The  Auditor  General's  official  thinks  that  from  the 
standpoint  of  equity,  if  the  public  is  providing  these 
funds  to  the  Corporation  with  which  to  carry  out  its  ad- 
ministrative functions,  then  it  is  only  right  and  proper 
that  any  proceeds  arising,  in  effect  from  the  recovery  of 
these  expenditures,  should  come  back  to  Canada. 

This  would  appear  to  be  the  basis  of  the  confrontation 
between  the  Canadian  Commercial  Corporation's  and 
their  interpretation  of  the  Act  to  fall  back  on  and  the 
Auditor  General's  viewpoint  in  the  light  of  present  day 
circumstances,  that  the  Corporation  is  not  transferring 
the  proper  revenues  to  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 

Your  Committee  recornmends  that  Parliament  give 
consideration  to  amending  the  Act  concerning  the  Cana- 
dian Commercial  Corporation  to  bring  it  into  line  with 
the  Auditor  General's  opinion  concerning  the  transferral 
of  miscellaneous  income  into  the  Consolidated  Revenue 
Fund. 

PARAGRAPH  48 — Improper  retention  of  public  money. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No.  9, 
dated  November  26,  1974) 

This  paragraph  and  paragraph  74  in  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral's Report  1972,  describe  how  through  a  multiplicity  of 
agreements  and  a  very  complicated  series  of  financial 
transactions,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  between 
Canada  and  a  foreign  country  for  the  sale  by  Canada  of 
single-seat  and  dual-seat  military  aircraft;  the  Canadian 
Commercial  Corporation  being  designated  to  carry  out 
the  agreement  on  Canada's  behalf,  through  arrangements 
made  through  the  Export  Development  Corporation  and 
a  bank  in  the  Bahamas. 

In  effect,  the  Canadian  Commercial  Corporation  was 
appointed  an  agent  for  refitting  and  delivering  the  air- 
craft to  the  foreign  country,  and  as  an  agent  for  the 
Minister,  and  was  to  acquire  the  new  or  replacement  air- 
craft. This  was  performed  with  the  full  knowledge  and 
approval  of  the  government. 

The  Auditor  General's  Report  notes  that  by  March  31, 
1973,  the  Corporation  had  received  $33,953,000  in  connec- 
tion with  the  sale  of  the  aircraft  and  of  this  total 
$24,220,000  had  been  used  by  the  Corporation  to  make 
progress  payments  for  the  acquisition  of  other  air- 
craft and  related  materiel  and  services.  Consequently, 
$9,733,000  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  aircraft  remained 
in  the  possession  of  the  Corporation  at  the  year  end. 

The  opinion  expressed  by  the  Auditor  General's 
officials  is  that  the  money  should  have  flowed  into  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  into  special  accounts,  one 
pursuant  to  Section  11  of  the  National  Defence  Act  for 
the  two  aircraft  that  were  not  surplus  and  into  the 
special  account  established  by  Vote  48  for  the  aircrafl 
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that  were  surplus.  Section  11(2)  of  the  National  Defence 
Act  reads: 

"The  proceeds  of  a  sale  of  materiel  delivered  under 
subsection  (1)  shall  be  paid  into  a  special  account  in 
the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  and,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  shall  be  used  for 
the  procurement  of  materiel;  and  pajmnents  out  of  the 
special  account  shall  be  made  by  the  Minister  of 
Finance  on  the  requisition  of  the  Minister." 

The  Auditor  General  mentions  in  his  report  that  the 
President  of  the  Treasury  Board  had  stated  that  in  the 
opinion  of  his  legal  advisers,  the  retention  of  the  funds 
by  the  Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  re- 
placement aircraft  was  lawful. 

The  Auditor  General  in  both  reports,  1972  and  1973 
stresses  that  if  this  is  so,  the  Financial  Administration 
Act  should  be  amended  to  ensure  that  the  retention  of 
funds  in  such  circumstances  can  no  longer  be  considered 
lawful. 

Your  Committee  adheres  to  the  principle  of  Parliamen- 
tary control  of  public  expenditure  and  the  practice  that 
all  money  received  has  a  direct  flow  into  the  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund  and  therefore  your  Committee  recom- 
mends that  consideration  be  given  to  amending  the 
Financial  Administration  Act. 

DEPARTMENT   OF    INDUSTRY,    TRADE   AND    COM- 
MERCE 

PARAGRAPH  85 — Acquisition  of  Radio  Engineering 
Products  Limited  as  satisfaction  for 
debts  due  to  the  Crown. 

(,See  Minutes  oj  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues  Nos. 

6,  11   and   12,  dated  November   14,  1974,  December  3, 

1974  and  December  5,  1974) 

Your  Committee  after  giving  consideration  to  the  vari- 
ous aspects  of  this  matter,  and  taking  into  consideration 
the  advice  received,  has  agreed,  that  because  there  are 
cases  in  litigation  before  the  courts  involving  the 
company,  not  to  proceed  further  at  this  time  but  to 
consider  this  problem  at  a  future  date. 

Your  Committee  therefore  requests  the  Auditor  General 
to  keep  this  matter  up  to  date  in  future  reports. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  NATIONAL  REVENUE 

PARAGRAPH  100 — No  provision  in  the  Excise  Tax  Act 

for      cancellation      of     wholesaler's 

licence    when    nature    of    business 

changes. 

(See  Minutes  oj  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 

11,  dated  December  3,  1974) 

In  this  matter,  the  Auditor  General's  officials  and  the 
Deputy  Minister  of  National  Revenue  (Customs  and  Ex- 
cise) appear  to  agree  that  under  the  present  legislation, 
Section  32(1)    of  the  Excise  Tax  Act  provides  for  the 


granting  of  a  licence  to  a  wholesaler,  whose  tax  exempt 
sales  were  more  than  50%  of  total  sales  for  three  months 
immediately  preceding  the  date  of  application,  which 
gives  him  the  privilege  of  delaying  payment  of  tax  on 
goods  from  the  time  of  purchase  to  the  time  of  sale  and 
that  there  is  no  provision  in  the  Act  for  cancellation  of 
the  licence  if  this  condition  ceases  to  exist.  The  whole- 
saler's nature  of  business  might  change  or  his  tax  exempt 
sales  become  less  than  50%  of  total  sales  after  the 
licence  has  been  issued  but  no  provision  is  in  the  Act 
to   cancel   this   licence   once   it  has  been   issued. 

Your  Committee  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  the 
omission  of  a  provision  in  the  Excise  Tax  Act  to  allow 
for  cancellation  of  a  wholesaler's  licence  in  cases  of 
this  nature  would  appear  to  be  an  oversight. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  consideration  be 
given  to  amending  the  Act  to  allow  for  cancellation  of  a 
wholesaler's  licence  when  the  conditions  for  issuance  of 
a   licence  no   longer   exist. 


PARAGRAPH  171 — Corporate  manipulations  to  avoid 
payment  of  income  tax.  (From  the 
Auditor  General's  Report,  1972). 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 
12,  dated  December  5,  1974) 

In  this  case,  the  Auditor  General's  Office  and  the  De- 
partment of  National  Revenue  appear  to  have  no  differ- 
ence of  opinion  on  what  happened.  As  the  Deputy  Minis- 
ter describes  it,  there  was  a  series  of  very  complicated 
transactions  designed  to  strip  the  surplus  of  the  companies 
in  order  to  avoid  the  payment  of  income  tax.  The  De- 
partment was  able  to  assess  the  taxes  on  the  surpluses 
that  were  planned  to  be  distributed.  However,  the  assess- 
ments were  made  against  "A"  Company  but  the  assets 
of  "A"  Company  had  been  sold  through  an  intermediary 
"B"  Company  to  "C"  Company.  This  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral's Office  states  is  a  company  created  simply  as  a 
vehicle  to  receive  surpluses  from  other  companies  and 
to  pass  on  this  surplus  in  the  form  of  cash  ultimately 
to  a  recipient  in  the  Bahamas.  The  Department  of  Na- 
tional Revenue  endeavoured  to  collect  the  tax  from  "C" 
Company  but  was  not  able  to  sustain  the  position  that 
"C"  Company  was  liable  for  those  taxes.  Consequently, 
the  taxes  were  not  collected. 

The  amount  of  the  tax  assessed  against  "A"  Company 
is  not  small, — $939,000  including  accrued  interest.  The 
Deputy  Minister  (Taxation)  indicated  that  it  is  certainly 
not  an  isolated  case.  There  are  numerous  cases  of  efforts 
to  strip  the  surpluses  from  companies. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  consideration  be 
given  to  the  introduction  of  legislation  and  also  to  the 
conclusion  of  agreements  with  other  countries  to  close 
the  loophole  whereby  corporate  manipulations  avoid  the 
payment  of  income  tax  by  transferring  assets  outside  of 
Canada. 
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PARAGRAPH  102 — Insufficient  penalty  for  late  payment 
of  income  tax. 
(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 
15,  dated  December  17,  1974) 

The  Auditor  General's  Reports  of  previous  years  have 
drawn  attention,  as  this  year  to  the  substantial  amounts 
of  income  tax  remaining  unpaid  at  March  31  of  each  year. 
At  March  31,  1973,  accounts  receivable,  secured  to  the 
extent  of  $100  million,  amounted  to  $547  million,  of  which 
$320  million  had  been  outstanding  for  more  than  one 
year  and  $204  million  (3,545  accounts)  pertained  to  as- 
sessments under  appeal. 

This  uncollectable  tax  problem  is  a  recurring  one  and 
in  spite  of  the  Deputy  Minister's  assurance  that  the 
Department  is  taking  aggressive  steps  in  pursuing  these 
old  accounts,  your  Conunittee  is  concerned  at  the  amounts 
outstanding  in  each  fiscal  year. 

Your  Committee  suggested  that  the  penalty  for  late 
payment,  6  per  cent,  payable  on  taxes  paid  after  the  due 
date  under  the  provisions  of  the  Income  Tax  Act  was 
unrealistic  in  view  of  present  interest  rates. 

The  Deputy  Minister  pointed  out  that  higher  interest 
rates  are  not  possible  at  this  time  because  the  collection 
of  contributions  to  Canada  Pension  Plan,  Unemployment 
Insurance  and  tax  is  integrated. 

Your  Committee  fully  recommends  a  more  realistic 
penalty  rate  in  line  with  current  interest  rates. 

PARAGRAPH  103 — Income  tax  owing  by  non-residents. 
(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 
15,  dated  December  17,  1974) 

As  reported  in  previous  years,  income  and  taxes 
receivable  are  being  written  off  because  the  taxpayers 
are  no  longer  resident  in  Canada. 

In  the  year  ended  March  31,  1973,  such  write-offs 
amounted  to  $5.2  miUion  owing  by  1,192  taxpayers,  in- 
cluding $4.2  million  owing  by  6  taxpayers. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  consideration  be 
given  to  changing  the  confidentiality  provisions  to  re- 
quire the  publication  of  the  names  of  all  taxpayers  whose 
accounts  are  written  off. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  NATIONAL  DEFENCE 

PARAGRAPH  55 — Internship  salaries  improperly  re- 
tained by  Canadian  Forces  Medical 
Officers. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 
13,  dated  December  10,  1974) 

Under  the  Medical  Officers  Training  Plan,  medical  stu^ 
dents  are  enrolled  in  the  Canadian  Forces  as  officers  and 
receive  from  the  Department  of  National  Defence  the 
pay  described  for  their  rank. 


From  1960  to  1973  cases  have  occurred  where  the 
Department  found  that  certain  of  the  civilian  hospitals 
at  which  officers  were  serving  their  internships  were 
paying  them  salaries  in  addition  to  their  service  pay. 

Your  Committee  on  questioning  the  wdtnesses  are 
pleased  to  report  that  this  problem  now  appears  to  have 
been  resolved  and  the  money  has  been  recovered. 

However,  your  Committee  has  one  suggestion  to  make 
to  the  Department — as  it  appears  in  some  provinces  that 
the  salaries  paid  to  certain  interns  is  higher  than  the 
service  salaries  of  Canadian  Forces  interns,  then  it  would 
seem  reasonable  that  this  salary  differential  should  be 
paid  to  the  Crown. 

PARAGRAPH  60 — Failure   to  recover   the   full   cost   of 
pilot  training. 
(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 
13,  dated  December  10,  1974) 

The  Department  of  National  Defence  from  time  to 
time  undertakes  pilot  training  programs  for  foreign  coun- 
tries and  the  Auditor  General's  Report  points  out  that  the 
costs  involved  in  two  major  training  programs  exceeded 
recoveries  by  at  least  $1,340,000  in  1971-72.  The  Auditor 
General  further  noted  that  unrecovered  costs  will  ap- 
proximate $3.6  million,  of  which  about  $1.5  million 
applies  to  1972-73. 

Questioning  revealed  that  the  pilot  trainees  were  those 
of  allied  countries  and  a  certain  reciprocity  exists  between 
them.  As  for  instance  a  Canadian  pilot  trainee  receiving 
the  benefits  of  a  more  advanced  training  program,  in  the 
United  States.  There  is  merit  in  the  case,  that  in  Canada 
perhaps  these  facilities  would  be  much  higher  per 
average  cost  for  pilot  training  if  the  foreign  pilot  trainees 
were  not  part  of  the  scheme.  Canadian  pilot  trainees  have 
to  be  trained  and  additional  trainees  from  other  coun- 
tries tend  to  bring  down  the  average  cost.  The  Deputy 
Minister  mentioned  that  the  White  Paper  on  defence, 
August  1971  stated  negotiations  are  carried  out  with  re- 
spect to  training  the  forces  of  other  countries  on  the 
principle  that  "the  cost  should  be  borne  by  the  user 
country"  and  went  on  to  state  that,  however  the  Depart- 
ment's position  has  been  that  costs  should  not  be  passed 
on  to  the  user  country  which  would  be  incurred  in  any 
event  to  meet  the  Canadian  requirements. 

We  are  not  in  the  business  of  making  money  by  helping 
our  allies  in  their  training  requirements.  The  Deputy 
Minister  of  National  Defence  also  stated  that  the  Depart- 
ment had  been  made  aware  by  the  Auditor  General  that 
it  had  neglected  to  take  recovery  action  for  additional 
flight  training  costs  of  $457,000  and  had  acted  in  June, 
1974  to  recover  this  amount. 

Your  Committee  was  also  advised  that  the  costs  of 
future  training  programs  are  being  negotiated  with  other 
countries. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Department 
enter  such  negotiations  with  a  clearer  and  closer  estimate 
of  the  actual  individual  trainee  cost  of  these  pilot  training 
programs. 
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PARAGRAPH  89 — Inadequate     control     over     advance 
payments  made  under  contracts. 
(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues  Nos. 

13  (nid  14,  dated  December  10,  1974  nnri  Deceynber  12, 

1974) 

The  Auditor  General  reported  weaknesses  in  internal 
control  procedures  which  made  it  impossible  to  verify  the 
accuracy  of  the  outstanding  advances  reported  in  the 
PuMic  Accounts.  Although  the  Department  of  National 
Defence  had  advised  that  a  system  of  review  and  follow- 
up  of  long-outstanding  advances  had  been  introduced  and 
also  that  advances  outstanding  for  more  than  six  months 
would  be  reviewed  monthly, — by  March  31,  1973,  little 
or  no  action  had  been  taken  to  strengthen  internal  control 
and  once  again  the  Auditor  General's  Office  was  unable 
to  verify  the  accuracy  of  the  balances  reported.  The 
advainces  at  March  31,  1973  reported  by  the  Department 
were:  Government  of  United  States  $62,153,000;  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom  $6,914,000;  and  other  ad- 
vances (12  items)  $506,000.  This  is  included  in  the  Public 
Accounts. 

Irregularities  include  advances  to  the  United  States 
Government  as  shown  by  the  subsidiary  accounts  main- 
tained for  each  contract  totalled  $64,453,000  which  is 
$2,300,000  greater  than  the  amount  reported.  Goods  for 
which  $20  million  was  advanced  from  1966  to  1969 
had  been  delivered  in  1969  and  1970.  Invoices  totalling 
$28.8  million  were  held  in  Washington.  The  invoices 
recorded  against  this  advance  in  Ottawa  totalled  only  $1 
million,  so  this  advance  was  overstated  by  $19  million. 
Also  the  additional  amounts  owing  had  not  been  pvaid 
or  recorded  as  accounts  payable  at  March  31,  1973. 

Irregularities  on  a  smaller  scale  with  the  Government 
of  the  United  Kingdom  and  to  suppliers  other  than  the 
Government  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  also  reported. 

Your  Committee  received  assurances  that  progress  was 
being  made  in  bringing  up  to  date  the  accounting  and 
more  adequate  control  over  advance  pajTnents  and  an 
accurate  record  system. 

PARAGRAPH  90 — Inadequate  control  over  supply  items. 
(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 
14,  dated  December  12,  1974) 

The  Auditor  General  expressed  concern  in  this  and 
previous  reports  over  inadequacies  in  the  Canadian 
Forces  Supply  System  data  and  computer  program.  Some 
idea  of  the  vastness  of  the  inventory  can  be  conceived, 
when  the  Auditor  General  reports  that  from  the  com- 
puter files  the  value  of  the  528,000  items  recorded  was 
about  $597  million  at  March  31,  1973. 

The  Auditor  General  also  reported  that  holdings  of 
374,000  items  with  a  value  of  $300  million,  appear  to  be 
in  excess  of  requirements;  about  50%  showed  practically 
no  usage  in  the  past  two  years  and  the  items  ranged  from 
Barrel,  gun,  cal.,  30,  quantity  73,887  with  a  listed  cost  of 
$6,124,865  to  Divine  Service  Book,  Quantity  10,085  with 
a  listed  cost  of  $40,340.  In  a  recently  completed  18-month 
study  the  Department  identified  another  30,000  items  that 


appeared  to  be  obsolete  and  are  being  declared  surplus 
in  1973-74. 

The  Deputy  Minister  stated  that  departmental  require- 
ments reflect  on  the  average  about  four  years  of  normal 
consumption  and  certain  material  that  cannot  be  bought 
at  a  later  date  for  stock  or  for  emergency  purposes.  He 
mentioned  for  example,  the  Tracker  aircraft  which  came 
into  inventory  in  the  late  1950's,  required  some  16,000' 
items  of  support  material.  Because  the  aircraft  and  its 
major  components  can  no  longer  be  procured,  the  Depart- 
ment must  retain  all  applicable  spares  and  supply  system 
as  lifetime  spares  and  as  DND  expects  to  be  flying  the 
Tracker  aircraft  until  1985,  eleven  years  from  now,  cer- 
tain items  such  as  this  that  could  be  regarded  as  excess 
items  in  normal  two  to  four  year  terms  are  definitely  not 
excess  stock. 

The  Deputy  Minister  also  stated  that  since  the  system  is 
now  computerized,  adequate  information  on  prices  and 
inventories  is  readily  available  and  audit  trails  acceptable 
to  the  Auditor  General  are  being  inconwrated. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  all  departments  con-     m 
suit  the  Auditor  General's  Office  in  advance  of  imple- 
mentation of  changes  in  system  to  ensure  that  adequate 
audit  trails  and  internal  control  are  being  incorporated.      J 

PARAGRAPH    96— Special    Services    provided    by    the    I 
Department  of  National  Defence.

The  Department  of  National  Defence  is  one  of  many 
other  departments  and  civil  powers,  continually  called 
upon  to  provide  a  variety  of  special  services.  The  Auditor 
General  has  often  referred  to  the  failure  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  recover  the  cost  of  providing  some  of  these  ser- 
vices, with  the  result  that  its  appropriations  were  being 
applied  to  purposes  not  authorized  by  Parliament. 

This  is  partly  allowed  for  in  the  National  Defence  Act, 
R.S.C.  N-4  which  provides  for  the  use  of  the  Canadian 
Forces  to  aid  civil  powers  in  civil  emergencies,  the  cost 
incurred  being  the  responsibility  of  the  province  that  re- 
quests aid.  The  Act  does  not  deal  specifically  with  other 
circumstances  in  which  assistance  is  given  to  persons  or 
organizations,  but  general  authority  is  implied  in  the  text 
of  National  Defence — Vote  1  where  the  Department  is 
authorized  to  make  recoverable  advances  and  to  spend 
revenue  received  in  respect  of  charges  for  supplies  and 
services.

Mr.  Sharp,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Procedure 
and  Organization,  presented  the  Second  Report  of  the 
Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

1.  On  February  21,  1975,  your  Committee  received  the 
following  Order  of  Reference: 

That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Procedure  and 
Organization  be  authorized  to  consider  the  Standing 
Orders  of  the  House  and  procedure  in  both  the  House 
and  its  committees; 

And  that  the  Committee  be  authorized  to  include  in 
its  reports  drafts  of  proposed  permanent  or  temporary 
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Standing  Orders  drawn  to  give  effect,  if  concurred  in  by 
the  House,  to  any  permanent  or  temporary  change  or 
changes  proposed  by  the  Committee. 

2.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  view  that  experimentation 
is  the  best  route  to  procedural  reform.  From  time  to  time 
it  hopes  to  recommend  temporary  changes  in  procedure. 
Your  Committee  has  begun  with  routine  proceedings  and 
with  the  business  of  supply. 

Routine  Proceedings  and  Oral  Questions 

3.  Members  of  your  Committee  travelled  to  the  House  of 
Commons  of  the  United  Kingdom  during  January  and 
were  much  impressed  with  the  manner  in  which  the  oral 
question  period  in  that  House  is  timed.  Oral  questions 
begin  immediately  after  prayers  and  continue  until  a 
fixed  time.  Most  questions  of  privilege  and  points  of  order 
are  postponed  until  the  end  of  oral  questions  as  are  min- 
isterial statements  and  other  routine  proceedings.  This 
arrangement  is  found  to  be  convenient  both  to  private 
members  and  to  ministers.  Ministerial  statements  are  also 
considered  in  a  different  manner  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
In  that  country  spokesmen  for  the  parties  in  opposition 
do  not  reply  to  such  statements  with  statements  of  their 
own  but  members  are  permitted  to  address  questions  to 
the  Minister  on  his  statement. 

4.  Your  Committee  recognized  that  it  is  very  difficult  to 
transplant  procedures  from  one  country  to  another,  but  it 
has  decided  to  recommend  an  adaptation  of  this  particular 
practice. 

5.  It  is  the  view  of  your  Committee  that  the  first  hour 
of  each  sitting  should  normally  be  devoted  to  oral  ques- 
tions. It  is  recognized  that  some  members  believe  that 
there  is  a  constructive  purpose  in  retaining  proceedings 
pursuant  to  Standing  Order  43  at  the  beginning  of  a  sit- 
ting. There  is  a  consensus,  however,  that  most  routine 
proceedings  ought  to  be  taken  up  at  a  set  time,  but  after 
oral  questions.  There  is  a  consensus  that  statements  by 
Ministers  and  responses  thereto  ought  to  be  limited.  Your 
Committee  is  of  the  view  that  questions  of  privilege  and 
points  of  order  raised  during  the  oral  question  period, 
unless  Mr.  Speaker  considers  it  to  be  a  most  grave  matter, 
ought  to  be  taken  up  after  the  oral  question  period. 

Supply 

6.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  view  that  the  House  of 
Commons  could  perform  more  effectively  if  it  were  pos- 
sible to  examine  selected  items  in  the  estimates  in  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole.  It  is  envisioned  that  proceedings  in 
such  a  committee  of  the  whole  would  be  essentially  the 
same  as  in  committee  of  supply  under  the  former  rules. 

7.  It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  a  third  option  be 
added  for  the  use  of  allotted  days.  In  addition  to  the  pres- 
ent system  whereby  members  in  opposition  may  set  down 
motions  for  consideration  on  allotted  days  with  two  of 
them  in  each  supply  period  being  motions  that  shall  come 
to  a  vote,  it  is  recommaended  that  they  also  be  able  to  call 
selected   items   of  estimates   before   a   committee   of   the 


whole  for  debate,  possible  amendment  and  eventual  de- 
cision. 

8.  Your  Committee  believes  that  such  an  addition  would 
be  in  keeping  with  the  central  position  of  supply  proce- 
dures to  the  effectiveness  of  Parliament. 

Recommendations 

9.  Your  Committee  recommends  that,  for  the  remainder 
of  the  session.  Standing  Orders  15(2),  15(3),  15(4),  17, 
26(1),  54,  58  and  59  be  suspended  and  the  following  sub- 
stituted therefor: 

15.  (2)  Not  more  than  two  minutes  after  the  reading 
of  prayers,  the  business  of  the  House  shall  commence. 
Members,  other  than  Ministers  of  the  Crown,  may  pro- 
pose motions  pursuant  to  Standing  Order  43  at  this 
time.

(7)  When  concurrence  in  any  final  supplementary 
estimates  relating  to  the  fiscal  year  that  ended  on  March 
31  is  sought  in  the  period  ending  not  later  than  June  30, 
three  days  for  the  consideration  of  the  motion  that  the 
House  concur  in  those  estimates  and  for  the  passage  at 
all  stages  of  any  bill  to  be  based  thereon  shall  be  added 
to  the  days  for  the  business  of  supply  in  that  period. 

(8)  Opposition  motions  shall  have  precedence  over 
all  government  supply  motions  on  allotted  days  and 
shall  be  disposed  of  as  provided  in  sections  (9),  (10) 
and  (11)  of  this  Standing  Order. 

(9)  (o)  In  each  of  the  periods  described  in  section 
(5)  of  this  Standing  Order,  not  more  than  two  opposi- 
tion motions  shall  be  motions  that  shall  come  to  a  vote. 
The  duration  of  proceedings  on  any  such  motion  or  on 
an  order  setting  down  any  item  or  items  in  the  main  or 
supplementary  estimates  for  consideration  in  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  shall  be  stated  in  the  notice  relating  to 
the  appointing  of  an  allotted  day  or  days  for  those  pro- 
ceedings. On  the  last  day  appointed  for  proceedings  on 
a  motion  that  shall  come  to  a  vote  or  on  an  item  or 
items  in  the  main  or  supplementary  estimates  being 
considered  by  a  committee  of  the  whole,  at  fifteen 
minutes  before  the  ordinary  time  of  daily  adjournment 
the  Speaker,  or  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  of  the 
whole,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  interrupt  the  proceed- 
ings then  before  the  House  or  the  committee  of  the 
whole  and  forthwith  put,  without  further  amendment 
or  debate,  every  question  necessary  to  dispose  of  the 
said  proceeding  and,  when  required,  to  report  the  same 
to  the  House. 

(b)  When  the  House  goes  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  on  an  item  or  items  in  any  set  of  main  or  sup- 
plementary estimates  a  member  may  give  notice  to 
the  committee  of  a  proposed  amendment  to  any  item 
or  items  set  down  for  consideration  by  the  commit- 
tee; such  notice  shall  be  in  writing  and  must  be  laid 
upon  the  Table  not  later  than  one  hour  before  the 
time  at  which  it  is  required  to  be  disposed  of.  When 
notice  is  given  of  two  or  more  proposed  amendments 
touching  on  the  same  item  in  the  estimates,  the  Chair- 
man shall  have  power  to  select  or  combine  and  decide 
which  of  the  said  proposals  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
committee.  If  a  proposed  amendment  is  found  to  be 
in  order,  it  shall  stand  as  one  of  the  questions  to  be 
disposed  of  pursuant  to  section  (9)  (a)  of  this  Stand- 
ing Order. 

(c)  Upon  report  to  the  House  from  a  committee  of 
the  whole  of  any  resolution  or  resolutions  covering 
any   item   or   items   in   the   main   or   supplementary 


estimates,  a  motion  to  concur  in  the  same  shall  be 
decided  without  amendment  or  debate. 

(10)  On  the  last  allotted  day  in  each  period,  but,  in 
any  case,  not  later  than  the  last  sitting  day  in  each 
period,  at  fifteen  minutes  before  the  ordinary  time  of 
daily  adjournment  or  when  a  report  has  been  received 
from  a  committee  of  the  whole,  the  Speaker  shall  inter- 
rupt the  proceedings  then  in  progress  and,  put  forth- 
with successively,  without  amendment  or  debate,  every 
question  as  may  be  required  by  section  (9)  of  this 
Order  and  such  other  question  or  questions  as  may  be 
necessary  to  dispose  of  any  item  of  business  relating  to 
interim  supply,  main  or  supplementary  estimates,  the 
restoration  or  reinstatement  of  any  item  in  the  esti- 
mates or  any  opposed  item  in  the  estimates,  and  not- 
withstanding the  provisions  of  Standing  Order  72,  for 
the  passage  at  all  stages  of  any  bill  or  bills  based 
thereon.  The  Standing  Order  relating  to  the  ordinary 
time  of  daily  adjournment  shall  remain  suspended  until 
all  such  questions  have  been  decided. 

(11)  Proceedings  on  a  motion  which  is  not  a  motion 
that  shall  come  to  a  vote  shall  expire  when  debate 
thereon  has  been  concluded  or  when  interrupted  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  Standing  Order  or  at  the 
ordinary  hour  of  daily  adjournment,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(12)  On  any  day  or  days  appointed  for  the  considera- 
tion of  any  business  under  the  provisions  of  this  Stand- 
ing Order,  that  order  of  business  shall  have  precedence 
over  all  other  government  business  in  such  sitting  or 
sittings. 

(13)  During  proceedings  on  any  item  of  business 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Standing  Order  except 
when  the  House  is  in  a  committee  of  the  whole,  no 
Member  may  speak  more  than  once  or  longer  than 
twenty  minutes,  except  that  both  the  mover  of  a  de- 
batable motion  and  the  Member  speaking  immediately 
in  reply  thereto  may  speak  for  thirty  minutes.

(17)  The  adoption  of  all  unopposed  items  in  any  set 
of  estimates  may  be  proposed  in  one  or  more  motions. 

(18)  In  the  event  of  urgency  in  relation  to  any  esti- 
mate or  estimates,  the  proceedings  of  the  House  on  a 
motion  to  concur  therein  and  on  the  subsequent  bill 
are  to  be  taken  under  Government  Orders  and  not  on 
days  allotted  in  this  order. 

(19)  The  concurrence  in  any  estimate  or  estimates  or 
interim  supply  shall  be  an  Order  of  the  House  to  bring 
in  a  bill  or  bills  based  thereon.

Let  me  refer  honourable  Members  to  a  statement  by 
Mr.  Speaker  on  October  13,  1974  regarding  the  presenta- 
tion of  a  mass  of  Private  Members'  bills.  At  that  time 
he  suggested  it  was  impossible  for  the  Chair  to  review 
the  contents  of  each  of  these  bills,  and  suggested  that 
the  bills  be  read  the  first  time  and  leave  it  for  the  Chair 
to  make  a  later  decision  regarding  the  procedural  accepta- 
bility of  individual  proposals. 

At  the  same  time  I  feel  it  is  unfair  to  come  in  on  a 
day  like  this  when  there  has  been  some  general  agree- 
ment as  to  the  debate  on  a  particular  bill,  and  taking 
most  of  the  time  on  a  debate  on  the  procedural  accepta- 
bility of  the  proposal.  I  would  be  tempted  to  perhaps 
suggest  to  the  House  that  there  might  be  an  agreement 
to  debate  the  subject-matter  of  the  bill,  but  to  go  that 
far  would  not  be  following  our  normal  procedures.  I 
would  enter  a  caveat  in  respect  of  our  proceeding  with 
an  examination  of  the  bill  proposed  by  the  honourable 
Member  for  Yukon    (Mr.  Nielsen). 
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This  is  a  caveat  which  would  at  least  provide  for  the 
regularization  of  the  Bill  in  respect  of  its  present  weak- 
nesses concerning  the  lack  of  a  Royal  Recommendation 
which  would  be  necessary  in  order  for  it  to  comply  with 
the  procedures  of  this  House.  I  must  refer  honourable 
Members  generally,  although  I  am  sure  I  do  not  have  to 
bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the  honourable  Member  who 
is  proposing  the  Bill  or  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  to 
Standing  Order  62(1)  which  is  quite  clear.  It  provides: 
"This  House  shall  not  adopt  or  pass  any  vote,  resolution, 
address  or  bill  for  the  appropriation  of  any  part  of  the 
public  revenue,  or  of  any  tax  or  impost,  to  any  purpose 
that  has  not  been  first  recommended  to  the  House  by  a 
message  from  the  Governor  General  in  the  session  in 
which  such  vote,  resolution,  address  or  bill  is  proposed." 

So,  because  of  the  provisions  of  the  Standing  Order 
and  also  because  of  the  fact  that  another  such  bill  was 
proposed  in  the  previous  Parliament,  Bill  C-11,  An  Act  to 
amend  the  British  North  America  Acts  1867  to  1965 
which  was  meant  to  achieve  about  the  same  purpose, 
which  was  proposed  by  the  government  and  to  which 
was  attached  a  Royal  Recommendation  which  complied 
with  Standing  Order  62(1),  I  would  not  want  the  House 
to  proceed  with  the  consideration  of  Bill  C-234  without 
giving  a  warning  to  honourable  Members  or  without 
suggesting  to  the  House  that  over  and  above  the  unani- 
mous consent  to  proceed  with  Bill  C-234  at  this  time, 
although  it  is  not  first  on  the  list  on  the  Order  Paper, 
there  should  be  an  understanding  that  if  it  should  come 
to  a  vote  the  Chair  would  reserve  and  delay  such  vote 
until  there  was  a  Royal  Recommendation  which  would 
meet  the  obligations  and  requests  of  Standing  Order  62 
or  make  a  definite  decision  at  that  time. 


As  there  seems  to  be  complete  understanding  and  agree- 
ment, the  Chair  will  call  the  order  and  we  will  proceed 
with  the  debate.  Perhaps  I  should  say  this  is  the  second 
time  the  present  occupant  of  the  Chair  has  been  faced 
with  the  same  situation  where  there  has  been  agreement 
to  debate  a  bill  in  respect  of  which  there  was  some  pro- 
cedural reservation.  Again  today,  the  Chair  felt  that  it 
was  unfair  to  take  away  from  the  time  provided  for  such 
an  important  debate.  It  might  be  that  the  Chair  and  its 
advisors  should  look  at  the  problem  of  making  decisions 
upon  procedural  acceptability  of  bills  a  longer  time  in 
advance  so  that  we  do  not  lose  time  in  reaching  pro- 
cedural decisions  on  bills  on  which  there  has  already 
been  agreement  for  debate. 


Mr.  Nielsen,  seconded  by  Mr.  McKinley,  moved, — That 
the  Bill  be  now  read  a  second  time  and  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Justice  and  Legal  Affairs. 

After  debate  thereon,  the  debate  was  interrupted. 

By  unanimous  consent,  it  was  ordered, — That  the  Bill 
retain  its  precedence  on  the  Order  Paper. 


Debate  was  resumed  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Sharp,  sec- 
onded by  Mr.  MacEachen, — That  Bill  C-44,  An  Act  to 
amend  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  Act,  the 
Salaries  Act  and  the  Parliamentary  Secretaries  Act,  be 
now  read  a  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Estimates.

Mr.  Knowles  (Winnipeg  North  Centre),  seconded  by 
Mr.  Orlikow,  moved  in  amendment  thereto, — That  the 
Bill  be  not  now  read  a  second  time  but  that  it  be  read  a 
second  time  this  day  six  months  hence. 

And  debate  arising  thereon;

6(5)  (a),  Mr.  Olivier  moved, — That  this  sitting  continue 
beyond  the  ordinary  hour  of  adjournment  for  the  purpose 
of  completing  consideration  of  the  second  reading  of  Bill 
C-44,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Senate  and  House  of  Com- 
mons Act,  the  Salaries  Act  and  the  Parliamentary  Secre- 
taries Act.

RULING  BY  MR.  DEPUTY  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Deputy  Speaker:  If  there  is  no  other  honourable 
Member  who  wishes  to  express  his  point  of  view  on  this 
amendment  proposed  by  the  honourable  Member  for 
Moose  Jaw  (Mr.  Neil),  I  shall  try  to  be  as  explicit  as 
possible  and  make  my  decision  in  the  light  of  the  com- 
ments made  by  the  honourable  Member  but  at  the  same 
time  in  the  light  of  my  convictions  and  on  the  basis  of 
the  practices  and  the  rules  of  this  House.  I  wish  to  re- 
mind honourable  Members  that  this  applies  to  any  kind 
of  amendment  or  decision  rendered  by  the  Chair. 

The  Chair  is  not  here  to  judge  the  value  of  an  amend- 
ment nor  to  support  an  amendment  as  to  its  substance. 
The  honourable  Member  for  Yukon  (Mr.  Nielsen)  in 
his  remarks  addressed  himself  to  whether  the  Chair 
was  capable  of  seeing  the  substance  of  the  amendment 
because  of  the  complicated  nature  of  the  legislation 
before  the  House  at  this  time  and  the  implications  of 
the  amendments.  He  was  actually  asking  the  Chair  to 
make  a  judgment  on  the  legislation  proposed  and  more 
or  less  make  a  decision  on  a  proposal  moved  at  the 
report  stage  by  the  honourable  Member  which  does  only 
one  thing,  and  upon  which  he  has  given  notice. 

The  honourable  Member's  Motion  numbered  3  seeks 
to  replace  the  word  "Governor"  with  the  word  "Com- 
missioner," and,  by  my  interpretation  of  Standing  Order 
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75(5)  the  fact  that  the  honourable  Member  did  propose 
such  a  limited  and  a  restricted  amendment  he  also  pre- 
cluded other  Members  from  moving  amendments  to  his 
motion.  But  the  Chair  cannot  get  into  this  question  be- 
cause I  know  that  on  some  occasions  the  honourable 
Member  himself  and  other  honourable  Members  might 
prepare  amendments  or  motions  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
venting other  Members  from  moving  amendments  or  sub- 
amendments  to  it.  I  do  not  feel  that  Standing  Order  75(5) 
is  restrictive.  It  is  up  to  the  initiative  and  the  will  of 
honourable  Members  to  try  and  attach  in  their  own  way 
amendments  to  motions  or  subamendments  to  amend- 
ments but  they  have  to  do  it  within  the  confines  of  the 
rules.  The  rules  under  which  we  proceed  at  this  time 
are  quite  explicit  and  they  require  honourable  Mem- 
bers to  give  notice. 

Coming  back  to  my  first  point,  the  one  that  the  hon- 
ourable Member  seemed  to  agree  with  generally  as  to 
the  question  of  relevancy,  he  will  have  to  admit  that  his 
proposal  being  so  limited  providing  for  a  change  of  the 
word  "Governor"  by  the  word  "Commissioner"  that  the 
proposal  made  as  an  amendment  by  the  honourable  Mem- 
ber for  Moose  Jaw  is  completely  outside  that  proposition. 
Of  course,  the  Chair  also  has  to  ask  himself  whether  the 
honourable  Member  for  the  Yukon  would  have  the  same 
opinion  if  the  honourable  Member  for  Moose  Jaw  had 
proposed  the  words  the  House  of  Commons  instead  of  a 
public  utilities  board.  The  Chair  is  not  here  to  judge 
whether  the  honourable  Member  for  the  Yukon  is  satis- 
fied with  the  amendment  which  is  proposed. 

To  my  mind  the  amendment  which  has  been  moved 
by  the  honourable  Member  for  Moose  Jaw  is  completely 
foreign  to  the  motion  that  is  before  the  House  at  this 
time.  Of  course,  it  is  not  foreign  to  the  bill  and  the 
honourable  Member  for  Moose  Jaw  had  all  the  latitude 
and  all  the  time  that  any  honourable  Member  has  to  put 
his  proposal  forward  under  Standing  Order  75(5)  by 
giving  24  hours'  notice.  His  proposition  would  thus  be 
before  the  House  and  the  House  would  make  a  decision. 
But  to  try  and  force  the  Chair  into  creating  a  precedent 
by  the  use  of  an  amendment  to  a  motion  and  thus  bring- 
ing in  a  completely  new  matter  which  is  no  less  than 
a  substitute  proposition  to  delete  the  basic  proposition 
and  the  only  proposition  which  is  included  in  the  motion 
would,  I  think,  create  a  bad  precedent.  At  the  same  time 
I  wonder  if  the  motion  proposed  by  the  honourable  Mem- 
ber for  Moose  Jaw  is  not  also  in  anticipation  of  Motion 
numbered  4  which  will  be  coming  before  the  House  later. 

Because  of  all  these  considerations  I  find  it  very  dif- 
ficult to  follow  the  points  raised  by  the  honourable  Mem- 
ber for  the  Yukon.  I  can  refer  him  to  many  precedents, 
the  latest  being  a  decision  by  the  honourable  Member 
for  Beauharnois-Salaberry  (Mr.  Laniel)  who  was  occu- 
pying the  Chair  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  December 
17,  1973.  I  am  sure  if  the  honourable  Member  takes  the 
trouble  to  read  most  of  the  decisions  made  by  the  Chair 
in  regard  to  proceedings  at  report  stage  he  will  find  this 
decision  to  be  the  right  one. 


For  all  these  reasons  I  cannot  accept  the  amendment 
proposed  by  the  honourable  Member  for  the  Yukon. 


Debate  was  resumed  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Nielsen, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Oberle, — That  Bill  C-13,  An  Act  to 
amend  the  Northern  Canada  Power  Commission  Act,  be 
amended  in  Clause  4  by  striking  out  the  word  "Governor" 
where  the  same  appears  in  line  23  at  page  2  and  lines 
4  and  5  at  page  3  and  substituting  therefor  in  each  case 
the  word  "Commissioner". 

And  debate  continuing; 

Mr.  Dinsdale  proposed  to  move  in  amendment  thereto, 
— That  Motion  numbered  3  to  amend  Bill  C-13,  An  Act 
to  amend  the  Northern  Canada  Power  Commission  Act, 
be  amended  by  deleting  all  of  the  words  after  the  word 
"out"  in  line  3  of  the  said  Motion  numbered  3  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  words  "with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor  in  Council",  where  the  same  appear  in  lines 
22  and  23  at  page  2  and  the  words  "on  such  basis  as  may 
be  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council"  where  the  same 
appear  in  lines  3,  4  and  5  on  page  3  and  by  adding  to 
Clause  4,  next  after  line  5  on  page  3,  the  following:

RULING  BY  MR.  DEPUTY  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Deputy  Speaker:  I  finally  found  my  way  through 
the  proposed  amendment  of  the  honourable  Member  for 
Brandon-Souris  (Mr.  Dinsdale).  I  have  to  say  that  this 
amendment  has  to  be  ruled  out  of  order  completely  at 
the  outset  because  to  repeat  what  I  have  said  about 
relevancy  the  rule  of  giving  24  hours'  notice  for  a  new 
proposition  applies  even  more  to  this  one.  The  honourable 
Member  for  Brandon-Souris  or  any  other  honourable 
Member  whether  they  have  participated  in  the  debate 
or  not  will  see  in  comparing  Motion  numbered  3  to  the 
amendment  just  moved  by  the  honourable  Member  that 
the  amendment  takes  out  all  of  the  proposition.  It  takes 
out  the  meat  of  the  point  that  was  put  forward  and  the 
change  that  was  proposed  by  the  honourable  Member 
for  the  Yukon.  Without  repeating  myself  I  must  say  I 
cannot  accept  the  amendment. 

If  honourable  Members  will  look  at  the  amendment, 
they  will  find  that  it  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  Standing  Orders,  practices  and  rules  of  this  House. 
Therefore  I  cannot  accept  it. 


Debate  was  resumed  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Nielsen, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Oberle,— That  Bill  C-13,  An  Act  to 
amend  the  Northern  Canada  Power  Commission  Act,  be 
amended  in  Clause  4  by  striking  out  the  word  "Governor" 
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where  the  same  appears  in  line  23  at  page  2  and  lines  4 
and  5  at  page  3  and  substituting  therefor  in  each  case 
the  word  "Commissioner". 

After  further  debate,  the  question  being  put  on  the 
motion,  pursuant  to  section  11  of  Standing  Order  75,  a 
recorded  division  was  deferred.

estimated  amount  of  capital  required,  and  the  pro- 
posed rates  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission 
would  produce  revenue  equal  to  the  costs  specified  in 
section  10.". 

And  debate  arising  thereon; 

Mr.  Dinsdale,  seconded  by  Mr.  McKinley  moved  in 
amendment  thereto, — That  Motion  numbered  5  be 
amended  by  deleting  the  words  "the  proposed  rates  that 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  would  produce  revenue 
equal  to  the  costs  specified  in  section  10"  and  the  follow- 
ing substituted  therefor: 

"the  effect  on  the  schedule  or  ranges  of  rates  estab- 
lished for  a  rate  zone  under  section  10". 

After  debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the 
amendment,  it  was  agreed  to. 

And  the  question  being  put  on  Motion  numbered  5  as 
amended,  it  was  agreed  to. 


Motion  numbered  4,  standing  in  the  name  of  the 
honourable  Member  for  Yukon  (Mr.  Nielsen)  having 
been  called,  as  follows: 

That  Bill  C-13,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Northern  Canada 
Power  Commission  Act,  be  amended  by  adding  to  Clause

RULING  BY  THE  ACTING  SPEAKER 

Madam  Acting  Speaker  (Mrs.  Morin):  I  want  to  refer 
to  Mr.  Speaker's  decision  of  March  26  on  this  particular 


amendment  Motion  numbered  4.  It  would  appear  that  it 
is  introducing  a  new  and  substantive  provision  into  the 
bill.  It  is  suggested  that  a  new  clause  cannot  be  received 
if  it  is  beyond  the  scope  of  the  bill. 


If  the  honourable  Member  would  look  at  May's  18th 
Edition,  he  will  find  it  is  stated  that  a  new  clause  is  out 
of  order  for  many  of  the  same  reasons  as  an  amendment 
and,  in  particular,  will  not  be  entertained  if  it  is  beyond 
the  scope  of  the  bill. 

Further  on  at  page  508  of  May's  18th  Edition,  it  is 
stated  that  an  amendment  is  out  or  order  if  it  is  irrele- 
vant to  the  subject-matter  or  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
bill.  Again  I  wish  to  cite  Beauchesne's  4th  Edition  at 
page  285  where  it  is  stated  that  amendments  are  out  of 
order  if  they  are  irrelevant  to  the  bill,  or  beyond  its 
scope. 

For  all  these  reasons  the  amendment  cannot  be  ac- 
cepted.

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PRAYERS 

STATEMENT   BY   MR.    SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  On  Monday  last,  the  House  began  an 
experiment  with  a  change  in  procedure  relating  to  the 
question  period,  Standing  Order  43,  supply  and  minis- 
terial statements.  I  indicated  earlier  that  I  would  make  a 
statement  today  in  respect  of  the  changes.  This  statement 
concerns  itself  with  the  question  period  only  and  as  I 
indicated  before  the  Easter  break  ought  to  be  taken  as  a 
reference  point  for  discussion  and  consideration  by  Mem- 
bers before  the  Standing  Committee  on  Procedure  and 
Organization,  where  I  will  be  happy  to  appear  if  Mem- 
bers wish.  It  is  therefore  not  so  much  a  decision  as  it  is 
an  explanation  of  my  understanding  of  how  our  question 
period  should  operate.  The  question  period  is  a  unique 
feature  of  the  Canadian  House  of  Commons  where  the 
ministry  is  required  to  be  accountable  to  the  House  on  a 
daily  basis  without  advance  notice.  It  is  an  excellent 
feature  of  our  Parliament  and  while  we  have  much  to 
learn  from  other  governmental  systems,  the  question 
period  is  one  area  in  which  we  are  in  the  forefront  of 
responsible  government  and  every  effort  must  be  made 
to  preserve  the  excellence  of  this  practice. 

The  opportunity  of  Members  to  put  questions  has  devel- 
oped in  a  rather  haphazard  way,  but  it  is  now  enshrined 
in  Standing  Order  39  and  if  it  ever  was  considered  to  be 


a  privilege  of  Members  it  certainly  now  enjoys  the  status 
of  a  right.  Much  has  been  said  in  the  precedents  about 
restrictions  and  disqualifications  or  interferences  with  the 
right  of  Members  to  put  questions.  This  is  not  the  ap- 
proach I  prefer  to  take  in  attempting  to  establish  a 
rational  approach  and  understanding  concerning  how  the 
question  period  should  operate.  I  much  prefer  to  take  the 
positive  approach  of  attempting  to  arrive  at  a  statement 
of  principle  within  which  questions  can  be  put  and  to 
reduce  to  an  absolute  minimum  the  negative  disqualifica- 
tions that  may  limit  or  restrict  a  Member's  right  so  to  do. 
In  so  doing,  I  should  say  that  there  seems  to  be  no  ques- 
tion that  the  Speaker  enjoys  discretion  in  allowing  a 
question  and  certainly  in  allowing  a  supplementary.  I 
think  it  is  also  important  to  begin  with  the  rather  wide 
latitude  of  discretion  that  is  given  the  Ministers  to  whom 
questions  are  put. 

The  fact  is  that  Ministers  are  able  to  make  an  answer 
of  course.  They  may  also  defer  a  question  for  further 
consideration  or  take  it  as  notice.  Ministers  are  able  to 
make  an  explanation  if  for  some  reason  they  are  unable 
to  make  an  answer  at  that  moment,  or  finally,  they  may 
say  nothing.  It  therefore  seems  to  me  that  any  basic 
principle  governing  the  question  period  ought  to  be  such 
that  it  will  enable  Members  to  put  questions  with  a  mini- 
mum of  interference.  In  examining  the  many  precedents, 
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I  feel  that  principle  can  best  be  stated  as  follows:  A  brief 
question  seeking  information  about  an  important  matter 
of  some  urgency  which  falls  within  the  administrative 
responsibility  of  the  government  or  of  the  specific  Minis- 
ter to  whom  it  is  addressed  is  in  order.  This  statement 
bears  some  explanation.  First,  it  must  be  a  question.  That 
seems  to  be  too  self-evident  to  be  worth  consideration. 
However,  the  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  that  statement  is 
put  right  at  the  beginning  because  it  opposes  such  things 
as  expressions  of  opinion,  representations,  argumentation 
or  debate. 

Second,  the  question  must  be  brief.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  greatest  enemy  of  the  question  period  is  the 
Member  who  offends  this  most  important  principle.  In 
putting  the  original  question  on  any  subject  a  Member 
may  require  an  explanatory  remark  but  there  is  no 
reason  for  such  a  preamble  to  exceed  one  carefully 
drawn  sentence.  It  is  my  proposal  to  ask  all  honourable 
Members  to  pay  close  attention  to  this  admonition  and 
to  bring  them  to  order  if  they  fail  to  do  so.  It  bears  re- 
peating that  the  long  preamble  or  long  question  takes  an 
unfair  share  of  the  time  and  invariably  in  provoking  the 
same  kind  of  response,  only  compounds  the  difficulty. 
Replies  ought  to  be  subject  precisely  to  the  same  admoni- 
tion. On  the  subject  of  supplementaries,  I  again  suggest 
to  honourable  Members  the  adoption  of  a  practice  which 
recently  was  suggested  by  one  of  our  provincial  col- 
leagues which  is — if  and  when  supplementary  questions 
are  allowed  there  ought  to  be  no  need  whatsoever  for 
any  preamble. 

The  supplementary  question  is  a  follow-up  device 
flowing  from  the  response  and  ought  to  be  a  precise 
question  put  directly  and  immediately  to  the  Minister, 
without  any  further  statement.  Third,  the  question  ought 
to  seek  information  and  therefore  cannot  be  based  upon 
a  hypothesis,  cannot  seek  an  opinion  either  legal  or  other- 
wise and  must  not  suggest  its  own  answer,  be  argumenta- 
tive or  make  a  representation.  Fourth,  it  ought  to  be  on 
an  important  matter  which  again  is  self-evident  but  it 
is  stressed  here  again  in  order  to  rule  out  frivolous  ques- 
tions. Fifth,  the  matter  ought  to  be  of  some  urgency. 
This  is  not  included  to  intend  in  any  way  to  be  similar 
to  those  questions  of  urgency  which  are  included  within 
the  Standing  Orders  surrounding  special  debates.  It  is 
here  only  to  stress  the  fact  that  there  must  be  some 
present  value  in  seeking  the  information  during  the 
question  period  as  opposed  to  seeking  it  through  the 
Order  Paper  or  through  correspondence  with  the  Minis- 
ter or  the  department. 

The  fact  that  questions  on  the  Order  Paper  also  have 
been  changed  in  the  experimental  order  to  daily  re- 
sponses, I  am  sure,  is  to  all  honourable  Members  an  indi- 
cation of  the  goodwill  and  good  intentions  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  making  more  prompt  answers  to  the  questions 
on  the  Order  Paper.  If  the  government  will  do  so,  un- 
doubtedly this  will  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  conduct 
of  the  oral  question  period.  At  the  same  time,  it  goes 
without  saying   that  the   vexatious   or   frivolous   use   of 


right  of  putting  questions  on  the  Order  Paper  by  putting 
questions  which  do  not  seek  the  kind  of  information 
which  can  be  available  within  a  reasonable  time  and 
reasonable  effort  and  expense  seems  to  me  to  be  only  a 
waste  of  the  time  of  the  House  and  to  invite  the  govern- 
ment to  use  the  excuse  that  it  would  take  too  long  or 
cost  too  much  money  to  make  replies.  In  other  words,  a 
serious  and  conscientious  attitude  on  both  sides  about 
the  use  of  the  Order  Paper  for  information  will  certainly 
go  a  long  way  toward  improving  the  oral  question  period. 

Sixth,  a  question  must  be  within  the  administrative  re- 
sponsibility of  the  government  or  the  Minister.  Obviously, 
the  government  in  general  cannot  be  responsible  for  those 
areas  which  are  beyond  its  own  administrative  responsi- 
bility. Furthermore,  the  Minister  to  whom  the  question  is 
directed  is  liable  to  the  House,  responsible  to  the  House, 
for  his  ministry,  that  is  his  present  ministry.  He  is  re- 
sponsible to  the  limits  of  that  ministry  but  not  beyond 
that.  In  this  regard,  I  find  no  reason  to  change  the  earlier 
decision  I  made  in  respect  of  the  capacities  ministers 
enjoyed  previously  in  other  portfolios. 

It  seems  to  me  that  a  question  which  conforms  with 
this  basic  principle  ought  not  to  be  interfered  with  with- 
out a  clear  reason.  One  or  two  are  well  known.  Obviously, 
the  question  must  adhere  to  the  proprieties  of  the  House 
in  respect  of  inferences,  imputing  motives,  or  casting 
aspersions  upon  persons  within  the  House  or  out  of  it  for 
that  matter,  but  this  is  no  more  a  rule  of  decorum  in  the 
question  period  than  it  is  out  of  it.  The  same  rules  sur- 
round polite  language  and  things  of  that  nature. 

There  is  a  clear  precedent  that  if  a  question  has  pre- 
viously been  answered  it  ought  not  to  be  asked  again.  A 
question  cannot  deal  with  a  matter  that  is  before  a  court. 
Those  are  clear  restrictions.  There  are  three  others  which 
seems  to  me  lend  themselves  to  some  confusion.  Perhaps 
I  may  be  able  to  clarify  this,  but  I  am  not  sure.  The  first 
deals  with  statements  made  by  Ministers  outside  the 
House.  This,  it  seems  to  me,  is  a  matter  of  form  rather 
than  one  of  substance,  for  indeed  if  a  question  otherwise 
conforms  with  the  principle  I  have  set  out  then  it  ought 
not  to  be  disqualified  simply  because  in  its  preamble  some 
reference  is  made  to  a  Minister  or  a  statement  made  by  a 
Minister  some  place  other  than  here.  For  the  life  of  me,  I 
cannot  understand  why,  in  the  case  of  a  valid  question, 
a  Member  would  want  to  tie  it  to  a  statement  made  out- 
side the  House  and  therefore  risk  having  it  disqualified 
when,  in  fact,  the  simple  device  is  to  put  the  question 
directly  without  any  reference  to  the  statement.  Second 
is  the  question  which  seeks  an  opinion  about  government 
policy. 

What  I  failed  to  say  was  the  whole  area  of  questions 
about  government  policy.  There  have  been  restrictions 
related  to  questions  about  government  policy.  It  seems  to 
me  that  a  question  which  seeks  opinion  about  government 
policy  probably  is  out  of  order  because  it  seeks  an  opinion 
rather  than  information.  A  question  which  seeks  a  gen- 
eral statement  of  government  policy  may  be  out  of  order 
because  it  requires  the  kind  of  long  answer  that  ought  to 
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be  given  on  statements  during  motions  or  in  debate.  But 
this  is  the  kind  of  qualification  which  is  referred  to  in  the 
statement  of  principle.  Otherwise,  it  seems  to  me  that 
every  question  that  is  asked  and  answered  and  which  has 
been  held  in  order  for  as  long  as  the  question  period  goes 
back  has  in  one  way  or  another  a  connection  with  gov- 
ernment policy. 

The  third  area  of  confusion  is  in  respect  of  anticipating 
orders  of  the  day.  It  is  a  restriction  that  is  not  well 
understood.  If  I  might  express  it  in  my  own  terms  it 
simply  means  that  if  the  subject  of  debate  for  today  con- 
cerns, for  example,  housing  policy,  then  questions  on 
housing  policy  ought  not  to  be  taken  during  the  question 
period. 

That,  simply,  it  seems  to  me,  has  obvious  reference  to 
the  currency  or  importance  of  the  question  being  taken 
at  that  time  rather  than  at  some  other  time.  Similarly 
if  a  special  debate  has  been  ordered  for  later  in  the  day 
because  obviously  the  topic  is  very  important  and  very 
topical  the  proper  course  would  be  for  the  Chair  to 
defer  questions  until  that  debate  is  on  rather  than 
permit  them  during  the  question  period. 

Beyond  that  I  think  a  word  should  be  said  about 
points  of  order  and  questions  of  privlege.  One  of  the 
most  significant  features  of  our  experimental  order  is 
the  suggestion  to  the  Chair  that  points  of  order  and 
questions  of  privilege  be  deferred  until  three  o'clock. 
I  say  this  is  most  significant  because  it  is  obviously  an 
expression  of  the  consensus  of  honourable  Members  that 
those  who  prolong  their  share  of  the  question  period  by 
arguing  points  of  order  and  questions  of  privilege  are 
really  doing  nothing  more  than  extending  the  time 
that  has  already  been  granted  to  them  to  put  questions. 
There  is  no  need  for  a  full  expose  of  questions  of  privi- 
lege and  points  of  order.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  for  the 
purpose  of  the  question  period  that  all  honourable  Mem- 
bers know,  and  know  well,  that  complaints  about  the 
failure  of  a  Minister  to  give  an  answer  about  the  quality 
of  the  answer  that  any  Minister  has  given,  or  about 
discrepancies  in  answers  given  by  different  Ministers  or 
by  the  same  Minister  on  different  occasions  may  be  valid 
comments  for  debate  at  the  appropriate  time  but  do  not, 
by  any  stretch  of  the  rules,  constitute  a  question  of 
privilege  or  a  point  of  order. 

Even  in  handling  these  matters  when  they  are  de- 
ferred until  three  o'clock,  it  seems  to  me  to  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  House — unless  a  Member  is  able  to 
establish  at  the  beginning  when  addressing  himself  to 
these  points  that  he  has  some  point  of  order  or  question 
of  privilege  that  has  some  basis  in  procedure  other  than 
a  mere  complaint  of  that  sort — to  discourage  Members 
from  raising  such  complaints  at  the  start. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  add  in  respect  of  honourable 
Members'  rights  about  questions  which  they  feel  have 
not  been  adequately  dealt  with  during  the  question 
period  that  there  is  provision  for  an  adjournment  debate. 
Consideration  may  be  given  by  the  committee  to  ex- 
panding that — certainly  it  has  been  recently  considered. 


In  any  case,  it  is  an  excellent  way  for  Members  who  feel 
that  the  answer  has  been  too  brief  or  that  they  have 
not  had  the  opportunity  to  fully  develop  a  question  to 
seek  to  raise  it  again  in  the  late  show. 

After  six  sitting  days  under  the  experimental  order, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  has  been  successful,  but  in 
my  view,  the  success  is  attributable,  as  it  always  is,  not 
so  much  to  the  rules  themselves  or  to  the  power  or  dis- 
cretion of  the  Chair  but  rather  to  the  attitude  of  Mem- 
bers of  the  House. 

It  is  not  possible  to  say  too  much  about  the  importance 
of  this  because  when  Members  in  their  questions  and 
Ministers  in  their  replies  choose  to  abide  by  these  prin- 
ciples that  I  have  tried  to  set  out  here,  the  question 
period  runs  smoothly  with  a  maximum  participation.  On 
the  other  hand,  when  Members  or  Ministers  choose  to 
disregard  these  principles,  they  can  be  called  to  order  by 
the  Chair,  but  that  question  period  cannot  be  saved  from 
the  damage  that  has  been  done  to  it.  In  the  first  six  days, 
it  is  obvious  that  Members  have  looked  upon  this  ex- 
periment with  a  positive  and  conscientious  attitude, 
which,  if  it  continues,  will  assure  that  this  very  worth- 
while experiment  will  become  a  permanent  Standing 
Order.  My  authority  is  simply  an  expression  of  the  desire 
of  Members  that  the  proceedings  run  well  and  have 
maximum  value.  But,  I  am,  sure  Members  understand 
very  clearly  that  the  less  the  Chair  is  called  upon  to 
interfere  in  the  proceedings,  the  better. 

With  those  remarks  I  can  only  conclude  that  this  is  a 
point  of  discussion  and  I  would  be  more  than  pleased  to 
appear  before  the  Standing  Committee  on  Procedure  and 
Organization  and  discuss  these  points  with  honourable 
Members  who  may  be  interested  in  doing  so  at  a  con- 
venient time.

The  report  of  the  committee 
reads  in  part  as  follows:  "On  statements  by  Ministers, 
as  listed  in  section  (2)  of  this  Standing  Order,  a  Min- 
ister of  the  Crown  may  make  a  short  factual  announce- 
ment or  statement  of  government  policy.  A  spokesman 
for  each  of  the  parties  in  opposition  to  the  government 
may  comment  briefly  thereon  and  members  may  be  per- 
mitted to  address  questions  thereon  to  the  Minister.  Mr. 
Speaker  shall  limit  the  time  for  such  proceedings  as  he 
deems  fit.". 

Today  we  shall  hear  the  first  of  such  statements.  I  pre- 
sume that  the  only  guideline  I  can  foUow  is  that  the 
Minister's  statement  should  be  brief  and  factual  and 
that  there  will  be  an  even  briefer  statement  by  each  of 
the  opposition  spokesmen.  I  say  that  it  should  be  even 
briefer,  because  apparently  the  intention  of  the  Order  is 
that  there  shall  follow,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Chair 
also,  a  short  question  period  in  which  Members  may 
address  questions  to  the  Minister  solely  on  the  subject  of 
his  statement. 

If,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Chair,  questions  may  be 
asked  following  brief  statements  in  response,  it  follows, 
surely,  that  statements  in  response  must  be  extremely 
brief  and  concise  in  setting  out  the  position  of  the  party 
on  whose  behalf  the  Member  is  speaking,  because,  as  I 
say,  there  will  be  a  brief  period  in  which  Members  in 
general  will  be  at  liberty  to  ask  the  Minister  questions. 

That  is  the  general  procedure  I  propose  to  follow  this 
morning.  There  will  be  a  brief  statement  by  the  Minister, 
a  very  brief  comment  by  each  opposition  spokesman,  fol- 
lowed, for  a  limited  period,  by  questions. 


In  any  event,  as  it  fell  to  someone  to  choose  how  the 
order  should  be  interpreted,  I  made  the  choice  and  I 
think   we  ought  to  proceed  this  morning  in  the   way  I 
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outlined.  Hopefully,  this  being  the  first  such  statement, 
we  shall  learn  from  our  procedure.  If  there  are  to  be 
modifications  and  suggestions  regarding  the  format  we 
shall  use  this  morning,  certainly,  those  can  be  considered 
in  due  course  and  the  procedure  can  be  adapted  as  we 
go  along.

The  House  resumed  consideration  of  the  report  stage  of 
Bill  C-44,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Commons  Act,  the  Salaries  Act  and  the  Parliamentary 
Secretaries  Act,  as  reported  (with  amendments)  from 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Estimates. 

And  on  the  point  of  order  raised  as  to  the  validity  of 
certain  amendments  made  in  the  Standing  Committee  to 
the  Bill  and  whether  the  House  should  proceed  with  con- 
sideration of  the  report  stage; 

RULING   BY  MR.   SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  Yesterday,  the  honourable  Member  for 
Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr.  Knowles)  raised  a  point  of 
order  in  connection  with  Bill  C-44.  The  importance  of  the 
point  of  order  was  amply  demonstrated  by  the  rather  full 


discussion  which  took  place  in  the  House  and,  in  addi- 
tion, I  hope,  by  my  efforts  to  come  to  a  decision  by  eight 
o'clock.  That  was  not  possible,  but  as  a  result  of  further 
study  and  examination  of  the  question  I  am  now  able  to 
inform  the  House  of  my  decision  on  the  matter. 

The  procedural  questions  raised  in  connection  with 
some  of  the  amendments  made  to  the  BiU  in  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Estimates  are  important  in- 
asmuch as  they  involve  two  or  three  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  our  procedure,  not  least  of  which,  of  course,  is 
the  question  of  the  financial  initiative  of  the  Crown. 
Another  question  involves  the  relationship  between  pro- 
ceedings in  a  standing  committee  and  the  Chair,  and  the 
third  involves  the  relationship  between  the  committee 
and  report  stages  on  legislation. 

Dealing  with  the  first  point,  namely  the  financial  in- 
itiative of  the  Crown,  it  is  obviously  one  of  our  most 
basic  and  fundamental  procedural  principles  that  only  a 
Minister  of  the  Crown  may  originate  legislation  which 
proposes  a  charge  upon  the  revenue,  and  then  only  when 
that  legislation  is  accompanied  by  a  recommendation 
from  the  Governor  General.  No  amendment  can  exceed 
the  terms  of  that  recommendation  regardless  of  by  whom 
it  is  moved,  and  no  action  taken  by  the  House,  by  any 
Member  of  the  House,  by  any  standing  committee,  and 
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least  of  all  by  the  Chair,  must  in  any  way  weaken  that 
very  basic  and  fundamental  principle  of  our  practice. 

The  foundation  for  the  point  of  order  raised  by  the 
honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  is  that 
the  subclause  (2)  of  Clause  2  of  Bill  C-44  which  was 
adopted  in  the  Standing  Committee  firstly  establishes 
commissioners  who  will  review  future  salary  changes, 
secondly  advances  the  implementation  of  the  indexing 
process  from  the  date  originally  contemplated,  and 
thirdly  expands  the  concept  involved  in  the  indexing 
itself,  none  of  which  was  contemplated  in  the  original 
recommendation,  and  that  therefore  the  amendment 
ought  to  be  held  to  be  out  of  order. 

No  serious  argument  to  the  contrary  was  advanced, 
and  in  any  case,  even  if  there  had  been  one,  I  would 
have 'no  difficulty  finding  the  point  well  taken.  In  my 
view  the  subclause  is  out  of  order. 

The  difficult  question,  however,  relates  to  the  action 
that  ought  to  be  taken  at  this  time.  In  this  regard  I 
must  stress  that  the  circumstances  are  unique.  There 
are  precedents  regarding  defects  in  bills  as  a  result  of 
amendments  in  committee,  but  most  relate  to  proceed- 
ings in  committee  of  the  whole  or  to  other  circumstances 
in  which  the  report  stage  as  we  now  know  it  did  not 
exist  or  was  not  operable. 

Since  the  report  stage  is  a  relatively  recent  proceed- 
ing under  our  rules,  its  precise  nature  is  still  a  matter  of 
some  disagreement.  There  is  no  disagreement,  however, 
that  the  report  stage  is  one  of  reconsideration  of  events 
that  have  taken  place  in  the  standing  committee.  I  am 
sure  honourable  Members  are  well  aware  of  the  ex- 
tensive powers  relating  to  the  retabling  of  amendments 
that  have  been  procedurally  or  otherwise  rejected  or 
which  have  been  passed.  The  power  to  propose  amend- 
ments at  the  report  stage  to  cause  the  House  to  recon- 
sider those  questions  amply  stamps  the  report  stage  as 
one  of  reconsideration  of  the  events  which  took  place 
in  the  standing  committee. 

There  remains  the  question,  however,  whether  it  is  a 
separate  stage  from  the  report  stage  or  whether  it  is  a 
continuation  of  that  stage  which  begins  in  the  standing 
committee  and  which  is  not  finalized  until  the  motion 
for  concurrence  is  dealt  with  in  the  House.  Further- 
more, if  through  the  process  of  reconsideration  the 
report  stage  allows,  in  effect,  an  appeal  to  the  House  of 
decisions  taken  in  the  standing  committee,  even  to  the 
point,  as  is  mentioned  in  Standing  Order  75(6),  of  per- 
mitting the  filing  of  a  new  financial  recommendation — 
although  here  again  I  accept  the  argument  that  the 
recommendation  now  listed  at  the  report  stage  is  in  re- 
spect of  amendments  which  will  be  dealt  with  at  the 
actual  report  stage — nevertheless,  if  in  fact  the  report 
stage  is  an  opportunity  for  appeal  and  for  reconsideration 
of  decisions  taken  in  standing  committees,  then  it  might 
be  asked  why  should  the  House  or  the  Chair  concern 
itself  with  proposed  or  alleged  procedural  irregularities 
in  the  standing  committee  at  aU?  And  if  the  Chair  or 


the  House  should  concern  itself  with  those  problems, 
what  about  timing?  Is  it  appropriate  that  they  should 
be  considered  after  we  have  embarked  upon  the  report 
stage  by  the  actual  filing  of  amendments,  or  must  it  be 
done  prior  to  that  point? 

Obviously  I  am  not  answering  those  questions;  I  am 
only  putting  them  forward  to  demonstrate  that  we  have 
never  addressed  ourselves  to  a  precise  understanding  of 
the  nature  of  the  report  stage  and  of  its  relationship  to 
the  committee  stage  of  a  bill. 

I  also  want  to  stress  that  it  has  been  suggested  that 
I  send  the  Bill  back  to  the  Standing  Committee  for  fur- 
ther consideration.  I  make  it  clear  that  I  have  no 
authority  to  do  so.  That  is  a  decision  of  the  House,  not  a 
decision  of  the  Chair.  That  decision  may  still  be  taken 
at  third  reading. 

Secondly,  it  is  suggested  that  if  the  Bill  did  go  back 
to  the  Committee  it  would  have  to  be  accompanied  by 
a  direction  to  that  Committee  to  somehow  cure  its  own 
procedural  irregularities.  I  should  not  like,  and  I  am 
sure  the  House  would  not  Uke,  to  have  the  task  of  trying 
to  frame  that  direction,  and  in  any  case,  if  it  were  a 
good  idea  in  principle,  which  I  feel  it  is  not,  it  would 
be  most  difficult  to  find  the  actual  wording. 

Finally,  this  is  an  extraordinary  situation  because  we 
have  already  arrived  at  the  notice  of  the  report  stage. 
Amendments  filed  by  both  sides  of  the  House,  including 
an  amended  recommendation,  make  it  clear  to  me  that 
the  House — that  is  to  say,  the  whole  House — ^is  about  to 
embark  on  a  consideration  of  those  very  questions  which 
we  would  be  proposing  to  ask  the  Standing  Committee  to 
consider.  Therefore  it  does  not  seem  useful  to  suggest 
that  the  matter  be  sent  back  to  the  Standing  Committee 
to  consider  the  very  things  that  the  House  is  about  to 
consider  itself. 

I  do  not  have  the  power  to  order  the  Bill  sent  back  to 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  I  would  not  do  so  even  if  I 
had  the  power.  For  the  same  reason  I  cannot  justify 
simply  holding  that  the  Bill  cannot  proceed  and  then 
leaving  it  to  the  House  to  try  to  frame  that  sort  of  order. 

I  wish  to  make  it  clear,  first  of  all,  that  having  already 
embarked  upon  the  report  stage  and  the  filing  of  these 
notices  of  amendments  and  the  amended  recommenda- 
tion, no  precedent  can  be  taken  from  this  circumstance 
as  to  what  will  happen  in  the  future  if  such  an  argument 
about  a  procedural  irregularity  in  a  committee  is  made 
before  we  actually  get  to  this  point. 

Secondly,  there  is  a  necessity  for  clarifying  the  very 
nature  of  the  report  stage,  the  relationship  to  the  com- 
mittee stage,  and  also  the  proper  procedure  which  must 
be  followed  if  objections  of  this  sort  are  going  to  be 
taken  in  the  future,  and  particularly  in  regard  to  the 
timing  that  must  be  involved.  I  look  for  and  accept  an 
undertaking  of  the  House  leaders  that  that  matter  will  be 
considered  in  the  Standing  Committee  on  Procedure  and 
Organization  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity. 
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In  these  circumstances,  which  I  regard  as  singular,  I 
reiterate  that  I  find  the  amendment  made  in  the  Commit- 
tee, being  subclause  (2)  of  Clause  2  at  page  2  of  Bill 
C-44,  in  that  it  has  exceeded  the  original  recommenda- 
tion that  accompanied  the  Bill,  is  out  of  order.  Secondly, 
I  reject  the  notion  of  returning  the  Bill  to  the  Standing 
Committee.  Thirdly,  however,  I  cannot  allow  the  Bill  to 
proceed,  knowing,  as  I  have  found,  that  it  contains  pro- 
cedural irregularities. 

Therefore,  on  the  basis  of  precedents  which  I  would  be 
pleased  to  provide  for  Members  who  are  interested  in 
examining  them,  I  take  another  course,  which  is  to  direct 
— and  I  hereby  do  so — that  the  procedurally  unacceptable 
amendment,  being  subclause  (2)  of  Clause  2  of  Bill  C-44, 
be  stripped  from  the  Bill,  and  that  the  Bill  be  reprinted 
as  otherwise  amended  and  reported  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Miscellaneous  Estimates;  that  notices  of  report 
stage  amendments  now  filed  be  removed  from  the  Order 
Paper;  and  that  upon  the  filing  of  the  reprinted  Bill, 
which  I  will  announce  to  the  House  when  it  takes  place, 
the  time  for  the  filing  of  notices  of  report  stage  amend- 
ments pursuant  to  Standing  Order  75  shall  begin  to  run 
as  though  the  Bill  were  at  that  time  being  reported  from 
the  Standing  Committee. 

I  take  this  rather  unique  and  singular  step,  relying,  as 
I  say,  on  the  Standing  Committee  on  Procedure  and 
Organization  to  examine  this  problem  and  to  come  to 
some  answers  as  to  how  we  should  deal  with  this  on  a 
continuing  basis.  I  take  the  step  also  because  I  wish  to 
stress  that  there  are  deep  differences  among  Members 
and  parties  in  this  House,  and  whatever  course  I  should 
give  recognition  to  the  fact  that  the  House  ought  to  move 
as  quickly  apd  as  directly  as  possible  to  a  debate  which 
would  permit  full  and  further  discussion  of  those  dif- 
ferences, not  only  regarding  the  procedural  aspects  of 
the  Bill  but  the  substantive  aspects  of  the  Bill  as  well.  I 
have  taken  this  course  in  order  to  ensure  free  liberty  by 
all  Members  of  the  House  to  file  such  report  stage 
amendments  as  they  desire,  with  plenty  of  advance  notice 
in  order  to  make  sure  that  all  questions  are  fully  and 
openly  discussed  in  the  House.

As  authorized  by  its  Order  of  Reference  of  February  27, 
1975,  representatives  of  your  Committee  travelled  to  North 
Bay,  Ontario,  on  March  5,  1975,  and  to  Colorado  Springs, 
Colorado,  U.S.A.  on  March  5  and  6,  1975,  during  its  con- 
sideration with  respect  to  the  future  of  the  NORAD  agree- 
ment.

Your  Committee  took  note  of  the  evidence  heard  during 
meetings  previously  held  concerning  NORAD  in  1969  and 
1973,  and  of  the  Reports  submitted  to  the  House  on  Thurs- 
day, June  26,  1969,  and  on  Monday,  April  16,  1973. 

Your  Committee  sought  to  hear  evidence  from  a  variety 
of  witnesses  so  that  it  could  consider  cogent  arguments 
both  supporting  and  opposing  the  renewal  of  the  NORAD 
agreement.  Despite  assiduous  efforts,  however,  it  was 
unable  to  find  anyone,  with  recognized  exf)ertise  in  this 
field,  to  appear  before  your  Committee  and  oppose  renewal 
of  the  agreement. 

Your  Committee  did  review  the  briefs  cited  above  from 
organizations  and  individuals  in  Canada  which  opposed 
renewal  of  the  NORAD  agreement. 

An  approach  was  also  made  to  Mr.  Collin  Gray,  now 
Assistant  Director  of  the  International  Institute  of  Strate- 
gic Studies  in  London,  England,  and  the  author  of  Canadi- 
an Defence  Priorities:  a  Question  of  Relevance,  who  has 
written  critically  in  the  past  of  NORAD's  emphasis  on 
maintaining  a  substantial  air  defence  capability.  Also  con- 
tacted was  Dr.  Jeremy  Stone,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Federation  of  American  Scientists  in  Washington,  D.C., 
and  a  prominent  witness  critical  of  U.S.  defence  policy 
before  Congressional  committees.  Both  Mr.  Gray  and  Dr. 
Stone  professed  to  favour  the  defence  posture  adopted  by 
NORAD  in  the  past  two  years,  which,  in  Dr.  Stone's  words, 
now  constituted  only  a  "Coastguard  of  the  Air". 

Your  Committee  also  wished  its  studies  to  be  as  thor- 
ough and  extensive  as  possible.  Due  to  the  imminent 
expiry  of  the  present  NORAD  agreement,  on  May  12,  1975, 
however,  it  felt  constrained  to  present  a  preliminary  report 
well  before  such  studies  could  be  completed.  Your  Com- 
mittee regrets  that  there  was  not  sufficient  time  to  consid- 
er the  issue  of  the  future  of  NORAD  within  the  wider 
context  of  the  question  of  defence  co-operation  with  the 
United  States.  Accordingly,  your  Committee  wishes  this 
Report  to  be  considered  as  preliminary,  and  it  intends  to 
return  to  the  question  of  defence  co-operation  with  the 
United  States,  should  its  schedule  permit  it  to  do  so. 

II  HISTORY  OF  THE  NORAD  AGREEMENT 

On  May  12,  1958,  the  governments  of  Canada  and  the 
United  States  agreed  in  an  exchange  of  notes  to  establish 
the  North  American  Air  Defence  Command  (NORAD).  The 
agreement  involved  an  extension  of  the  air  defence  co- 
operation that  had  been  developing  between  the  two  coun- 
tries through  the  earlier  years  of  the  decade.  It  established 
an  integrated  command  structure  and  provided  for  supple- 
mentary agreements  on  a  number  of  related  matters.  It  did 
not  impose  on  either  country  any  specific  commitment  to 
allocate  military  forces,  leaving  each  government  to  deter- 
mine the  size  and  nature  of  its  contribution. 

The  original  agreement  was  for  a  period  of  ten  years, 
with    its   term   subject   to   review   at   any   time   upon   the 

request  of  either  government.  With  slight  modifications,  it 
was  renewed  for  five  years  on  March  30,  1968,  and  then 
extended  without  change  for  two  years,  on  May  10,  1973. 
This  extension  expires  on  May  12,  1975. 
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III  THE    NORTH    AMERICAN    AIR    DEFENCE    COM- 
MAND 

A.  Strategic  Purposes  of  NORAD 

NORAD  was  established  in  the  belief  that,  with  Soviet 
acquisition  of  nuclear  bombs,  the  air  defence  of  North 
America  had  acquired  a  new  urgency  and  significance. 
Given  the  size  of  the  threat  as  then  perceived,  and  limited 
Canadian  resources,  a  cooperative  effort  was  necessary. 
Both  to  ensure  maximum  efficiency  with  the  forces  avail- 
able, and  to  provide  a  means  by  which  the  Canadian 
government  could  exercise  control  over  possible  United 
States  air  defence  activities  in  Canadian  air  space,  the 
NORAD  structure  of  an  integrated  command  jointly 
responsible  to  the  two  governments  was  conceived. 

The  decision  to  accept  an  integrated  command  in  the  air 
defence  field,  while  retaining  separate  forces  in  the  ground 
and  sea  environment  (apart  from  Canadian  naval  forces 
committed  to  SACLANT  which  is  a  unified  command)  was 
taken  because  of  the  nature  of  the  threat  and  of  the 
consequent  need  for  speedy  and  closely  coordinated  use  of 
all  available  forces.  It  was  also  recognized  that  most 
engagements  would  take  place  over  Canadian  territory, 
and  that  it  would  be  confusing  for  United  States  aircraft  to 
shift  to  another  command  on  overflying  the  border.  Final- 
ly, without  an  integrated  command,  the  Canadian  com- 
mander would  not  be  in  a  position  to  call  on  U.S.  aircraft 
for  assistance,  but  would  in  effect  have  to  negotiate  with 
the  commander  of  U.S.  air  defence  forces. 

When  the  agreement  was  signed  in  1958,  defence  plan- 
ners in  both  countries  assumed  that  the  only  direct  strate- 
gic threat  to  North  America  lay  in  the  possibility  of  attack 
by  the  manned  nuclear  bombers  of  the  USSR.  It  was 
recognized  that  the  primary  defence  against  the  occurrence 
of  such  an  attack  lay  in  the  nuclear  retaliatory  strike 
capacity  of  the  Strategic  Air  Command  (SAC)  bombers 
maintained  by  the  United  States. 

At  the  same  time,  however,  the  SAC  bombers  were 
vulnerable  to  a  surprise  attack  and,  unless  their  survival 
could  be  guaranteed,  their  credibility  as  a  deterrent  would 
be  jeopardized.  An  active  air  defence  was  therefore  con- 
sidered essential  and  NORAD  was  established.  Its  primary 
missions  were  to  enhance  the  survivability  of  the  U.S. 
deterrent  forces,  by  providing  early  warning  and  defend- 
ing the  SAC  bases,  and  to  minimize  the  damage  to  centres 
of  population  by  destroying  as  many  bombers  as  possible 
before  they  could  reach  their  targets. 

Technological  developments  in  the  sixties,  particularly 
the  development  and  deployment  of  ICBMs  (interconti- 
nental ballistic  missiles)  and  SLBMs  (submarine-launched 
ballistic  missiles)  by  both  the  U.S.  and  the  USSR,  progres- 
sively reduced  but  did  not  eliminate  the  importance  of  the 
manned  bomber  as  a  strategic,  first-strike  threat.  Respon- 
sibility for  the  active  defence  against  the  new  missile 
weapons,  to  the  limited  extent  that  it  was  considered 
feasible,  was  retained  by  the  United  States  in  the  Conti- 
nental Air  Defence  Command  (CONAD).  However,  the 
responsibility  for  passive  defence  against  space  systems 
was  vested  in  NORAD,  which  acquired  the  capability  for 


global    aerospace   surveillance   and    related    warning   and 
attack  assessment. 

North  American  air  defence  policy  has  been  under 
review  over  the  last  several  years  and,  mainly  as  a  result  of 
the  agreements  reached  in  the  Strategic  Arms  Limitation 
Talks  (SALT)  between  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet 
Union,  has  undergone  a  dramatic  change  in  priorities. 
Defence  against  the  manned  bomber  has  been  de-empha- 
sized in  favour  of  surveillance  and  control  of  each  coun- 
try's sovereign  air  space.  NORAD's  declared  missions  now 
are: 

1)  providing  early  warning  of  a  surprise  attack  on  North 
America; 

2)  surveillance  of  space;  and 

3)  surveillance  and  control  of  sovereign  air  space,  which 
includes  providing  a  limited  air  defence  in  a  time  of 
crisis. 

B.  NORAD's  Organization  and  Command  Arrangements 

The  North  American  Air  Defence  Command  is  a  two- 
nation,  multi-service,  integrated  command  structure.  The 
forces  under  its  operational  control  are  supplied  by  its 
component  commands,  the  Canadian  Armed  Forces  Air 
Defence  Command,  the  U.S.  Army  Air  Defence  Command, 
and  the  U.S.  Aerospace  Defence  Command.  The  U.S.  Navy 
also  makes  some  units  available  to  NORAD  and  some  Navy 
personnel  are  on  its  staff.  In  addition,  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  Alaskan  Command — a  separate  U.S.  unified 
command — is  responsible  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  of 
NORAD  for  the  air  defence  of  Alaska. 

For  NORAD's  operational  purposes,  the  continent  is  now 
divided  into  eight  regions,  of  which  one  is  almost  entirely 
in  Canada,  three  including  Alaska,  are  wholly  in  the 
United  States,  and  four  include  parts  of  both  countries. 
(See  Map  Annex  1). 

By  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  the  Commander-in-Chief 
(CINCNORAD)  and  his  deputy  must  come  from  different 
countries.  In  practice,  CINCNORAD  is  likely  to  be  an 
American  and  his  deputy,  a  Canadian.  In  the  largely 
Canadian  region,  the  22nd  NORAD  region,  with  headquar- 
ters at  North  Bay,  Ontario,  the  regional  commander  is  a 
Canadian  and  his  deputy  is  American.  The  regional  com- 
manders of  the  four  regions  comprising  parts  of  both  coun- 
tries are  American  with  Canadian  deputies.  For  all  regions 
except  the  22nd,  the  headquarters  are  located  in  the  United 
States.  CINCNORAD's  headquarters  are  situated  at 
Colorado  Springs,  Colorado. 

The  terms  of  reference  for  CINCNORAD  and  his  deputy 
are  agreed  upon  between  the  two  governments,  but  have 
been  considered  as  classified  information.  Broadly  speak- 
ing, however,  CINCNORAD  is  responsible  to  both  the 
Canadian  and  the  United  States  governments  for  the  air 
defence  of  North  America.  NORAD's  peacetime  missions  of 
surveillance  and  control  are  performed  through  the  region- 
al command  centres.  The  Canadian  forces  in  NORAD  are 
assigned  to  the  22nd  and  25th  regions,  and  CF-101  intercep- 
tor aircraft  are  normally  stationed  at  Chatham,  N.B., 
Bagotville,  Que.,  and  Comox,  B.C.

The  defensive  actions  taken  by  NORAD  forces  in  emer- 
gencies are  defined  in  terms  of  degrees  of  alert,  and  no 
change  can  be  made  in  the  status  of  either  country's  forces 
until  the  requisite  level  of  alert  has  been  declared.  Given 
the  task  of  providing  early  warning,  it  is  CINCNORAD's 
responsibility  to  inform  each  of  the  two  governments  when 
an  attack  is  taking  place  or  might  be  expected.  The  two 
governments  then  decide,  after  consultation,  what  action 
should  be  taken — what  new  level  of  alert,  if  any,  should  be 
declared.  This  decision  is,  however,  a  national  one.  A 
change  in  the  alert  status  of  the  Canadian  forces  assigned 
to  NORAD  can  be  ordered  only  with  the  approval  of  the 
Prime  Minister. 

It  is  possible  for  United  States  forces — or  Canadian 
forces  for  that  matter — to  be  placed  on  a  higher  level  of 
alert  by  purely  national  action.  In  the  case  of  U.S.  forces, 
they  would  operate  in  this  situation  under  the  U.S.  Conti- 
nental Air  Defence  Command  (CON AD),  rather  than 
under  NORAD.  This  arrangement  is  possible  because 
CONAD's  command  and  control  facilities  also  constitute 
NORAD  facilities  located  in  the  United  States  and  because 
CINCNORAD  is  also  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  CONAD. 

In  the  past,  when  higher  alerts  where  declared  in  the 
United  States,  but  not  in  Canada, — and  this  has  happened 
only  twice  since  NORAD  was  established,  once  during  the 
Cuban  crisis  in  1962  and  once  during  the  Middle  East  war 
in  1973 — Canadian  officers  assigned  to  the  integrated 
NORAD  headquarters  in  Colorado  Springs  were  sometimes 
placed  in  the  anomalous  position  of  having  to  carry  out 
their  responsibilities,  as  NORAD  officers,  at  the  American 
alert  level.  This  problem  last  occurred  in  October,  1973 
when  the  United  States  forces  were  put  on  "DEFCON  3" 
alert  as  a  result  of  developments  in  the  Middle  East.  The 
Canadian  government  was  not  asked  to  join  this  purely 
United  States  move,  and  the  Canadian  deputy-commander 
of  NORAD  was  not  involved.  In  this  instance,  the  deputy- 
commander  was  the  deputy-commander  of  CONAD.  How- 
ever, there  was  a  problem  with  Canadian  officers  in  com- 
mand centres.  The  Committee  has  been  informed  that 
arrangements  have  since  been  made  for  Canadian  officers 
to  be  replaced  immediately  by  Americans  should  such 
circumstances  recur. 

There  are  two  other  important  areas  where  the  Canadian 
government  must  give  its  approval  before  action  can  be 
taken  under  NORAD.  First,  Canadian  interceptor  aircraft 
can  be  armed  with  nuclear  air-to-air  missiles  only  if  the 
Canadian  government,  along  with  that  of  the  United 
States,  decides  that  this  should  be  done.  Otherwise,  these 
aircraft  remain  armed,  as  they  are  now,  with  conventional 
weapons.  Secondly,  CINCNORAD  cannot  deploy  American 
forces  on  higher  alert  over  Canadian  territory  without  the 
prior  approval  of  the  Prime  Minister. 

New  policies  announced  by  the  Canadian  and  American 
governments  will  result  in  significant  changes  in  NORAD's 
organization.  Both  governments  are  in  the  process  of  de- 
veloping national  radar  systems  for  the  joint  use  of  civil 
and  military  organizations.  For  this  and  other  reasons,  the 
United  States  government  has  decided  to  divide  the  contig- 
uous 48  states  into  four  regions  for  joint  military  and 
civilian  air  traffic  control  purposes.  Alaska  would  remain, 
as  it  is  now,  a  separate  command.  (See  Map  Annex  2). 


In  Canada's  case,  Mr.  Richardson  told  your  Committee 
that    a    consequence    of    developing    the    joint-use    radar 
system  would  be  "the  assumption  in  due  course  by  Canadi- 
an  agencies   of   the   responsibility   of   the  control   of   all 
military  and  civilian  air  traffic  in  Canadian  air  space  from      ■ 
centres  located  in  this  country."  He  also  said  that,  although     ■ 
no  decision  had  been  made,  proposals  were  under  consider-      " 
ation  to  have  two  entirely  Canadian  Norad  regions  estab- 
lished which  would,  together,  include  all  of  Canada's  terri- 
tory. One,  roughly  similar  to  the  existing  22nd  NORAD 
region,  would  cover  Eastern  Canada,  while  another  would 
be  established  in  the  West.  (See  Map  Annex  3) 

The  result  of  these  policies,  if  they  are  implemented,  will 
be  that  Canadian  forces  exclusively  will  carry  out  the 
peacetime  surveillance  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  control  func- 
tions over  the  whole  of  Canada. 

C.  Forces  and  Facilities 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  61,200  Canadian  and 
American  military  personnel  assigned  to  NORAD,  com- 
pared to  a  high  of  248,000  in  1961.  Canada  now  contributes 
8,500  military  personnel,  of  which  190  are  assigned  to 
NORAD  in  the  United  States.  200  United  States  military 
personnel  are  assigned  to  NORAD  facilities  in  Canada. 

NORAD  has  three  systems  specifically  designed  to  pro- 
vide detection  and  warning  of  attack  by  ballistic  missiles. 
The  first  consists  of  three  BMEWS  (Ballistic  Missile  Early 
Warning  System)  units,  located  at  Thule  in  Greenland, 
Clear  in  Alaska,  and  Fylingdales  Moor  in  England..  The 
second  system,  designed  for  the  detection  of  SLBMs,  con- 
sists of  several  radars  located  around  the  coast  of  the 
United  States.  These  are  older  radars,  difficult  to  maintain 
and  with  limited  range.  In  light  of  the  4,000-mile  range  of 
the  newer  Soviet  SLBMs,  the  United  States  has  therefore 
decided  to  replace  this  system  with  newer,  phased-array 
radars.  One  is  now  under  construction  on  the  New  England 
coast,  and  a  second  may  be  built  on  the  Pacific  coast  of  the 
United  States.  These  radars  will  also  provide  substantial 
coverage  off  Canada's  coasts. 

The  third  system  consists  of  satellites  in  synchronous 
orbits  and  equipped  with  infrared  sensors  for  the  detection 
of  both  ICBMs  and  SLBMs.  Together,  these  three  systems 
provide  NORAD  with  a  flexible,  comprehensive  and  reli- 
able system  for  the  detection  of  missile  launchings  any- 
where in  the  world. 

NORAD's  facilities  for  detection  of  aircraft,  including 
manned  bombers,  consist  first  of  the  radars  in  the  DEW 
(Distant  Early  Warning)  line.  There  are  now  four  major 
stations  and  seventeen  auxiliary  stations  in  this  line 
situated  in  the  Canadian  Arctic,  Alaska  and  Greenland. 
These  stations  were  constructed  by  the  United  States  and 
are  maintained  by  the  U.S.  Air  Force  through  civilian 
contract.  The  military  commander  at  each  main  station  in 
Canada  is  a  Canadian,  exercising  operational  control  for 
NORAD. 

The  second  element  of  the  air  space  surveillance  and 
control  system  is  the  PINETREE  line  of  long-range  radars 
located  in  Southern  Canada  and  the  United  States.  There 
are  at  present  twenty-five  long-range  radars  manned  and 
operated  by  the  CAF  Air  Defence  Command  in  Canada. 
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The  DEW  Line  and  PINETREE  radars  are  supplemented 
by  a  number  of  gap-filler  radars  in  the  United  States. 

These  existing  air  space  detection  facilities  are  line-of- 
sight  radars  which  provide  very  limited  coverage  at  low 
altitudes.  It  would  thus  be  possible  for  low-flying  bombers 
to  escape  detection  for  much  of  their  approach  to  the 
continent,  thereby  reducing  the  warning  time  available  to 
NORAD.  To  overcome  this  problem,  the  United  States  has 
developed  a  new  radar  system,  known  as  OTH-B  (Over- 
the-Horizon-Backscatter)  which  is  not  limited  by  line-of- 
sight  and  provides  good  coverage  at  all  altitudes  and  for  an 
extremely  long  range.  Atmospheric  interference  so  far  pre- 
vents the  use  of  OTH-B  in  the  Arctic,  however,  and 
NORAD  plans  to  continue  using  the  DEW  Line  radars  until 
this  problem  has  been  resolved.  If  this  difficult  problem 
can  be  overcome,  which  may  prove  impossible  an  OTH-B 
site  would  probably  be  located  in  the  Canadian  Arctic. 

The  Canadian  and  United  States  governments  are  each 
in  the  process  of  developing  joint  civil-military  radar  and 
data  assessment  systems  for  air  space  surveillance  and 
control.  These  sensors  and  computers  will  continue  to  feed 
into  the  NORAD  system. 

Detection  of  space  objects  is  provided  to  some  extent  by 
the  BMEWS  units  but  primarily  by  SPADATS  (Space 
Detection  and  Tracking  System),  which  consists  of  a  net- 
work of  radar,  radio  and  optical  sensors  concentrated  in 
the  northern  hemisphere.  Canada's  contribution  to  space 
detection  is  through  the  Baker-Nunn  optical  camera,  locat- 
ed at  Cold  Lake,  Alberta.  It  was  bought  by  the  United 
Slates  and  is  operated  by  the  CAP. 

Command  and  control  of  air  activities,  along  with 
assessment  of  the  data  received,  are  conducted  through 
computerized  facilities  located  at  Cheyenne  Mountain  and 
in  the  SAGE  (Semi-automatic  Ground  Environment)  com- 
plexes in  each  of  the  NORAD  regions. 

The  establishment  of  new  regions  will  necessitate 
changes  in  this  command  and  control  system.  Tentative 
plans  in  the  United  States  are  for  modified  BUIC  (Back-up 
Interceptor  Control)  units  to  be  used  as  the  main  systems 
for  civilian  and  military  surveillance  and  control  in  each  of 
the  four  new  regions  there.  The  Canadian  government  has 
not  yet  decided  whether  to  rely  on  BUIC  units  or  instead 
to  develop  a  new  system.  A  decision  will  soon  have  to  be 
made,  since  the  condition  of  the  existing  SAGE  computers 
in  North  Bay  is  becoming  acute.  Their  already  long  life  can 
be  extended,  at  considerable  expense,  only  for  two  more 
years,  and  even  this  will  be  possible  only  if  the  requisite 
replacement  parts  can  be  found.  If  a  new  NORAD  region  is 
established  in  Western  Canada,  it  too  will  have  to  be 
provided  with  these  facilities. 

The  United  States  government  has  also  started  produc- 
tion of  AWACS  (Airborne  Warning  and  Control  System) 
aircraft.  Even  the  command  and  control  facilities  protected 
underground  at  Colorado  Springs  and  North  Bay  are  now 
considered  vulnerable  to  destruction  by  the  new  breed  of 
larger  Soviet  missiles.  In  any  case,  all  of  the  NORAD 
command  centres  could  have  their  vital  communications 
links  destroyed  in  an  attack.  Consequently,  it  is  proposed 
that  these  AWACS  aircraft  be  made  available  in  emergen- 
cies for  the  assumption  of  command  and  control  in  each  of 


the  new  NORAD  regions  in  the  United  States.  No  plans 
have  been  announced  by  the  Canadian  government  for  the 
procurement  of,  or  acquisition  of  access  to,  AWACS  air- 
craft for  the  NORAD  command  centres  which  are  now  and 
may  later  be  located  in  Canada. 

The  weapons  available  to  NORAD  are  entirely  defensive 
and  consist  of  interceptor  aircraft  in  both  countries  and 
some  surface-to-air  (SAM)  missiles  located  in  the  United 
States.  Canada  contributes  three  squadrons  comprising  48 
CF-101  Voodoo  interceptors.  Over  the  next  few  months, 
this  number  will  be  reduced  to  36  interceptors.  Because  of 
its  age,  the  CF-101  will  have  to  be  phased  out  by  the  end  of 
this  decade,  at  the  latest,  and  replaced  by  a  new  aircraft 
with  an  interception  capability.  In  the  United  States,  the 
Voodoo  has  already  been  relegated  to  a  reserve  role  and 
will  soon  be  phased  out  altogether.  The  Canadian  govern- 
ment has  begun  a  study  to  determine  which  of  the  several 
available  aircraft  should  be  procured,  but  has  not  yet 
reached  a  decision.  Your  Committee  was  told  informally 
by  General  Garton  at  North  Bay  that  30  to  60  new  aircraft 
might  be  required  to  provide  adequate  surveillance  and 
control  coverage  in  Canadian  air  space.  The  United  States 
now  has  six  regular  forces  interceptor  squadrons  and  six 
Air  National  Guard  squadrons  committed  to  NORAD. 
These  can  be  augmented  in  an  emergency  by  forces 
assigned  to  the  U.S.  Tactical  Air  Command  (TAC). 

These  forces  are  considered  necessary  for  possible 
defence  against  the  bomber  fleet  still  maintained  by  the 
Soviet  Union.  This  fleet  includes  about  140  truly  intercon- 
tinental bombers,  mostly  Bears  and  Bisons.  It  also  includes 
over  600  medium  range  bombers  which  could  be  used  for 
one-way  intercontinental  missions  or,  if  refuelled  in  flight, 
for  return  missions.  These  forces  are  maintained  at  a  high 
state  of  operational  readiness  and  they  fairly  regularly  fly 
missions  to  the  North  American  air  defence  perimeter, 
which  in  practice  means  the  air  borders  of  Canada,  to  test 
NORAD's  responsiveness. 

D.  Cost  sharing 

In  the  original  NORAD  agreement,  it  was  stipulated  that 
supplementary  agreements  would  be  reached  under  which 
Canada  and  the  United  States  would  share  the  costs  of 
certain  common  facilities.  In  practice,  this  has  meant  that 
the  United  States  has  contributed  to  the  financing  of  some 
facilities,  located  in  Canada,  which  were  of  value  to  Ameri- 
can air  defence. 

Mr.  Richardson  told  your  Committee  that  the  United 
Slates  now  pays  $80  million  of  the  total  $260  million  cur- 
rently spent  annually  on  air  defence  in  Canada.  This 
includes  the  full  cost  of  operating  the  Canadian  section  of 
the  DEW  Line  and  about  45  per  cent  of  the  costs  of  the 
PINETREE  radars. 

IV  NORAD'S  PLACE  IN  FUTURE  CANADIAN  AIR 
DEFENCE  POLICY 

A.  Alternatives  for  Canada 

Members  of  the  Committee  believed  that  it  was  impor- 
tant, as  part  of  their  examination  of  the  future  of  the 
NORAD  agreement,  that  they  should  consider  the  alterna- 
tives open  to  Canada.  All  were  agreed  that  some  form  of 
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continuing  cooperation  with  the  United  States  remained 
essential,  but  there  were  differing  views  about  the  desira- 
bility and  necessity  of  an  integrated  command. 

The  Minister  of  National  Defence  suggested  that  the 
only  alternative  to  renewing  the  agreement  was  not  to 
renew  it.  Your  Committee  took  a  different  view,  believing 
that  there  is  a  range  of  alternatives,  involving  different 
levels  of  cooperation  with  the  United  States.  Six  broad 
ways  in  which  Canada  and  the  U.S.  could  organize  the  air 
defence  of  North  America  were  identified  by  the 
Committee. 

1)  Total  integration  of  air  defence  forces 

The  continental  air  defence  forces  of  both  countries 
would  be  fully  integrated  into  a  unified  combined 
force  operating  under  a  single  command  in  peacetime 
and  in  war. 

2)  Integrated  Command  Structure  with  Separate  Forces 

This  is  the  present  arrangement  under  the  NORAD 
agreement.  The  integrated  command  has  certain  forces 
assigned  by  both  countries.  However,  the  alert  stages 
which  control  the  posture  of  these  forces  in  times  of 
emergency  and  their  arming  with  air-to-air  nuclear 
missiles  must  have  the  separate  approval  of  each  gov- 
ernment. Moreover,  each  government  determines  what 
forces  it  wishes  to  commit  to  the  joint  command. 
Intelligence,  in  the  form  of  radar  information,  is  joint- 
ly gathered  and  jointly  assessed. 

3)  Coordinated  but  separate  command  structures 

The  two  defence  departments  and  defence  staffs 
would  consult  on  steps  to  be  taken  in  emergency  situa- 
tions affecting  both  countries.  The  roles  to  be  per- 
formed by  the  separate  national  air  forces,  each  under 
its  own  national  command,  could  be  coordinated  in 
advance  for  greater  efficiency  in  an  emergency  and 
there  could  be  joint  exercises.  But  there  would  be  no 
joint  command.  Intelligence  could  be  jointly  gathered 
and,  perhaps,  assessed.  An  arrangement  like  this  exist- 
ed before  the  NORAD  agreement  was  signed. 

4)  Joint  intelligence  gathering  and  assessment  only 

The  two  national  air  defence  forces  would  operate 
entirely  separately,  under  strictly  national  commands, 
and  with  no  coordination.  However,  Canada  and  the 
U.S.  might  continue  to  cooperate  in  the  gathering  and 
assessment  of  intelligence,  using  radar  and  other  sens- 
ing devices  located  on  Canadian  territory. 

5)  Joint  Intelligence  Gathering 

Cooperation  would  be  restricted  to  the  gathering  of 
intelligence  information,  which  would  then  be  proc- 
essed nationally.  The  United  States  would,  in  effect, 
contract  with  Canada  for  information-gathering 
services. 

6)  Completely  separate  national  air  defence  operations 

Canada  and  the  United  States  would  not  cooperate 
in  the  air  defence  of  North  America  in  any  way 
whatsoever. 


Your  Committee  believes  that  more  than  one  of  these 
different  approaches  could  reasonably  be  considered  as 
viable  policies  for  Canada.  It  thought  it  to  be  important  in 
considering  the  question  of  future  participation  in 
NORAD,  to  assess  the  ways  in  which  Canada's  interests 
might  be  affected,  not  only  by  NORAD,  but  also  by  the 
alternatives  to  it. 

Like  other  countries,  Canada  naturally  desires  to  main- 
tain the  maximum  degree  of  independence  consistent  with 
its  security.  A  country  enters  into  a  defensive  alliance 
when  it  believes  that  it  needs  the  support  of  other  states  to 
gain  increased  security,  and  is  prepared  to  sacrifice  some 
degree  of  independence  to  this  end.  It  is  natural,  however, 
that  a  state  will  wish  to  limit  the  degree  of  integration  to 
that  which  is  necessary,  and  to  keep  any  treaty  arrange- 
ments made  under  regular  review.  It  is  in  this  spirit  that 
the  Committee  has  undertaken  its  review  of  the  NORAD 
agreement. 

B.  Strategic  Considerations 

In  common  with  its  NATO  allies,  Canada  shares  an 
interest  in  the  protection  of  the  strategic  deterrent  located 
in  the  heartland  of  the  United  States.  The  Committee 
recognizes  that  NORAD  makes  a  number  of  vital  contribu- 
tions to  that  protection,  most  notably  through  its  facilities 
for  early  warning  and  assessment  of  an  enemy  attack. 

Serious  doubt  has  been  expressed  before  your  Commit- 
tee, however,  concerning  another  of  NORAD's  strategic 
functions,  that  of  providing  an  active  defence  against  the 
manned  bomber.  The  need  for  anti-bomber  defences  to 
protect  the  strategic  deterrent  was  somewhat  reduced 
during  the  sixties  through  the  hardening  of  Minuteman 
silos,  the  application  of  the  airborne  alert  concept  for  the 
SAC  bombers,  and  the  procurement  of  increasing  numbers 
of  Polaris  submarines.  However,  throughout  the  last 
decade  both  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  con- 
tinued to  view  the  manned  bomber  as  an  important 
weapon.  It  had  several  advantages:  great  flexibility;  the 
possibility  of  being  launched  as  a  warning,  without 
making  an  irrevocable  commitment  to  war;  and  a  capabili- 
ty for  carrying  very  large  weapons  and  delivering  them 
with  unparalleled  accuracy. 

Although,  compared  to  the  missile,  the  bomber  was  thus 
a  much  cheaper,  more  flexible  and,  for  a  long  period,  a 
more  accurate,  weapons  delivery  system,  a  defence  against 
it  can  be  mounted  effectively,  particularly  given  the  large 
air  space  separating  the  inhabited  parts  of  North  America 
from  the  Soviet  Union.  Indeed,  it  is  presumably  owing  to 
the  effectiveness  of  the  NORAD  arrangements  that  the 
USSR  has  not  renewed  or  augmented  its  long-range 
bomber  force  in  a  decade,  and  instead  has  invested  very 
heavily  in  more  costly  but  largely  invulnerable  interconti- 
nental missiles  and  nuclear  submarines. 

For  some  years  both  the  United  States  and  the  USSR 
sought  to  extend  the  effectiveness  of  their  intercontinental 
bomber  forces  by  the  development  of  new  techniques,  such 
as  flying  low  to  avoid  the  line-of-sight  radars,  and  of  new 
equipment,  such  as  stand-off  bombs  deliverable  hundreds 
of  miles  from  target.  However,  the  results  were  clearly  not 
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encouraging  since  each  side  continued  to  increase  its  mis- 
sile force,  while  not  adding  to  its  bomber  force. 

The  major  new  development  of  the  1970's  has  been  the 
success  of  the  Strategic  Arms  Limitations  Talks  (SALT). 
The  imminence  of  a  new  and  enormously  costly  arms  race 
between  the  two  super  powers  to  acquire  and  deploy  anti- 
ballistic  missile  systems  (ABM's)  which  also  threatened  to 
destabilize  the  existing  strategic  balance,  led  President 
Nixon  and  Mr.  Brezhnev  to  reach  the  first  historic  SALT 
agreement.  Each  side  undertook  to  construct  only  two 
ABM  sites,  and  in  fact  each  country  has  actually  acquired 
only  one.  In  the  second  SALT  agreement,  the  two  sides 
decided  to  limit  themselves  to  2,400  nuclear  weapons 
delivery  systems  each. 

The  logic  of  this  situation  has  produced  the  significant 
changes  noted  earlier  in  the  missions  of  NORAD.  With  no 
defence  against  missiles,  it  is  now  accepted  that  only  a 
minimal  bomber  defence  makes  sense  (some  have  called  it 
a  "coast  guard  of  the  Air")  to  protect  against  a  sneak 
attack — and,  more  importantly,  to  act  as  a  deterrent 
against  the  acquisition  of  a  new  Soviet  bomber  capability. 
The  USSR  has  developed  a  new  supersonic  bomber,  with 
possibly  an  intercontinental  capability  identified  in  NATO 
parlance  as  the  "Backfire".  A  continued  low-level  air 
defence  capability  may  dissuade  the  Soviet  Union  from 
building  up  a  new  bomber  force,  although  it  must  be 
recognized  that  other  considerations  could  also  influence  a 
Soviet  decision. 

Your  Committee  accordingly  believes  that  retention  of  a 
limited,  anti-bomber  defensive  capability  in  North  Ameri- 
ca continues  to  make  some  contribution  to  strategic  stabili- 
ty. The  Committee  recognizes,  also  that  Canada  remains 
fairly  important  for  the  adequate  performance  of  NORAD's 
warning  and  defence  functions.  Existing  technology  is 
such  that  radars  must  be  located  on  Canadian  territory  if 
adequate  early  warning  of  a  bomber  attack  is  to  be  guaran- 
teed. Furthermore,  intruding  aircraft  must  be  physically 
intercepted  in  order  to  determine  their  identity  and  inten- 
tions. The  capacity  for  making  such  interceptions,  well 
forward  of  potential  targets,  is  crucial  for  the  maintenance 
of  strategic  stability  and  requires  the  use  of  Canadian 
airspace.  By  the  same  reasoning,  Canadian  airspace  would 
be  the  first  line  of  defence  in  the  event  of  an  actual  bomber 
attack  on  North  America. 

While  recognizing  that  these  factors  require  cooperation 
between  Canada  and  the  United  States,  Members  of  the 
Committee  questioned  whether  the  integrated  command 
structure,  which  NORAD  provides,  was  still  required  to 
make  that  cooperation  effective.  General  Carr  said  that  an 
integrated  command  is  not  "absolutely  essential"  in  peace- 
time. In  practical  terms,  because  of  the  siting  of  the  SAGE 
complexes  and  the  availability  of  aircraft,  Canada  now 
lacks  the  capability  adequately  to  provide  the  necessary 
peacetime  surveillance  and  control  over  the  whole  of  its 
territory.  But  if  the  proposed  Eastern  and  Western  regions, 
which  would  together  cover  all  Canadian  territory,  were 
established  with  the  necessary  radar  and  computer  and 
communications  support,  then,  as  General  Carr  agreed, 
"we  will  have  established  a  capability  to  look  at  our  own, 
and  control  our  own,  air  space".  General  Carr  adamantly 
maintained,  however,  that  an  integrated  command  would 


be  indispensable  in  times  of  increased  tension  or  in  war, 
when  active  air  defence  would  be  necessary. 

Professor  Cox  suggested  that  the  only  viable  alternative 
to  having  an  integrated  command  would  be  to  have  sepa- 
rate commands  with  contingency  plans  for  close  coopera- 
tion in  an  emergency.  As  noted  in  the  previous  section, 
your  Committee  recognized  that  various  levels  of  coopera- 
tion might  be  agreed  upon.  Considering  the  extent  to 
which  Canada's  interests  are  intertwined  with  those  of  the 
United  States,  however,  the  Committee  believes  that,  as  a 
minimum,  cooperation  would  have  to  extend  to  coordina- 
tion of  emergency  roles,  joint  exercises,  joint  intelligence 
activities,  and  the  provision  of  overflight  privileges. 

The  Case  of  France 

Its  deliberations  along  these  lines  led  your  Committee  to 
consider  the  position  of  France,  which  appeared  to  be  in  a 
somewhat  analogous  situation  vis-a-vis  NATO's  air 
defence  forces  in  Central  Europe,  to  Canada's  position  in 
North  America.  While  the  assigned  forces  of  the  NATO 
countries  in  Europe  are  under  an  integrated  operational 
command,  France's  forces  have  been  maintained  under 
national  command  since  1966.  However,  France  retains  the 
option  of  placing  its  forces  under  the  operational  command 
of  SACEUR  at  any  time,  and  could  quickly  do  so  in  the 
event  of  hostilities.  The  Franch  air  force  maintains  a 
degree  of  readiness  for  such  a  contingency  by  participating 
in  joint  NATO  exercises.  A  further  parallel  to  the  approach 
that  Canada  might  take  exists  in  that  France  participates 
in  and  contributes  financially  and  materially  to  NADGE 
(NATO  Air  Defence  Ground  Environment),  which  gathers 
and  assesses  radar  information  in  NATO  Europe  and  is  at 
the  core  of  NATO's  air  defence  command  arrangements. 

The  analogy  breaks  down,  however,  on  other  grounds.  In 
the  first  place,  France  is  geographically  in  the  strategic 
hinterland  of  Western  Europe,  separated  by  Germany  and 
the  Benelux  countries  from  the  source  of  an  attack.  France 
thus  derives  a  substantial  measure  of  security  from  reli- 
ance upon  the  very  large  air  defence  forces  maintained  in 
Germany  and  the  Benelux  countries.  Drawing  on  figures 
published  in  The  Military  Balance  1974-75,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  NATO  allies  in  Europe  have  roughly  575  intercep- 
tor aircraft,  350  of  which  are  in  Northern  and  Central 
Europe,  and  1300  air  defence  missiles,  (which  are  more 
effective  in  the  confined  air  space  of  Western  Europe  than 
they  are  in  North  America).  There  is  no  such  well-defend- 
ed zone  between  Canada  and  the  only  possible  source  of  an 
attack,  the  USSR.  Equally  important,  the  security  of  the 
other  European  allies  is  not  absolutely  dependent  on  the 
prior  defence  of  French  air  space.  This  situation  is  exactly 
reversed  in  the  case  of  North  America,  where  the  first  line 
of  defence  is  Canada.  The  security  of  Canadian  air  space  is 
clearly  vital  to  the  security  of  the  United  States,  particu- 
larly now,  that  the  Soviet  air  force  has  acquired  a  stand-off 
capability  of  several  hundred  miles.  The  success  of  an 
American  air  defence  against  a  Soviet  attack  would  be 
absolutely  dependent  on  the  prior  defence  of  Canadian  air 
space. 

It  must  be  recognized  also  that  France  maintains  a  much 
higher  level  of  defence  expenditure  than  Canada,  3.1%  of 
GNP  as  compared  to  the  1.8%  that  Canada  spends.  More- 
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over,  France  makes  a  significant  contribution  in  the  air 
defence  field,  maintaining  120  interceptor  aircraft  and  54 
Hawk  surface-to-air  missiles.  Apart  from  providing  more 
national  security  than  could  be  given  by  Canada's  36  inter- 
ceptors, this  contribution  allows  France  to  argue,  more 
persuasively  than  Canada  could,  that  despite  separation,  it 
is  still  pulling  its  weight  in  the  West's  defensive  effort.  In 
this  case,  the  comparison  with  France  reinforces  the  view, 
expressed  by  several  witnesses,  that  if  Canada  withdrew 
from  NORAD  it  would  come  under  considerable  domestic 
and  allied  pressure  to  augment  its  national  air  defence 
capability  substantially. 

Yet  another  weakness  in  the  analogy  with  Europe  is  that 
the  NATO  joint  commands  exist  independently  of  France, 
so  that  there  is  an  existing  integrated  command  for  France 
to  join  in  an  emergency.  This  is  not  the  case  in  North 
America.  If  Canada  were  to  withdraw  from  NORAD,  the 
integrated  command  would  cease  to  exist.  For  France,  a 
last  minute  decision  to  integrate  its  air  defence  forces  with 
those  of  its  allies  in  Europe  is  therefore  feasible,  whereas 
Canada  could  not  retain  the  option  if  it  withdrew  from 
NORAD. 

Finally,  your  Committee  recognizes  that  the  position  of 
the  United  States  is  unique,  because  the  strategic  deterrent 
for  the  whole  of  the  Western  alliance  lies  mainly  within  its 
boundaries.  The  relation  of  Canada  to  the  protection  of 
that  deterrent  imposes  obligations  and  raises  problems,  for 
Canada,  the  United  States  and  the  other  allies,  which  are 
not  found  in  the  relationship  between  France  and  the  other 
NATO  countries. 

These  considerations  support  the  view  that  maintenance 
of  an  integrated  command  can  be  justified  in  peacetime 
since  such  a  command  is  necessary  in  time  of  emergency  to 
make  air  defence  arrangements  effective.  Given  the 
present  strategic  situation  and  especially  given  the  very 
modest  forces  which  Canada  now  has  for  the  defence  of  its 
sovereign  air  space,  your  Committee  considers  that  the 
present  arrangements  providing  for  the  augmentation  of 
Canadian  forces  in  time  of  emergency  are  necessary  to  give 
substance  to  NORAD'S  defensive  capacity.  With  relatively 
small  forces  on  both  sides  of  the  border,  their  effectiveness 
and  deterrent  value  is  substantially  augmented  through 
their  being  under  the  control  of  an  integrated  command. 

However,  your  Committee  also  believes  that  an  integrat- 
ed command,  no  matter  how  desirable  on  other  strategic 
grounds,  can  be  justified  only  if  it  is  effective.  In  this 
regard,  it  was  told  at  Colorado  Springs  that  the  Cheyenne 
Mountain  Complex  and  the  regional  command  and  control 
centres,  including  the  underground  SAGE  complex  at 
North  Bay,  would  now  be  vulnerable  to  missile  attack  in 
the  event  of  an  assault  on  North  America.  As  a  result,  the 
United  States  has  AWACS  aircraft  under  production  and 
is  considering  making  them  available  for  command  and 
control  functions  in  emergencies  in  Alaska  and  each  of  the 
four  new  NORAD  regions  located  in  the  lower  United 
States. 

In  an  attack  on  North  America,  the  command  and  control 
centre  now  located  at  North  Bay  and  the  one  which  may  be 
established  in  Western  Canada,  could  be  expected  to  be 
primary  targets.  To  be  effective  as  a  deterrent  in  an  emer- 


gency, these  centres  should  possibly  also  have  access  to 
AWACS  aircraft.  If  such  access  does  not  become  available, 
for  economic  or  other  reasons,  your  Committee  believes 
that  the  retention  of  an  integrated  command  might  be  of 
reduced  value.  It  therefore  believes  that  the  question  of 
participation  in  NORAD  should  be  re-examined  in  the  light 
of  the  development  of  AWACS  and  of  the  arrangement 
concerning  their  use  which  may  be  made  between  Canada 
and  the  United  States.  This  is  one  reason  why  your  Com- 
mittee considers  that  it  should  reassess  the  NORAD 
arrangements  in  three  or  four  years  time. 

C.  Canadian  Sovereignty  and  Independence 

In  the  past,  NORAD's  effects  on  Canada's  sovereignty 
and  independence  have  been  seen  somewhat  ambiguously. 
On  the  one  hand,  participation  in  the  agreement  had 
enhanced  Canada's  ability  to  ensure  surveillance  and  con- 
trol of  its  sovereign  airspace.  On  the  other  hand,  the  fact 
that  much  of  that  surveillance  was  provided  by  American 
forces  from  bases  located  in  the  United  States  has  been 
seen  by  some  as  compromising  Canada's  independence.  In 
its  last  Report  concerning  NORAD,  on  April  16,  1973,  the 
Committee  concluded  that  NORAD  did  in  fact  enhance 
Canada's  sovereign  control  of  its  airspace,  but  emphasized 
its  belief  that 

"as  long  as  these  detection  and  identification  functions 
continue  to  be  important,  they  should  be  performed  by 
Canadian  personnel  at  Canadian-operated  bases. 
While  there  may  be  a  need  for  some  foreign  military 
personnel  to  be  stationed  on  Canadian  territory,  they 
should  be  kept  as  few  in  number  as  possible." 

This  objective  may  soon  be  met  in  part,  for  if  the  proposed 
new  Eastern  and  Western  Canadian  air  defence  regions  are 
established,  then  Canadian  forces,  operating  under 
Canadian  commanders  from  Canadian  bases,  would  be 
responsible  for  the  surveillance  of  Canada's  entire  airs- 
pace. Ironically,  however,  NORAD's  positive  enhancement 
of  Canada's  capacity  to  protect  its  sovereignty  might  be 
slightly  reduced  by  these  developments.  Canada  would  no 
longer  be  able  to  rely  on  the  United  States  for  the  perform- 
ance in  peacetime  of  certain  vital  functions,  and  unless 
improved  or  additional  interceptors  were  acquired,  Canada 
would  not  have  the  capability  to  control  its  entire  airspace. 

Your  Committee  recognizes  that  membership  in 
NORAD,  because  it  is  a  purely  bilateral  relationship  in 
which  the  other  member  is  overwhelmingly  superior  in 
strength  and  capability,  will  inevitably  give  the  impression 
that  Canada's  independence  is  compromised.  Nevertheless, 
your  Committee  has  concluded,  particularly  if  the  pro- 
posed new  regions  are  established,  that  withdrawal  from 
NORAD  would  add  very  little  to  Canada's  independence  in 
peacetime. 

A  rather  different  set  of  considerations  would  apply  in  a 
time  of  war  or  international  emergency.  It  can  be  assumed 
that,  in  the  event  of  an  apprehended  Soviet  air  attack  on 
North  America,  United  States  forces  would  in  self-defence 
enter  Canada's  airspace  whether  or  not  Canada  approved. 
As  a  legitimization  of  such  entry,  and  more  importantly  as 
a  vehicle  for  controlling  the  terms  and  conditions  under 
which  entry  takes  place,  NORAD  has  rightly  been  seen  as 
protecting,  if  not  enhancing,  Canada's  sovereignty.  Provi- 
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sion  for  the  wartime  entry  of  American  forces  into  Canadi- 
an territory  might  well  be  made  without  the  maintenance 
of  an  integrated  command  in  peacetime.  Your  Committee 
believes,  however,  that  Canada's  sovereignty  would  be 
protected  best  in  wartime  by  that  arrangement  which 
offers  the  best  chance  for  an  effective  defence.  It  has 
drawn  the  conclusion  that,  in  the  event  of  hostilities,  an 
integrated  command  would  be  far  more  effective  than 
separate  but  coordinated  national  commands. 

It  can  be  argued  that  provision  of  the  most  effective  air 
defence  should  not  form  the  basis  of  Canadian  policy, 
because  such  a  defence  will  become  necessary  only  in  the 
event  of  hostilities  which  would  themselves  represent  the 
ultimate  failure  of  Western  policy  and  which  would  render 
irrelevant  Canada's  fears  for  its  sovereignty  vis-a-vis  the 
United  States.  Your  Committee  doubts  the  weight  of  this 
argument.  NORAD  is  a  purely  defensive  agreement, 
uniquely  concerned  with  intrusions  by  a  thrid  party  into 
Canadian  and  American  airspace.  From  Canada's  perspec- 
tive or  from  that  of  the  United  States,  or  from  both,  such 
intrusions  could  well  be  serious  enough  to  warrant  Ameri- 
can involvement  and  yet  not  lead  to  actual  war.  In  such 
cases  the  integrated  command  enhances  Canada's  sover- 
eignty in  the  sense  that  it  maximizes  Canada's  ability  to 
deal  with  substantial  invasions  of  its  sovereign  airspace. 


D.  Military  Relations  with  the  United  States 

Through  its  participation  in  NORAD,  Canada  has 
derived  a  number  of  military  benefits  which  it  could  not 
have  had  on  its  own  and  which  it  might  not  be  able  to 
retain  to  the  same  degree  if  it  withdrew  from  further 
participation  in  the  integrated  command. 


In  the  case  of  information  concerning  a  possible  bomber 
attack,  withdrawal  from  the  integrated  command  should 
create  no  real  problem  for  Canada,  since  the  United  States 
would  still  want  to  use  radars  situated  for  this  purpose  on 
Canadian  territory.  It  is  less  likely,  however,  that  Canada 
would  be  able  to  retain  direct  access,  available  now 
through  the  facilities  at  the  Cheyenne  Mountain  Complex 
in  Colorado  Springs,  to  information  on  all  missile  launch- 
ings  anywhere  in  the  world.  None  of  the  ballistic  missile 
warning  sensors  are  located  in  Canada.  This  information  is 
of  some  value  in  helping  those  responsible  for  the  develop- 
ment of  Canadian  defence  and  foreign  policy  to  stay 
abreast  of  strategic  developments.  It  is  also  helpful  in  the 
planning  of  emergency  defence  arrangements  to  be  put 
into  effect  in  the  event  of  a  nuclear  attack.  However,  some 
of  this  information  would  be  available  to  Canada  through 
NATO,  even  if  NORAD  were  not  renewed.  Since  Canada 
bears  no  responsibility  for  control  of  the  strategic  retalia- 
tory forces,  and  is  not  otherwise  an  important  strategic 
actor,  it  is  doubtful  that  there  is  a  vital  need  for  Canada  to 
have  more  of  this  type  of  information  than  it  could  get 
through  NATO  channels. 

Similarly,  in  the  case  of  space  objects,  Canada  now  has 
direct  access  to  comprehensive  information  through 
NORAD,  although  its  sole  contribution  to  the  collection  of 


that  information,  a  small  one,  is  the  Baker-Nunn  camera 
located  at  Cold  Lake.  This  direct  access  could  be  lost  if 
Canada  withdrew  from  the  integrated  command.  Canada's 
need  for  this  information,  however,  is  a  limited  one  which 
could  probably  be  satisfied  through  the  United  Nations, 
which  itself  receives  a  great  deal  of  the  information  col- 
lected by  the  United  States. 


Defence  cooperation  with  the  United  States  also  enables 
the  Canadian  Armed  Forces  to  acquire  information  about, 
and  familiarity  with,  some  American  weapons,  defence 
research  and  military  techniques.  In  the  case  of  air 
defence,  most  of  this  is  more  or  less  directly  related  to 
NORAD,  either  through  supplementary  agreements  or  as  a 
function  of  the  close  working  relationship  that  has  devel- 
oped between  the  two  countries'  forces  over  the  years 
through  the  integrated  command  structure. 


Finally,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  without  NORAD  Canada 
would  have  no  access  to  defensive  nuclear  weapons  for  its 
interceptor  aircraft.  Without  such  air-to-air  nuclear  mis- 
siles, it  is  doubtful  whether  Canadian  forces  aircraft  could 
mount  an  effective  defence  against  a  serious  attack  by 
Soviet  bombers.  Given  that  Canada  contemplates  mainte- 
nance only  of  a  very  limited  defensive  capability  anyway, 
your  Committee  believes  that  the  loss  of  access  to  nuclear 
weapons  would  diminish  considerably  the  military  effec- 
tiveness of  Canada's  air  defence  capability.  Alone,  how- 
ever, your  Committee  does  not  regard  the  loss  as  a  deter- 
mining consideration  with  respect  to  future  participation 
in  NORAD. 


In  each  of  the  cases  considered  here,  your  Committee 
believes  that  the  military  benefits  derived  from  participa- 
tion in  NORAD  are  not  vital  to  Canada.  Nevertheless,  they 
are  of  significant  value.  The  defence  force  that  Canadians 
wish  to  maintain  is  a  modern  one,  relying  on  skilled  and 
dedicated  personnel  using  sophisticated  technology.  Yet 
given  the  great  variety  of  tasks  that  a  modern  defence 
force  can  be  called  upon  to  perform,  and  the  rapidity  with 
which  defence  technologies  become  obsolete,  it  is  difficult 
for  a  country  of  Canada's  size,  with  Canada's  national 
priorities,  to  maintain  its  forces  at  an  adequate  level  of 
readiness.  That  the  Canadian  Armed  Forces  have  never- 
theless been  able  to  achieve  a  highly  sophisticated  and 
diversified  capability  is  due  in  some  part  to  their  having 
participated  in  alliances,  especially  with  the  United  States. 
Your  Committee  believes,  therefore,  that  the  close  working 
relationship  established  between  the  Canadian  air  defence 
forces  and  their  American  counterparts,  through  NORAD, 
is  a  factor  of  continuing  importance  in  the  consideration  of 
Canada's  future  policy  towards  the  NORAD  agreement. 


E.  Economic  Considerations 

NORAD  has  been  of  considerable  direct  economic  value 
to  Canada  in  the  past,  in  that  it  saved  the  government  the 
cost  of  acquiring  as  large  a  national  air  defence  force  as 
would  otherwise  have  been  necessary.  It  has  also  involved 
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the  United  States  in  sharing  the  expense  of  providing 
facilities  in  Canada.  The  Minister  of  National  Defence  told 
the  Committee  that  the  United  States  was  now  annually 
covering  $80  million  of  the  total  of  $260  million  spent  on  air 
defence  in  Canada.  The  American  contribution  includes 
the  full  cost  of  operating  the  DEW  line  in  Northern 
Canada.  This  particular  agreement  expires  in  1980  and 
your  Committee  recognized  that  that  year  might  therefore 
represent  a  crucial  turning  point  in  NORAD's  future, 
depending  on  whether  there  was  a  continuing  need  for 
these  facilities. 

These  benefits  may  also  be  affected  by  other  future 
developments.  Mr.  Richardson  has  said  that  Canadian 
agencies  will  in  due  course  assume  responsibility  for  "the 
control  of  all  military  and  civilian  air  traffic  in  Canadian 
air  space  from  centres  located  in  this  country".  While  this 
approach  provides  welcome  joint  use  of  facilities  and  joint 
cost  sharing  between  the  Department  of  National  Defence 
and  the  Ministry  of  Transport,  it  is  to  be  assumed  that  the 
United  States  government  would  not  contribute  to  the  cost 
of  constructing  or  maintaining  these  facilities.  Moreover, 
the  establishment  of  a  Western  Canadian  region  would 
involve  considerable  expense,  on  top  of  the  cost  of  replac- 
ing the  aging  SAGE  system  at  North  Bay,  and  the  possible 
use  of  AWACS  aircraft  and  the  possible  deployment  of 
OTH-B  radar  facilities  involve  new  facilities  with  costs 
which  might  be  shared,  although  the  extent  of  the  possible 
cost  will  not  be  known  for  several  years. 


A  final  and  even  more  significant  cost  consideration 
relates  to  the  need  for  a  new  interceptor  to  replace  the 
CF-lOl's,  which  your  Committee  was  told  have  a  maximum 
of  5  years  service  remaining.  Your  Committee  believes  it 
essential  that  it  return  to  consideration  of  these  factors  in 
three  or  four  years  time  when  the  range  of  choices  will  be 
clarified. 


Canada  for  the  new  long  range  patrol  aircraft  (LRPA)  and 
a  new  fighter  aircraft,  both  of  which  may  have  to  be 
procured  before  the  end  of  the  decade. 


F.  Political  Relations  with  the  United  States 


The  maintenance  of  close  political  relations  with  the 
United  States  continues  to  be  among  Canada's  major  na- 
tional interests.  Your  Committee  has  therefore  tried  to 
assess  the  importance  which  the  United  States  places  on 
the  continuation  of  the  NORAD  arrangement,  and  the 
impact  that  altering  that  arrangement  would  have  on 
political  relations  between  the  two  countries. 

In  a  period  of  detente,  when  the  United  States  has  itself 
substantially  reduced  the  resources  it  commits  directly  to 
air  defence,  the  existence  of  NORAD  is  undoubtedly  less 
essential,  militarily,  to  the  United  States  than  it  was  in 
earlier  years.  The  United  States  Secretary  of  Defence  said 
in  1974  that  "without  an  effective  anti-missile  defence, 
precluded  to  both  the  U.S.  and  the  U.S.S.R.  by  the  A.B.M. 
treaty  of  1972,  a  defence  against  Soviet  bombers  is  of  little 
practical  value."  NORAD's  most  important  function  for  the 
security  of  the  United  States  at  the  present  time,  the 
capability  for  early  warning  of  a  missile  attack,  is  one  to 
which  Canada  makes  no  significant  contribution.  Never- 
theless, the  United  States  continues  to  devote  substantial 
resources  to  air  defence  and  clearly  considers  it  important 
that  a  minimum  defensive  capability  be  maintained. 

There  is  little  solid  evidence  to  indicate  how  the  United 
States  would  react  to  a  Canadian  decision  not  to  renew  the 
NORAD  agreement.  While  the  United  States  might  consid- 
er the  loss  of  NORAD  to  be  of  limited  military  significance, 
other  factors  could  be  more  important.  In  this  regard,  the 
Minister  of  National  Defence  said: 


Another  economic  factor  to  be  considered  is  the  effect 
that  withdrawal  from  NORAD  might  have  on  the  Defence 
Production  Sharing  arrangements.  While  defence  produc- 
tion sharing  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  dates 
from  the  Second  World  War,  the  present  arrangements 
were  agreed  upon  largely  as  an  offshoot  of  the  NORAD 
agreement  and  the  close  collaboration  which  prevailed  at 
the  time  the  agreement  was  signed.  These  arrangements 
have  been  of  undoubted  benefit  to  certain  industries  in 
Canada,  but  the  favourable  trade  balance  built  up  by 
Canada  was  to  a  considerable  extent  a  function  of  the 
enormous  defence  procurements  made  by  the  United 
States  for  the  Vietnam  war,  an  activity  which  was  not 
popular  in  Canada.  The  agreements  therefore  caused  con- 
siderable controversy  during  the  years  of  heavy  fighting  in 
Vietnam. 


It  is  unlikely  in  present  circumstances  that  the  balance 
in  Canada's  favour  will  be  sustained.  Nevertheless,  the 
existence  of  the  sharing  arrangements  may  continue  to  be 
important  especially  for  the  aircraft  and  electronic  indus- 
tries in  Canada.  It  could,  for  example,  be  a  critical  factor  in 
determining   the   amount   of   offset   production   placed    in 


"Considerable  importance  is  attached  by  our  United 
States  friends  to  the  principle  of  continued  Canadian 
cooperation  in  North  American  air  defence  through 
the  renewal  of  the  NORAD  Agreement.  Canadian  will- 
ingness to  renew  the  Agreement  would  therefore  have 
a  positive  impact  on  Canadian-U.S.  relations  at  a  time 
when  a  number  of  difficult  issues  have  to  be  settled 
between  our  two  countries." 

Your  Committee  agrees  with  this  assessment.  Regardless 
of  the  military  significance  of  NORAD,  the  United  States 
does  value  the  cooperation  and  solidarity  which  NORAD 
signifies.  In  the  absence  of  an  over-riding  Canadian  na- 
tional interest  militating  against  renewal  of  the  Agree- 
ment, the  United  States  would  be  puzzled  and  concerned 
by  an  abrupt  change  in  Canadian  policy  towards  NORAD. 
This  negative  reaction  would  be  particularly  serious  if 
Canada  did  not  accompany  its  withdrawal  from  NORAD 
with  a  decision  to  augment  substantially  its  own  air 
defence  capability.  Your  Committee  agrees  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  External  Affairs  that,  in  the  reverse 
situation,  "Canadians  would  be  very  sensitive  to  the  atti- 
tude of  the  United  States  toward  our  security  needs". 
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Your  Committee's  primary  concern,  in  this  regard,  is 
that  a  Canadian  decision  against  renewing  the  Agreement 
with  the  United  States  could  create  doubt  as  to  Canada's 
reliability  and  even  its  friendliness,  with  long-term  effects 
that  are  difficult  to  gauge  but  impossible  to  ignore.  Profes- 
sor Cox  suggested  a  comparison  of  such  a  situation  with 
the  after  effects  of  Canada's  decision  to  withdraw  half  of 
its  NATO  forces  from  Europe  in  1969.  That  decision  had 
little  effect  on  the  military  strength  of  the  Western 
alliance.  There  is  reason  to  believe,  however,  that  the 
decision  and  the  rhetoric  which  accompanied  it  gave  rise  to 
doubts,  in  European  minds,  about  Canada's  commitment  to 
Alliance  solidarity  and  the  extent  of  Canada's  continuing 
interest  in  Western  Europe.  While  the  unilateral  reduction 
of  Canada's  NATO  forces  in  Europe  did  not  lead  to  a 
falling  out  with  our  allies  in  Europe,  it  may  have  made 
them  less  willing  than  they  would  otherwise  have  been  to 
cooperate  with  Canada  now,  when  a  major  goal  of  our 
foreign  policy  is  the  establishment  of  a  contractual  link 
with  the  European  Community. 

Your  Committee  agrees  with  Mr.  Cox  that  the  lesson  to 
be  drawn  from  this  comparison  is  not  that  Canada  should 
necessarily  remain  in  NORAD  indefinitely.  But  if  Canada 
were  to  decide  that  a  different  level  of  defence  coopera- 
tion was  desirable,  careful  attention  would  need  to  be 
given  to  the  timing  of  its  withdrawal  from  NORAD  and  the 
technique  with  which  it  was  accomplished. 


G.  International  Considerations 


Should  Canada  wish  to  alter  the  existing  arrangement, 
these  effects  might  be  avoided  or  at  least  reduced  in  severi- 
ty if  a  more  propitious  moment  than  the  present  were 
chosen,  and  if  the  decision  were  the  subject  of  advance 
consultation  and  careful  planning. 


In  light  of  this  consideration,  your  Committee  has  exam- 
ined the  question  of  what  positive  international  results 
might  be  achieved  by  withdrawal  from  NORAD.  It  has 
concluded  that  there  would  be  none  of  significance.  Any 
apparent  increase  in  Canada's  independence  of  the  United 
States,  as  a  result  of  withdrawal,  would  be  more  than 
offset  in  the  eyes  of  other  countries  by  the  continuing 
economic  interdependence  and  the  obvious  community  of 
interests  that  exist  between  the  two  countries.  For  this  and 
other  reasons,  your  Committee  agrees  with  Colin  Gray 
that  it  is 'wishful  thinking'  to  believe  that  there  is  "a  third 
world  eager  to  accept  a  neutralist  Canada  as  its  leader". 
This  view  was  reinforced  by  Professor  Cox,  who  argued 
that  third  world  countries  judge  Canada's  position  less  by 
NORAD  than  by  its  over-all  strategic  orientation  and  its 
economic  position.  On  these  grounds,  your  Committee  con- 
siders it  clear  that  Canada  is  and  will  remain  firmly  within 
the  Western  community  of  nations — :whether  or  not  it 
withdraws  from  the  NORAD  Agreement. 


These  international  considerations  regarding  the  future 
of  NORAD  demonstrate  the  proposition  that,  for  Canada, 
military  relations  are  usually  more  important  for  their 
political  ramifications  than  for  their  military  significance. 


Your  Committee  believes  that  participation  in  NORAD 
is,  and  is  seen  by  other  countries  as  being,  an  integral 
element  in  Canada's  over-all  foreign  policy.  Because  it  is 
an  exclusively  North  American  organization,  strictly 
defensive  in  nature  and  capability,  NORAD's  international 
profile  is  low.  Nevertheless,  it  is  seen  by  Canada's  NATO 
allies  ard  undoubtedly  also  by  the  Soviet  Union,  as  making 
an  important  contribution  to  the  protection  of  the  United 
States  strategic  deterrent  and  hence  to  the  stability  of 
mutual  deterrence.  Though  renewal  of  the  Agreement 
would  cause  little  international  comment,  a  Canadian  deci- 
sion to  withdraw  from  NORAD  would  be  seen  as  signifi- 
cant. Unless  accompanied  by  a  substantial  increase  in 
Canada's  defensive  capability,  such  a  decision  would  alarm 
our  NATO  allies,  who  value  both  the  protection  of  the 
United  States  strategic  deterrent  and  the  solidarity  of  the 
Western  alliance.  Indeed,  the  NATO  allies  in  Europe  would 
interpret  such  a  Canadian  action  as  a  second  step  in  the 
process  of  withdrawal  begun  in  1969  and  it  would  become 
an  added  obstacle  to  Canadian  efforts  to  establish  a  sepa- 
rate link  with  the  European  Community. 

Canadian  withdrawal  now  would  inevitably  be  seen  in 
many  parts  of  the  world  as  a  major  blow  to  American 
policy  at  a  time  when  the  United  States  and  the  West 
generally  have  suffered  a  series  of  setbacks  already.  Quite 
apart  from  the  value  Canada  places  on  the  views  of  other 
countries,  your  Committee  recognizes  that  Canada's  own 
interests  would  be  affected  by  a  development  which 
damaged  the  credibility  of  the  United  States. 


V.  DURATION  OF  A  RENEWED  NORAD  AGREEMENT 

Mr.  Richardson  told  your  Committee  that  he  would 
recommend  renewal  of  the  NORAD  Agreement,  either  for 
a  five-year  period  or  for  an  indefinite  period  with  a  clause 
allowing  either  country  to  terminate  the  agreement  on  one 
year's  notice.  Of  the  two,  Mr.  Richardson  said  that  he 
personally  favoured  an  indefinite  renewal,  because  it 
would  demonstrate  Canada's  confidence  in  the  continuing 
value  of  close  defence  cooperation  with  the  United  States, 
and  would  provide  the  continuity  required  for  effective 
forward  planning. 


While  recognizing  the  value  of  both  these  objectives, 
your  Committee  believes  that  a  five-year  extension  of  a 
seventeen  year  old  agreement  represents  a  significant 
expression  of  confidence  in  the  value  of  cooperation.  It 
also  believes  that  the  value  of  effective  forward  planning 
must  be  balanced  against  the  need  for  reassessment  of  the 
most  appropriate  form  of  cooperation  in  changing  circum- 
stances. A  decision  will  soon  have  to  be  taken  regarding 
procurement  of  a  new  fighter  interceptor.  In  addition,  the 
new  air  defence  regions  should  be  in  place  along  with  the 
new  radars  serving  civil  and  military  functions.  More 
should  also  be  known  about  the  effectiveness  and  cost  of 
AWACS  and  other  new  surveillance  and  control  systems, 
and  about  Soviet  plans  for  deployment  of  the  new 
Backfire. 
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VI.  CONCLUSIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Your  Committee  has  reached  the  following  conclusions 
and,  based  on  the  facts  and  considerations  discussed  in  the 
preceding  sections,  recommends: 


1.  That  the  government  enter  into  negotiations  with  the 
government  of  the  United  States  for  the  renewal  of  the 
NORAD  Agreement  for  a  period  of  five  years,  subject  to 
termination — as  has  been  the  case  to-date  by  either 
country,  on  one  year's  notice. 

Your  Committee  was  unanimous  in  favouring  con- 
tinuation of  close  Canadian  cooperation  with  the  United 
States  in  the  field  of  surveillance  of  North  American  air 
space  and  of  air  defence.  A  more  difficult  question 
concerned  the  matter  of  continued  Canadian  participa- 
tion in  the  integrated  joint  command,  which  is  the  main 
feature  of  the  NORAD  Agreement.  Your  Committee 
came  to  the  realization,  on  the  basis  of  broad  security, 
political  and  economic  considerations,  that  on  balance  it 
remained  in  Canada's  present  interest  to  participate 
with  the  United  States  in  an  integrated  command  for 
continental  air  defence.  In  reaching  this  conclusion, 
your  Committee  was  impressed  by  the  argument  that  a 
Canadian  decision  to  withdraw  from  NORAD  at  this 
time  would  be  interpreted  at  home  and  abroad,  not  as  an 
isolated  development,  but  as  evidence  of  a  possibly 
major  change  in  the  orientation  of  Canadian  foreign 
policy. 


2.  That  the  question  of  Canada's  future  participation  in 
NORAD  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  External 
Affairs  and  National  Defence  well  before  the  expiry  of  ■ 
the  new  agreement.  To  enable  the  Committee  fully  to  " 
assess  the  effects  of  anticipated  developments,  noted 
above,  and  to  consider  them  within  the  broader  context 
of  Canadian- American  defence  cooperation,  referral  of 
the  question  to  the  Committee  should  be  made  by  the 
end  of  1977.  At  that  time  the  Committee  should  look  into 
the  possibility  of  restructuring  the  present  command 
arrangements  to  take  account  of  the  new  situation 
which  may  then  prevail. 


3.  Your  Committee  strongly  favours  the  establishment  of  a 
new  NORAD  region  in  Western  Canada,  and  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  existing  regional  boundaries,  including 
those  of  the  22nd  NORAD  region,  so  that  the  peacetime 
surveillance  and  control  of  all  air  activities  in  Canadian 
airspace  would  become  the  responsibility  of  Canadian 
forces  exclusively,  operating  under  Canadian  command- 
ers with  headquarters  in  this  country.  In  the  course  of 
its  visit  to  North  Bay  and  Colorado  Springs,  your  Com- 
mittee received  information  regarding  the  proposed  es- 
tablishment of  a  new  Canadian-based  radar  system  to 
be  used  by  civilian  as  well  as  military  authorities.  Your 
Committee  supports  this  proposal,  which  would  give 
greater  substance  to  the  establishment  of  the  Western 
NORAD  region  and  would  produce  desirable  economies. 


Your  Committee  has  noted  that  a  number  of  impor- 
tant developments  may  have  taken  place  towards  the 
end  of  the  decade.  New  NORAD  regions  may  have 
been  established  in  Canada,  giving  responsibility  in 
peacetime  for  the  surveillance  and,  to  some  degree,  the 
control  of  Canadian  airspace  to  Canadian  air  defence 
forces  exclusively.  The  CAF  may  be  procuring  a  new 
fighter  aircraft  and  possession  may  have  been  taken  of 
the  first  of  the  proposed  Long  Range  Patrol  Aircraft, 
thereby  compounding  the  pressure  on  Canada's 
defence  budget.  At  the  same  time,  existing  cost-shar- 
ing agreement  for  the  DEW  Line  facilities  will  be  close 
to  expiry,  and  plans  for  the  OTH-B  radar  system  and 
for  the  proposed  new  radar  and  related  facilities,  to  be 
jointly  used  by  civilian  and  military  agencies  in 
Canada,  may  have  been  finalized.  It  should  be  possible 
by  then  to  determine  whether  there  is  need  for  access 
to  AWACS  aircraft  for  Canadian  command  and  con- 
trol centres  and  whether  this  would  be  possible. 
Changes  may  also  have  taken  place  in  the  strategic 
situation,  leading  conceivably  to  further  reductions  in 
the  strategic  bomber  capabilities  of  the  United  States 
and  the  U.S.S.R. — or  the  reverse  may  have  occurred. 
Together,  these  developments  may  alter  the  balance  of 
factors  which  has  led  your  Committee  to  conclude  that 
retention  of  an  integrated  command,  for  continental 
air  defence,  is  now  in  Canada's  interest.  Given  these 
considerations,  your  Committee  believes  that  the  gov- 
ernment should  be  required  to  re-examine  the  question 
of  NORAD'S  future  before  the  end  of  the  decade. 
Accordingly,  it  recommends  that  the  agreement  be 
renewed  for  five  years. 


4.  That  the  new  NORAD  agreement  provide  that  the 
terms  of  reference  for  senior  Canadian  and  American 
officers  serving  with  NORAD  should  be  public  infor- 
mation. It  also  recommends  that  the  new  agreement 
contain  provisions  ensuring  that,  in  the  event  of  a  U.S. 
national  alert — as  distinct  from  a  NORAD  alert — 
Canadian  officers  on  duty  at  NORAD  headquarters 
should  be  replaced  immediately  by  United  States  per- 
sonnel to  the  extent  that  these  Canadian  officers  were 
performing  CONAD  command  functions. 


5.  That  the  new  agreement  should  make  clear  the  current 
priorities  assigned  by  the  two  governments  to  NORAD. 
It  is  important  to  assert  that  NORAD  no  longer  has  as 
its  principal  objective  full  scale  defence  of  the  conti- 
•  nent  against  manned  bombers.  Your  Committee  con- 
curs with  the  modified  objectives  of  NORAD; 

1)  providing  early  warning  of  a  surprise  attack  on 
North  America; 

2)  surveillance  of  space;  and 

3)  surveillance  and  control  of  sovereign  air  space, 
which  includes  providing  a  limited  air  defence  in  a 
time  of  crisis.

Debate  was  resumed  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Lang,  sec- 
onded by  Mr.  Richardson,— That  Bill  C-47,  An  Act  to 
amend  the  Judges  Act  and  certain  other  Acts  for  related 
purposes  and  in  respect  of  the  reconstitution  of  the 
Supreme  Courts  of  Newfoundland  and  Prince  Edward 
Island,  be  now  read  a  second  time  and  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Justice  and  Legal  Affairs. 


that  he  cited  in  referring  to  the  ruling  of  the  Deputy 
Speaker.  There  is  an  extensive  discussion  about  the 
practice  in  the  British  Parliament  which  has  been  taken 
on  here  of  allowing  at  the  second  reading  stage  on  an 
amendment  at  second  reading  a  declaration  to  be  added 
to  the  motion.  It  discusses  the  limits  that  should  be  put 
upon  such  a  declaration. 


And  debate  continuing; 

Mr  Knowles  (Winnipeg  North  Centre),  proposed  to 
move  in  amendment  thereto,— That  all  the  words  after 
the  word  "That"  be  struck  out,  and  that  the  following  be 
substituted  therefor: 

"this  House  declines  to  give  second  reading  to  Bill  C-47 
because  it  fails  to  limit  the  salary  increases  contained 
therein  to  the  restraint  limits  proposed  by  the  Govern- 
ment, namely  that  executive  and  professional  salaries 
should  not  be  increased  by  more  than  12%  or  $2,400 
per  year,  whichever  is  the  lesser.". 

RULING   BY  MR.   SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg 
North  Centre  (Mr.  Knowles)  has  proposed  an  amend- 
ment which,  as  he  said  in  his  argument  on  the  procedural 
point,  must,  in  order  to  qualify  as  a  reasoned  amendment 
at  this  stage,  add  in  opposition  to  the  progress  of  the  BiU 
a  declaration  of  some  principle  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Bill  or  to  the  principle  of  the  Bill 

The  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre 
made  reference  to  a  previous  ruling  by  the  Chair.  I 
would  refer  him  as  well  to  a  ruling  quoted  by  the  Chair 
on  the  same  subject,  both  by  the  Speaker  of  the  day  and 
reported  in  the  same  volume  of  Votes  and  Proceedings 


That  declaration  must  clearly  have  two  conditions. 
First,  it  must  be  a  declaration  of  principle.  Second,  it 
must  be  a  declaration  of  principle  opposed  to  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  bill. 

The  first  question  to  ask,  therefore,  is  since  it  would 
appear  at  first  examination  that  talking  in  terms  of  a 
certain  specific  percentage  or  certain  specific  dollar 
increase  for  judges  in  a  year  would  scarcely  be  regarded 
as  a  matter  of  principle,  but  rather  what  is  a  matter  of 
degree,  application  or  extent  of  the  increase  which  is 
contained  in  the  Bill.  One  would  have  to  determine  how 
that  becomes  a  principle  as  opposed  to  a  specific  figure. 

It  is  suggested  in  the  argument  that  it  has  become  a 
principle  because  it  is  enshrined  in  some  guidelines 
or  proposals  put  forward  by  the  government.  It  is  not 
for  the  Chair  to  question  whether  in  fact  such  guide- 
lines or  proposals  have  indeed  been  put  forward.  The  fact 
is  even  if  it  had,  would  that  make  the  figures  change 
from  being  simply  figures  into  being  a  principle  or 
statement  of  principle.  I  rather  think  it  would  be  most 
difficult  to  accept  that  proposition.  I  therefore  have  the 
greatest  difficulty  and  reservation  in  finding  that  the 
figures  of  12  per  cent  or  $2,400  a  year  have  changed 
from  being  simply  figures  or  degree  of  increases  into 
becoming  principle. 

Second,  even  if  I  were  to  accept  the  fact,  which  I  do 
not,  that  that  was  a  statement  of  principle  of  some 
sort,  I  would  have  the  greatest  difficulty  in  finding  that 
as  being  a  principle  which  is  totally  opposed  to  the 
principle  of  the  Bill  if  I  should  accept,  as  I  think  I 
should,  that  the  basic  principle  or  the  primary  principle 
of  the  Bill  is  that  of  increasing  judges'  salaries.  In  other 
words,  aside  entirely  from  the  difficulty  of  accepting  12 
per  cent  or  $2,400  as  a  statement  of  principle  as  op- 
posed to  figures,  what  that  says  is  that  the  principle  of 
the  Bill  is  satisfactory  if  it  were  to  go  only  to  12  per 
cent  or  $2,400,  but  the  principle  of  the  BiU  is  not  satis- 
factory if  it  goes  beyond  that  figure. 

I  would  have  to  find  that  it  is  not  a  statement  of  op- 
position but  of  a  principle  if  it  is  a  principle  opposed 
to  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  but  only  opposing  the  Bill 
conditionally  or  up  to  a  certain  point. 

Accordingly,  with  the  deepest  of  regret,  I  cannot  en- 
large or  swell  the  ranks  of  the  Members  who  have  had 
success  in  the  acceptance,  at  least  for  this  moment,  of 
reasoned  second  reading  amendments  and  I  have  to 
reject  the  amendment  as  not  being  procedurally 
acceptable. 
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And   the   question   being   put   on    the   motion,    it   was 
agreed  to  on  the  following  division:

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RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  On  Friday,  May  16,  1975,  the  honourable 
Member  for  York-Simcoe  (Mr.  Stevens)  raised  a  ques- 
tion of  privilege  questioning  the  actions  of  honourable 
Members  in  leaving  one  of  the  standing  committees  and 
in  turn  questioning  the  action  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Finance,  Trade  and  Economic 
Affairs  in  allowing  a  minister  to  speak  on  the  subject 
during  which  time  honourable  Members  left  the  meeting 
and  thereafter  refusing  to  put  a  question  because  of  a 
lack  of  quorum. 

I  indicated  at  the  time  in  hearing  the  honourable  Mem- 
ber for  York-Simcoe  that  my  preliminary  indications  was 
that  the  Chair  would  not,  and  that  I  would  re-emphasize 
then  that  the  Chair  would  not,  sit  in  appeal  of  decisions 
which  have  taken  place  in  a  standing  committee.  Because 
of  the  raising  of  this  very  interesting  point,  I  undertook 
to  re-examine  the  precedents.  I  have  done  so,  and  I  can- 
not find  any  ground  which  should  cause  me  to  change  my 
mind  or  to  recommend  to  the  House  a  change  in  that 
practice. 

I  might  say,  secondly,  that  the  honourable  Member  for 
York  Centre  (Mr.  Kaplan)   who  was  at  the  time  of  the 


honourable  Member's  complaint  the  Chairman  of  that 
Committee  and  still  is,  but  who  has  declined  to  act  for  an 
interim  period  pending  the  resolution  of  these  matters,  on 
the  following  day  raised  a  question  of  privilege  which 
took  exception  to  the  language  of  the  honourable  Mem- 
ber for  York-Simcoe  in  describing  the  actions  of  the 
Chairman  as  being  part  of  an  obstruction  of  the  work  of 
the  Committee. 

In  respect  of  the  word  "obstruction",  several  meanings 
have  been  ascribed  to  it.  One  does  not  have  to  examine 
the  precedents.  It  is  not  an  infrequent  occurrence  in  this 
House  that  one  side  refers  to  the  actions  of  the  other 
side  as  being  an  obstruction  of  one  kind  or  another,  so 
much  so  that  on  one  occasion  where  precedent  does  pro- 
vide some  assistance,  the  use  of  the  word  "obstruction" 
in  respect  to  an  individual  and  specific  Member  was 
found  to  be  not  out  of  order,  and  I  cite  page  419  of  May's 
Eighteenth  Edition. 

There  cannot  be  much  doubt,  however,  that  the  role  of 
a  chairman  is  considerably  different  in  some  respects,  and 
because  of  the  special  connotation  where  the  work  of  a 
chairman  of  a  standing  committee  is  involved  and  be- 
cause of  the  accepted  practice  of  refraining  from  com- 
menting on  the  actions  of  the  chairman,  it  may  well  be 
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that  if  examined  carefully  that  particular  term  could  be 
an  impropriety  in  respect  of  a  description  of  the  actions 
of  a  chairman.  The  traditional  means,  of  course,  for 
examining  that  conduct  would  be,  first  of  all,  by  appeal- 
ing the  ruling  of  the  chairman  or  his  conduct  to  the  com- 
mittee as  a  whole,  by  requesting  that  the  committee  make 
a  report  of  the  incident  or  raise  a  debate  on  a  motion  of 
censure  by  any  other  Member  at  any  time. 

Perhaps  and  fortunately  for  the  Chair  I  do  not  feel  a 
case  has  been  put  which  causes  me  to  decide  that  because 
when  the  honourable  Member  for  York  Centre  raised 
that  complaint  originally,  he  sought  at  the  conclusion  of 
his  alleged  point  of  privilege  a  remedy  which  is  as 
follows:  "That  the  question  of  my  chairmanship  ruling  as 
to  a  quorum  in  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance, 
Trade  and  Economic  Affairs,  as  referred  to  by  the  hon- 
ourable Member  for  York-Simcoe  in  Hatisard  on  May  20, 
1975,  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges 
and  Elections.". 

In  other  words,  the  remedy  sought  by  the  honourable 
Member  for  York  Centre  in  raising  his  question  of 
privilege  initially  was  that  his  decision  or  handling  of 
his  decision  be  reviewed  by  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections  not  on  the  allegation  of  a  mem- 
ber in  that  Committee.  It  may  seem  a  technical  point,  but 
I  hope  it  is  not  taken  that  way.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is 
that  it  seems  to  me  that  the  question  of  privilege  raised 
by  the  honourable  Member  for  York-Simcoe  is  invalid 
from  a  procedural  point  of  view  because,  once  again,  it 
relates  to  proceedings  in  a  standing  committee. 

The  subsequent  question  of  privilege  raised  by  the 
honourable  Member  for  York  Centre  is  equally  invalid 
because  although  the  problem  may  have  had  some 
validity — I  will  not  decide  that  at  the  moment — it  seems 
to  be  that  a  different  remedy  ought  to  apply  than  the 
question  raised  by  the  honourable  Member  for  York- 
Simcoe.  In  that  case  both  Members  made  subsequent 
representations  in  the  House,  and  it  would  appear  that 
both  cases  recognized  the  inherent  difficulty  in  his  own 
case  and  endeavoured  to  remedy  it  with  a  subsequent 
representation  each  in  his  own  way,  the  honourable 
Member  for  York-Simcoe  by  endeavouring  the  following 
day  to  accomplish  by  consent  that  which  in  my  opinion 
could  not  be  accomplished  by  his  original  point,  and 
the  honourable  Member  for  York  Centre  on  Friday  by 
seeking  to  attach  to  his  original  complaint  the  remedy 
which  might  have  been  more  appropriate  to  it  in  the 
first  instance. 

In  any  case  I  can  only  reiterate — and  I  think  I  ought 
to  observe  in  setting  aside  both  alleged  questions  of 
privilege — that  by  permitting  the  honourable  Member 
for  York-Simcoe  to  proceed  as  I  have  on  several  oc- 
casions already  in  this  Session,  by  permitting  a  Member 
to  go  on  initially  with  an  alleged  question  of  privilege 
concerning  events  in  a  standing  committee,  that  we  are 
only  inviting  difficulty.  It  is  a  well  established  practice 
of  this  House,  and  one  which  recommends  itself  upon 


reflection,  that  the  events  which  take  place  in  a  standing 
committee  can  not  only  be  questioned  there  in  the 
manner  in  which  I  have  cited  but  also  in  other  ways,  and 
that  this  Chair  ought  not  to  sit  as  a  court  of  appeal  in 
respect  to  the  proceedings  in  a  standing  committee. 

I  therefore  simply  indicate  that  this  difficulty  having 
arisen  on  both  sides  by  first  permitting  the  honourable 
Member  for  York-Simcoe  to  establish  this  question  of 
non-privilege  and  to  speak  for  some  time  provoked  re- 
sponses from  the  other  side,  and  in  fairness  it  seemed 
to  be  desirable  that  in  that  situation  the  Chair  allow 
equal  comment  from  both  sides  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  Chair  is  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  no  question 
of  privilege  exists. 

Accordingly,  it  seems  to  be  the  proper  course  in  the 
future  to  insist  that  where  questions  of  privilege  are 
to  be  raised  concerning  the  events  in  standing  commit- 
tees, that  the  notice  must  contain  some  singular  feature 
which  takes  it  out  of  the  general  area  of  the  proceedings 
in  standing  committees,  otherwise  the  Chair  ought  not 
to  allow  the  Member  to  raise  his  question  in  the  House 
at  all. 

Finally,  I  will  make  two  other  observations.  First, 
both  Members  at  one  time  or  another  suggested  that  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  ought 
to  have  these  questions  referred  to  it,  which  to  me  would 
seem  to  establish  a  precedent  and  initiate  or  encourage 
a  practice  wherein  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privi- 
leges and  Elections  would  become  some  kind  of  court  of 
appeal  on  the  proceedings  of  other  standing  committees. 
It  seems  to  me  that  nothing  could  be  more  unacceptable 
as  a  practice  which  ought  to  be  more  directly  dis- 
couraged. 

I  will  conclude  simply  by  saying  that  if  either  Mem- 
ber feels  that  the  grievance  he  has  put  forward,  and 
which  I  feel  compelled  to  set  aside,  is  still  of  sufficient 
strength  that  it  ought  to  be  dealt  with  further,  the 
remedy  of  the  substantive  motion  of  censure  of  either 
Member  still  remains,  although  it  certainly  seems  to 
the  Chair  at  this  moment  that  the  matter  has  had  a 
pretty  full  airing.

(3)  the  toleration  of  illegal  strikes  and  work  stoppages 
initiated  on  any  pretext  which  paralyze  or  even 
destroy  the  economy  and  the  social  progress  of  vast 
fields  of  activity; 

(4)  a  continued  opposition  between  employees  and 
employers  instead  of  the  development  of  mutual  aid 
policies. 

To  remedy  this  situation.  Parliament  should: 

(1)  pass  measures  granting  fiscal  advantages  to  em- 
ployees and  employers  to  restore  their  motivation; 


(2)  effect  stimulating  measures  to  increase  work  at- 
tractiveness and  professional  satisfaction; 

(3)  urge  corjHjrations  to  set  up  employee  shareholding 
and  profit  sharing  programs; 

(4)  create  labour  tribunals  made  up  of  experts  in 
employer-employee  relations  and  empowered  to  set 
adequate  working  conditions  for  restoring  mutual 
understanding  and  preventing  conflicts.

Mr.  Poulin,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Justice 
and  Legal  Affairs,  presented  the  Fourteenth  Report  of 
the  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

Pursuant  to  its  Order  of  Reference  of  Monday,  Febru- 
ary 24,  1975,  your  Committee  has  considered  the  Votes 
under  Solicitor  General  in  the  Estimates  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  March  31,  1976  and  reports  the  same. 

A  copy  of  the  relevant  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and 
Evidence  (Issues  Nos.  17,  20,  21,  22,  22,  24,  26  and  28) 
is  tabled. 


(The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  accom- 
panying the  Report  recorded  as  Appendix  No.  82  to  the 
Journals). 


Mr.  Blais,  from  the  Special  Joint  Committee  on 
Employer-Employee  Relations  in  the  Public  Service,  pre- 
sented the  Third  Report  of  the  Committee  which  is  as 
follows: 

Your  Conunittee  has,  to  date,  held  thirty-five  public 
meetings  between  Wednesday,  November  13,  1974  and 
Tuesday,  May  27,   1975.   Twenty-nine   briefs  have  been 


received  and  considered  by  your  Committee  from  a 
variety  of  interested  parties  i.e.  bargaining  agents  repre- 
senting employees  in  the  Public  Service  of  Canada; 
unions  representing  views  outside  the  Public  Service  of 
Canada;  the  Treasury  Board  Secretariat  representing  the 
Government  as  employer;  employer  groups  in  the  private 
sector,  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Service  Staff  Relations 
Board  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion, personnel  and  labour  relations  specialists;  university 
professors;  and  interested  individuals. 

Many  have  followed  your  Committee's  deliberations 
with  great  interest  and  ten  supplementary  briefs  have 
been  received  and  are  undergoing  careful  study.  Forty- 
three  witnesses  have  appeared  before  the  Committee;  all 
have  been  questioned  at  some  length.  Your  Committee 
has  now  concluded  its  examination  of  the  Treasury  Board 
Secretariat.  In  due  course,  your  Committee  will  further 
examine  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Service  Staff  Rela- 
tions Board  in  relation  to  recommendations  made  in  his 
report  to  Government  in  April  of  1974,  and  his  further 
observations  and  recommendations  contained  in  two  sup- 
plementary reports  sent  to  the  Committee  in  March  and 
April  of  this  year. 

It  is  unlikely  that  the  last  witness  will  be  heard  before 
the  middle  of  June  and  therefore  unlikely  that  your  Com- 
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mittee  will  be  in  a  position  to  provide  a  comprehensive 
and  final  report  to  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Commons 
before  the  summer  recess. 

In  his  report  to  the  Government,  and  with  even  greater 
emphasis  in  his  supplementary  representations  to  your 
Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Service  Staff 
Relations  Board  has  expressed  concern  at  the  incapacity 
of  the  Board,  as  it  is  now  structured,  to  carry  the  burden 
entrusted  to  it.  This  concern  is  expressed  in  his  recent 
representations  in  the  following  terms: 

"The  experience  of  the  last  year,  and  particularly  of 
the  last  few  months,  has  demonstrated  beyond  the 
shadow  of  a  doubt  that  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  for  the  Board  as  presently  constituted  to  meet 
the  demands  that  are  made  on  it.  If  the  Board  is  to  be 
able  to  perform  its  functions  both  properly  and  in  a 
timely  fashion,  no  barriers  should  be  erected  to  the 
effective  use  of  all  the  resources  of  the  Board  in  rela- 
tion to  its  responsibilities.  Every  member  of  the  Board 
must  expect  to  be,  and  be  capable  of  being,  fully 
utilized  in  relation  to  his  inherent  capabilities." 

Most  of  the  witnesses  before  your  Committee  urged 
committee  members  to  examine  the  structure  and  func- 
tions of  the  Public  Service  Staff  Relations  Board  and 
underlined  the  importance  of  eliminating  delays,  of  pro- 
viding a  system  of  quick  but  fair  justice. 

It  has  become  increasingly  evident  to  committee  mem- 
bers in  recent  weeks  that  we  are  faced  with  having  to 
resolve  immediate  administrative  and  operational  prob- 
lems which  if  left  uncorrected  would  undermine  the  col- 
lective bargaining  structure  in  the  Public  Service  of 
Canada.  In  addition,  the  Committee  must  resolve  sub- 
stantive policy  issues  that  are  necessary  to  meet  the 
complex  needs  of  the  parties  in  an  evolving  social  cli- 
mate. Your  Committee  believes  that  the  policy  issues 
with  which  it  is  faced  cannot  and  indeed  should  not  be 
resolved  hastily. 

Your  Committee,  however,  does  feel  that  the  present 
administrative  difficulties  can  be  dealt  with  to  meet 
urgent  requirements  without  being  prejudicial  to  the 
substantive  decisions  to  be  taken  and  which  will  form 
a  later  report.  We  are  consequently  separating  the  issue 
of  the  Board  from  the  other  issues  and  recommending 
in  this  Report  a  proposal  relating  to  the  structure  of 
the  Board  which  we  urge  the  Government  to  consider 
without  delay. 

In  evaluating  the  urgency  that  attaches  to  the  prob- 
lem of  the  structure  and  composition  of  the  Board, 
committee  members  are  aware  of  the  labor  relations 
and  economic  environment  which  prevail  throughout 
the  country  and  which  affect  the  public  and  private 
sectors  alike,  and  of  the  consequent  pressures  that  have 
already  arisen.  The  Public  Service  Staff  Relations  Board 
is  designed  to  administer  the  Act,  e.g.  to  moderate  dis- 
putes and  facilitate  agreements  between  the  Public  Ser- 
vice as  employer  and  its  employees.  On  the  whole  it 
has  served  the  system  of  collective  bargaining  and  the 


country  well  since  1967.  Signs  of  strain  began  to  show 
in  the  early  1970's  and  we  are  now  convinced,  after 
examining  the  proposals  in  depth  and  after  listening 
with  care  to  all  who  had  a  point  of  view  on  this  issue, 
that  it  is  a  matter  of  national  importance  to  have  a 
Board  with  the  capacity  to  deal  efficiently  and  effectively 
with  the  third-party  dimensions  of  the  employer- 
employee  relationship  if  the  collective  bargaining  proc- 
ess in  the  Public  Service  is  to  continue  to  operate 
successfully. 

We  are  satisfied  that  the  part-time,  multi-dimensional 
Board  provided  for  in  the  present  legislation  is  ill- 
equipped  to  carry  the  load  that  is  now  thrust  upon  it. 
We,  therefore,  recommend  that  a  Public  Service  Staff 
Relations  Board  be  constituted  with  responsibility  for 
all  of  the  major  third-party  responsibilities  in  the  col- 
lective bargaining  relationship,  i.e.  embracing  the  roles 
of  the  present  Board,  the  Arbitration  Tribunal  and  the 
adjudicators. 

Your  Committee  considered  the  desirability  of  recom- 
mending that  the  language  of  the  statute  should  provide 
assurance  that  in  making  appointments  to  the  Board 
the  Governor  in  Council  would  be  obliged  to  respect  the 
kind  of  composition  suggested  in  the  Finkelman  Report, 
i.e.: 

"The  Board  should  be  composed  of  a  mix  of  persons 
who  have  had  legal  training  and  laymen  acquainted 
with  various  aspects  of  employer-employee  relations. 
Some  of  the  members  should  be  drawn  from  those  who 
have  participated  in  collective  bargaining  on  the 
side  of  employers  and  some  who  have  participated  in 
collective  bargaining  on  the  side  of  the   employees." 

The  Government  should  seriously  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  endorsing  the  kind  of  "mix"  which  is  re- 
flected in  the  quotation  from  the  Report  and  commit 
itself  to  endeavour,  in  discharging  its  responsibility  in 
this  area  to  cooperate  with  bargaining  agents  in  ensur- 
ing effective  "representation"  on  the  Public  Service  Staff 
Relations  Board. 

Recommendations 
Composition 

The  Government  should  give  consideration  to  the 
■  advisability  of  introducing  legislation  providing  for 
a  Chairman,  a  Vice-Chairman,  not  less  than  three 
Deputy  Chairmen  and  such  other  full-time  and 
associate  (part-time)  members  as  may  be  required 
to  discharge  the  responsibilities  of  the  Board. 

(a)  The  functions  and  powers  of  the  Arbitration 
Tribunal,  the  Chief  Adjudicator  and  adjudicators 
should  be  assigned  to  the  Public  Service  Staff 
Relations  Board  and  discharged  by  members  of 
the  Board,  sitting  as  panels  or  as  individuals; 

(b)  Incorporation  into  a  composite  public  mem- 
ber Board  of  the  authority  and  responsibilities  of 
the  Chief  Adjudicator,  adjudicators,  the  Chairman 
and    alternate    chairmen    of   the   Arbitration   Tri- 
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bunal  will  necessitate  the  removal  of  the  review 
powers  of  the  Board  of  the  authority  in  relation 
to  questions  of  law  and  jurisdiction  presently 
vested  in  it. 

Appointment  Procedure 

The  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Deputy  Chair- 
men should  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Coun- 
cil. Members  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor 
in  Council  from  lists  prepared  by  the  Chairman 
after  consultation  with  the  parties,  the  lists  to  in- 
clude the  names  of  all  persons  nominated  by  any 
of  the  bargaining  agents  and  by  authorized  repre- 
sentatives of  the  employer.  A  retiring  Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman,  Deputy  Chairman  or  member 
should  be  eligible  for  reappointment  to  the  Board 
in  the  same  or  another  capacity. 

Tenure 

The  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairmen 
should  hold  office  during  good  behaviour  for  a  speci- 
fied period  not  exceeding  ten  years  and  should  be 
eligible  for  reappointment.  Members  and  associate 
members  should  be  appointed  to  hold  office  during 
good  behaviour  for  a  specified  period  not  exceeding 
seven  years  and  should  be  eligible  for  reappointment. 
No  person  should  be  able  to  hold  an  office  on  the 
Board  after  attaining  the  age  of  70  years. 

Distribution   oj  Authority   and   Responsibilities   within 

the  Board 

The  statute  should  identify  the  Chairman  as  the 
Chief  Executive  of  the  Board  and  should  provide  for 
the  Vice-Chairman  to  exercise  the  powers  and  func- 
tions of  the  Chairman  in  his  absence.  The  assignment 
of  authority  and  responsibility  to  the  Vice-Chairman 
and  Deputy  Chairmen  for  specified  areas  of  the 
business  of  the  Board  and  the  conditions  attaching 
to  such  assignments  should  be  determined  by  the 
Board.

RULING    BY    MR.    SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  honourable  Member  has  put  into 
question  the  idea  that  we  bhould  consider  an  immediate 
debate  on  the  petition  which  was  put  forward  yesterday. 
The  motion  is  that  the  petition  be  now  read  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  and  further  that  it  be  brought  into  imme- 
diate debate. 

The  honourable  Member  has  referred  to  a  previous 
ruling  of  the  Chair.  I  would  remind  him  of  that  ruling;  I 
do  not  propose  to  quote  it.  It  was  based  on  an  explicit 
ruling  of  the  Honourable  Lucien  Lamoureux  whose  tenor 
left  no  doubt  about  the  principle,  and  nothing  which  has 
happened  in  the  interval  persuades  me  otherwise.  The 
principle  of  the  operation  of  a  representative  govern- 
ment, as  this  Parliament  is,  is  that  the  representatives  are 
elected  to  bring  here  the  views  of  their  constituents  and 
it  is  through  them,  in  debate  in  the  House  and  by  repre- 
sentations to  the  government  that  amendments  to  the  law 
ought  to  be  proposed,  discussed,  debated  and  finalized  if 
it  is  the  will  of  the  House.  Nevertheless,  there  are  ex- 
ceptional provisions  with  respect  to  petitions  once  they 
have  been  received  and  certified  as  to  form.  The  purpose 
of  those  petitions  is  to  redress  a  personal  grievance. 

The  honourable  Member  is  first  of  all  asking  that  tlie 
petition  be  read.  He  is  aware  that  yesterday  the  petition 
was  read  by  the  honourable  Member  for  York  South 
(Mrs.  AppoUoni)  when  she  put  the  petition  forward.  The 
fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the  statement  which  was  read 
as  a  preamble  to  the  petition  yesterday  was  somewhat 
different  from  that  which  is  attached  to  the  petition 
today;  this,  of  course,  was  done  in  order  to  make  it 
acceptable  as  to  form.  The  portion  which  is  now  attached 
to  the  petition  does  not  in  any  way  state  the  case  as 
strongly  as  was  stated  in  the  reading  of  the  preamble  by 
the  honourable  Member  for  York  South  yesterday.  In 
other  words,  it  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  remedies  the 
honourable  Member  is  seeking  today  is  less  effective  than 
was  already  granted  yesterday. 

In  the  second  place,  the  rule  under  which  the  honour- 
able Member  was  proposing  to  have  this  petition  read 
and  then  brought  into  debate  is  Standing  Order  67(8), 
which  reads  as  follows;  "No  debate  shall  be  permitted  on 
the  report  but  a  petition  referred  to  therein  may  be  read 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  the  Table  if  required;" 

Certainly,  under  the  circumstances  it  does  not  seem  to 
be  required.  The  Standing  Order  continues:  " — or  if  it 
complain  of  some  present  personal  grievance  requiring 
an  immediate  remedy,  the  matter  contained  therein  may 
be  brought  into  irrm:iediate  discussion." 

Clearly,  a  representation  that  an  existing  law  which 
has  been  under  consideration  by  the  House  in  various 
ways  and  which,  on  the  undertaking  of  the  Honourable 
the  Minister  of  Justice  (Mr.  Lang),  will  be  looked  into 
by  a  committee  and  is  to  be  the  subject  of  further  con- 
sideration, is  a  matter  of  general  concern  and  can  in  no 
way  be  interpreted  as  a  matter  of  personal  consideration. 
For  all  three  of  these  reasons,  first  that  the  petition  has

already  been  read,  second  that  it  is  not  a  personal 
grievance  but  rather  a  matter  of  general  concern  to  all 
Members  and  finally  that  recommendations  and  sugges- 
tions for  the  amendment  of  legislation  ought,  surely,  to 
be  carried  on  by  Members  who,  obviously,  have  been 
influenced  by  the  petition  itself,  I  cannot  accede  to  the 
honourable  Member's  request.  There  is  nothing  the  mat- 
ter with  a  petition  of  this  magnitude  influencing  Mem- 
bers to  take  action  in  the  House,  but  I  still  maintain, 
based  on  earlier  precedents,  that  it  is  the  Members  of 
this  House  who  should  make  representations  respecting 
changes  in  the  law  and  not  outsiders  by  way  of  petitions.

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RULING    BY    MR.    ACTING    SPEAKER 

The  Acting  Speaker  (Mr.  Penner) :  I  thank  honour- 
able Members  for  their  contributions  to  this  procedural 
debate;  they  have  been  enlightening  and  even  at  times 
entertaining. 

I  think  it  is  quite  correct  to  point  out  that  the  guiding 
principle  with  respect  to  the  procedural  acceptability  of 
the  motions  before  us  is  in  Beauchesne's  fourth  edition  at 
page  207.  Citation  246(3)  points  out  that  the  recom- 
mendation is  in  reference  to:  ".  .  .not  only  the  amount  of 
a  charge,  but  also  its  objects,  purposes,  conditions  and 
qualifications." 

The  honourable  Member  for  Dauphin  (Mr.  Ritchie) 
made  the  argument  that  this  u'as  only  a  cost  but  I  think 
the  citation  goes  well  beyond  a  charge  alone. 

The  honourable  Member  for  Red  Deer  (Mr.  Towers) 
argued  that  there  was  an  omission.  I  would  respectfully 
point  out  that  this  is  a  point  of  debate. 

The  citation  makes  it  clear  in  these  words:  "...the 
royal  demand  of  recommendation.  .  .must  be  treated  as 
laying  down  once  and  for  all  (unless  withdrawn  and 
replaced)  not  only.  .  ." 

If  there  were  an  omission  it  would  be  the  prerogative 
of  a  Minister  of  the  Crown  to  withdraw  and  replace  and 
that  prerogative  would  rest  with  him  alone. 

In  the  case  of  Motion  numbered  1,  it  appears  clear  that 
a  commodity  has  been  added,  which  goes  beyond  the 
terms  of  the  Recommendation  and  therefore  it  appears  to 
offend  section  3  of  citation  246  of  Beauchesne's  fourth 
edition  to  which  I  referred.  I  therefore  rule  that  Motion 
numbered  1  is  unacceptable  from  the  procedural  point 
of  view. 

Motion  numbered  2  purports  to  add  a  new  factor  or 
condition  in  establishing  the  base  price  of  an  agricultural 
commodity.  Therefore,  it  does,  according  to  the  passage 
I  cited,  fall  into  the  prohibited  category. 

Motion  numbered  3  offends,  perhaps,  one  of  the  most 
fundamental  provisions  of  the  Recommendation,  namely, 
the  number  of  years  needed  to  establish  the  base  price. 
I  therefore  rule  that  Motions  numbered  2  and  3  are  not 
acceptable  procedurally  and  cannot  be  put. 


By   unanimous   consent,    further   consideration    of    the 
report  stage  was  interrupted.

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PRAYERS 


A  question  of  privilege  having  arisen  on  Tuesday, 
May  27,  1975,  and  consideration  thereof  having  resumed 
on  Monday,  June  2,  1975  the  Right  Honourable  Member 
for  Prince  Albert  (Mr.  Diefenbaker)  proposed  to  move, — 
That  the  slanderous  and  libellous  allegations  made  by 
the  Prime  Minister  in  a  speech  made  in  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  House  on  Thursday,  May  22,  1975,  against  the 
Member  for  Prince  Albert,  particularly  the  false  state- 
ments regarding  expenditures  of  public  funds  alleged 
to  have  been  made  while  the  said  Member  was  the  Prime 
Minister  of  Canada,  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Privileges  and  Elections,  and  that  the  said 
Committee  be  authorized  to  summon  The  Right  Honour- 
able The  Prime  Minister  as  a  witness. 

STATEMENT  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  As  I  indicated  yesterday  I  have  given 
some  consideration  to  the  extremely  difficult  questions  of 
privilege  that  have  been  put  before  us  over  the  last  few 
days.  I  think  honourable  Members  will  understand  it 
is  not  without  some  difficulty  that  I  will  try  to  resolve 
the  matter  now.  In  view  of  all  the  disagreement  that  has 
come  about  in  the  discussion  of  these  various  questions 
perhaps  it  might  be  wise  to  start  with  as  much  agree- 
ment as  does  exist,  and,  in  fact  that  is  considerable.  The 


first  is  that  the  definition  of  privilege  is  one  that  has 
been  strictly  adhered  to,  narrowly  interpreted  con- 
stantly, and,  if  I  may  requote  what  has  been  said  many 
times  by  my  distinguished  predecessor  and  to  which  I 
have  had  a  number  of  occasions  to  refer  in  this  Parlia- 
ment. "On  a  number  of  occasions  I  have  defined  what  I 
consider  to  be  parliamentary  privilege.  Privilege  is  that 
which  sets  honourable  Members  apart  from  other  citi- 
zens giving  them  rights  which  the  public  do  not  possess. 
I  suggest  we  should  be  careful  in  construing  any  particu- 
lar circumstance  which  might  add  to  the  privileges 
which  have  been  recognized  over  the  years  and  perhaps 
over  the  centuries  as  belonging  to  Members  of  the  House 
of  Commons. 

In  my  view,  parliamentary  privilege  does  not  go  much 
beyond  the  right  of  free  speech  in  the  House  of  Commons 
and  the  right  of  a  Member  to  discharge  his  duties  in 
the  House  as  a  Member  of  the  House  of  Commons". 

The  second  thing  that  seems  to  be  agreed  upon  is  the 
way  in  which  privilege  should  be  interpreted  and  that  we 
ought  not  to  extend  it  lightly.  It  has  been  suggested  during 
the  course  of  the  discussion  by  the  honourable  Member 
for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr.  Knowles)  that  because 
there  was  an  indication  by  both  principals  in  this  dis- 
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cussion  that  perhaps  they  would  be  agreeable  to  having 
the  matter  aired  before  the  committee,  and  if  I  thought 
that  should  be  done  or  if  I  thought  there  was  a 
privia  jacie  case  of  privilege,  it  certainly  might  be  a 
welcome  and  easy  way  to  attempt  to  encourage  the 
House  to  come  to  that  view.  It  seems  to  me,  however, 
that  would  be  shirking  the  fundamental  part  of  my 
duty  which  is  to  make  those  findings  I  have  been  asked 
to  make.  Whether  or  not  it  is  of  particular  joy,  it  does 
seem  that  that  is  my  responsibility  and  therefore  I  will 
set  out  on  that  course  now. 

The  third  point  on  which  there  is  agreement  is  that 
a  dispute  as  to  facts,  a  dispute  as  to  opinions  and  a  dis- 
pute as  to  conclusions  to  be  drawn  from  an  allegation 
of  fact  is  a  matter  of  debate  and  not  a  question  of  privi- 
lege. The  fourth  thing  that  then  becomes  germane  to  the 
case  involved  is  can  an  attack  by  one  Member  of  this 
House  upon  another  in  respect  of  his  conduct  as  a  Mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Commons  either  now  or  in  the  past 
constitute  a  question  of  privilege.  That  is  a  very  serious 
consideration.  I  m.ight  indicate  to  honourable  Members 
at  the  outset  that  there  are  indeed  some  clear  and 
forceful  precedents  which  indicate  that  it  is  almost  impos- 
sible that  an  attack  of  that  sort  can  be  made  to  consti- 
tute a  question  of  privilege.  I  would  refer  honourable 
Members  to  a  very  clear  and  explicit  decision  enunciated 
on  December  17,  1964  by  the  then  Speaker  Macnaughton. 
That  is  reported  at  page  1011  of  the  Journals  of  the 
House  of  Commons  for  December  17,  1964.  It  concerned 
at  the  time  a  question  of  privilege  raised  by  the  then 
Member  for  Burnaby-Coquitlam.  I  am  sorry,  perhaps  I 
have  misled  the  House.  The  ruling  I  am  about  to  read  is 
a  quotation  from  an  earlier  ruling  by  Mr.  Speaker  Miche- 
ner.  In  any  case  it  has  the  same  effect:  "In  my  view, 
simple  justice  requires  that  no  honourable  Member 
should  have  to  submit  to  investigation  of  his  conduct 
by  the  House  or  a  Committee  until  he  has  been  charged 
with  an  offence." 

There  are  clear  reasons  for  the  wisdom  of  that  process 
to  be  followed,  that  if  one  Member  seeks  to  complain 
about  the  remarks  of  another  he  ought  to  put  it  in  the 
form  of  a  charge  and  take  that  Member  before  a  com- 
mittee for  the  very  simple  reason  that  in  those  circum- 
stances at  least  the  proponent  of  that  charge  or  complaint 
then  is  saddled  with  the  onus  of  proving  and  placing 
the  case  before  the  committee.  Often  the  difficulty,  when 
one  Member  comjJlains  about  remarks  by  another,  is 
that  if  it  were  to  be  accepted  as  a  prima  facie  case 
of  privilege  and  voted  to  the  committee,  when  the  com- 
mittee assembles  in  fact  no  one  clearly  has  the  onus 
of  proof  upon  him  and  no  one  has  the  responsibility  of 
carrying  the  specific  case  or  charge  before  that  com- 
mittee, and  accordingly  if  any  honourable  Member  con- 
cerned desires  not  to  appear  there  as  a  witness  the  func- 
tion of  that  committee  becomes  a  nullity  and  a  bit  of  a 
farce. 

Accordingly,  there  is  some  wisdom  in  the  process  that 
if  one  wishes  to  complain  about  what  another  Member 
has  done  or  said  it  should  be  done  in  the  form  of  a  com- 


plete charge  rather  than  by  way  of  an  alleged  question  of 
privilege.  That,  however,  is  a  very  strict  view  but  again 
I  might  be  tempted  not  to  set  aside  the  proposed  ques- 
tion of  privilege  in  those  circumstances,  and  rely  on  the 
precedents  to  say  that  if  it  is  not  in  the  form  of  a  charge 
it  ought  not  to  be  considered  at  this  time.  However,  ci- 
tations were  cited,  notably  citation  108(3)  of  Beauchesne 
which  says  that  libels  upon  Members  have  been  con- 
sidered as  questions  of  privilege  or  grounds  for  them. 
The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  in  looking  behind  that 
citation  it  turns  out  to  be  a  situation  in  which  a  member 
of  the  United  Kingdom  Parliament  placed  placards 
around  the  county  of  another  member  decrying  him  and 
calling  his  conduct  degrading  and  inhuman.  In  fact, 
that  thankfully  is  different  to  the  situation  we  have  here 
today. 

I  must  also  indicate  that  citation  113  of  Beauchesne 
says  that  libels  upon  Members  and  aspersions  upon  them 
in  relation  to  Parliament  have  been  considered  questions 
of  privilege.  In  light  of  that  I  have  I  believe  to  address 
myself  to  the  question  whether  or  not  that  is  the  case 
now.  I  certainly  do  not  pretend  to  speculate  on  what  sort 
of  remarks  might  constitute  a  question  of  privilege  or  get 
onto  a  hypothesis  of  what  they  may  be,  but  I  refer  di- 
rectly to  the  particular  instance  that  is  before  us  at  the 
present  time.  It  seems  to  me  that  in  this  particular  in- 
stance the  complaint  that  is  sought  to  be  made  the  sub- 
ject of  a  question  of  privilege  there  would  need  to  be  at 
least  as  a  minimum  an  allegation  of  some  wrongful 
conduct  or  some  wrongdoing  on  the  part  of  the  Member 
complaining.  That  is  why  the  allegation  in  this  case 
would  have  to  be  specifically  that  the  Right  Honourable 
Prime  Minister  (Mr.  Trudeau)  in  describing  the  conduct 
of  the  Right  Honourable  Member  for  Prince  Albert  (Mr. 
Diefenbaker)  in  his  former  capacity  as  Prime  Minister 
would  have  had  to  accuse  him  of  doing  something 
wrongful.  Surely  the  motion  of  the  Right  Honourable 
Member  which  is  before  me  now  indicates  that  the  slan- 
derous and  libellous  remarks  or  allegations  were  made 
by  the  Right  Honourable  Prime  Minister  and  surely 
slanderous  remarks  would  have  to  refer  to  some  wrong- 
doing. 

This  is  of  course  the  essence  of  the  difference  of 
opinion  that  is  before  the  House.  The  Right  Honourable 
Member  for  Prince  Albert  says  that  is  exactly  what  was 
implied  if  not  said  by  the  Right  Honourable  Prime  Min- 
ister but  the  Right  Honourable  Prime  Minister  on  the 
other  hand  said  it  was  a  criticism  or  reference  to  the 
conduct  of  the  former  Prime  Minister  but  not  in  any  way 
an  allegation  of  wrongdoing.  In  order  to  come  to  some 
conclusion  about  that  I  have  to  look  at  the  context.  The 
fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the  context  of  the  remarks  in- 
volved an  exchange,  not  only  the  second  but  perhaps  if 
one  goes  back  far  enough  the  third  instalment  of  a  con- 
tinuing debate  which  has  carried  on  over  some  several 
weeks  in  the  House  between  those  very  distinguished  and 
prominent  Members  of  this  House.  Unfortunately  on  this 
particular  occasion  when  these  remarks  were  made  a 
direct  confrontation  between  the  two  of  them  could  not 
be  carried  on.  I  say  that  very  seriously  and  wish  to  make 
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it  absolutely  clear  that  I  do  not  say  it  in  criticism  of 
either  Member.  All  Members  of  this  House  realize  that 
both  Right  Honourable  Members  involved  have  tremen- 
dous obligations  about  the  country  on  behalf  of  this  coun- 
try and  in  their  capacity  as  leading  and  prominent  Mem- 
bers, and  it  simply  is  not  possible  for  them  to  be  here 
confronting  each  other  every  day  much  I  am  sure  to 
the  chagrin  of  the  press  gallery  and  other  honourable 
Members  who  find  it  entertaining. 

In  any  event  I  am  convinced  in  looking  at  the  context 
of  the  case  that  had  that  confrontation  taken  place 
probably  the  remarks  upon  which  I  am  asked  to  deliber- 
ate now  would  have  been  the  subject  of  questions,  of 
points  of  order,  of  rebuttal,  of  reply  and  the  kind  of  cut 
and  thrust  of  debate  that  has  made  this  Chamber  the 
very  distinguished  place  it  is.  Unfortunately,  however, 
that  did  not  take  place.  The  remarks  involved  faU  into 
three  categories.  The  first  had  to  do  with  the  stocking 
of  fish  in  Harrington  Lake.  The  result  of  that  interven- 
tion has  caused  the  Prime  Minister  to  come  before  the 
House  to  apologize  to  the  House  and  withdraw  the  re- 
mark. That  obviously  had  its  effect. 

Surely  there  can  be  nothing  with  which  to  go  to 
committee  in  that  regard.  Another  dealt  with  the  bomb 
shelter  at  24  Sussex  Drive.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that 
there  is  a  considerable  dispute  as  to  the  extent  of  the 
expense.  The  significance  of  that  whole  issue  is  a  matter 
of  opinion,  it  is  the  subject  of  a  debate  that  the  listener 
should  judge. 

In  the  final  analysis,  the  remarks  that  are  the  most 
significant  have  to  do  with  the  acquisition  of  Harrington 
Lake,  and  in  that  regard  I  think  it  is  not  appropriate  to 
listen  now  to  the  words  of  those  who  say  that  the  words 
were  not  intended  this  way  or  that  way.  I  think  that 
would  be  extending  leniency  beyond  the  point  that  I 
should,  and  if  I  were  to  accept  only  now  the  expression 
that  these  words  were  intended  to  suggest  wrongdoing,  it 
might  be  better  for  me  to  put  the  question  to  the  House 
and  let  the  House  decide.  Instead  of  doing  that,  I  will  go 
to  the  original  remarks  of  the  Right  Honourable  Prime 
Minister  which  I  will  now  quote.  The  Prime  Minister  said: 
"In  the  same  speech,  the  Right  Honourable  gentleman 
talked  about  Harrington  Lake.  I  think  that  was  another 
unfortunate  reference,  because  I  suppose  he  made  the 
largest  land  grab  when  he  was  in  office  that  was  ever 
made  by  any  private  citizen  of  Canada.  He  did  so  when 
he  decided  that  Harrington  Lake  and  the  buildings  on 
it  should  be  the  country  residence  of  the  Prime  Minister. 
I  do  not  think  anybody  then  sitting  on  my  party's  side 
of  the  House  criticized  that  decision.  He  was  adding 
thousands  of  acres  of  land  for  his  private  enjoyment. 
I  think  it  was  a  justifiable  gesture,  one  from  which  I 
personally  have  benefitted.  In  the  same  way  I  hope  the 
next  Prime  Minister  will  benefit  from  the  swimming  pool 
at  24  Sussex  Drive." 

It  is  for  the  House  and  for  the  public  to  judge,  insofar 
as  they  are  interested,  the  wisdom  or  nicety  of  those  re- 
marks, but  that  is  not  the  question  which  is  before  me. 


The  sole  question  before  me  is  whether  those  remarks 
intended  to  cast  aspersions  upon  the  character  of  the 
Right  Honourable  Member  for  Prince  Albert.  In  view  of 
the  admission  or  expression  contained  therein  that  what- 
ever action  was  taken  at  that  time  was  taken  with  the 
support  of  the  whole  House  of  Commons  without  a  con- 
trary voice  and  that  if  there  was  any  doubt  about  that 
the  present  Prime  Minister  added  that  in  retrospect,  in 
his  own  personal  opinion,  that  action  was  proper  and 
appropriate  at  the  time,  I  cannot  reconcile  those  public 
expressions  of  approval  of  the  action  that  was  taken 
with  a  finding  that  there  is  an  allegation  of  some  inpro- 
priety  or  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  Right  Honourable 
gentleman. 

I  therefore  find,  in  examining  them — and  I  have  to 
come  to  a  decision  one  way  or  another — that  there  is  a 
serious  dispute  and  disagreement  as  to  what  the  facts 
were,  and  there  is  a  further  dispute  and  disagreement 
as  to  what  the  implications  or  significance  should  be 
taken  from  those  facts.  Those  are  ingredients  for  debate 
and  not  ingredients  for  a  question  of  privilege,  and  there- 
fore it  is  my  view  and  my  hope  that  the  matter  will 
end  there. 


Mr.  Leggatt,  seconded  by  Mr.  Knowles  (Winnipeg 
North  Centre),  by  leave  of  the  House,  introduced  Bill 
C-392,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Criminal  Code  (control  of 
weapons  and  firearms),  which  was  read  the  first  time  and 
ordered  to  be  printed  and  ordered  for  a  second  reading  at 
the  next  sitting  of  the  House.

(Saint-Henri),  seconded  by  Mr.  Dupont,  it  was  ordered, 
— That  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Standing  Order  99, 
the  petition  seeking  the  incorporation  of  The  National 
Commercial  Bank  of  Canada — La  Banque  Nationale  de 
Commerce  du  Canada,  filed  after  the  time  limit  specified

Pursuant  to  its  Order  of  Reference  of  Friday,  May  16, 
1975,  your  Committee  has  considered  Bill  C-24,  An  Act 
to  amend  the  Salaries  Act  and  has  agreed  to  report  it 
without  amendment. 

A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence 
relating  to  this  Bill  (Issue  No.  37)  is  tabled. 


(The  Minutes  oj  Proceedings  and  Evidence  accompany- 
ing the  Report  recorded  as  Appendix  No.  86  to  the 
Journals) . 


Mr.  Blaker,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges 
and  Elections,  presented  the  Fifth  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee, which  is  as  follows: 

Pursuant  to  its  Order  of  Reference  of  Tuesday,  Decem- 
ber 10,  1974,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Ordered, — That  the  Green  Paper  entitled  "Members 
of    Parliament    and    Conflict    of    Interest"    tabled    on 


November  27,  1974,  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Privileges  and  Elections;  and 

That,  after  the  Committee  has  concluded  its  delibera- 
tions and  submitted  its  report  on  the  aforementioned 
matter,  it  be  authorized  to  consider  and  make  recom- 
mendations upon  the  subject-matter  of  Ministers  and 
conflict  of  interest  and  Public  Servants  and  conflict  of 
interest." 

Your  Committee  has  held  twenty-one  meetings,  heard 
departmental  witnesses  and  considered  research  docu- 
ments prepared  for  it  by  the  staff  of  the  Research  Branch 
of  the  Library  of  Parliament,  to  whom  your  Committee 
wishes  to  express  its  appreciation. 

Your  Committee  endorses  the  principles  set  forth  in 
the  Green  Paper  entitled  "Membeis  of  Parliament  and 
Conflict  of  Interest"  and  recommends  to  the  House  of 
Commons  the  proposals  contained  thci'ein,  subject  to 
their  ami-ndmenl,  deletion  and  expansion  as  set  forth  in 
this  Report. 

INCOMPATIBLE  OFFICES 

1.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Proposals  entitled  "In- 
compatiblc    OlTices"    be    expanded    so    that    Members    of 
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Parliament  be  prohibited  from  the  holding  of  any  other 
elected  political  oflice. 

Comment: 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  holding  of 
two  elected  offices  constitutes  a  potential  conflict  of  inter- 
est for  the  Member  of  Parliament,  and  a  necessary  re- 
duction in  his  capacity  to  serve  as  a  Member  of  Parlia- 
ment. Your  Committee  recommends  therefore  that  the 
draft  Independence  of  Parliament  legislation  reflect  a 
more  precise  prohibition  against  Members  of  Parliament 
holding  such  offices  as  the  following: 

(a)  membership  on   a   municipal   council; 

(b)  mayoralty  or  the  office  of  reeve; 

(c)  any  elected  office  which   is  under  the  authority 
or  control  of  a  provincial  oi'  municipal  government; 

and  that  the  legislation  be  so  drafted  as  to  provide  that 
a  Member  of  Parliament  be  required  to  resign  all  other 
elected  offices  within  a  period  of  six  months,  in  order  to 
continue  holding  his  seat  in  the  House  of  Commons. 


As  a  separate  consideration,  and  touching  directly  or 
indirectly  upon  Proposals  5,  10,  15,  16  and  17,  your  Com- 
mittee recommends  that,  in  any  case  where  a  Member  of 
Parliament  has  been  given  a  leave  of  absence  from  his 
employment,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  a  leave  of 
absence  be  disclo.sed  to  the  Registrar,  as  defined  herein- 
after, by  the  Member  within  six  months  of  his  assuming 
office. 

GOVERNMENT  CONTRACTS 

1-  It  is  recommended  that  the  Propo.sals  entitled 
"Government  Contracts"  be  amended  or  deleted  to  meet 
the  following  counterproposals: 


(a)  that,  in  order  to  clarify  the  requirement  that  a 
Member  of  Parliament  avoid  and  sever  connections 
with  companies  engaged  in  government  contracts, 
as  specified  in  the  proposed  "Independence  of  Parlia- 
ment Act",  a  schedule  listing  those  government  cor- 
porations and  agencies  which  would  put  a  Member 
of  Parliament  in  conflict  of  interest,  if  his  or  her 
company  or  one  in  which  he  or  she  had  the  required 
percentage  of  interest  entered  into  contractual  busi- 
ness arrangements  with  such  corporations  or  agencies, 
be  compiled  and  published  annually  by  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  in  a  Report 
to  the  House. 

Com.7nent: 

Such  a  listing  would  help  to  differentiate  such  govern- 
ment corporations,  etc.,  from  those  with  joint  public 
and  private  equity  participation,  with  whom  a  contractual 
business  arrangement  entered  into  by  a  Member  of 
Parliament,  his  business  firm,  or  one  in  which  he  had  the 


specified    percentage    of    interest,    would    not    ordinarily 
be  unlawful. 

<b)  that  references  to  the  Clerk  be  deleted  and 
replaced  with  the  word  "Registrar". 

Comm.ent: 

Subsequent  recommendations  in  this  Report  make  it 
desirable  that  a  "Registrar"  be  responsible  for  the 
receiving  and  filing  of  all  public  disclosures  as  well  as 
certain  recommended  types  of  confidential  registration 
of  property  or  pecuniary  interests. 

(c)  that  the  amount  of  $1,000.00  referred  to  in  Pro- 
posal 11,  paragraph  (b)  be  changed  so  as  to  read 
$5,000.00,  and  that  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections  be  made  responsible  for  a 
periodic   review   and    determination   of   this   amount. 

Comment: 

Your  Committee  is  recommending  the  increase  in  the 
exempted  contract  amount  in  order  to  reduce  the  expected 
number  of  requests  put  before  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Privileges  and  Elections  under  the  terms  of  Proposal 
24. 

(d)  that  Proposal  14  be  deleted  in  its  entirety. 

CoTHvient: 

Your  Committee  is  recommending  that  Proposal  14  be 
deleted  in  order  to  avoid  any  reduction  in  the  number 
of  citizens  willing  to  be  candidates,  and  has  taken  into 
consideration  the  adverse  effect  of  certain  provincial 
legislation  of  this  type. 

FINANCIAL  INTERESTS 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Proposals  entitled:  "Fi- 
nancial  Interests"  be  expanded  to  include  the  "Office 
of  Registrar",  whose  existence  is  intended  to  assure  the 
public  of  the  determination  of  Members  of  Parliament 
to  avoid  potential  or  actual  conflicts  of  interests. 

Comment: 

Your  Committee  agrees  with  the  statement  in  the  Green 
Paper  thai  "Members  may  increasingly  find  themselves  in 
situations  for  which  no  adequate  rules  or  guidelines 
exist  to  aid  them  in  ensuring  that  their  conduct  respects 
their  fiduciary  duty." 

Accordingly,  your  Committee  envisages  the  function 
of  the  Registrar  as  being: 

(o)  The  registration  of  an  annual  statement  of  the 
pecuniary  interests  of  each  Member  of  Parliament, 
and  the  making  and  filing  of  records  pertaining 
thereto; 

<b)  The  provision  of  confidential  advice  to  Members 
of  Parliament,  at  their  request,  on  any  matter  that 
may  concern  a  possible  conflict  of  interest  of  the 
Member; 
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(c)  The  annual  reporting  to  the  House  of  Commons 
of  a  list  of  those  Members  of  Parliament  who  have 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  relating 
to  registration  and /or  disclosure. 

To  assure  the  Public  that  Members  of  Parliament  will 
indeed  take  the  steps  necessary  to  avoid  conflicts  of 
interest,  your  Committee  recommends  that  the  draft 
legislation  and  where  necessary  the  Standing  Orders  be 
so  amended  as  to  reflect  the  following  proposal: 

Every  Member  of  Parliament  shall,  within  six  months 
of  assuming  office  and  on  May  31st  of  each  year  there- 
after, file  with  the  Registrar,  the  following  information, 
together  with  such  additional  information  as  the  Registrar 
may  require: 

(1)  his  or  her  taxation  returns  for  the  year  current 
or  preceding; 

(2)  his  or  her  financial  and  pecuniary  interests,  direct 
or  indirect,  of  every  kind  and  nature  whatsoever,  in- 
cluding such  interests  of  the  Member  through  his  or 
her  spouse  and/or  dependent  children,  as  well  as  trusts 
of  which  he  or  she  or  his  or  her  spouse  and/or 
dependent  children  are  the  trustees  or  beneficiaries. 

Your  Committee  suggests  that  the  time  period  of  two 
months  indicated  in  subclause  7(1)  of  the  proposed 
Independence  of  Parliament  Act  be  changed  to  six 
months,  so  as  to  equal  the  time  period  allowed  for  filing 
with  the  Registrar. 

Your  Committee  emphasizes  that  statements  of  financial 
interests  made  by  Members  of  Parliament  pursuant  to 
the  requirement  for  private  registration,  as  opposed  to 
the  requirements  for  public  disclosure  to  be  provided  for 
in  the  proposed  Independence  of  Parliament  legislation, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  absolutely  confidential  to  the 
Registrar  and  shall  not  be  made  public  except  under  the 
provisions  of  a  court  order  or  upon  a  request  made  to  the 
Registrar  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and 
Elections  pursuant  to  a  specific  reference  to  the  Commit- 
tee by  the  House  of  Commons  involving  an  allegation 
of  conflict  of  interest. 

Further,  while  a  Member  of  Parliament  may  seek 
advice  from  the  Registrar,  either  in  writing  or  verbally, 
such  written  advice  may  not  be  made  public  except  at 
the  instance  of  the  particular  Member  of  Parliament, 
and  the  Registrar  shall  be  prohibited  from  disclosure  of 
any  such  verbal  communications  between  himself  and 
Members  of  Parliament. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  underline  that  verbal  advice 
given  by  the  Registrar  to  a  Member  of  Parliament  shall 
in  no  way  constitute  a  defence  either  in  a  court  or  before 
Parliament. 

Your  Committee  considers  it  desirable  that  the 
Registrar  issue  a  set  of  forms  and  information  for  the 
benefit  of  Members  of  Parliament. 


SANCTIONS  AND   ADMINISTRATION 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Proposals  entitled: 
"Sanctions  and  Administration"  be  so  amended  as  to 
indicate  that: 

(1)  the  court  referred  to  in  Proposal  18  be  the  Federal 
Court  of  Canada  rather  than  the  superior  court  of 
the  province; 

(2)  in  order  to  alleviate  any  uncertainty  on  the  part 
of  a  Member  of  Parliament  as  to  whether  he  is  in  a 
position  of  conflict  of  interest,  he  may  seek  a  de- 
claratory judgement  in  the  Federal  Court  for  those 
matters  of  pecuniary  interest  which  would  require 
disclosure  under  the  proposed  Independence  of  Parlia- 
ment Act. 

To  obtain  a  declaratory  judgement  a  Member  may 
seek  a  joint  application  with  the  Attorney  General  or, 
alternatively,  he  may  file  an  application  and  inform  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  action.  The  Attorney  General 
would  then  be  required  to  respond  within  thirty  days. 

Such  hearings  may  be  conducted  in  camera  at  the 
request  of  the  Member  concerned. 

(3)  Proposal  21(b)  be  expanded  in  order  to  make 
clear  that  a  Member  of  Parliament  may  seek  the  advice 
of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections 
either  in  open  hearing  or  in  camera. 

Comment: 

Your  Committee  notes  that  no  compliance  is  required 
to  advice  given  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges 
and  Elections  and  deems  it  wise  to  leave  to  the  Member 
of  Parliament  seeking  advice  the  right  to  accept  or  reject 
any  such  advice  at  his  own  risk. 

(4)  Proposal  21  in  the  penultimate  paragraph  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  Committee  may  also  investigate  questions  of 
confiicts  of  interest  of  a  Cabinet  Minister  if  the 
alleged  improprieties  pertain  to  the  exercise  of  his 
duties  as  a  Member  of  Parliament." 

(5)  Proposal  22  be  eliminated. 

Comment: 

Your  Committee  suggests  that  the  quorum  of  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  be 
reduced  in  number  to  seven,  with  representation  from 
at  least  two  parties. 

(6)  the  legislation  and  Standing  Orders  be  so  worded 
as  to  provide  a  period  of  six  months  from  the  date  of 
assuming  office,  during  which  a  Member  of  Parliament 
elected  for  the  first  time  would  be  permitted  to  arrange 
the  configuration  of  his  assets  and  interests  so  as  to 
comply  with  the  rules  relating  to  conflict  of  interest. 

Comment: 

During  this  period,  the  new  Member  of  Parliament 
would    be   prohibited    from    entering    into    any   situation 
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proscribed  by  the  relevant  legislation  and  Standing 
Orders  but  would  have  a  valid  defence  to  an  allegation 
of  conflict  of  interest  if  he  were  able  to  prove  that  the 
allegation  related  to  circumstances  which  existed  prior 
to  his  assuming  office  as  a  Member  of  Parliament. 

Members  of  Parliament  who  were  not  Members  prior 
to  the  immediately  preceding  election  but  who  were 
Members  of  some  previous  Parliament  should  be  con- 
sidered as  Members  of  Parliament  elected  for  the  first 
time. 

It  should  be  noted  that,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Com- 
mittee, the  terms  of  Proposal  24  would  empower  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  to  ex- 
tend the  above-mentioned  period  of  six  months  allowed 
to  new  Members  of  Parliament,  when  circumstances 
justify  an  extension.

The  Order  being  read  for  the  consideration  of  the  re- 
port stage  of  Bill  C-2,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Combines 
Investigation  Act  and  the  Bank  Act  and  to  repeal  an  Act 
to  amend  an  Act  to  amend  the  Combines  Investigation 
Act  and  the  Criminal  Code,  as  reported  (with  amend- 
ments) from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance,  Trade 
and  Economic  Affairs; 


STATEMENT    BY    MR.    SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  Honourable  Members  will  realize  that 
some  24  or  25  motions  have  been  filed  at  the  report  stage. 
This  gives  rise  to  a  number  of  considerations  in  terms 
of  grouping,  procedural  acceptability,  discussion  and 
voting.  After  some  consideration  and  preliminary  examin- 
ation at  least  and  subject  to  whatever  comments  may 
be  made  during  the  course  of  consideration,  it  is  the  view 
of  the  Chair  that  Motions  numbered  1  to  5  do  not  seem 
to  pose  any  procedural  problems  on  the  face  of  it, 
neither  do  they  particularly  lend  themselves  to  grouping 
for  discussion.  Accordingly,  it  would  be  the  intention 
of  the  Chair  to  call  Motions  numbered  1  to  5  individually. 

There  was  a  question  in  respect  of  Motion  number  1 
concerning  tne  addition  by  that  motion  of  a  new  concept 
in  the  Bill  by  adding  what  is  essentially  a  definition 
section,  by  the  inclusion  of  another  term,  "parliamentary 
committee".  Because  of  the  rather  restrictive  nature  of 
the  particular  section  and  its  restricted  application,  it 
really  does  not  fall  within  that  objection  of  attempting 
to  amend  the  entire  Bill  by  way  of  changing  the 
definition.  Since  the  committees  or  boards  or  commis- 
sions referred  to  in  that  section  are  only  there  as  a 
source  of  inspiration  to  the  director  in  terms  of  his 
considerations  about  competition,  it  would  appear  1o  the 
Chair  that  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  ought  to  be  given 
to  the  Member  who  proposed  the  motion  in  order  that 
he  might  have  an  opportunity  to  have  the  concept 
discussed. 

Similarly,  Motion  numbered  7  appears  to  amend  the 
penalty  provisions  of  the  Bill  itself.  That  gives  me  some 
concern  because  Clause  14  of  the  Bill  amends  or  repeals 
certain  provisions  of  paragraphs  32(l)(a)  to  (d)  of  the 
original  statute,  the  Combines  Investigation  Act.  Clause 
14  does  not  amend  the  actual  penalty  section.  Having 
repealed  and  replaced  the  subsections  which  define  the 
offence,  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  do  not  go  on  to 
repeal  or  in  any  way  amend  that  part  of  the  statute 
having  to  do  with  the  actual  imposition  of  the  penalty 
for  the  indictable  offence. 

On  the  other  hand,  since  the  amendment  set  out  in 
Clause  14  of  the  Bill  seeks  to  amend  the  very  definitions 
of  offences  in  relation  to  the  sections  involved,  it 
certainly  seems  to  the  Chair,  after  consideration,  that 
although  the  amendment  proposed  as  Motion  numbered  7 
may  give  rise  to  some  concern,  it  does  not  go  beyond 
what  is  ordinarily  involved  in  an  amendment  and,  since 
the  amending  statute  has  redefined  the  very  offences 
with  which  the  Act  is  concerned,  it  ought  (o  be  open 
to  a  Member,  surely,  to  suggest  that  the  same  clause 
ought  to  be  further  amended  by  changing  the  penalty. 
If  it  were  not  for  that  connection  it  would  be  easy 
to  argue  that,  since  Clause  14  does  not  amend  the  penalty 
itself,  the  honourable  Member  ought  not  to  be  able 
to  propose  a  report  stage  amendment  which  has  that 
effect  because  he  is  going  beyond  the  amending  Bill 
and  amending  the  original  statute.  However,  the  con- 
nection seems  to  be  obviously  clear,  in  that  the  rede- 
finition is  attempted  by  the  amending  Bill;  therefore  the 
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benefit  of  the  doubt  ought  to  be  given  to  the  Member 
who  seeks  to  propose  that  amendment  as  Motion 
numbered  7.  Accordingly,  Motions  numbered  1  to  5  and 
Motion  numbered  7  appear  to  be  suitable  for  con- 
sideration by  the  House. 

Motion  numbered  6  appears  to  suggest  an  alteration 
in  the  basic  legislative  process  in  that  it  suggests  that 
certain  aspects  of  the  legislation  ought  to  be  referred  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  by  way  of  some  sort  of 
reference.  I  must  confess  that  there  is  serious  reservation 
as  to  whether  the  regular  legislative  process  of  this  House 
ought  to  be  subject  to  that  sort  of  process,  as  suggested 
by  the  amendment.  Accordingly,  the  Chair  wishes  to 
reserve  its  decision  on  Motion  numbered  6  which,  to- 
gether with  Motion  numbered  24,  gives  the  Chair  some 
concern.  I  wonder  if  we  could  reserve  consideration  of 
those  motions  until  we  have  finished  our  other  proceed- 
ings, in  order  that  honourable  Members  on  both  sides  of 
the  House  may  have  an  opportunity  to  discuss  them  and 
make  their  representations,  and  the  Chair  could  consider 
those  questions  later  on  in  this  stage. 


I  am  coming  to  the  remarks  I  have  to  make  about 
grouping  amendments  for  discussion.  After  that  I  can 
hear  the  honourable  Member  for  Edmonton  West  (Mr. 
Lambert) — that  is  I  can  hear  him  after  I  have  dealt 
with  all  the  motions  that  are  on  the  Order  Paper  at 
present. 


As  I  indicated  at  the  beginning  of  my  remarks,  I  am 
giving  some  preliminary  indications  after  having  made  a 
cursory  examination  of  these  motions.  I  wish  to  make  a 
preliminary  suggestion  about  the  procedural  acceptability 
of  motions  and  after  that  a  suggestion  about  the  grouping 
of  these  amendments  for  discussion.  However,  in  every 
case  the  Chair  is  open  to  receive  comments  and  con- 
tributions of  honourable  Members  and  will  listen  to  any 
argument  they  wish  to  raise  about  the  procedural 
acceptability  of  motions,  or  on  their  grouping  for  dis- 
cussion, and  also  on  the  subject  of  voting,  which  may 
give  us  some  difficulty. 

Having  indicated  some  basic  reservations  with  respect 
to  Motion  numbered  6,  the  Chair  suggests  that  con- 
sideration of  that  motion  should  be  reserved  until  later 
in  our  proceedings. 

Motions  numbered  8,  9,  12  to  17  inclusive,  19,  22  and 
25  all  deal  with  penalties.  Accordingly,  the  Chair  sug- 
gests that  they  be  grouped  together  for  discussion  only. 
Unless  there  is  some  indication  that  the  House  is  favour- 
ably disposed  to  voting  on  groups  of  motions,  and  con- 
sent might  be  given  for  that,  it  seems  to  the  Chair  that 
the  motions  ought  to  be  voted  on  seriatim,  as  considera- 
tion of  them  arises. 

The  remaining  motions,  with  the  exception  of  Motion 
numbered  24,  appear  to  be  acceptable  and,  again,  ought 


to  be  taken  one  at  a  time.  They  do  not  seem  to  lend 
themselves  to  grouping.  They  would  be  discussed  separ- 
ately and  voted  on  separately. 

Motion  numbered  24  poses  some  difficulties  in  that  it 
refers  to  provisions  of  section  31  of  the  original  Act, 
which  is  not  touched  upon  in  the  amending  Bill  and, 
furthermore,  proposes  penalties  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Chair,  are  not  in  any  way  germane  to  Clause  22  of 
the  Bill  which  the  motion  seeks  to  amend.  Accordingly, 
the  Chair  has  some  reservations  about  Motions  numbered 
6  and  24,  and  suggests  that  their  procedural  acceptability 
be  discussed  later  in  our  proceedings,  after  Members  on 
both  sides  have  had  an  opportunity  to  give  them  more 
consideration. 

The  last  subject  to  be  considered  is  that  of  voting.  If 
honourable  Members  seek  recorded  divisions  during  the 
course  of  today's  discussion,  there  could  be  as  many  as 
15  divisions.  The  Chair  is  certainly  concerned  if  there  is 
a  suggestion  that  many  divisions  may  take  place  within 
a  short  space  of  time.  If  it  is  agreed  that  divisions  are  to 
be  deferred,  the  Chair  suggests  that  after  we  have  ac- 
cumulated five  divisions,  or  a  number  close  to  five,  we 
should,  when  convenient,  interrupt  the  proceedings,  take 
the  recorded  divisions,  clear  the  slate,  so  to  speak,  and 
then  carry  on  with  the  report  stage  proceedings.  If  hon- 
ourable Members  wish  to  make  any  comments  on  the 
suggestion  of  the  Chair,  I  will  be  pleased  to  receive  them 
now. 


I  might  say  for  the  guidance  of  honourable  Members 
that  perhaps  it  would  be  preferable  that  individual  dis- 
cussion of  clauses  that  might  have  some  question  about 
them  ought  to  be  directed  to  the  occupant  of  the  Chair 
at  that  time.  It  would  be  impossible  to  proceed  if  we 
were  to  make  a  blanket  ruling  at  this  time  on  the  basis 
of  arguments  that  exist  at  the  present  time.  In  addition, 
it  tends  to  limit  the  possibility  of  argument  that  might 
come  out  of  discussion. 

To  attempt  to  make  a  definitive  ruling  of  procedural 
acceptability  at  this  stage  would  tend  to  eliminate  the 
possibility  during  the  course  of  the  explanation  of  the 
clause  any  questions,  discussion  and  debate  which  might 
come  to  light  if  there  is  some  procedural  problem  at  that 
time. 

My  intention  was  to  indicate  in  a  preliminary  way 
that,  having  examined  the  amendments,  the  Chair  was 
prepared  to  call  them  and  put  them  and  if  in  individual 
cases  there  was  argument  as  to  procedural  acceptability, 
that  would  be  done  at  the  beginning  of  the  discussion  on 
each  amendment. 


All  parties  having  been  forewarned  about  the  con- 
siderations involved,  I  might  say  there  is  one  exception 
to  this  process.  That  is  in  respect  to  the  objection  raised 
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to  Motion  numbered  7.  Perhaps  it  is  best  that  that  might 
promote  vigorous  discussion.  I  did  give  some  indication 
we  had  given  some  thought  concerning  the  fact  it 
attempts  to  amend  the  penalty  provision  rather  than 
amending  the  definition  of  the  offences  themselves.  That 
would  seem  to  make  a  connection  with  the  amending 
statute.  However,  there  is  the  possibility  of  arguing,  as 
has  been  put  forward,  that  since  the  amending  statute 
does  not  specifically  amend  that  clause,  there  should  be 
some  discussion  about  whether  that  is  procedurally  ac- 
ceptable. In  any  event,  like  all  other  clauses,  the  dis- 
cussion on  the  procedural  acceptability  ought  to  be  left 
until  wc  call  the  amendments  one  at  a  time.

Your  Committee  has  heard  a  statement  by  the  Minister 
of  Veterans  Affairs  and  briefs  from  the  National  Veterans 
Organizations  of  Canada,  from  the  Dieppe  Veterans  and 
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Prisoners  of  War  Association,  from  the  National  Prisoners 
of  War  Associations,  from  the  Royal  Canadian  Naval 
Association  and  the  Royal  Air  Forces  Escaping  Society 
(Canadian  Branch). 

Testimony  was  also  heard  from  the  Officials  of  the 
Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  and  the  Canadian  Pen- 
sion Commission. 

Your  Committee  recommends:  That  the  House  give 
consideration  to  the  following: 

1)  That  a  new  Act  of  Parliament  be  enacted  to 
provide  compensation  to  all  former  prisoners  of  war. 

The  effect  of  this  would  be  to  retain  the  principle  in 
the  Pension  Act  that  payment  of  wartime  disability 
pension  be  restricted  to  those  instances  where  the  in- 
jury or  disease  or  aggravation  thereof  was  attributable 
to  or  incurred  during  military  service,  and  that  special 
compensation  for  the  maltreatment,  indignities  and 
residual  disabilities  resulting  from  prisoner  of  war 
incarceration  which  cannot  be  recognized  or  identified 
would  be  payable  under  a  separate  Act. 

2)  That  the  formula  for  compensation  payable  to 
former  prisoners  of  war  of  the  Japanese  be  changed  to 
provide  that  each  such  former  prisoner  of  war  will 
receive  compensation  equivalent  to  50%  pension  to 
which  will  be  added  the  amount  of  pension  payable 
under  the  Pension  Act  on  account  of  his  assessed 
disability  to  a  maximum  total  of  100%. 

The  effect  of  this  would  be  to  ensure  that  those  who 
are  the  most  seriously  disabled  will  receive  the  great- 
est benefit.  At  the  present  time  the  least  seriously 
disabled  of  the  former  prisoners  of  war  of  the  Ja- 
panese derive  the  greatest  benefit  from  the  special 
provisions  made  for  these  former  prisoners  of  war. 

3)  That  prisoners  of  war  of  other  powers  of  World 
War  II  or  who  were  captured  by  hostile  forces  subse- 
quent to  World  War  II  be  awarded  compensation  in 
accordance  with  the  following  schedule: 


Incarcerated   0-1 J   years 
Incarcerated   I2-24  years 
Incarcerated  2^  years  or  over 


—10% 
—15% 
—20% 


To  this  compensation  would  be  added  the  amount  of 
pension  payable  under  the  Pension  Act  on  account  of 
an  assessed  pensionable  disability  to  a  maximum  total 
of  100%.  Escapees  and  evaders,  should  also  be  con- 
sidered under  this  paragraph. 

Your  Committee  also  recommends  to  the  House  that 
consideration  be  given  to  amending  the  Pension  Act 
to  provide  that  a  widow's  pension  be  awarded  on  a 
sliding  scale  as  follows: 

When  at  the  time  of  death  of  the  prisoner  he  was, 
or  would  have  been  in  receipt  of  a  pension  assessed 
at  47%  or  less,  that  pension  be  paid  to  the  widow 
in  double  proportion  to  the  assessed  degree  of  the 
prisoner's  disability  as  it  relates  to  the  basic  pension 
granted  to  widows. 


At  the  present  time  a  full  widow's  pension  is  paid 
when  the  pensioner's  death  was  attributable  to  or  was 
incurred  during  wartime  military  service,  or  in  the 
case  of  peacetime  forces  if  it  arose  out  of  or  was  di- 
rectly connected  with  service;  or  when  the  pensioner's 
disability  was  assessed  at  48%  or  more  at  the  time  of 
death.  The  effect  of  this  would  be  that  because  100% 
widow's  pension  is  payable  when  the  disability  pen- 
sioner was  paid  pension  at  the  50%  rate,  a  double  pro- 
portion would  be  payable  if  his  disability  was  assessed 
at  a  lesser  rate,  so  that,  for  example,  the  widow  of  a 
40%  pensioner  would  be  awarded  80%  of  the  normal 
widow's  pension.

Cossitt)  who  had  given  the  Chair  notice  of  the  problem 
which  he  has  now  exposed  in  more  detail,  that  ordinarily 
it  would  be  my  intention  to  reserve  judgement  on  the 
matter  for  sometime.  However,  in  fairness,  I  must  indicate 
that  as  a  general  proposition  nothing  that  anyone  says 
about  the  conduct  or  performance,  the  speech  or  contri- 
bution of  any  honourable  Member  could  in  general  terms 
be  taken  as  an  interference  with  his  right  to  speak  or 
operate  as  a  Member  of  the  House  of  Commons.  Indeed, 
far  from  restricting  what  the  honourable  Member  has  to 
say  about  the  corporation,  its  president  or  its  officers,  the 
events  rather  have  stimulated  the  honourable  Member  to 
making  further  comments.  In  other  words,  rather  than 
reserving  my  ruling,  my  decision  is  that  I  do  not  see — nor, 
with  respect,  do  I  exj)ect  that  the  honourable  Member 


sees — that  his  privileges  as  a  Member  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  his  right  to  appear  here  and  participate  fully  as 
an  active  Member  of  the  House,  his  right  to  speak  or 
express  his  opinions,  have  in  any  way  been  interefered 
with.  Nor  do  I  see  that  his  rights  would  be  interfered  with 
by  any  commentary,  editorial  writer,  speaker,  television 
president,  or  otherwise  throughout  the  country.  No  Mem- 
ber is  subject  to  such  intimidation,  and  certainly  it  does 
not  seem  to  me  that  the  honourable  Member  has  been 
intimidated  in  theory  or  in  fact.  Therefore,  I  do  not 
consider  that  a  question  of  privilege  is  involved.

MINISTRY  OF  TRANSPORT 

PARAGRAPH  34 — ^Pilotage  Authorities. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issues  Nos. 
16  and  20,  dated  February  20,  1975  and  March  6,  1975). 

Section  28  of  the  Pilotage  Act,  1970-71-72,  C.  52,  re- 
quires each  of  the  four  pilotage  authorities, — Atlantic, 
Laurentian,  Great  Lakes  and  Pacific  to  submit  to  the 
Minister  of  Transport,  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary in  each  year,  a  statement  of  its  activities  and  finan- 
ces for  the  previous  fiscal  year.  AU  four  pilotage  author- 
ities failed  to  do  so. 

The  Auditor  General  stated  that  the  reporting  date 
comes  too  soon  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  for  the 
authorities  to  prepare  their  annual  reports.  In  fact  ex- 
amination revealed  that  these  reports  were  not  filed 
within  a  three  month  period. 

Your  Committee  is  extremely  concerned  to  find  that 
such  authorities  set  up  by  a  department,  take  it  upon 
themselves  to  act  outside  the  law. 

Your  Committee  agrees  that  a  three  month  period 
after  the  close  of  a  fiscal  year  would  be  sufficient  time  to 
submit  reports  to  the  Minister  of  a  department  and 
recommends  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  advis- 
ability of  making  the  necessary  amendments  to  the  Act. 

The  failure  of  these  four  authorities  to  comply  with 
Section  70(2)  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act,  that 
requires  the  capital  budget  of  each  corporation  for  each 
financial  year  to  be  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Coun- 
cil on  the  recommendation  of  the  appropriate  Minister, 
the  President  of  the  Treasury  Board,  and  the  Minister  of 
Finance  and .  laid  annually  before  Parliament  was  ex- 
amined by  the  Committee.  The  Deputy  Administrator 
of  the  Canadian  Marine  Transportation  Administration 
mentioned  that  the  pilotage  authorities  have  each  been 
advised  by  the  Ministry  that  they  must  comply  with 
this  requirement  of  the  Act,  and  he  understands  that 
their  capital  budgets  are  in  the  process  of  being  sub- 
mitted. 

An  investigation  initiated  by  the  Minister  of  Trans- 
port in  November  1973  disclosed  serious  shortcomings 
in  the  purchasing  and  contracting  procedures  of  the 
Atlantic  Pilotage  Authority  and  the  Minister  of  Trans- 
port in  March  1974,  requested  the  Authority  to  take 
immediate  corrective  action  on  the  serious  shortcomings 


disclosed  by  the  investigation.  The  Audit  office  conducted 
a  similar  examination  which  verified  the  findings  of  the 
Department's  investigator.  Deficiencies  noted  were: 

(a)  Standard  forms  were  not  used,  the  bids  were 
opened  as  they  were  received,  and  no  record  was 
kept  of  their  receipt  in  the  register. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  one  contract,  the  date  of  receipt 
was  not  indicated  on  the  bids  and  at  least  two  of 
the  five  bids  were  received  after  the  closing  date. 

(c)  The  tender  specifications  sent  to  bidders  dif- 
fered from  the  tender  specifications  placed  on  the 
tender  file. 

(d)  In  another  case  there  were  deviations  between 
the  tender  specifications,  the  contract  approved  by 
the  Board  and  the  actual  contract  awarded. 

(e)  The  two  lowest  tenderers  for  one  contract 
offered  the  services  of  a  boat  that  was  for  sale  but 
owned  by  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Authority 
and  there  is  no  evidence  that  this  Board  member 
declared  his  interest  in  the  tenders. 

(f)  The  successful  bidder  was  a  company  in  which 
two  employees,  one  a  member  of  the  Board  and 
their  wives  are  the  shareholders. 

These  are  indeed  serious  shortcomings  and  your  Com- 
mittee was  assured  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Atlantic 
Pilotage  Authority,  that  the  members  involved  in  the  con- 
flict of  interests  mentioned  in  the  list  of  deficiencies 
were  removed  from  the  Board.  Also  the  Authority  now 
follows  government  guidelines  in  calling  tenders  which 
are  now  in  their  manual  of  operations.  (See  APPENDIX 
"Z"  Issue  No.  20,  dated  March  6,  1975). 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  all  members  of 
authorities,  boards,  crown  corporations  and  other  bodies 
set  up  by,  or  responsible  to  departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada,  be  made  aware  at  once  of  the  Gov- 
ernment Green  Paper  on  Conflict  of  Interest  dealing 
especially  with  agents  of  the  Crown. 

Your  Committee  also  recommends  that  the  guidelines 
tabled  in  the  House  by  the  Prime  Minister  on  December 
18,  1973  (P.C.  1973-4065  dated  December  18,  1973  and 
attached  as  APPENDIX  "A"  to  the  Commons  Debates, 
entitled  "GUIDELINES  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  PUBLIC 
SERVANTS  CONCERNING  CONFLICT  OF  INTEREST 
SITUATIONS")  be  included  in  the  Manuals  and  By- 
Laws  consolidations  of  all  such  agencies. 

PARAGRAPH  67 — Increased  costs  due  to  delay  in  ac- 
cepting tender. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 
16,  dated  February  20,  1975). 

This  paragraph  illustrates  how  administrative  delays 
and  the  lack  of  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  project 
work  that  was  put  up  for  tender,  resulted  in  an  extra 
and  unnecessary  cost  of  $20,000. 

This  item  concerned  tenders  for  the  construction  of 
three    lightpiers    in    Lake    St.    Francis,    Ontario.    Four 
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tenders  were  opened  on  May  11,  1973  and  the  low  bid  of 
$391,000  was  accepted  by  the  Department. 

The  delay  occurred  because  of  the  Department's 
oversight  in  not  realizing  that  they  would  require  ap- 
proval-in-principle  for  an  expenditure  on  a  capital  proj- 
ect in  excess  of  $250,000. 

The  Department  had  put  this  work  out  for  tender  and 
it  was  only  when  the  bids  had  been  received  and  were 
being  processed,  that  it  was  realized  that  they  did  not 
have  approval-in-principle  from  Treasury  Board.  The 
validity  period  for  the  tender  of  60  days  expired  before 
approval-in-principle  was  received  from  Treasury  Board. 

Because  of  this  delay  and  the  validity  period  of  60 
days  having  expired,  the  Department  of  Transport  was 
unable  to  get  the  contractor  to  undertake  the  work  at  the 
bid  price  and  had  to  negotiate  an  extra  of  $20,000  to 
cover  increased  material  and  labour  costs  and  extend 
the  completion  date  by  10  months. 

Your  Committee  is  shocked  that  faulty  administration 
procedures  by  the  Department  of  Transport  caused  this 
unnecessary  extra  expense  and  delay  in  the  completion 
of  this  work. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  when  a  Department 
sets  a  time  limit  to  deal  with  a  bid,  in  this  case  60  days, 
it  should  ensure  that  the  time  limit  is  adhered  to  or 
have  some  pre-arranged  plan  to  have  the  time  extended. 

PARAGRAPH   64.1 — Cost   of   unused   Accommodation — 
Ottawa. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 
17,  dated  February  25,  1975). 

This  problem  occurred  when  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  obtained  Treasury  Board  authority  to  lease  addi- 
tional space  for  the  Department  of  Transport  and  con- 
cerns the  payment  of  the  rent  so  far  in  advance  of  the 
time  the  space  was  needed. 

The  Treasury  Board  approved  the  lease  of  extra 
space  needed,  floors  28  and  29  and  the  ground  floor  of  the 
headquarters  building  of  the  Department  of  Transport 
with  rental  to  commence  from  date  of  occupancy.  The 
owner  of  the  building  claims  that  he  had  reserved 
some  of  this  space  from,  a  date  considerably  prior  to  the 
date  of  occupancy  and  he  should  be  compensated  for 
this  period  in  which  he  held  it  for  the  Department  of 
Transport. 

The  Treasury  Board  approved  the  payment  for  floors 
28  and  29  from  June  1,  1972  and  the  ground  floor  from 
June  15,  1972.  The  Department  of  Transport  actually 
occupied  floors  28  and  29  on  October  31,  1972  and  the 
ground  floor  on  March  15,  1973.  The  rental  paid  during 
this  time  for  vacant  premises  was  $81,000.  As  the  De- 
partment of  Transport  witness  stated,  these  payments 
from  June  1,  1972  were  a  compromise.  The  owner  of 
the  building  wanted  to  charge  for  this  space  on  the  28th 
and  29th  floors  from  April  1,  1972  because  they  had  lost 
some  revenue. 


This  type  of  unnecessary  and  unwarranted  expense 
charged  to  the  public  treasury  has  been  a  major  con- 
cern to  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  over  the  years. 
In  other  reports  made  to  the  House  your  Committe  made 
strong  recommendations  to  the  House  on  faulty  fore- 
casting of  space  requirements,  delays  due  to  alterations 
and  rents  paid  for  unused  or  excessive  office  space. 

In  its  First  Report  to  the  House  dated  November  14, 
1974,  your  Committee  made  the  following  recommenda- 
tion: 

"As  the  Committee  notes,  the  costs  of  excessive 
or  unused  office  accommodation  are  a  charge  on  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  budget,  whereas  if 
these  rental  costs  were  allotted  to  the  actual  de- 
partments leasing  this  space,  the  departments  would 
be  more  cautious  in  their  forecasts,  more  modest 
in  choice  of  office  building  and  would  make  a  more 
determined  effort  to  avoid  overspending  of  their 
budget  allotment." 

PARAGRAPH    49— Irregular    Charge    to    1973-1974   Ap- 
propriation. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 
17,  dated  February  25,  1975). 

The  Financial  Administration  Act,  Section  30,  pro- 
vides that  the  balance  of  an  appropriation  granted  for  a 
fiscal  year  that  remains  unexpended  at  the  end  of  a 
fiscal  year  shall  lapse,  except  that  during  the  thirty  days 
immediately  following  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  a  pay- 
ment may  be  made  under  the  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discharging  a  debt  payable  for  work  performed, 
goods  received  or  services  rendered  prior  to  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year,  etc. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Department 
of  Transport  acted  contrary  to  this  section  of  the  Finan- 
cial Administration  Act  in  that  after  receiving  Treasury 
Board  approval  for  the  purchase  of  two  parcels  of  land 
on  March  28,  1974,  cheques  payable  to  the  vendors  total- 
ling $642,000,  were  drawn  in  April  1974  and  charged 
to  a  1973-74  appropriation  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport. 
As  the  Government  Land  Acquisition  Regulations  pro- 
hibit payment  for  land  before  delivery  of  a  title  satis- 
factory to  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Justice,  the  cheques 
were  forwarded  to  that  Department  on  May  7,  1974,  and 
retained  until  the  titles  were  obtained.  These  cheques 
were  released  on  the  closing  dates  of  May  31,  1974  and 
June  28,  1974. 

This  was  clearly  outside  the  bounds  of  Section  20  of 
the  Financial  Administration  Act,  which  prescribes  that 
all  estimates  submitted  to  Parliament  shall  be  for  ser- 
vices coming  in  course  of  payment  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Your  Committee  agrees  with  the  Auditor  General  that 
proceedings  of  this  nature  do  weaken  Parliament's  con- 
trol of  the  public  purse  and  the  Departmental  officials 
have  stated  that  they  have  initiated  procedures  to  pre- 
vent such  situations  in  the  future. 
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The  Auditor  General  also  mentioned  that  the  guide- 
lines in  the  Treasury  Board  manual  "Guide  on  Financial 
Administration  for  Departments  and  Agencies  of  the 
Government  of  Canada"  tabled  in  this  Committee  Decem- 
ber 6,  1973  have  been  of  prime  assistance  in  carrying  out 
their  examinations. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  all  Departments  ad- 
here strictly  to  the  guidelines  contained  in  the  Treasury 
Board  manual  as  they  constitute  the  basis  for  Parlia- 
mentary control  of  expenditure. 

PARAGRAPH  65 — Deficiencies  in  financial  controls  for 
the  Maritime  Pollution  Claims  Fund. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 
18,  dated  February  27,  1975). 

This  Fund  was  established  February  15,  1972,  by 
amendment  R.S.  (2nd  Supp.),  C.27,  to  the  Canada  Ship- 
ping Act,  and  was  intended  to  be  used  to  cover  claims  for 
losses  caused  by  pollutants  discharged  from  vessels  in 
Canadian  waters.  Under  the  Act,  levies  are  assessed 
against  carriers  of  oil  in  bulk  landed  at  or  shipped  from 
a  port  in  Canada.  Collections  to  March  31,  1974  were 
$17.4  million  but  no  claims  had  been  received  or  paid. 
The  Department  of  Transport  provides  administrative 
support  at  no  cost  to  the  Fund. 

The  Department  of  National  Revenue  (Customs  and 
Excise)  collects  levies  imposed  on  oil  imports  and  ex- 
ports, remitting  them  to  the  Department  of  Transport  for 
credit  to  the  Fund.  On  the  other  hand,  collection  for 
doniestic  oil  shipments  depends  on  the  voluntary  declara- 
tions of  the  shippers  since  they  are  not  reported  to  Cus- 
toms and  Excise. 

Your  Committee  is  concerned  at  the  rather  loose  ad- 
ministration methods  and  financial  controls  on  this  fund 
which  the  Auditor  General  has  noted: 

1 .  Shippers  are  permitted  to  defer  payment  on  pro- 
vision of  adequate  surety  bonds.  However,  Cus- 
toms and  Excise  is  not  advised  by  Transport  as  to 
the  acceptability  of  the  security  described  by  the 
shippers  on  the  levy  declaration  when  requesting 
deferment. 

2.  Transport  records  do  not  provide  cumulative  data 
on  amounts  payable  by  shippers,  hence  the  ade- 
quacy of  surety  bonds  cannot  be  verified. 

3.  Certain  surety  bonds  submitted  by  shippers  had 
expired  and  renewals  were  neither  requested  nor 
received. 

4.  Numerous  requests  have  been  received  to  define 
"oil"  under  the  Act  but  to  date  no  official  ruling 
has  been  made.  As  a  result  some  shippers  refuse 
to  pay  the  levy. 

5.  Levy  refunds  are  not  always  adequately  docu- 
mented. Refunds  should  be  requested  through  Cus- 
toms and  Excise  at  the  port  where  documentation 
supporting  the  original  levy  declaration  was  filed. 


6.  Legislation  creating  the  Fund  does  not  authorize 
officers  of  the  Crown  to  have  access  to  shippers' 
books  and  records.  Consequently,  no  effective  audit 
can  be  undertaken  to  verify  proper  assessment  and 
collection  of  levies  payable  under  the  Act. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  consideration  be 
given  to  immediate  corrective  action  to  overcome  the 
faults  reported  by  the  Auditor  General. 

Your  Committee  also  recommends  that  the  Govern- 
ment give  consideration  to  setting  a  dollar  limit  on  the 
Fund  after  which  the  levies  would  be  adjusted  or 
dropped. 

PARAGRAPH     66 — Recovery    of    capital    expenditures 
credited  to  operations. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 

18,  dated  February  27,  1975). 

The  Department  of  Transport  has  several  agreements 
with  major  users  of  public  wharves  whereby  the  users 
contribute  over  a  period  of  time  to  the  cost  of  establish- 
ing the  facilities.  In  some  cases,  the  amounts  the  Depart- 
ment receives  are  credited  to  an  operations  vote  and  are 
therefore  available  for  spending.  In  other  cases  the 
amounts  are  recorded  as  revenues  of  Canada. 

The  Department  states  that  it  included  these  receipts 
in  estimates  of  receipts  and  revenues  to  be  used  to  sup- 
plement its  operations  vote,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
Auditor  General  maintains  that  money  received  as  re- 
covery of  expenditure  from  a  capital  vote  should  not  be 
used  for  operating  purposes.  The  Auditor  General  in  his 
Report  also  states  that  as  the  Department  did  not  identify 
the  extraordinary  nature  of  these  receipts  in  its  Esti- 
mates presentation,  he  questions  the  Department's  view 
that  this  exception  has  been  authorized. 

Your  Committee  is  concerned  that  revenue  from  in- 
vestments is  included  with  revenue  from  operations.  Any 
endeavours  that  can  be  made  to  clearly  separate  capital 
receipts  from  revenue  will  receive  the  full  support  of  the 
Committee. 

Your  Committee  notes  that  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  Board  states  in  his  letter  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  (See  Appendix  "Y",  Issue  19,  dated 
March  4,  1975)  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  ensure  uni- 
formity in  accounting  for  revenue  and  the  question  of 
crediting  revenue  derived  from  capital  expenditures  is 
being  considered  in  the  Study  of  Accounts. 

NATIONAL   MUSEUMS   OF   CANADA 

PARAGRAPH     40 — National     Museums     of     Canada — 

Grants  and  contributions. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 

19,  dated  March  4,  1975). 
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PARAGRAPH     41 — Unauthorized     charge    to     National 
Museums  Special  Account. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 

19,  dated  March  4,  1975). 

PARAGRAPH   80 — Accounts   of  the   National  Museums 
of  Canada. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 

20,  dated  March  6,  1975). 

In  its  consideration  of  the  serious  breakdown  in  ad- 
ministrative procedures,  control  of  grants  and  contri- 
butions of  $7,742,800,  made  to  the  National  Museums  of 
Canada,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  harsh 
statements  made  by  the  Auditor  General  in  the  Com- 
mittee's evidence  on  page  19:4  of  March  4,  1975,  Issue 
19  pointed  up  the  problem  placed  before  the  Commit- 
tee. 

Your  Committee  was  assured  by  the  Auditor  General 
that  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  clearing 
up  the  inadequacies  and  unsatisfactory  conditions  re- 
ferred to  in  the  past,  and  although  some  weaknesses 
still  exist  in  the  view  of  the  Auditor  General,  they 
only  affect  the  accuracy  of  the  accounts  for  the  year 
ended  March  31,  1974  as  noted  in  Paragraphs  40,  41 
and  Item  4  of  Paragraph  80. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Museum  Of- 
ficials continue  to  use  the  Audit  Services  of  Supply  and 
Services  to  eradicate  the  administrative,  procedural  and 
financial  weaknesses  in  their  Branch. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Museum  Of- 
ficials make  the  most  determined  efforts  to  achieve 
sound,  administrative  and  financial  procedure  in  proc- 
essing their  accounts.  Your  Committee  requests  the 
Auditor  General  to  include  a  progress  statement  on  this 
matter  in  his  next  Report. 

CANADIAN  BROADCASTING   CORPORATION 
PARAGRAPH  35 — Unusual  Loss  on  a  Partnership  Op- 
eration. 

(See  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  Issue  No. 

21,  dated  March  11,  1975). 

The  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation  made  an  in- 
vestment of  $1.6  million  in  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary 
company,  St.  Clair  River  Broadcasting  Limited  (St. 
Clair),  which  in  turn  had  entered  into  a  partnership 
agreement  with  a  private  company  to  purchase  Windsor 
television  station  CKLW  with  effect  from  March  1, 
1970. 

St.  Clair's  investment  in  the  partnership,  a  one-quar- 
ter interest,  had  been  impaired  by  operating  losses  of 
the  television  station  since  its  acquisition. 

In  fact  this  venture  has  proven  a  financial  failure 
from  the  start  and  by  March  31,  1974,  St.  Clair's  share 
of  the  $8,430,000  accumulated  loss  of  the  television 
station  was  $2,107,000  which  was  $270,000  more  than 
the  $1,837,000  it  had  invested  in  the  partnership.  Besides 


this  St.  Clair  had  also  absorbed  interest  costs  of  $913,- 
000  on  its  partner's  notes  and  administration  expense  of 
$14,000,  while  earning  investment  income  of  $508,000 
including  $460,000  interest  on  cash  contributed  to  the 
partnership.  Its  loss  to  March  31,  1974,  thus  amounted 
to  $2,526,000. 

The  equity  of  the  CBC  in  St.  Clair  has  therefore  been 
reduced  from  $1.6  million  at  March  1,  1970,  to  a  de- 
ficiency of  $926,000  at  March  31,  1974.  No  provision 
for  this  loss  has  been  made  in  the  accounts  of  the  Cor- 
poration but  attention  was  drawn  to  it  in  a  note  to  the 
Corporation's  financial  statements  at  March  31,   1974. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  St.  Clair  was  re- 
quired by  May  31,  1975,  to  purchase  its  partner's  share 
at  cost  $3,750,000,  plus  interest  and  the  partner's  share 
of  any  accrued  profits  to  the  date  of  sale  (there  was 
none  to  March  31,  1974).  This  purchase  was  completed 
in  June  1974.  Consequently  the  Corporation  will  absorb 
the  full  amount  of  the  loss  ($8,430,000  to  March  31, 
1974)  incurred  in  operating  the  television  station. 

The  evidence  revealed  some  of  the  unusual  financial 
arrangements.  The  partner  had  a  75%  interest  and  St. 
Clair  a  25%  interest.  St.  Clair's  contribution  was  in 
cash;  one  third  of  the  partner's  contribution  (25%)  was 
in  cash  and  the  remaining  two-thirds  (50%)  of  the 
partner's  contribution  was  in  the  form  of  notes. 

One  unusual  aspect  about  these  notes  is  that  under 
the  terms  of  the  partnership  agreement,  St.  Clair  and 
not  the  partner  paid  the  interest  on  the  notes.  In  addi- 
tion, the  partnership  agreement  provided  that  if  the 
TV  station  was  profitable,  the  partner's  share  would  be 
in  the  ratio  of  his  capital  introduced,  75  per  cent,  but  if 
losses  were  incurred,  they  would  ultimately  be  borne 
by  St.  Clair. 

Your  Committee  was  made  aware  that  the  Chairman 
of  the  CBC  in  a  letter  to  the  Windsor  Star  dated  June  6, 
1972  (See  APPENDIX  "AA"  Issue  No.  21,  dated  March 
11,  1975)  that  the  CBC  had  always  wanted  to  have  a  tele- 
vision outlet  in  Windsor,  'that  the  channel  occupied  by 
CKLW-TV  was  the  only  VHF  channel  in  South  Western 
Ontario  available  to  Canada  and  should  in  his  opinion, 
be  in  public  rather  than  private  hands.  He  mentioned 
that  after  a  hearing  the  CRTC  called  upon  the  partner 
and  the  CBC  to  work  out  joint  purchase  arrangements, 
not  on  the  basis  of  an  option  for  the  CBC  to  purchase 
but  rather  on  a  basis  which  would  give  the  CBC  an 
immediate  equity  position  and  a  prospect  of  total  ac- 
quisition in  the  future. 

Your  Committee  also  is  aware  that  CBC  has  a  mission 
to  provide  the  Canadian  people  with  Canadian  content 
programs  and  the  possible  return  on  these  programs  is 
sometimes  minimal. 

However,  your  Committee  recommends  that  a  far 
more    hard-headed    financial    policy    is    needed    by    the 
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CBC  and  recommends  that  it  not  enter  into  such  one- 
sided agreements  without  seeking  some  viable  alterna- 
tive.

In  conclusion  during  its  consideration  of  the  Auditor 
General's  Reports,  your  Committee  has  reviewed  the 
financial  problems  of  various  Crown  Corporations,  Au- 
thorities, and  Programs  that  derive  their  operating 
expenses  and  funds  through  government  departmental 
estimates. 

The  one  common  factor,  that  causes  their  appearance 
in  the  Auditor  General's  Report  results  from  loose  ad- 
ministration and  financial  controls,  plus  a  lack  of  aware- 
ness that  the  funds  they  administer  are  from  the  public 
purse  of  Canada  and  must  be  properly  accounted  for. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  firmer  administra- 
tion procedures  and  tighter  financial  controls  be  put  in 
effect  for  all  such  agencies  of  the  government.

RULING   BY   MR.   SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  If  there  is  no  other  honourable  Member 
wishing  to  contribute  to  the  point,  with  the  greatest  of 
respect  to  the  honourable  Member  for  Calgary  Centre 
(Mr.  Andre),  it  seems  to  me  that  his  argument  is  some- 
what self-defeating.  He  used  the  example  of  Polymer 
Corporation  and  indicated  that  at  one  time  it  was  a 
Crown  corporation.  Parliament  later  expressed  the  desire 
or  the  will  that  that  situation  be  changed,  and  through 
the  vehicle  of  the  Canada  Development  Corporation  and 
steps  taken  by  Parliament  that  status  was  changed.  What 
the  honourable  Member  is  proposing  by  way  of  his 
amendment  is  to  change  the  character  of  this  corporation 
at  this  stage  of  the  legislation.  It  may  be  that  future 
Parliaments  may  want  to  propose  amending  legislation 
which  would  change  the  basic  character  of  this  corpora- 
tion from  a  Crown  corporation  to  something  which  is  not 
a  Crown  corporation. 

In  his  closing  statement  the  honourable  Member  de- 
scribed what  Canadian  people  believe  a  Crown  corpora- 
tion to  be;  that  is,  a  corporation,  just  like  any  other  cor- 
poration except  that  the  shares  are  held  by  the  Crown. 

In  his  amendments,  the  honourable  Member  proposes 
that  the  shares  would  be  restructured  in  such  a  way  as 
to  give  effect  to  the  second  amendment,  Motion  num- 
bered 2,  so  as  to  make  the  shares  transferable  to  the 
public;  in  other  words,  not  to  be  a  Crown  corporation, 
but  a  corporation  in  which  the  shares  could  be  purchased 
by  the  public.  That  seems  an  inescapable  fundamental 
variation  from  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  which  is  to 
establish  a  Crown  corporation. 

To  give  effect  to  the  amendments  of  the  honourable 
Member  would  mean  that  it  would  not  be  a  Crown  cor- 
poration, and  1  cannot  think  of  anything  which  more 
plainly  flies  in  the  face  of  the  principle  of  setting  up  a 
Crown  corporation.  His  amendment  would  set  up  a  cor- 
poration which  is  not  a  Crown  corporation. 

If  the  honourable  Member  had  proposed  these  amend- 
ments at  second  reading,  I  think  he  would  have  had 
great  difficulty.  If  he  had  proposed  them  at  committee 
stage,  he  probably  would  have  had  even  greater  diffi- 
culty because  while  there  are  amendments  to  specific 
clauses  at  that  stage,  his  amendments  attack  the  basic 
principle  of  the  Bill.  But  to  try  to  introduce  this  new 
concept  at  the  report  stage  of  the  Bill  seems  to  me  not 
only  to  fly  in  the  face  of  the  basic  principle  of  the  Bill, 
but  procedurally  to  do  it  at  a  stage  which  is  much  too 
late  in  the  game.  If  it  could  have  been  attempted,  it 
should  have  been  attempted  at  second  reading,  and 
frankly  I  am  not  persuaded  at  all  that  it  would  have 
succeeded  at  that  stage  either. 

With  the  greatest  of  respect  to  the  honourable  Mem- 
ber, who  expressed  his  intentions  clearly,  it  seems  in- 
escapable that  the  amendments  fly  directly  in  the  face  of

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  To  deal  with  Motion  numbered  3  stand- 
ing the  name  of  the  honourable  Member  for  High  Park- 
Humber  Valley  (Mr.  Jelinek),  nothing  which  has  been 
said  dissuades  me  from  the  initial  position  I  have  taken. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  honourable  Member  for  Gren- 
ville-Carleton  (Mr.  Baker)  is  perfectly  correct  in  his 
opening  remarks.  The  Canadian  Bill  of  Rights,  by  its 
own  provisions,  applies  to  aU  Canadian  legislation.  If  any 
further  certification  of  this  were  needed,  the  stamp  of  the 
Minister  of  Justice  to  this  effect  appears  on  the  front 
page  of  the  Bill.  This  certifies  the  application,  and  for 
this  reason  the  first  part  of  the  amendment  would  seem 
to  me  to  be  redundant. 

The  second  part  of  the  amendment,  and  I  cannot 
be  persuaded  otherwise,  goes  on  to  put  forward  a  specific 
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interpretation  of  the  words  of  another  statute  as  they 
relate  to  this  particular  Bill.  Whatever  that  interpreta- 
tion may  mean  from  a  legal  point  of  view  I  make  no 
attempt  to  say  in  the  course  of  this  ruling.  I  simply  look 
at  the  face  of  it  and  say  it  is  an  attempt  to  redefine 
what  is  meant  by  "due  process  of  law"  in  the  Canadian 
Bill  of  Rights  vis-d-vis  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  before 
us.  If  this  were  to  be  done  it  would  have  to  be  done  in 
some  other  way,  not  by  a  casual  amendment  to  one 
clause  of  this  particular  bill.  An  amendment  of  that 
kind  certainly  goes  beyond  the  scope  of  a  report  stage 
amendment  and  I  shall  therefore  have  to  rule  Motion 
numbered  3   out  of  order,  on  procedural  grounds.

Mr.  Turner  (London  East),  Parliamentary  Secretary 
to  the  Minister  of  State  for  Science  and  Technology  and 
the  Minister  of  Public  Works,  presented, — Return  to  the 
foregoing  Order. 


The  House  resumed  debate  on  the  motion  of  Mr.

The  House  resumed  consideration  on  the  point  of  order 
raised  by  the  honoiurable  Member  for  Edmonton  West 
(Mr.  Lambert),  on  Wednesday,  July  9,  1975,  to  the  effect 
that  a  certain  provision  of  Bill  C-66,  An  Act  to  amend 
the  Excise  Tax  Act,  was'  not  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Motion  upon  which  it 
was  based  and  submitted  that  the  Bill  be  rejected  and  a 
proper  Bill  brought  in  based  upon  the  Ways  and  Means 
Motion. 

RULING   BY   MR.   SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  Perhaps  this  is  an  appropriate  moment 
to  interrupt  the  honourable  Member  for  Norfolk-Haldi- 
mand  (Mr.  Knowles)  to  deliver,  as  I  indicated  earlier  in 
the  day  1  would,  my  reasons  in  respect  to  the  very  inter- 


esting point  of  order  raised  originally  by  the  honourable 
Member  for  Edmonton  West  (Mr.  Lambert),  to  which 
extensive  contributions  have  been  made  in  support  there- 
of by  the  honourable  Member  for  Peace  River  (Mr. 
Baldwin)  and  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg 
North  Centre  (Mr.  Knowles).  Arguments  were  made  on 
the  contrary  aspect,  initially  by  the  Minister  of  Finance 
(Mr.  Turner)  and  then  by  the  Parliamentary  Secretary 
to  the  President  of  the  Privy  Council  (Mr.  Reid). 

Originally,  three  points  were  raised  on  the  point  of 
order.  The  first,  relating  to  the  original  exemption  in  the 
resolution  to  municipalities,  is  no  longer  being  pursued. 
The  point  is  no  longer  urged  and  need  not  be  considered 
at  this  time.  The  second  is  the  introduction  into  the  legis- 
lation of  a  two-year  limitation  on  applications  for  rebate. 
That  was  not  in  the  resolution.  The  third  is  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  power  of  the  Minister  in  the  resolution  to  de- 
scribe by  regulation  further  exempt  persons  in  the  cur- 
rent Clause  5  of  the  Bill,  what  would  be  section  47(1)  (f) 
of  the  Act  which  would  describe  that  class  of  persons 
being  those  contained  in  Part  I  of  the  Income  Tax  Act. 

The  governing  principles  in  respect  to  the  arguments 
before  us  are  not  seriously  in  dispute.  If  I  may  be  per- 
mitted, I  might  refer  to  the  fact  that  the  same  kind  of 
argument  was  made  during  the  consideration  of  the  last 
budget  legislation.  On  December  18,  1974,  a  point  that 
was  in  many  ways  similar  to  the  one  before  us  was 
raised.  At  that  time,  if  I  can  paraphrase,  I  set  out  four 
or  five  basic  principles  that  ought  to  be  considered  in  a 
situation  of  this  sort.  I  quote  from  that  ruling:  "First, 
that  the  Ways  and  Means  motions  which  follow  the 
budget  presentation  are,  by  virtue  of  time  honoured 
practice  and  tradition,  the  very  expression  of  the  financial 
initiative  of  the  Crown  and  therefore  a  most  important 
aspect  of  our  procedure." 

Second,  the  relationship  between  that  resolution  and 
the  bills  which  follow  it  are  set  out  in  Standing  Order 
60(11)  which  reads  as  follows:  "The  adoption  of  any 
Ways  and  Means  motion  shall  be  an  order  to  bring  in  a 
bill  or  bills  based  on  the  provisions  of  any  such  motion." 

As  has  been  said  many  times,  the  operative  words  are 
"based  on".  In  the  search  for  the  meaning  of  the  words 
"based  on",  it  is  obvious  that  if  the  rule  intended  to  say 
"identical  with"  rather  than  "based  on",  it  would  say  so. 
It  does  not.  Therefore,  I  must  say  at  the  outset  that  in 
consideration  on  the  point  of  the  two-year  limitation,  I 
have  little  difficulty.  Each  case  has  to  be  examined  on  its 
individual  merits.  However,  with  respect  to  the  two-year 
limitation,  the  resolution  says,  and  I  quote  from  the  bot- 
tom of  page  9  of  the  Ways  and  Means  motion:  " — the 
Minister  may,  upon  application  by  the  purchaser,  in  such 
form  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Minister  prescribes, — ". 

Those  words  seem  to  give  the  Minister  the  authority  to 
prescribe  conditions  under  which  the  rebate  or  an  appli- 
cation for  rebate  would  be  made.  The  Bill  provides  that 
the  application,  when  made,  must  be  made  within  a  two- 
year  period.  I  do  not  have  difficulty  in  accepting  the  fact 
that  that  is  a  provision  in  the  Bill  that  is  based  on  the 
resolution. 
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The  other  point  gives  me  considerably  more  difficulty. 
It  is  proposed  in  paragraph  3  on  page  9  of  the  resolution 
that  the  Act  be  amended  in  section  47  by  the  following 
terms.  For  the  purpose  of  this  particular  point,  the  opera- 
tive words  are  in  subparagraph  (g)  which  give  to  the 
Minister  the  authority  to  describe  the  exempt  class,  and 
I  quote:  " — by  a  person  of  such  other  class  of  persons  as 
the  Governor  in  Council  may  by  regulation  prescribe,". 

On  the  other  hand,  subparagraph  (/)  of  the  proposed 
amendment  to  Section  47(1)  uses  the  words,  and  I  quote: 
" — a  person  within  a  class  of  persons  exempt  from  tax 
under  Part  I  of  the  Income  Tax  Act,". 

It  is  clear  on  all  of  the  argiunents  that  the  change  does 
not  go  beyond  the  power  given  in  the  resolution  to  the 
Minister  in  bringing  in  the  Bill.  In  fact,  it  is  generally 
agreed  it  goes  very  much  the  other  way.  However,  that 
fact  alone  does  not  bring  the  matter  to  a  close.  I  wish  to 
refer  to  the  closing  paragraphs  of  the  ruling  I  made  on 
the  earlier  occasion  to  which  I  referred.  I  said  I  must 
therefore  find  the  point  of  order  unacceptable.  I  quote: 
" — however  that  the  terms  of  the  Ways  and  Means 
motion  are  a  carefully  prepared  expression  of  the  finan- 
cial initiative  of  the  Crown  and  frequent  departure  from 
them  can  only  invite  deterioration  of  that  most  important 
power. 

Furthermore,  I  have  considerable  sympathy  for  the 
argument  that  once  the  Ways  and  Means  motions  have 
been  adopted  by  the  House,  changes  of  a  nature  any 
more  substantial  than  the  one  before  us  now,  ought  to  be 
made  by  the  House." 

Obviously  the  most  desirable  practice  is  for  the  Bill  to 
adhere  strictly  to  the  provisions  of  the  motion  and  de- 
partures, if  any,  ought  to  be  subject  to  the  strictest  inter- 
pretation. With  that  in  mind,  I  examined  the  two  clauses 
that  are  put  forward. 

Here  we  have  something  quite  different  from  what  we 
had  in  the  case  previously  ruled  upon.  We  have  more 
than  simply  a  change  of  description  of  a  class  of  vehicles 
which  would  be  subject  to  an  exemption  under  the  tax. 
We  have  a  change  in  approach  from  that  which  could  be 
done  by  regulation  to  that  being  done  by  legislation,  from 
a  class  which,  when  addressing  itself  to  the  resolution, 
would  be  specifically  described  in  a  regulation  to  a  class 
which  is  taken  from  a  description  given  in  an  entirely 
different  statute.  It  might  be  that  when  a  Member  of  the 
House  addressed  himself  to  the  resolution,  he  did  not 
anticipate  problems  he  might  now  have  in  proposing,  for 
example,  amendments  to  a  description  of  classes  because 
that  came  up  on  reflection  something  very  difficult  for 
honourable  Members  to  do  at  this  stage. 

I  repeat,  it  is  not  for  the  Chair  to  decide  which  of 
the  courses  is  more  desirable,  which  gives  Members 
more  power  and  more  control  over  the  Minister's  actions. 
That  is  not  the  question.  The  only  question  for  me  to 
decide  at  this  time  is  whether  this  particular  Bill  is 
"based  on"  this  particular  resolution.  In  my  view,  the 
variations   that   I   have   described,   being   fundamentally 


different  in  approach,  go  beyond  that  relationship.  How- 
ever, it  has  always  been  my  view  that  procedure  should 
serve  the  House  and  not  enslave  it.  For  example,  we 
have  a  situation  in  which  there  is  an  amendment  "that 
the  bill  be  not  now  read  the  second  time  but  that  it 
be  read  a  second  time  this  day  six  months,  hence."  I 
suppose  in  the  strict  interpretation  of  procedure  it  might 
be  possible  for  me  to  say  that  the  mover  and  supporters 
of  the  motion  should  be  stopped  from  arresting  or  at- 
tempting to  arrest  the  progress  of  the  Bill.  I  believe 
that  would  be  an  extremely  stringent  view. 

I  note,  also,  the  suggestion  of  the  honourable  Member 
for  Peace  River,  a  most  experienced  advocate  of  pro- 
cedure in  the  House,  that  the  progress  of  this  or  other 
legislation  is  never  greatly  retarded  by  this  type  of 
procedural  difficulty.  Whether  or  not  the  honourable 
Member  for  Peace  River  is  totally  accurate  in  his  as- 
sessment, I  certainly  accept  the  spirit  of  his  words. 
More  than  two  days  have  been  spent  in  debate  on  this 
measure,  after  six  days  debate  on  the  resolution,  al- 
most three  hours  have  been  spent  on  procedural  argu- 
ments, some  of  which  followed  requests  which  were 
put  forward  and  granted  for  adjournment  of  the  pro- 
cedural argument.  I  have  reserved  judgment  and  there 
is  now  the  amendment  on  the  floor.  Finally,  we  are  far 
from  the  point  in  our  year,  from  the  situation  in  earlier 
mid-session,  in  which  the  House  could  easily  adjust 
itself  to  severe  procedural  dislocation. 

Thus,  in  the  interests  of  preserving  the  important 
procedural  safeguards  surrounding  the  relationship  be- 
tween the  Ways  and  Means  resolution  and  this  Bill  or, 
generally  speaking,  on  a  Bill  based  on  that  resolution, 
it  is  my  view  that  this  Bill  and  the  resolution  must  be 
brought  into  closer  conformity  with  one  another.  How- 
ever, it  is  also  my  view  that  this  should  be  accomplished 
without  prejudice  to  the  progress  of  the  Bill.  I,  therefore, 
leave  it  to  the  Minister  and  to  colleagues  in  the  House, 
during  the  remainder  of  this  day,  with  the  necessary 
consent,  to  prepare  amendments  or  alterations  to  either 
the  Bill  or  the  resolution  so  as  to  accomplish  the  neces- 
sary objective.  If  the  parties  find  themselves  unable  to 
agree  and,  in  turn,  the  House  finds  itself  unable  to 
agree  or  to  accept  whatever  the  alterations  or  amend- 
ments may  be,  then  I  would  propose  to  take  the  neces- 
sary action  from  the  Chair  tomorrow'  at  3  p.m. 

In  the  meantime,  it  is  my  view  that  debate  on  the 
measure   ought   to   continue. 


Debate  was  resumed  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Turner 
(Ottawa-Carleton),  seconded  by  Mr.  Sharp, — That  Bill 
C-66,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Excise  Tax  Act,  be  now  read 
a  second  time  and  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

And  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Stanfield,  seconded  by  Mr.

And  debate  continuing;

Halliday,  moved, — That  the  debate  be  now  adjourned.

RULING    BY    MR.    SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  want  to  assure  honourable  Members 
that  I  make  the  same  assumption,  which  I  made  when 
I  left  the  matter  to  the  House  to  be  resolved  upon  con- 
sent, that  this  is  exactly  the  process  which  should  take 
place.  I  make  no  judgment  at  all  about  the  difficulty  in 
coming  to  an  agreement.  I  have  put  forward  the  view 
that  I  would  leave  it  for  the  House  to  see  whether  a 
consent  arrangement  was  possible.  Consent  would  be 
required  not  only  by  the  House  leaders  involved  in- 
cluding, of  course,  the  House  leader  on  behalf  of  the 
Creditiste  Party,  but  by  the  House  itself  as  a  whole,  and 
it  would  be  impossible  for  anyone  to  commit  all  the 
Members  of  the  House  to  consent  to  whatever  arrange- 
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ments  might  be  entered  into.  I  left  it  only  to  see  if  that 
could  be  done.  The  fact  that  it  could  not  be  done  is  in 
no  way  prejudicial  to  either  side  of  the  House  or  to  any 
Member  of  that  side. 

We  are  in  a  situation  in  which  objection  was  taken 
on  a  point  of  order,  to  which  I  have  given  some  validity 
and  came  to  the  conclusion  I  referred  to  and  described, 
in  the  earlier  judgment  in  December,  1974,  relating  to  a 
tax  bill  at  that  time,  and  perhaps  I  should  quote  the 
paragraph  again:  "Furthermore,  I  have  considerable 
sympathy  for  the  argument  that  once  the  Ways  and 
Means  motions  have  been  adopted  by  the  House,  changes 
of  a  nature  any  more  substantial  than  the  one  before  us 
now,  ought  to  be  made  by  the  House." 

For  that  reason,  and  having  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  closer  co-relation  between  the  resolution  and  this 
Bill  ought  to  be  made,  I  felt  that  I  ought  to  give  this  to 
the  House  to  do.  In  addition,  the  way  I  propose  to  do  it 
now  is  a  way  in  which  I  will  leave  it  to  the  House  to 
make  the  necessary  alteration  in  the  Bill. 

The  Ways  and  Means  motion  has  been  concurred  in 
and  has  met  all  of  the  procedural  requirements  of  the 
House.  However,  the  Bill  has  departed  from  that  Ways 
and  Means  resolution,  not,  in  my  view,  in  a  matter  of 
substance  but  in  a  matter  of  form.  It  was  not  seriously 
contended  at  any  time  that  we  were  dealing  with  an 
attempt  to  go  beyond  the  provisions  of  the  resolution, 
because  if  we  were  that  would  be  a  matter  of  a  much 
different  sort.  In  fact,  it  is  generally  agreed  that  the 
section  which  has  been  argued  as  being  offensive  is  one 
that  does  quite  the  contrary  and  contracts  the  powers 
that  were  reserved  to  the  Cabinet  or  to  the  Governor  in 
Council  in  the  resolution. 

There  are  a  number  of  precedents  to  be  found  in  our 
records  where  irregularities  between  a  recommendation 
or  a  resolution  and  the  bill  based  on  it  had  been  noted 
prior  to  the  second  reading  of  the  bill.  In  every  case  we 
have  examined,  remedial  action  has  been  taken  either  by 
obtaining  another  recommendation  amending  the  pre- 
ceding resolution  or  by  deleting  the  inconsistent  provi- 
sion of  the  bill. 

I  want  to  refer  honourable  Members  to  some  of  these 
cases.  The  first  and  most  notable  example  is  the  Naval 
Forces  Bill  of  1913.  A  later  example  is  to  be  found  at 
page  1903  of  Hansard  of  March  6,  1957.  In  that  case  a 
motion  was  made:  "That  the  order  for  second  reading 
be  allowed  to  stand  and  that  Bill  No.  161  be  reprinted 
without  lines  20  to  23  inclusive." 

A  more  recent  precedent  is  to  be  found  at  page  649 
of  the  Journals  of  December  10,  1963.  In  this  case  again 
the  bill  was  permitted  to  stand  while  a  recommendation 
was  obtained  and  a  resolution  adopted. 

While  the  procedure  in  our  House  has  not  developed  to 
the  extent  that  there  is  a  clear  and  specific  procedure 
in  relation  to  the  amending  of  bills  before  second  read- 
ing,   such    practice    has    long    been    followed    in    Great 


Britain.  May  I  in  passing  refer  to  one  decision  of  my 
predecessor  in  dealing  with  a  substantial  difference, 
and  that  being  in  the  tax  bill  of  March  11,  1968.  On  that 
occasion  Mr.  Speaker  indicated  that  because  the  matter  J I 
involved  a  substantial  matter  of  substance  in  the  dif-  S 
ference  between  the  resolution  and  the  bill,  such  change 
could  only  be  accomplished  by  discharging  the  order 
for  the  second  reading  and  withdrawing  the  bill.  r-^ 

yhere  is  a  difference  today.  We  are  dealing  now  not 
with  an  attempt  to  go  beyond  the  provisions  of  the  biU, 
in  other  words,  not  with  a  substantial  matter,  but 
rather,  according  to  all  the  arguments  that  were  put 
forward,  more  with  a  matter  of  form  and  procedure.  I 
might  indicate  that  in  my  view  the  change  here  is  even 
less  substantial  than  was  the  case  in  the  situation  which 
was  not  identical,  but  certainly  analogous,  in  April  of 
this  year  when  we  were  dealing  in  the  House  with  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  Act  amendments,  and  at 
that  stage  a  ruling  had  to  be  made  respecting  certain 
amendments  which  had  been  made  in  committee.  The 
ruling  was  on  whether  they  were  beyond  the  scope  of 
that  committee.  The  present  situation  is  analogous.  In 
my  view,  those  amendments  were  a  much  more  serious 
aberration  than  the  variation  which  has  taken  place  be- 
tween the  resolution  and  the  bill.  That  was  another  prec- 
edent upon  which  this  ruling  is  being  made.  It  was 
then  held  that  the  offending  provisions  of  the  bill  should 
be  deleted,  but  that  the  bill  should  retain  its  place  on 
the  Order  Paper  and  that  a  discussion  on  it  should 
continue  at  its  then  stage. 

Having  reviewed  those  precedents,  the  Chair  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  inconsistency  should  be  rectified  in  that 
manner.  Therefore  the  Chair  is  ordering  the  deletion  of 
the  offending  words,  to  be  found  in  subparagraph  (/)  of 
the  proposed  new  section  47.1,  which  reads:  "(/)  a  per- 
son within  a  class  of  persons  exempt  from  tax  under 
Part  I  of  the  Income  Tax  Act,". 

I  further  order  that  the  Bill  be  reprinted,  that  it  re- 
main on  the  Order  Paper  in  its  present  status  but  that 
the  debate  thereon  be  not  resumed  until  after  delivery 
of  the  reprinted  version,  which  I  hope  will  come  in  time 
for  tomorrow's  Orders  of  the  Day. 

I  have  not  gone  on,  obviously,  to  make  any  positive 
changes  to  the  Bill,  as  that  would  clearly  go  beyond  any 
precedent  or  authority  that  the  Chair  had  taken  unto 
itself  in  the  past. 

I  indicated  at  the  outset  in  my  prior  disposition  in  a 
like  situation  that  once  the  Ways  and  Means  motions 
have  been  adopted  by  the  House,  changes  more  sub- 
stantial than  the  one  which  was  before  the  House  at  that 
time  ought  to  be  made  by  the  House.  I  feel  that  at  the 
appropriate  stage  in  the  continuing  debate  on  this  Bill,  it 
is  open  to  the  House  to  make  appropriate  alterations  to 
the  Bill  in  the  ordinary  way,  at  the  appropriate  stage, 
and  to  bring  the  Bill  into  line  with  the  resolution,  in 
whatever  way  is  appropriate  and  accepted  by  the  House 
at  that  time.  I  therefore  leave  it  to  the  House  to  make 
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that  alteration.  As  I  indicated  last  December,  that  was 
the  proper  course  to  follow  when  dealing  with  anything 
more  substantial  than  the  kind  of  change  then  before  the 
House.

Mr.  Sharp,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Procedure 
and  Organization,  presented  the  Third  Report  of  the 
Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

1.  On  February  21,  1975,  your  Committee  received  the 
following  Order  of  Reference: 

That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Procedure  and 
Organization  be  authorized  to  consider  the  Standing 
Orders  of  the  House  and  procedure  in  both  the  House 
and  its  committees; 

And  that  the  Committee  be  authorized  to  include  in 
its  reports  drafts  of  proposed  permanent  or  temporary 
Standing  Orders  drawn  to  give  effect,  if  concurred  in 
by  the  House,  to  any  permanent  or  temporary  change 
or  changes  proposed  by  the  Committee. 

A— HOUSE   SERVICES 

2.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  view  that  at  present  there 
are  insufficient  means  for  participation  of  ordinary  mem- 
bers in  the  administrative  affairs  of  the  House. 

3.  Provision  for  the  Commissioners  of  Internal  Econ- 
omy, consisting  of  Mr.  Speaker  and  four  Privy  Council- 
lors, who  are  members  of  the  House  of  Commons 
designated  by  the  Governor  General,  was  first  made  in 


1868.  At  that  time  sessions  of  Parliament  were  only  a  few 
weeks  long  and  the  basic  administrative  decisions  con- 
cerned the  hiring  of  temporary  employees  and  the  ar- 
rangement of  other  services  required  for  a  short  time 
only. 

4.  Today,  members  of  the  House  of  Commons  must 
serve  the  year  round.  They  require  personal  staffs,  they 
have  offices  in  Ottawa  and,  usually,  in  their  constituen- 
cies, and  they  require  more  complex  services.  In  short, 
the  management  of  the  House  of  Commons  and  of  the 
services  offered  to  members,  has  become  of  great  signifi- 
cance to  the  ordinary  member  in  the  day-to-day  exercise 
of  his  duties. 

5.  Your  Committee  feels,  therefore,  that  it  is  essential 
that  a  new  standing  committee  be  established  to  provide 
for  participation  by  members  other  than  Ministers  in 
the  making  of  management  and  administrative  decisions. 
This  committee  would  work  in  an  advisory  capacity 
with  the  Speaker  as  well  as  with  the  Commissioners  on 
the  understanding  that  the  new  committee  would  be 
consulted  on  all  important  elements  of  administrative 
policy. 
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6.  Your  Committee  therefore  recommends: 

That  Standing  Order  65(1)  be  amended  by  adding 
immediately  after  subsection    (r)    the  following: 

"(s)  On  Management  and  Members'  Services  which 
is  empowered  to  advise  Mr.  Speaker  as  well  as  the 
Commissioners  of  Internal  Economy  on  the  admin- 
istration of  the  House  and  the  provision  of  services 
and  facilities  to  members,  to  consist  of  not  more 
than  12  members;" 

And  that  Standing  Order  65  be  further  amended  by 
adding  the  following  section: 

"(13)  All  matters  relating  to  the  administration  of 
the  House  and  the  provision  of  services  and  facilities 
to  members  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Management  and  Mem- 
bers' Services  on  the  first  day  of  each  session." 

B—SHARED  SERVICES 

7.  Your  Committee  also  believes  that  the  present 
system  of  three  joint  committees  on  essentially  adminis- 
trative matters  of  mutual  interest  to  both  Houses  is 
not  entirely  satisfactory.  The  Standing  Joint  Committee 
on  the  Library  of  Parliament  and  the  Standing  Joint 
Committee  on  the  Restaurant  of  Parliament  do  not  meet 
frequently  or  even  regularly  and  do  not  receive  the 
attention  from  members  and  others  that  one  might 
expect;  the  Standing  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  has 
not  functioned  for  some  time.  Your  Committee  is  of  the 
view  that  these  three  joint  committees  ought  to  be  re- 
placed by  one  Standing  Joint  Committee  on  the  Library 
of  Parliament  and  other  Shared  Services  and  that  the 
members  of  the  new  Standing  Committee  on  Manage- 
ment and  Members'  Services  ought  to  be  the  members 
appointed  to  serve  on  the  part  of  this  House  on  the  new 
joint  committee.  The  new  joint  committee  would  serve 
the  purposes  set  out  in  sections  3  of  the  Library  of 
Parliament  Act.  At  this  time  your  Committee  does  not 
recommend  any  changes  in  the  Standing  Orders  in  this 
regard,  since  discussions  must  take  place  with  members 
of  the  Senate  before  action  is  taken.

On  a  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  Mazankowski  concerning  motion  for  concurrence  in  an  item  in  esti- 
mates to  establish  Loto-Canada,  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  the  item  need  not  be  in  form  of  a  bill  as  it  was 
money  to  support  legislative  action  independent  from  the  estimates,  1368.

Question  of  privilege  having  been  raised  by  Mr.  O'Connell  re  unauthorized  publication  of  draft  report 
of  Immigration  Policy  Committee,  Mr.  Speaker  deferred  his  decision,  787.  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that  the 
motion  sought  the  investigation  of  a  prima  facie  case  of  privilege  without  a  specific  accusation, 
and  therefore  there  was  no  breach  of  privilege.  He  also  stated  that  proceedings  of  the  committee 
should  be  settled  in  the  committee  and  not  by  another  committee,  791-2. 

Question  of  privilege  having  been  raised  by  Mr.  Sharp  that  certain  words  spoken  by  Mr.  Stevens  in 
reference  to  cabinet  ministers  were  unparliamentary,  Mr.  Speaker  deferred  his  decision,  1133.  Mr.
